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FOREWORD 

The  father  of  the  Battle  Book  was  Dr.  Herbert  Bemerton  Battle  of  Montgom¬ 
ery  Alabama.  The  plan  is  his;  he  collected  most  of  the  material;  and  to  him  are 
due  most  of  the  book’s  distinguishing  features.  Of  its  inception  he  wrote  the  fol¬ 
lowing  account  in  1923: 

“It  has  often  been  a  source  of  wonder  to  me  why  the  genealogy  of  our  family 
should  interest  me  so  greatly.  Perhaps  it  may  be  explained,  in  part  at  least;  by 
the  fact  that  both  of  my  parents  were  of  the  Battle  name  and  distant  cousins. 
By  the  irony  of  fate,  or,  more  strictly  speaking;  the  religious  zeal  of  my  mother; 
I  did  not  come  into  possession  of  the  name  of  an  ancestor  or  even  a  clnse-by  rela¬ 
tive.  Perhaps  the  name  of  the  English  clergyman  and  poet;  George  Herbert;  of 
Bemerton;  which  was  given  to  me;  may  have  instilled  some  love  for  truth  and  beauty 
and  the  desire  to  preserve  them;  as  exemplified  in  our  past;  for  the  benefit  of  pos¬ 
terity. 

“Time  is  rapidly  passing;  the  older  members  of  the  family  are  fast  leaving 
US;  and  soon  whatever  might  have  been  available  in  the  past  or  at  present  or  in  the 
few  years  to  come  will  have  been  lost  forever.  In  fact;  during  the  comparatively 
short  time  in  which  I  have  been  engaged  in  collecting  these  records;  I  have  felt  and 
do  feel  now  that;  if  they  had  not  been  preserved  in  this  way;  they  would  never  have 
been  available  to  any  one.  Important  letters  and  books;  especially  family  Bibles,  have 
already  been  lost  by  fire  or  otherwise  and  soon  it  will  not  be  possible  to  secure  and 
preserve  at  any  cost  the  records  so  essential  for  such  a  history  as  this.  I  must 
mention  here;  and  very  sadly  too;  the  loss  by  fire  in  August;  1902;  at  Winston-Sa¬ 
lem;  N.  C.;  of  that  most  cherished  volume;  the  family  Bible  of  the  first  Elisha  Bat¬ 
tle;  whom  we  have  affectionately  dubbed  “the  Great/’  or  “the  Patriarch”;  with 
records  in  his  own  handwriting  of  the  family  events  as  they  occurred.  Nothing  can 
ever  replace  the  loss  of  this  link  that  directly  connected  us  of  the  present  with  this 
particular  ancestor  of  the  past. 

“The  first  direct  cause  of  my  interest  in  genealogical  matters  was  a  chart 
showing  the  genealogy  of  the  Battle  family;  prepared  by  the  late  Governor  H.  T. 
Clark;  of  North  Carolina;  a  genealogist  of  tireless  energy.  This  was  written  on 
blue  document  paper;  sixteen  by  tweny-five  inches  in  size,  and  gives  the  children, 
grandchildren,  and  great  grandchildren  of  Elisha  Battle  I.  It  was  prepared  by  Gov¬ 
ernor  Clark  about  1867,  only  a  few  years  before  his  death,  and  presented  to  my  fath¬ 
er,  Dr.  Kemp  P.  Battle.  Few  dates  are  given,  but  the  records  are  surprisingly  accu¬ 
rate  in  so  far  as  the  children  and  grandchildren  are  concerned.  The  record  of  the 
next  generation  is  incomplete  as  might  be  expected,  due  largely  to  their  dispersion 
from  the  land  of  their  nativity,  Edgecombe  County,  North  Carolina.  In  1886,  I  be¬ 
gan  an  endeavor  to  enlarge  and  extend  this  record  to  include  all  of  the  descendants 
of  Elisha  Battle  I,  and  to  collect  the  exact  dates  of  their  birth,  marriage,  and  death. 
In  July,  1890,  this  had  so  far  progressed  as  to  cover  a  sheet  in  size  twenty-four  by 
twenty-four  inches,  so  completely  and  intricately  that  few  would  have  the  time  or 
the  patience  to  decipher  it.  My  next  idea  was  to  enlarge  the  sheet  into  a  wall 
chart,  but  no  wall  could  be  found  with  a  free  space  sufficient  to  hold  it  and  this 
also  was  abandoned.  Separate  sheets  were  then  decided  upon.  These  developed  into 
the  Tables  which  make  up  the  bulk  of  this  volume. 
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“Up  to  this  time,  there  was  no  thought  of  a  printed  publication,  for  my  high¬ 
est  ambition  was  to  prepare  a  single  copy  for  the  use  of  my  own  individual  family. 
But  soon  interested  relatives  began  to  request  copies  for  themselves.  The  next 
thought  was  to  prepare  a  few  copies  by  the  use  of  some  duplicating  process,  but 
this  was  finally  abandoned  as  impracticable.  The  outcome  of  it  all  is  the  present 
subscription  publication,  to  include  all  of  the  Battle  stock  from  the  earliest  times, 
with  brief  sketches  of  each  member,  as  far  as  they  could  be  procured. 

“As  sources  for  the  information  contained  in  this  book  I  would  name  espe¬ 
cially  the  following: 

“1.  The  Governor  Clark  Chart.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  this  important 
paper  and  the  extreme  care  displayed  by  the  author  in  its  preparation.  If  this 
chart  had  not  been  prepared,  it  can  certainly  be  said  that  this  present  publication 
would  never  have  been  concluded  or  in  fact  even  commenced.  [A  photographic  re¬ 
production  will  be  found  on  the  page  preceding  Chapter  III.] 

“2.  Memoirs  of  the  Battle  Family  to  1820,  prepared  by  Dr.  Jeremiah 
Battle,  a  grandson  of  the  first  Elisha  Battle,  in  Raleigh,  X.  C.  The  original  has 
long  since  been  lost.  Only  three  copies  are  known  to  have  existed.  One  was  made 
for  a  Texas  relative  in  1868,  but  has  since  been  lost;  a  second  copy  was  owned  in 
Xorth  Carolina,  but  this  too  was  lost.  The  third  and  only  copy  now  extant  was 
made  from  the  original  by  my  father,  Dr.  K.  P.  Battle,  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  in  1854. 
This  also  was  supposed  for  many  years  to  have  been  lost,  but  was  accidentally 
found  by  me  in  1879,  partially  mutilated,  but  at  the  same  time  safely  stowed  away 
underneath  the  springs  of  a  large  hair-clotli  upholstered  sofa !  The  introduction 
to  these  Memoirs  concisely  describes  the  author’s  motives:  ‘At  the  request  of 
yourself  and  several  of  our  common  relatives,  I  now  proceed  to  the  task  of  putting 
down  such  an  account  of  our  familv  as  my  information  mav  enable  me.’  It  is  verv 
likely  that  Gov.  Clark  had  access  to  these  memoirs,  in  which  case  his  task  must 
have  been  greatly  lightened.  The  author  mentions  a  definite  request  on  the  part 
of  a  particular  relative.  There  may  have  been  an  agreement  with  this  relative  for 
each  to  write  a  history  of  the  family  so  far  as  it  related  to  his  own  branch.  On 
this  hypothesis,  the  writing  at  approximately  the  same  time  of  a  history  of  the 
family  by  a  relative  in  a  distant  state  can  easily  be  explained.  Dr.  Jeremiah  Bat¬ 
tle’s  Memoirs  relate  entirely  to  the  descendants  of  the  first  Elisha  Battle.  They 
are  well  written  and  show  great  care  in  their  preparation.  [They  are  printed  in 
full  in  Chapter  III.] 

“3.  Historical  Sketch  of  the  Battle  Family  to  1820.  At  about  the  same,  time 
that  Dr.  Jeremiah  Battle  wrote  his  Memoirs  a  distant  relative  in  Georgia  wrote 
A  Few  Traditional  Sketches  Relative  to  the  Origin  of  the  Battle  Family  to¬ 
gether  with  Their  Immigration  to  North  America.  Their  author  was  William 
Sumner  Battle,  a  son  of  Jesse  Battle,  who  was  a  nephew  of  the  first  Elisha  Battle. 
Jesse  Battle  followed  Elisha  from  Virginia  and  lived  for  ten  years  near  him  in 
Edgecombe  County,  X.  C.  Afterwards  he  and  his  son,  William  Sumner  Battle, 
settled  in  Georgia.  It  is  not  known  when  these  sketches  were  written,  but  from 
the  number  and  names  of  the  children  recorded  in  a  certain  family  it  must  have 
been  about  1820,  the  year  when  Dr.  Jeremiah  Battle  wrote  his  Memoirs.  The  origi¬ 
nal  of  this  paper  has  long  since  been  lost,  and  there  are  no  known  copies  anywhere 
existing  except  in  Georgia  and  the  states  to  the  southwest.  In  fact,  the  family  in 

Xorth  Carolina  did  not  know  of  the  existence  of  such  a  history  until  it  was  located 

* 

by  me  in  1896  through  correspondence  with  certain  relatives  residing  in  Alabama. 
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I  have  inspected  several  copies  obtained  from  different  sources.  They  show  wide 
divergence  in  language  and  fullness.  This  proves  conclusively  that  various  copies 
were  made  by  different  persons  from  the  original  or  from  other  copies  at  widely 
different  intervals.  The  fullest  text  I  have  seen  was  obtained  from  Mrs.  J.  J. 
Callaway  of  Batesville,  Ark.  [It  is  given  in  full  in  Chapter  II.]  It  descended  to  Mrs. 
Callaway  from  Oliver  Porter  Fears,  who  wrote  about  1878  an  addendum  to  the 
Sketches,  and  included  his  branch  of  the  family  in  much  detail  up  to  the  time  of 
his  writing.  These  sketches  have  proven  invaluable  to  me  in  the  preparation  of  this 
history.  Without  them,  I  would  be  without  authoritative  account  from  a  family 
source  of  the  earliest  period  of  the  family  in  America.  The  court  and  land  office 
records  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  carefully  examined  by  me  at  a  later  period, 
confirm  in  a  very  remarkable  degree  the  details  of  these  sketches.”

5.  Of  far  greater  value  was  the  information  secured  by  Dr.  Battle  through 
an  enormous  correspondence  all  over  the  country  extending  through  many  years. 
Sometimes  he  found  indifference,  sometimes  actual  hostility  to  the  very  notion  of  a 
Battle  Book,  but  in  the  main  there  was  keen  interest  and  abundant  willingness 
to  help.

6.  Further  assistance  was  had  by  consulting  Court  House  records  and  his¬ 
torical  collections  wherever  they  seemed  to  promise  anything  of  value. 

It  was  a  great  source  of  regret  that  the  investigation  could  not  have  extend¬ 
ed  to  the  old  home  across  the  ocean. 

Dr.  Battle’s  interest  never  flagged,  but  unhappily  the  circumstances  of  his  life 
were  such  that  he  could  not  work  continuously  at  his  task.  He  began  in  1886  and 
was  forced  to  stop.  In  1901  he  began  again  and  once  more  he  had  to  lay  the 
work  aside.  Additional  work  was  done  in  1912,  this  time  with  the  capable  assist¬ 
ance  of  his  daughter,  Nell,  now  Mrs.  John  M.  Booker,  and  again  in  1919.  Of 
course  every  discontinuance  involved  loss.  Connections  were  broken.  Information 
went  out  of  date.  Subscriptions  taken  had  to  be  returned  till  a  more  convenient 
season.  Manv  of  the  cuts  made  to  illustrate  the  book  became  unsuitable  for  use. 

Of  course  too  all  this  clerical  work  and  postage,  these  journeys  to  consult 
records,  this  printing  of  forms  and  announcements,  this  making  of  charts  and 
tables,  involved  no  small  expense.  Dr.  Battle  bore  it  gladly  out  of  his  extremely 
limited  means  with  not  the  smallest  hope  of  return.  He  felt  he  should  be  fortu¬ 
nate  if  subscriptions  should  pay  for  the  actual  cost  of  publication.  But  the  time 
came  when  he  must  have  relief  if  the  work  was  to  be  completed.  His  only  resource 
was  to  appeal  to  other  members  of  the  family.  They  responded  gladly.  In  1923 
a  Publishing  Committee  was  formed  as  follows:  George  Gordon  Battle,  New  York 
City;  Thomas  Hall  Battle,  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.;  Samuel  Westrav  Battle,  M.  D., 
Asheville,  N.  C. ;  Kemp  Plummer  Battle,  M.  D.,  Raleigh,  N.  C.;  William  James 
Battle,  University  of  Texas,  Austin;  Frank  Battle  Dancy,  Baltimore,  Md. ;  Kemp 
Plummer  Lewis,  Durham,  N.  C.;  William  Smith  Battle,  Roanoke,  Va.;  Herbert  B. 
Battle,  Montgomery,  Ala. 

New  plans  were  formulated,  new  announcements  made,  a  new  subscription 
list  started.  The  amount  of  material  had  now  become  so  enormous  and  the  cost 
of  printing  had  so  increased  that  the  price  of  the  book  had  to  be  more  than  doubled. 
Nevertheless  subscriptions  were  received  in  encouraging  number.  The  interest  of 
the  family  in  the  project  was  still  keen.  But  once  more  unavoidable  accidents 
caused  delay.  Not  till  the  December  of  1927  could  work  on  the  book  be  seriously 
taken  up  again.  This  time  Dr.  Battle  was  fortunate  enough  to  engage  the  services 
of  a  really  competent  assistant,  Miss  Lois  Yelverton  of  Montgomery,  Ala.  De¬ 
scendant  of  an  old  South  Carolina  family  which  had  moved  to  Alabama  in  1824, 
Miss  Yelverton  had  had  twelve  years  of  experience  as  a  teacher  and  three  years 
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subsequent  training  in  historical  and  genealogical  research,  devoting  considerable 
attention  to  the  court  house  records  in  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  and  Alabama. 
An  active  member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  United  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  Confederacy,  and  the  Alabama  Anthropological  Society,  she  had  com¬ 
piled  a  genealogy  of  her  own  family  and  had  made  contributions  to  the  publications 
of  the  Anthropological  Society.  She  entered  on  the  work  of  the  Battle  Book  with 
enthusiasm  and  presently  was  as  familiar  with  its  details  as  Dr.  Battle  himself. 
So  many  years  had  now  elapsed  since  its  inception  that  everything  had  to  be  gone 
over  afresh,  information  had  to  be  brought  up  to  date,  new  tables  made,  new  illus¬ 
trations  secured,  new  subscriptions  taken.  Substantial  progress  had  been  made 
and  the  outlook  for  early  publication  was  good  when  Dr.  Battle  died  of  a  sudden 
attack  of  heart  failure  July  3,  1929.  He  had  been  called  away  before  he  saw  the 
cherished  desire  of  his  heart  fulfilled. 

To  the  members  of  Dr.  Battle’s  immediate  family  it  seemed  intolerable  that 
such  devoted  work  should  go  for  naught,  such  an  extensive  accumulation  of  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  the  Battle  family  remain  inaccessible.  Of  the  Publishing  Committee 
of  1923  S.  Westray  Battle  of  Asheville,  N.  C.,  Kemp  P.  Battle  of  Raleigh,  N.  C., 
and  Frank  B.  Dancy  of  Baltimore  had  also  died  and  it  was  necessary  to  form  a 
new  Committee.  Through  the  efforts  of  Thomas  H.  Battle  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C., 
the  new  Committee  was  constituted  as  follows:  George  Gordon  Battle,  New  York 
City;  Thomas  H.  Battle,  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.;  Mrs.  K.  P.  Battle,  Raleigh,  N.  C.;

Each  member  of  the  Committee  agreed  to  furnish  a  definite  part  of  the  sum 
required  to  complete  the  work.  Professor  W.  J.  Battle,  of  the  University  of  Texas, 
Austin,  was  asked  to  act  as  supervisor  and  Miss  Lois  Yelverton  to  continue  the 
work  she  had  so  well  begun.  An  office  was  equipped  in  the  Bell  Building  at  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Ala.,  and  the  work  went  on  without  a  break.  The  Battle  Book  is  now  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  subscribers,  not  as  without  error,  not  as  containing  all  it  ought  to 
contain,  but  as  a  piece  of  conscientious  work,  the  fruit  of  love  for  the  family  name 
and  devotion  to  the  memory  of  a  noble  man.  It  is  published  essentially  as  Dr.  Bat 
tie  wished  it.  A  few  changes  have  been  made  from  his  plan  but  nothing  has  been 

omitted  that  would  have  added  materially  to  its  value. 

The  present  Committee  has  no  plans  for  the  future  but  the  writer  will  under¬ 
take  to  receive  corrections  and  additions  and  to  keep  them  for  the  use  of  coming 
family  historians. 

A  word  mav  be  said  as  to  the  introductory  chapters.  They  are  intended  not 
as  a  history  of  the  family  but  as  glimpses  here  and  there  into  some  interesting 
parts  of  that  history.  Chapter  I  outlines  the  general  westward  movement  of  the 
family.  Chapters  II  and  III  give  the  classic  narratives  in  which  the  Genealogical 
Tables  of  Chapter  XIII  have  their  beginnings.  Chapter  IV  gives  an  account  of 
the  devices  which  the  family  has  by  common  consent  adopted  as  symbols  of  its 
ideals.  Chapter  V  shows  how  in  early  days  a  foothold  was  acquired  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness  and  how  the  fathers  handed  down  their  estates.  Chapter  VI  recalls  the 
hardships  of  pioneering  days.  Chapter  VII  gives  a  few  examples  of  the  letters 
that  oldtimers  used  to  write,  though  it  has  not  seemed  to  be  fair  to  print  them  with-

out  making  a  few  corrections  of  careless  slips — there  are  enough  left !  Chapter 
VIII  gives  an  account  of  Cool  Spring,  Edgecombe  Co.,  N.  C.,  home  of  Elisha  Bat¬ 
tle  I,  earliest  and  most  revered  of  all  the  North  Carolina  Battle  homes.  Chapter  IX 
tells  of  life  at  Senlac,  another  Battle  home  in  North  Carolina  dear  to  many  of  the 
name.  Chapter  X  gives  the  songs  in  which  Senlac  used  to  delight,  recalling  a 
phase  of  old  time  Southern  life  that  may  be  a  relief  from  the  solid  facts  of  the  rest 
of  the  book.  Chapter  XI  gives  an  account  of  an  eminently  useful  life,  chosen  not 
because  others  are  not  also  worthy  of  honor  but  because  this  was  to  the  father  of 
the  Battle  Book  the  best  known  and  best  loved  of  all.  Chapter  XII  is  a  sort  of 
basket  of  memories,  sacred  and  secular.

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CHAPTER  I 
WESTWARD  HO ! 

The  movement  of  the  Battle  family  like  that  of  the  English  speaking  race  in 
general  has  been  steadily  westward.  Its  history  in  the  Old  World  has  not  been 
studied.  No  written  records  are  known  that  bind  together  the  family  on  the  two 
sides  of  the  ocean.  Only  traditions  remain  and  these  are  but  slight.  William  Sum¬ 
ner  Battle1  says  the  first  account  lie  had  of  the  Battle  family  was  that  their  former 
residence  was*  in  Yorkshire,  England,  whence,  disgusted  by  the  passage  of  some 
ecclesiastical  edicts,  they  fled  to  Ireland  as  an  asylum  and  stayed  there  two  years, 
only  to  be  driven  thence  by  the  same  edicts.  Being  dissenters  from  the  established 
religion  of  the  day  there  was  no  alternative  left  them  but  to  flee  still  further  and 
they  made  their  way  to  Virginia,  as  we  know  from  other  sources,  in  the  years  1653 
and  1654.  What  their  form  of  belief  was  is  purely  guess-work.  As  Cromwell 
was  then  in  power,  they  could  not  have  been  fleeing  Anglicanism.  That  they  came 
to  Virginia  rather  than  New  England  would  indicate  that  they  were  not  Puritans. 
That  their  descendants  in  North  Carolina  less  than  a  century  later  were  Baptists 
would  lead  us  to  think  that  they  were  not  Anglicans.  Possibly  they  were  Baptists 
before  they  left  England. 

The  Battles  did  not  come  to  Virginia  by  themselves:  with  them  were  Hunters, 
Sumners,  Bakers,  etc.,  connected  by  marriage  and  other  ties,  evidently  a  considera 
ble  company.  Most  of  them  are  said  to  have  been  in  good  circumstances  in  England. 
They  certainly  secured  good  grants  of  land  in  Virginia. 

The  name  in  England  was  spelled  in  almost  as  many  ways  as  Shakespeare: 
Battaille,  Battaile,  Battayll,  Battelle,  Battell,  Batelle,  Battile,  Battel,  Battle, 
Batle,  Battles,  Batles.  The  origin  of  the  name  is  purely  a  matter  of  conjecture, 
but  probably  we  have  a  place-name,  for  example,  John  of  the  Battle,  John  who  lived 
near  the  battlefield,  or  possibly  in  some  village  called  after  a  battle.  Indeed  there 
is  actual  record  of  a  John  of  Battle  as  a  member  of  a  jury  in  the  time  of  Cromwell. 
What  particular  battle  gave  rise  to  the  name,  or  whether  it  came  from  more  than  one 
is  not  clear.  There  is  a  village  in  Lincolnshire  called  Battle  Flats,  after  the  battle 
of  Stamford  Bridge,  fought  in  the  fifth  century.  Battle,  a  town  in  Sussex,  got  its 
name  from  the  battle  of  Senlac  or  Hastings,  fought  close  by.  President  Battle,  of 
Chapel  Hill,  N.  C.,  was  so  partial  to  the  possible  Senlac  origin  of  the  name  that  he 
called  his  home  Senlac. 

As  uncertain  as  the  origin  of  the  name  is  the  race  of  the  family.  The  longer 
spelling  would  indicate  French — Norman  or  Huguenot.  William  Sumner  Battle  s 
story  of  religious  dissatisfaction  in  the  17th  century  might  point  to  a  Huguenot 
origin,  though  Huguenots  were  usually  well-treated  in  England.  The  use  of  the 
papal  cross  crosslet  in  the  Battayll  or  Battaille  crest  might  indicate  Church  de\o- 
tion  long  before  the  days  of  the  Huguenots.

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In  modern  days,  besides  Charles  Lamb’s  old  Sarah  Battle  (now  with  God)  who 
next  to  her  devotions  loved  a  good  game  at  whist,  and  Thomas  Hood  s  Ben  Battle 
who  was  a  soldier  bold,  there  have  been  sundry  respectable  wearers  of  the  name  in 
England.  The  Mayor  of  Lincoln  in  1881  was  a  Battle,  and  a  year  or  two  ago  the 
London  Directory  showed  a  clergyman  and  a  physician  and  sundry  more  of  the 
name. 

Wherever  the  Battles  came  from,  whoever  they  were,  whyever  they  left  Eng¬ 
land,  once  in  America  they  acquired  land  and  ever  more  land,  worked  hard  and  pros¬ 
pered  comfortably-  From  irginia  they  pushed  on  into  North  Carolina  and  became 
possessed  of  extensive  tracts,  especially  in  Hertford,  Edgecombe,  Nash,  and  Onslow 
counties.  Seeking  more  land  they  emigrated  to  Georgia,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Mis 
sissippi,  Louisiana,  Texas.  Land-hunger  seems  to  have  been  in  the  blood.  Land 
so  long  meant  wealth  and  influence  that  even  the  ruin  of  the  Civil  \\  ar  and  Recon¬ 
struction  did  not  eradicate  it.  Under  changed  conditions  land  has  meant  poverty 
rather  than  wealth,  divers  Battles  have  been  land-poor,  and  now  most  of  the  family 
land  has  gone  into  other  hands,  but  even  yet  love  of  land  still  leads  many  a  Battle 
city-dweller  to  look  regretfully  to  the  farm  of  his  birth.  The  westward  urge  did  not 
stop  with  Louisiana  and  Texas.  There  are  numerous  representatives  of  the  family 
in  Utah  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  In  the  service  of  the  nation  others  have  gone 
still  further  west  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  the  Philippines. 

On  the  whole  the  Battles  seem  to  have  deserved  well  of  their  country.  They 
are  no  longer  only  Baptists — there  are  Episcopalians,  Presbyterians,  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics,  followers  of  all  sorts  of  faiths — but  they  are  apt  to  look  on  religion  as  a  serious 
matter  and  in  religion  they  often  find  a  source  of  public  spirit.  The  leading  facts 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Genealogical  Tables. 

So  far  as  is  known  to  the  compilers  of  this  book,  no  connection  has  been  traced 
between  the  Battle  family  and  any  that  spells  its  name  differently.  Yet  the  fact 
that  the  earliest  Virginia  Battles  spelled  their  name  also  Battell  and  Batell  makes  a 
connection  not  improbable.

HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  THE  BATTLE  FAMILY  TO  1820 

A  FEW  TRADITIONAL  SKETCHES  RELATIVE  TO  ORIGIN  OF  THE  BATTLE 
FAMILY  TOGETHER  WITH  THEIR  IMMIGRATION  TO 

NORTH  AMERICA

The  first  account  I  have  of  them  was  that  their  former  residence  was  in  York¬ 
shire,  England,  from  whence  one  of  them  by  the  name  of  William2,  with  his  wife  and 
two  children,  a  son  bv  the  name  of  William  and  a  daughter  by  the  name  of  Alse^ , 
together  with  sundry  of  their  neighbors,  being  disgusted  by  the  passage  of  some 
ecclesiastical  edicts  fled  to  Ireland  as  an  asylum  where  they  remained  two  years,  but 
the  same  offensive  edicts  found  their  way  into  this  island  also.  Being  thus  dri\  en 
from  post  to  pillow,  as  it  were,  and  being  dissenters  from  the  established  religion 
of  the  day,  there  was  no  alternative  left  but  yield  or  flee  the  country.  They  chose 
the  latter  and  accordingly  embarked  for  America,  and  landed  at  Norfolk,  or  perhaps 
came  up  Xansamon  River  as  high  as  Suffolk,  before  they  landed,  but  in  what  date 
I  am  not  informed.  et  it  is  evident  they  settled  on  the  branch  of  the  N  ansamon 
River,  especially  the  one  called  the  South  Branch,  the  country  at  that  time  being  one 
continued  forest,  excepted  the  Indian  villages  cleared  by  them.  As  to  the  name  of 
the  English  government  the  *****  accordingly  entered  land  according  to  the 
English  laws  in  that  *  *  *  *  cause  and  manner  of  these  emigrants,  I  am  not  inform¬ 
ed,  but  I  recollect  that  *  *  *  made  and  provided.3 

Besides  Battle  and  his  family  there  were  others  by  the  name  of  Hunter,  Sum¬ 
ner.  Baker,  etc.  These  were  connected  by  marriage,  etc.,  and  it  is  presumable  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  settlers  in  that  part  of  the  country  emigrated  at  the  same 
time,  but  of  this  we  have  no  certainty,  more  than  that  a  considerable  number  emi¬ 
grated  with  them.  It  has  been  said  that  the  most  of  these  people  were  in  good  cir¬ 
cumstances  as  it  respects  property  and  especially  before  they  left  the  land  of  their 
nativity. 

Battle  obtained  the  King’s  Patent  (as  their  grant  for  land  was  then  called)  for 
one  thousand  acres  on  which  he  settled  his  family  and  spent  his  days,  but  while  he 
yet  lived,  his  son  married  Wm.  Hunter’s  daughter  whose  name  was  Sarah,  after 
which  he  formed  a  separate  settlement  but  on  the  same  tract  of  land  and  finally  be¬ 
came  heir  to  the  whole  of  the  real  estate  of  his  father.  His  children  were  W  illiam, 
John,  Elisha,  Sarah,  and  Mary.  I  do  not  recollect  who  William  married  but  I  pre¬ 
sume  a  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Brown  by  whom  he  had  an  only  son  named  W  illiam 
after  himself  who  died  without  issue. 

John  (who  is  my  Grandfather)  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  the  said  Dr.  John 
Brown,  bv  whom  he  had  five  children  and  died,  i.  e.,  Sarah  who  married  a  man  by

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the  name  of  Richard  Yates  and  had  several  children.  The  names  I  have  forgotten, 
except  her  oldest  son  Jesse. 

Mary  who  married  James  Norfleet  by  whom  she  had  several  children,  but  I  now 
recollect  only  the  name  of  Sally,  whose  first  husband  was  Elias  Hilliard  and  second 
Col.  William  Horn. 

And  Martha  who  married  Isaac  Dortch  and  moved  to  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
and  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Norfleet  the  widow  married  Samuel  Lawrence. 

William  who  married  a  woman  by  the  name  of  Martha  Drake  by  whom  he  had 
several  children,  that  is,  Sarah  who  I  think  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Rutland 
and  lived  on  Roan  Oak  River. 

John,  who  married  a  wife  by  the  name  of  Moore  and  moved  from  Wine  Creek, 
where  his  father  lived  and  died,  to  Anson  County,  North  Carolina,  to  a  place  called 
Little  Branch  Creek,  a  branch  of  the  Great  Pedee  River  where  he  has  since  died. 

The  last  I  know  of  Jesse  (brother  of  the  above),  he  was  living  on  the  south  side 
of  the  river  in  the  neighborhood  of  his  nativity. 

The  next  was  Elizabeth,  who  married  Randolph  Rutland  of  Hancock  County, 
in  the  State  of  Georgia  and  the  vicinity  of  Powelton,  who  died  in  a  few  days  after 
she  reached  her  home  in  Georgia. 

The  next  I  believe  was  Josiali  and  the  last  account  from  him  says  he  was  engag¬ 
ed  in  the  mercantile  business  in  Winton,  on  the  Chowan  River.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  he  had  a  brother  by  the  name  of  James,  but  of  this  I  am  not  certain. 

Priscilla  who  married  Benjamin  Forsett,  a  son  of  the  Frenchman,  near  Suffolk 
upper  Parish  of  Nansamon  County,  Virginia,  and  by  him  had  two  children,  both 
daughters,  the  oldest  (Sally)  who  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Robert  Bowling 
formerly  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  but  who  spent  the  latter  part  of  his  life  in  the  city 
of  Richmond  in  Virginia.  They  also  had  five  children  married,  Benjamin,  Moses, 
Sally,  Betsey  and  perhaps  John,  the  youngest  Elizabeth,  in  Windsor,  Bertie  County, 
North  Carolina,  whither  her  father  had  moved  in  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  war, 
to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Benj  amine  Moore,  by  whom  she  had  two  daughters  Susan 
and  Priscilla.  Moore  was  killed  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  his  gun.  Elizabeth 
then  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  Wilson  Liscomb  and  moved  into  the  country. 

The  last  and  youngest  was  my  father  by  the  name  of  Jesse.  His  father  dying 
while  he  was  an  infant,  his  grandfather  took  him  and  his  youngest  sister  Priscilla 
from  Hertford  County,  North  Carolina,  where  they  were  born  and  where  their 
father  had  lived  after  his  marriage  and  settlement,  to  his  own  home  in  Virginia,  Nan¬ 
samon  County,  and  where  they  were  raised.  And  when  Aunt  Priscilla  married  Mr. 
Forsett,  he  (my  grandfather)  divided  his  thousand  acre  tract  of  land  giving  her  as 
he  supposed  half,  and  seven  negroes,  reserving  for  himself  the  other  half,  which  was 
well  improved,  for  my  father  after  he  and  his  lady  was  done  with  it,  he  accordingly 
secured  to  him  by  will  bearing  date  the  20th  of  March  1747/8  a  copy  of  which  is 
now  before  me,  in  which  he  made  his  wife  sole  executrix  with  the  full  enjoyment  of 
the  whole  of  his  estate  except  some  negroes  given  to  his  children  and  grandchildren, 
and  the  lands  and  tenements  entailed  to  my  father*  and  I  presume  he  departed  this 
life  on  or  about  the  58th  year  of  his  age,  and  perhaps  his  birth  was  in  or  about  the 
year  1684,  and  his  wife  about  the  same  age,  but  she  survived  him  as  well  as  I  recol¬ 
lect,  about  22  years,  and  departed  this  life  in  the  85th  year  of  her  age,  which  I  think 
was  about  the  year  1769  or  1770,  for  I  recollect  her  well  and  the  circumstances  at¬ 
tending  her  death,  etc.  I  was  born  in  the  same  house  the  26th  of  October  1761, 
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but  perhaps  I  was  not  more  than  7  or  8  years  old  at  her  decease;  if  so  their  deaths 
would  of  course  have  been  a  little  earlier. 

His  third  son  was  Elisha  of  whom  many  great  and  good  things  have  and  may 
in  truth  be  said;  he  in  early  life  married  Elizabeth  Sumner  of  Nansamon  County, 
Virginia;  for  his  character  I  refer  you  to  the  History  of  the  Hepsibah  Association 
pages  135,  136,  &  137. 

My  father,  Jesse  Battle,  was  the  youngest  of  the  John  Battle  children  and  as 
I  have  already  said,  was  raised  by  his  grandfather  or  rather  by  his  grandmother, 
for  his  grandfather  died  before  he  was  grown  to  a  man,  but  at  the  age  of  18  years 
he  was  married  to  Susan  Forsett  of  the  same  place  and  age  nearly,  both  were  born 
the  same  year,  which  was  17341 2.  They  had  thirteen  children  but  raised  only  eight 
of  them  to  be  grown,  the  records  of  their  birth,  since  my  father’s  death,  was  lost  or 
mislaid  so  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  them.  The  names  are  as  follows, 
i.  e.,  John,  the  eldest,  died  in  his  childhood  in  Virginia,  Benjamin  the  2nd,  myself 
William  the  3rd,  Sarah,  Priscilla,  Bathsheba,  Jesse,  Lewis,  Susan,  and  Mary,  these 
were  born  in  Virginia,  and  in  the  year  1777,  my  parents  with  their  family  moved  to 
Edgecombe  County,  N.  C.,  on  Swift  Creek  where  Lazarus,  Isaac,  and  Reuben  Tay¬ 
lor,  were  born.  John,  Bathsheba,  and  Jesse  died  while  young  and  in  Virginia,  Pris¬ 
cilla  in  North  Carolina  at  about  12  or  14  years  of  age  and  Lewis  in  Georgia  at  about 
the  same  age.  On  the  20th  of  February  in  the  year  1787,  my  parents  again  started 
and  myself  and  family  with  them  for  Green,  now  Hancock  County  in  Georgia,  where 
we  arrived  on  the  26th  of  the  next  month  after  a  tedious  and  distressing  journey  of 
33  days.  Prior  to  leaving  N.  C.  my  father  and  myself  had  joined  the  Baptist 
Church  in  Halifax  County  at  the  place  called  Daniel’s  Meeting  House  and  at  the 
time  of  our  journey  under  the  care  of  Elder  Silas  Mercer.  My  sister  Sarah  was 
married  to  Mr.  Jacob  Cain  and  brother  Benjamin  to  a  Miss  Wyatt  and  they  still  re¬ 
mained  in  N.  C.  after  our  removal  for  two  years,  when  they  also  moved  to  Georgia. 
After  their  removal  to  Georgia,  Benjamin  joined  the  Baptist  Church  on  Williams 
Creek  in  Warren  County,  but  a  church  was  constituted  in  the  winter  of  1786  at  Pow- 
elton  and  he  removed  on  that  side  of  the  Ogeechee  and  being  quite  convenient  his 
wife  also  joined  the  Powelton  [Baptist]  Church.  He  also  removed  his  membership 
to  Powelton,  where  he  continued  during  life.  They  never  had  but  one  child,  a  son 
by  the  name  of  Jesse,  a  handsome  young  man  and  a  man  of  good  natural  parts,  but 
who  has  been  disposed  to  be  a  little  wild,  but  I  hope  has  at  length  seen  the  vanities 
of  youthful  follies  and  will  become  a  steady  man.  He  lives  at  the  late  residence  of 
his  father  on  the  S.  W.  Side  of  the  Ogeechee  at  a  place  called  Battle’s  Bridge.  He 
married  while  young  a  Miss  Cato  still  younger,  they  have  at  this  time  several  prom¬ 
ising  children,  their  names  are  Benjamin  Franklin,  Bethesda,  Jesse,  Elizabeth,  and 
Lucinda.  Myself  (William)  is  the  next  and  the  12th  of  my  father’s  children  now 
living.  My  name  at  first  was  William  but  15  or  20s  past  my  father  and  myself  in 
conversation  respecting  our  ancestry  told  me  he  named  me  after  his  uncle  William 
Sumner,  upon  which  I  replied  he  ought  to  have  given  me  the  whole  of  his  name 
which  he  acknowledged  and  requested  me  then  to  take  it,  in  consequence  of  which  I 
have  to  this  day  written  my  name  Wm.  S.  Battle.  After  I  had  passed  the  22nd  year 
of  my  age  a  few  months,  I  married  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1783,  Sally  Whitehead, 
youngest  daughter  of  Lazarus  Whitehead  Senr.,  have  had  twelve  children  born,  the 

1Family  Bible  in  possession  of  J.  W.  Nisbet,  Macon,  Ga.,  gives  this  date  as  1738. 
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first  a  daughter  named  Elizabeth.  She  was  born  in  Edgecombe  County,  N.  C.,  on 
Fishing  Creek  the  24-th  September,  1784-,  and  departed  this  life  the  12th  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1803.  Had  been  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Powelton  to  which  I  and 
her  mother  belonged  about  9  or  10  months,  and  from  the  time  she  obtained  a  good 
hope  through  Grace,  her  conversation  might  with  propriety  be  said  to  be  in 
“Heaven”  for  she  appeared  to  lose  sight  of  such  objects,  and  desired  to  be  absent 
from  the  body  and  to  be  present  with  the  Lord,  which  she  judged  to  be  far  better; 
death  appeared  very  desirable  to  her  and  while  in  health  she  pointed  out  the  place 
of  her  interment  with  the  utmost  composure,  and  would  frequently  view  the  place 
with  apparent  delight,  and  while  suffering  her  last  illness  which  was  long  and  se¬ 
vere,  her  uncle  William  Rabun  would  visit  and  converse  with  her  respecting  her  dis¬ 
solution,  when  the  thought  would  appear  to  animate  her  considerably  and  she  would 
some  times  reply  “she  hoped  it  was  the  Lord’s  time  and  that  she  should  soon  be  called 
away  to  see  her  dear  Redeemer  for  he  was  to  her  the  chiefest  among  ten  thousand 
and  altogether  lovely.”  At  length  on  the  evening  of  the  12th  of  December  about 
half  after  5  o’clock  after  a  very  animated  admonition  (as  we  thought  it  to  be)  her 
voice  was  so  injured  by  affliction  that  we  could  understand  but  little  of  what  she 
endeavored  to  communicate  and  after  she  had  embraced  us  and  appeared  to  wish  to 
embrace  not  only  her  brother  and  sisters,  but  all  present,  she  bid  us  all  fare-well, 
placed  herself  on  the  bed,  drew  her  hands  into  the  bed  and  placed  them  on  her 
breast,  cried  in  a  low  but  audible  voice  “Lord  Jesus,  meet  me  and  receive  my  soul,” 
and  expired  without  a  struggle  or  a  groan.  No  poet  or  mortal  man  can  describe  the 
exercise  of  mind  on  the  solemn  occasion,  to  believe  without  a  doubt  that  a  convoy  of 
angels  attended  her  bed  and  then  by  them  she  was  escorted  to  the  Glory  World  and 
into  the  immediate  presence  of  her  much  loved  Savior,  there  to  live  eternal  ages  be¬ 
yond  the  reach  of  trouble  and  distress.  It  would  seem  to  make  any  parent  cheerfully 
resign  the  beloved  idol,  but  to  lose  forever  in  this  world  the  sweet  company  and  con¬ 
course  of  such  a  child  is  truly  trying  to  Nature. 

And  now  my  dear  connection1  (for  you  alone  I  write),  what  think  you  of 
Jesus?  What  but  the  religion  of  Jesus  could  sustain  a  little  delicate  female  and  her 
thus  calm  and  composed  in  full  view  of  the  King  of  Terrors.  Some  of  you  may  cry, 
enthusiasm !  but  I  believe  if  you,  like  her,  had  been  quickened  to  feel  and  illuminated 
to  see  your  ruined  and  helpless  state  by  nature  and  sin,  and  the  Truth,  Justice,  and 
Holiness  of  God  barring  you  from  Heaven  and  driving  you  into  despair,  and  after 
that  to  have  a  discovery  of  the  dear  Redeemer  as  being  unto  you,  Wisdom,  Righteous¬ 
ness,  Sanctification,  and  complete  Redemption,  you  certainly  would  think  differently. 

Our  next  was  Joseph  John,  who  in  early  life  married  Rhoda,  the  only  daughter 
of  Mr.  William  Whitehead  of  Laurens  County,  in  the  fork  of  Oconee  and  Ocmulgee 
Rivers  on  a  creek  called  Little  Rockey.  They  have  five  children,  i.  e.,  Eliza,  Wil¬ 
liam,  Arthur,  Emily  Green,  and  Amanda.  He  is  himself  I  hope  a  Christian  but  has 
not  joined  any  church  that  I  know  of.  His  wife  joined  the  church  at  Powelton  sev¬ 
eral  days  before  they  moved  to  the  New  Purchase. 

Our  next  and  third  is  Jesse  Brown,  named  in  honor  of  the  Brown  family  of 
Chowan  River,  N.  C.,  of  which  my  grandmother  was  a  member.  He  married  Mar¬ 
tha  Rabun,  eldest  daughter  of  William  Rabun,  Esq.,  late  Governor  of  Georgia. 
They  had  three  children,  William,  Mary  is  dead,  the  youngest  is  Sarah.  They  are 
Baptists  and  members  of  the  church  of  Powelton. 

iThis  connection  is  supposed  to  have  been  Dr.  Jeremiah  Battle  of  Raleigh,  N.  C. 
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Our  next  is  Sally,  now  Sally  Carter,  the  wife  of  Christopher  Carter  Esq.,  of 
Clark  County.  She  joined  the  church  at  Powelton,  at  about  the  age  of  16  or  17 
years,  her  husband  is  also  a  Baptist.  They  are  now  members  of  the  church  at  Mars 
Hill  on  Barber’s  Creek,  one  of  the  Western  Branches  of  the  Oconee  River.  They 
have  four  children,  i.  e.,  Jesse,  Serena,  Mary,  and  William. 

The  next  is  John  William;  he  married  on  the  23rd  of  last  month  Elizabeth  At¬ 
kinson  of  Green  County,  and  is  about  to  settle  in  the  fork  of  Little  River  in  said 
county. 

The  next  is  Marv,  now  the  wife  of  Herman  Mercer  of  Green  County.  She  and 
her  husband  are  both  members  of  the  church  formerly  called  Whatley’s  Mill  (now 
Bethesda)  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Elder  J.  Mercer. 

The  next  is  Serena,  now  the  wife  of  William  Stroud,  Esq.,  of  Clark  County. 
She  is  also  a  member  of  the  church  at  Mars  Hill. 

The  next  is  Lazarus  Whitehead,  just  now  arrived  at  the  age  of  manhood  and 
lives  with  me. 

The  next  was  Bennett  D.,  he  died  at  ten  months  old. 

The  next  is  Susan  Forsett  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  is  yet  with  us. 

The  youngest  that  is  now  living  is  by  the  name  of  Selina  Countess.  The  young¬ 
est  wTe  had  was  Betsy  Mercer.  She  w;as  taken  from  us  bv  death  in  her  seventh  year. 

The  next  of  my  father  s  children  was  Sarah,  wTho,  as  I  have  said,  wras  married 
to  Jacob  Cain  and  moved  to  Ogeechee.  He  afterwards  settled  near  the  head  of  the 
North  fork  of  the  Ogeechee  in  what  was  then  called  Wilkes  County.  When  my  sister 
died  she  left  two  children,  a  son  by  the  name  of  James  Battle  and  a  daughter  by  the 
name  of  Susan,  who  died  in  her  infancy.  James  is  still  living  in  the  new  purchase. 

The  next  that  is  living  is  Susan,  the  wife  of  John  Ragan,  Esq.,  of  Pearl  River, 
State  of  Mississippi.  They  have  had  several  children,  the  eldest  by  the  name  of 
Simeon  is  dead.  The  next  is  Serena,  now'  the  wife  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Robertson  of 
Pearl  River.  The  next  Elam  Sharon,  the  next  is  Jesse,  married  to  Sallie  Buchan- 
nan  of  Pearl  River.  The  next  is  John,  Rebecca,  Lazarus,  etc. 

The  next  and  last  of  my  sisters  wdio  is  living  is  Mary,  now  widow  of  William 
Rabun,  Esq.,  late  Governor  of  the  State  of  Georgia.  He  was  married  in  Halifax 
County,  N.  C.,  came  to  Georgia  with  Matthew  Rabun,  his  father,  about  the  year 
178o  or  1786.  Joined  the  church  at  Powelton  while  a  youth,  has  for  a  number  of  years 
been  clerk  of  said  church,  and  frequently  clerk  of  the  Georgia  Association,  also  re¬ 
cording  secretary  of  the  Powelton  Missionary  Society  and  for  the  most  part  of  his 
life  has  been  regularly  promoted  entirely  through  the  perseverance  of  the  people 
without  his  seeking,  from  the  Captain  of  a  Company  to  the  Chief  Magistracy  of  the 
State.  He  had  resolved  after  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which  is  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  in  November  annually,  to  deliver  the  trust  confided  to  his  charge,  and  live  a 
retired  life  the  balance  of  his  days,  but  an  all  wise  providence  directed  otherwise. 
He  died  of  a  short  and  to  all  appearance  light  illness  of  only  one  w'eek,  on  the  24th 
of  October,  1819,  much  lamented  by  Church  and  State. 

The  next  is  Lazarus,  who  was  born  July  4th,  1777  or  1778;  married  for  his 
first  wife  a  Miss  Cook  from  the  Congaree,  S.  C.  They  had  several  children,  but  all 
died  young,  except  Martha,  now  the  wife  of  Dr.  John  G.  Gilbert,  late  from  Tar 
River.  His  second  wife  is  the  widow  of  the  late  Maj.  J.  S.  Fannin  of  Morgan 
County  and  town  of  Madison,  where  he1  now’  lives.  By  that  lady  he  had  one  child. 
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Ann  (who  died  early),  and  a  son  named  Oliver  Lazarus  (named  for  his  grandfather, 
Oliver  Porter,  and  his  father).  He  and  his  wife  are  both  members  of  the  church 
in  Madison.  He  has  represented  Baldwin  County  in  the  State  Legislature,  acted 
as  aid  to  the  Governor,  etc.  Isaac,  my  next  brother,  married  Martha  Rabun,  sister 
to  the  late  Governor.  They  had  four  children,  i.  e.,  Uriah,  William  Rabun,  Eliza, 
and  Sarah.  They  lived  in  Hancock  County  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Powelton,  and 
they  are  both  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Powelton.  Reuben  Taylor,  the 
youngest  of  the  family,  married  Bethia  Alexander  of  Shoulderbone,  Hancock  Coun¬ 
ty.  They  have  for  several  years  past  lived  in  Powelton  but  now  live  on  the  Ogee- 
chee  in  the  same  neighborhood  and  county.  They  have  three  children  Amanda  Mal¬ 
vina  Fitzallen,  Harriet  Andrews,  and  Mary  Lucinda.  They  are  both  members  of 
the  Baptist  Church  at  Powelton  and  himself  acting  as  one  of  the  Deacons  and  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Missionary  Society  there. 

I  have  thus  far  given  the  genealogy  of  William  Battle  the  younger.  No  doubt 
the  narrative  is  very  imperfect. 
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CHAPTER  III 


MEMOIRS  OF  THE  BATTLE  FAMILY  TO  1820 

by 

DR.  JEREMIAH  BATTLEi 

Raleigh,  [N.  C.],  July  19,  1820. 

At  the  request  of  yourself1 2  and  several  of  our  common  relatives,  I  now  proceed 
to  the  task  of  putting  down  such  an  account  of  our  family  as  my  information  may 

enable  me. 

Elisha  Battle,  the  elder,  who  was  my  grandfather,  was  born  in  Nansemond, 
Va.,  on  the  9th  Jan.,  1723-4,  and  at  the  age  of  18  married  Elizabeth  Sumner.  After 
having  two  children  born,  he  moved  to  Tar  River  about  16  miles  above  Tarboro. 
He  lived  chiefly  by  agriculture.  The  country  being  then  new,  he  could  raise  stock, 
hogs  particularly  with  great  ease,  which  enabled  him  to  purchase  lands  on  both 
sides  of  the  river  adjoining  him,  sufficient  to  settle  all  his  sons.  He  was  industrious 
and  economical.  It  was  customary  with  him  not  only  to  raise  all  kinds  of  food 
necessary  for  the  family,  but  to  perform  the  greatest  part  of  the  mechanical  work 
that  was  required,  so  that  his  mode  of  living  might  be  called  the  most  independent. 

Notwithstanding  his  industry  and  attention  to  all  his  home  concerns,  it  seems 
his  talents  and  labors  were  held  in  requisition  by  the  public  for  many  years. 

He  also  was  a  strictly  religious  man,  having  joined  the  Baptist  Church  at  the 
Falls  of  Tar  River,  and  he  always  bestowed  the  time  and  attention  required  of  him 

by  that  society. 

Although  his  public  services  in  both  Church  and  State  were  great,  he  was  no 
orator,  spoke  in  a  plain  and  unvarnished  manner  but  with  prudence  and  judgment. 
He  declined  all  public  services  from  personal  inability,  which,  though  he  must  have 
had  a  good  constitution,  was  perhaps  a  little  premature  in  consequence  of  his  pass¬ 
ing  the  early  part  of  his  life  very  laboriously. 

Tho  he  had  very  little  education,  he  always  preserved  order  and  method  in  Ins 
public  as  well  as  his  private  business,  and  I  never  knew  him  to  be  embarrassed  with 
debts  or  business. 

He  was  bold  and  free  to  reprove  or  censure  sin  or  impudence,  not  only  in  his 
family  but  among  his  neighbors,  who  never  took  it  ill,  but  felt  it  a  privilege  that  be¬ 
longed  to  his  standing  in  society.  It  is  believed  he  contributed  greatly  towards  ren¬ 
dering  his  the  most  moral  and  correct  neighborhood  of  any  then  known  to  us. 

He  had  8  children,  viz:  Sarah,  John,  Elizabeth,  Elisha,  William,  Jacob, 

Jethro,  and  Demsey. 

I.  Sarah  married  Jacob  Hilliard,  a  respectable  farmer,  who  lived  at  the  Lit¬ 
tle  Falls,  3  miles  off  up  Tar  River,  by  whom  she  had  2  children:  Elizabeth  and  Jere¬ 
miah.  After  the  death  of  Hilliard,  she  was  married  to  Henry  Horn  of  a  family  of 
Quakers,  by  whom  she  had  4  children,  Piety,  Charity,  Celia,  and  Henry.  The  lat 
ter  was  born  some  time  after  the  decease  of  his  father.

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1.  Elizabeth  Hilliard  married  Wm.  Fort  of  Tar  River,  who  moved  to 
Tennessee  some  years  after.  He  was  a  man  of  some  talents  and  popularity  and 
acted  in  a  public  sphere  both  here  and  in  Tennessee.  His  wTife  joined  the  Baptist 
Society.  He  had  children,  viz:  Jeremiah,  James,  Jacob,  Sarah,  Josiah,  and  Mary. 

(1)  Jeremiah  Fort  married  Temperance  Battle,  daughter  of  Jethro 
B.,  by  whom  he  had  a  son  named  Jethro,  and  he  died. 

(2)  James  Fort  married - by  whom  he  has  a  daughter,  and  he 

married  a  second  time  to - .  He  followed  the  mercantile  business  at  - 

until  his  death. 

(3)  Jacob  Fort  also  followed  merchandise — he  married  [Cynthia 

Copeland] . 

(4)  Sarah  married  Orren  D.  Battle,  son  of  Jethro  B.,  who  had  mov¬ 
ed  to  Tennessee  and  has  eight  children. 

(5)  Josiah  Fort  (the  younger)  is  of  the  medical  profession.  He 
married  a  Ligon  and  has  9  children. 

(6)  Mary  Fort  married  Jack  Smith  and  has  4  children. 

2.  Jeremiah  Hilliard  settled  on  the  land  his  father  left,  where  lie  improv¬ 
ed  his  fortune  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  acted  in  several  public  capacities,  being 
a  moral  and  well  informed  man.  He  married  Nancy,  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Hil¬ 
liard,  by  whom  he  had  no  surviving  issue.  He  married  a  second  wife — the  widow 
of  John  Hilliard  of  Northampton  Co.  and  had  no  issue. 

3.  Piety  Horn,  the  3rd  child  of  Sarah,  married  Josiah  Fort  (brother  of 

Wm.),  who  also  removed  to  Tennessee.  She  had  children,  viz:  Whitmill - . 

4.  Charity  Horn  married  Burrill  Bunn,  who  was  my  mother’s  brother,  of 
Nash.  She  had  the  following  children,  Piety,  William,  Henry,  and  Jeremiah. 

(1)  Piety  married  Dr.  Terryll  and  died  without  issue. 

(2)  William  married  Sarah  Bunn,  the  daughter  of  Willie  B.  They 
moved  to  Georgia  and  settled  in  Twiggs  County,  when  he  died  leaving  one  child. 

(3)  Henry  Bunn  married  a  Miss  Thorpe  and  also  settled  in  Twiggs 

Co.  He  has - children. 

(4)  Jeremiah  Bunn  has  lately  gone  to  Ga.  and  is  not  married. 

5.  Celia  (Selah)  Horn  married  Lem’l  Sugg,  of  Edgecombe,  but  moved  to 

Tenn.  He  died  leaving - children. 

Celia  the  widow  is  since  become  the  second  wife  of  Josiah  Fort,  her 
sister  Piety’s  husband. 

6.  Henry  Horn  (the  younger)  married  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Jesse 

Read  by  whom  he  had - children.  He  married  a  second  wife — a  Miss  Costaf- 

nev.  He  is  living  in  Georgia. 

II.  John  Battle,  my  grandfather’s  2nd  child,  settled  on  S.  side  of  Tar  River, 
below  the  L.  Falls  where  he  spent  an  industrious,  economical,  prudent,  and  pious 
life.  He  belonged  to  the  B.  Church  at  the  Falls — married  Frances  Davis.  He  had 
live  children,  Josiah,  Mary,  Davis,  Elisha,  and  John. 

1.  Josiah  B.  married  Jane  Applewhite  of  Virginia,  settled  first  on  Swift 
Creek  in  Nash,  and  afterwards  moved  to  Wake  18  miles  from  Raleigh.  He  had 

- children  of  whom  only  John,  Harriss  [  ?]  and - are  living. 

y  *  s  a  Baptist,  married  Cullen  Andrews,  who  lived  and  died 
on  Tar  River  2  miles  above  my  grandfather.  He  was  a  man  of  a  bright  mind,  but 
confined  himself  to  his  own  domestic  and  agricultural  purusits.  His  wife  died  be¬ 
fore  him,  leaving  three  children,  Jesse,  John,  and  Elizabeth. 
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(1)  Jesse  Andrews  settled  in  the  same  neighborhood  and  built  mills 
on  the  Little  Falls.  He  was  a  considerable  mechanical  genius.  He  at  an  early  age 
joined  the  Baptist  Church  at  the  Falls.  He  married  my  Sister,  Sarah  B.  They 
have  three  daughters,  Mary,  Maria,  and  Frances.  They  had  a  4th,  a  son  who  died. 

They  are  now  living  in  Kentucky,  Logan  County. 

(2)  John  A.  married  a  Miss  Pope,  settled  in  the  same  neighborhood 

and  moved  to  the  West  with  his  brother.  He  has  3  children — is  a  Baptist. 

(3)  Elizabeth  A.  married  John  Gotten,  who  lives  8  miles  from  Tar- 

boro.  Has  had  4  children,  3  of  whom  are  living,  John,  Caesar  [?]  and  - . 

III.  Elizabeth  B.  the  third  of  my  grandfather’s  children  married  Josiah  Cru- 
Jdup,  who  lived  a  fewT  years  in  the  neighborhood  and  then  moved  to  Little  River  in 
Wake  Co.  She  was  a  Baptist  and  died  in  strong  faith.  She  had  8  children,  John, 
Mourning,  Bathsheba,  Chloe,  George,  Elizabeth,  Temperance,  and  Josiah. 

1.  John  C.  married - and  settled  on  L.  R.  and  after  living  there  he 

moved  to  Tenn.  where  he  died.  He  had  -  children. 

2.  Mourning  C.  married  Wm.  Fowler  in  the  neighborhood.  They  have 

children,  viz:  Joseph,  Piety. 

3.  Bathsheba  C.  married  Bullard  Fowler,  and  has  children,  viz:  God¬ 
frey,  Tilitha. 

4.  Chloe  C.  married  James  B.  Lee  and  lived  on  L.  R.  near  the  Falls. 
She  has  8  children  viz:  Susan,  Eliza,  Temperance,  James,  Harry,  Mary,  Martha, 
and  Dossev.  Susan  is  married  to  L.  Fort — has  a  son.  They  are  now  living  in

Tenn.  The  rest  of  the  family  are  living  with  their  widowed  mother. 

5.  George  C.  married  Leah  Ellis — lives  on  L.  R.,  has  children,  Temper¬ 
ance,  - . 

6.  Elizabeth  C.  married  Cullen  Andrews,  after  the  death  of  his  first  wifr 
and  he  left  by  her  a  son  named  Cullen  who  is  married  to  a  Martha  Fort  of  Wake 
and  has  two  children.  He  lives  in  Wake  County.  His  sister,  Elizabeth,  is  living 

in  Wake,  having  married - Alford.  She  has  children  viz :  • 

She  and  her  husband  are  both  Baptists. 

7.  Tempe  C.  married  - Lockhart,  and  had  no  issue. 

8.  Josiah  C.  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  In  early  life  he  be¬ 
longed  to  the  Methodist  Church.  He  has  been  much  admired  as  a  preacher.  He 
has  become  a  candidate  for  political  honors.  He  married  Mrs.  Ann  INI.  Brickell, 
daughter  of  Archibald  Davis,  Esq.,  of  Franklin  County.  His  children  are  Archi¬ 
bald,  James  H.,  and  Martha.  He  lives  where  his  father  died  and  owns  the  same 
land. 

IV.  Elisha  B.  (the  younger),  the  4th  son  of  Elisha  Battle,  is  my  father.  He 
lives  on  the  S.  side  of  T.  River  and  married  Sarah  Bunn,  daughter  of  Ben  Bunn  of 
Nash.  My  father  is  about  seventy  years  of  age  at  the  present  time.  He  was  al¬ 
ways  a  man  inclined  to  a  laborious  and  active  life,  and  accordingly  possesses  a  good 
constitution.  He  has  always  been  very  strong  and  hearty  and  is  greatly  beloved  by 
his  neighbors  and  children  who  have  always  revered  and  respected  him.  He  has 
always  been  of  a  cheerful  disposition,  and  courteous  and  obliging  in  his  manner  to 
all  his  friends  and  neighbors.  He  is  known  for  his  plainness  of  speech  when  in 
conversation,  more  so  than  all  of  his  brothers,  but  he  can  argue  better  than  any  of 
them.  His  mind  is  inclined  to  religion,  tho  he  has  never  made  a  profession.  He 
had  8  children,  Amelia,  Jeremiah,  Bennett,  William,  Polly,  Burrell,  Jesse,  and  Sarah. 

1.  Amelia.  2.  Jeremiah. 
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3.  Bennett  B.  lived  to  maturity  but  soon  after  contracted  a  violent  fever, 
attended  with  dysentery.  He  was  delirious  for  a  long  time  and  had  much  inflam¬ 
mation. 

4.  Wm.  B.  was  generally  unhealthy  but  relieved  by  medicine.  He  died 
while  I  was  at  the  University. 

5.  Polly  B.  married  Orren  D.  Lamon  and  is  now  living  in  Madison,  Ala. 

She  has -  children  living.  She  is  a  Baptist. 

6.  Burrell  B.  married  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Hinton  of  Johnston  Coun¬ 
ty,  then  moved  to  Johnston  County,  16  miles  above  Smithfield,  driving  often  to 
Rocky  Mount.  There  he  lived  till  in  the  year  18 —  when  he  was  killed  by  the  run¬ 
ning  away  of  his  horses.  He  left  five  children,  Elizabeth,  Joseph  John,  Sallie,  Ara¬ 
bella,  and  Mary,  all  of  whom  but  the  last  are  living. 

7.  Jesse  B.  married  Mrs.  Polly  Bunn  Vick,  and  afterwards  moved  to  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  thence  back  to  Nash  Co.  He  is  a  Methodist. 

8.  Sally  B.  married  Jesse  Andrews.  She  became  a  professor  at  the  time 
of  revival  of  religion  at  the  Falls  and  has  a  bright  experience.  They  moved  to  Lo¬ 
gan  Co.  Ky.  in  1811. 

V.  William  B.,  my  grandfather’s  third  son,  married  Charity  Horn,  daughter 
of  Henry  Horn  and  sister  of  Henry  Horn,  Jr.,  who  was  the  2nd  husband  of  Sarah 
Battle.

3.  Joel  B.  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Amos  Johnston  after  which  he 
moved  to  “Shell  Bank”  on  Tar  River,  where  he  carried  on  the  business  of  merchan¬ 
dising.  He  also  purchased  a  plantation  higher  up  the  river  which  is  now  his  chief 
residence.  Besides  his  store  and  plantation  at  the  River  he  purchased  mills  and 
cotton  factory  at  the  Falls  of  the  River.  He  and  his  wife  belong  to  the  Baptist 
Church.  He  has  children,  William,  Amos,  Richard,  Catharine,  Dossey,  Christo¬ 
pher  Columbus,  Isaac,  and  Susan. 

VI.  Jacob  B.  the  sixth  child  of  Elisha  Battle,  settled  on  land  below  his  father, 
and  carried  on  a  large  farm,  having  married  Mrs.  Penelope  Edwards  (formerly 
Langley).  He  early  became  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  uniformly  led  a 
consistent  Christian  life,  together  with  great  industry  in  the  transaction  of  business, 
all  of  his  actions  becoming  characterized  by  honesty.  He  was  extremely  liberal  in 
his  views.  He  was  rather  under  the  size  of  the  Battles  generally  but  possessed 
health  and  good  constitution  so  that  he  could  take  much  exercise.  The  correctness 
of  his  views,  and  the  natural  suavity  of  has  manner  were  so  striking  that  he  has 
performed  all  his  duties  without  suspicion  of  error  or  wrong  doing.  He  had  chil¬ 
dren,  James,  Marmaduke,  Thomas,  and  Elizabeth. 

1.  James  S.  settled  on  his  father’s  farm  15  miles  above  Tarboro,  and  car- 
Tied  on  a  large  plantation.  He  married  Mrs.  Temperance  Fort,  widow  of  Jeremiah 
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Fort,  daughter  of  Jethro  Battle,  by  whom  he  had  a  son,  James  Marmaduke.  James 
also  became  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  the  Falls. 

2.  Marmaduke  being  unhealthy  soon  died  of  epilepsy  about  -  years 

of  age. 

3.  Thomas  died  at  an  early  age. 

4.  Elizabeth  B.  married  Dr.  Cullen  Battle  and  became  a  meek  and  pious 
Baptist.  Soon  after  the  birth  of  her  first  child  she  was  attacked  with  quinsy  and 
lived  only  11  hours  after  the  attack. 

VII.  Jethro  B.  He  settled  on  the  north  bank  of  the  river.  He  was  an  en¬ 
ergetic  man  generally  but  his  principal  business  was  farming.  He  married  Martha 
Lane  and  had  six  children,  Elizabeth,  Ann,  Alford,  Orren,  Temperance,  and  Joseph. 
He  belonged  to  the  church  at  the  Falls. 

1.  Elizabeth  B.  married  Garry  Fort  and  settled  4  miles  from  Tarboro. 
He  had  a  fall  from  his  horse  which  proved  fatal.  He  died  leaving  three  sons, 
Tewis,  Orren,  and  Joseph.  She  was  a  pious  Baptist. 

(1)  Lewis  married  Harriet  Wilson,  since  which  he  and  his  wife 
moved  to  Tennessee.  They  have  many  children. 

(2)  Orren  F.  married  Lucy  Dunn  of  Franklin.  They  have  also 

moved  to  Tennessee  with  their  mother. 

(3)  Joseph  is  still  in  Edgecombe. 

2.  Ann  B.,  daughter  of  Jethro,  married  Lewis  Fort,  brother  to  her  sister’s 
husband.  She  was  a  meek  and  kind  woman  but  not  a  professor.  She  had  several 
children,  but  left  only  one  living  named  Garry.  Garry  is  living  with  his  father 
who  is  now  living  in  Tenn. 

3.  Alford  L.  B.  married  Susan  Wilson,  who  died  without  issue,  after 
which  he  married  her  sister  Nancy,  by  whom  he  has  children,  Jethro,  James,  Eliza¬ 
beth  [  ?] . 

4.  Orren  D.  B.  went  to  Tenn.  and  married  [Sarah]  Fort  and  has  [eight] 

children. 

5.  Joseph  S.  B.  lived  where  his  father  lived.  He  married  a  Miss  Dunn 
of  Wake,  who  died  with  her  first  child. 

6.  Temperance  B.  married  Jeremiah  Fort  of  Tenn.  and  after  having  a 
son,  named  Jethro,  her  husband  died  and  she  returned  to  her  father’s.  She  be¬ 
came  a  Baptist  in  1811.  She  afterwards  married  James  S.  Battle  and  after  hav¬ 
ing  a  son  (Marmaduke)  she  died  Aug.  2nd,  18201. 

VIII.  Demsey  B.  the  8th  and  last  of  my  grandfather’s  children,  was  a  very 
pious  Baptist,  reserved  and  modest  in  his  demeanor.  Like  most  of  the  rest  of  his 
brothers  and  sisters,  he  took  time  to  think  before  he  spoke,  though  among  his  inti¬ 
mate  friends  he  was  very  sociable.  His  religious  scruples  placed  him  in  a  dilemma 
of  many  other  Christians.  His  temper  and  sympathetic  heart  abhorred  war,  but 
lest  it  should  be  his  duty,  he  thought  it  best  to  do  his  part  in  supporting  them  with¬ 
out  murmuring.  During  the  war  in  18 —  when  the  President  adopted  his  retalia¬ 
tory  measures,  in  a  conversation  between  us  on  the  subject,  I  found  his  sensibility 
could  not  bear  abuses  of  humanity  daily  practised  in  war.  He  suggested  and  urged 
me  to  write  to  the  President  to  release  those  British  prisoners,  then  doomed  to  die 
for  our  American  brethren  who  were  taken  by  the  British  and  threatened  with  death. 
He  expressed  himself  at  some  length  on  the  inconsistency  of  the  practices  of  war- 


temperance  Battle  died  Sept.  9,  1814. 
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makers  with  the  Christian  religion,  on  which  points  he  and  I  agreed  perfectly,  and 
I  was  at  length  induced  to  write  Mr.  Madison  a  letter  on  the  subject. 

He  married  Jane  Andrews,  sister  of  Cullen  A.  the  elder.  He  settled  at  first 
opposite  his  father,  not  a  mile  from  him,  on  the  other  side  of  the  river.  His  chil¬ 
dren  who  came  to  maturity  were  Cullen,  Amelia,  Andrews,  and  John. 

1.  Cullen  B.  first  settled  himself  as  a  farmer,  but  afterwards  studied  med¬ 
icine  in  Tarboro  under  my  direction,  and  became  an  industrious  and  successful  prac¬ 
titioner.  He  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Jacob  Battle,  who  died  soon  after 
having  her  first  child,  after  which  he  married  Jane  Lamon,  and  about  the  same  time 
his  daughter  died,  having  never  fully  recovered  from  a  spell  of  the  epidemic  which 
she  had  some  months  before.  In  the  year  1818,  he  removed  to  Ga.  and  is  now  liv¬ 
ing  in  Powelton.  His  present  wife  has  lost  two  children.  He  has  declined  the 
practice  of  physic  and  devotes  his  attention  to  farming. 

2.  Amelia  B.  married  Dr.  John  G.  Gilbert,  son  of  the  Rev.  Nathan  G. 
They  had  one  child  and  after  moving  to  Georgia  near  Powelton,  she  died  of  a  pul¬ 
monary  consumption,  which  is  the  only  instance  of  that  disease  in  the  Battle  family, 
within  my  knowledge.  Her  child  did  not  long  survive  her.  She  and  her  husband 
were  both  Baptists. 

3.  Andrews  B.  studied  physic  under  his  brother  Cullen,  after  which  he 
settled  in  Powelton,  Ga.,  where  he  married  a  Miss  Duggar,  and  is  now  practicing 
with  considerable  reputation.  He  is  a  Baptist. 

4.  John  B.  lives  on  the  place  where  our  grandfather  lived  and  died  and 
where  Demsey  his  father  spent  the  latter  part  of  his  life. 


CHAPTER  IV 


THE  BATTLE  ARMS  AND  CREST 

by 

WILLIAM  JAMES  BATTLEi 


Present  interest  in  the  Battle  Arms  and  Crest  dates,  at  least  m  the  North  Car- 
olina  branch  of  the  family,  from  about  the  year  1890.  At  that  time,  when  Mr.  William 
S.  Battle  moved  from  his  old  Tarboro  residence  called  The  Barracks  to  Lone  1  me 
in  the  country  some  five  miles  away,  his  son  Octavius  found  among  the  family  pa¬ 
pers  a  curious  old  seal  of  the  sort  that  in  old  times  was  used  for  making  impressions 
on  wax  in  sealing  letters  and  signing  documents.  This  seal  was  engraved  with  a 
shield  and  crest  but  had  no  name  or  motto.  Neither  Mr.  William  S.  Battle,  nor  any¬ 
body  else,  knew  anything  whatever  about  its  history  or  about  the  significance  of  its 
design.  There  could  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  it  had  belonged  to  Ins  father,  James 
S.  Battle,  of  Cool  Spring,  who  died  in  1854  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight. 

The  seal  is  in  the  form  of  an  ellipse  about  three-fourths  by  one-halt  ot  an 
inch  in  size,  but  being  finely  cut  makes  a  clear  impression.  The  accompanying  draw¬ 
ing  is  a  careful  enlargement.  It  shows  a  shield  surmounted  by  a  crest.  As  usual 
in  heraldry,  colors  are  indicated  by  dots  and  hatching.  The  shield  is  purple  with  a 
cold  border  scalloped  on  the  inner  edge.  In  the  center  is  a  gold  griffin  with  out¬ 
spread  wings,  rearing  as  if  about  to  fly  to  the  beholder’s  left.  The  crest  consists 
of  a  crown  with’  vertical  rays  out  of  which  rises  a  man’s  arm  bent  at  the  elbow,  hold¬ 
ing  towards  the  beholder’s  left  a  complicated  form  of  cross.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  man’s  arm  is  a  right  arm;  that  the  arms  of  the  cross  are  themselves  crosses  and 
do  not  end  in  knobs ;  that  the  foot  of  the  cross  is  pointed ;  and  that  there  are  no  halls 
on  the  rays  of  the  crown.  Some  of  the  dies  and  book-plates  supposed  to  be  copied 
from  the  seal  are  incorrect  in  one  or  more  of  these  respects.  Of  the  colors  of  t  e 
crest  we  can  not  be  sure  except  that  the  crown  is  gold.  In  our  drawing  the  cross  is 

shown  red  hut  this  is  not  clear  on  the  seal.  . 

The  seal  on  discovery  was  given  to  the  only  daughter  of  the  house,  Elizabeth 
Dancy  Battle ;  on  her  death  it  passed  to  her  brother  Octavius,  its  discoverer ;  since 

he  died,  it  has  been  in  the  possession  of  his  family. 

In  the  investigation  of  the  seal  Miss  Battle  naturally  had  recourse  to  the  great 
English  books  of  heraldic  arms,  Burke’s  General  Armory2  and  Fairbairn’s  Book  of 
Crests3  She  found  ( 1 )  that  Burke  gave  arms  for  the  following  names  resemb  mg 
Battle:  Batell;  Baterell;  Batley  (Yorkshire);  Batley,  Battley,  Battaley  or  Batte-

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lev;  Battayll  or  Battaille;  Battell;  Battell  (another  family);  Batvil;  (2)  that  of 
these  Batell,  Battayll  or  Battaille,,  Battell  (both  families),  and  Batvil  had  arms 
showing  a  rearing  griffin  though  the  colors  differed;  (3)  that  Burke’s  blazon  of  the 
arms  and  crest  of  the  Battayll  or  Battaille  family  corresponded  to  the  arms  and  crest 
of  the  seal:  (1)  that  Fairbairn  gave  the  same  crest  as  Burke  for  the  Battayll  or  Bat¬ 
taille  family.  Battle  being  obviously  a  simpler  way  of  spelling  Battayll  and  Bat¬ 
taille  as  pronounced  in  England  and  the  Battles  having  come  to  Virginia  as  early 
as  1653  from  the  land  -of  the  Battavll  or  Battaille  family  it  seemed  a  fair  inference 
that  the  arms  and  crest  of  Mr.  James  S.  Battle’s  seal  which  were  those  of  the  Bat¬ 
tayll  or  Battaille  family  were  also  those  of  the  Battle  family. 

That  the  family  spelled  its  name  variously  in  England  is  shown  by  the  forms 
Batell,  Battell,  Batvil,  given  bv  Burke  as  belonging  to  families  bearing  essentially 
the  same  arms  as  t lie  Battayll  or  Battaille  family.  That  the  American  family  orig¬ 
inally  pronounced  its  name  Battle  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  earliest  wrearers  of 
the  name  in  the  seventeenth  century  in  Virginia  spelled  it  now  Batell,  now  Battell, 
now  Battle.  South  of  Virginia  the  name  became  regularly  Battle.  In  Virginia 
and  elsewhere  Battailles  and  Batailles  and  Batailes  are  still  found.  In  the  North¬ 
east  the  name  Battell  and  Battelle  are  known.  All  these  forms  of  the  name,  now 
accented  on  the  last  syllable,  wrere  probably  formerly  pronounced  Battle  like  Lid¬ 
dell,  Riddell,  and  W  addell  that  used  to  be  Liddle,  Riddle,  and  Waddle,  but  followed 
the  spelling  into  Lid-dell,  Rid-dell,  and  Wad-dell. 

If  objection  be  made  that  no  official  right  has  been  showrn  for  bearing  these 
arms  and  crest,  reply  may  be  made  ( 1 )  that,  while  direct  connection  between  the 
American  Battle  family  and  the  English  family  of  Battayll  or  Battaille  has  not  been 
proved  or  so  far  as  wre  know  even  investigated,  Mr.  James  S.  Battle  who  lived  a 
hundred  years  ago  may  very  w'ell  have  knowm  more  about  it  than  we  do;  (2)  that 
Mr.  James  S.  Battle,  while  a  man  of  substance  and  education,  was  so  simple  in  his 
tastes  and  practical  in  his  interests  that  he  is  not  likely  to  have  possessed  so  useless 
and  uncommon  an  article  as  a  heraldic  seal  unless  by  inheritance  or  bv  strong  reason 
for  its  purchase;  (3)  that  as  stated  by  both  Burke  and  Fairbairn  the  use  of  arms 
and  crest  is  not  confined  even  in  England  to  those  officially  authorized;  (4)  that  in 
America  we  have  no  recognized  authority  to  determine  heraldic  rights  and  conse¬ 
quently  there  can  not  be  any  official  right  whatever  and  no  right  of  anv  kind  except 
that  of  reason  and  good  taste. 

V  ith  arms  naturally  go  mottoes.  The  James  S.  Battle  seal  bears  none.  On 
the  statement  of  Culletons  Heraldic  Office,  92  Piccadilly,  London,  in  a  letter  dated 
July  24,  1903,  that  Justum  et  tenaeem  (Just  and  tenacious)  has  been  used  with 
this  coat  of  arms  and  crest  by  some  families”,  Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  favored  that.  Oth¬ 
ers,  apparently  without  authority,  advocated  Ex  hello  pax  (Out  of  war  peace).  No 
motto,  however,  is  given  for  any  form  of  the  Battle  name  either  by  Burke  or  Fair¬ 
bairn.  In  fact  mottoes  are  not  registered  in  the  English  College  of  Heralds  at  all. 

If  we  seek  to  know'  the  significance  of  the  arms  and  crest  used  by  the  Battles, 
there  is  no  authoritative  answer.  Yet  it  does  not  seem  fanciful  to  see  in  the  fierce 
griffin  and  the  strong  right  arm  allusions  to  the  name  Battle  and  symbols  of  the  de¬ 
termination  of  the  family  to  fight  for  the  faith  and  prize  typified  by  the  Cross  and 
Crown. 

Not  satisfied  with  the  information  that  Miss  Battle  had  secured,  Mr.  Frank 
Battle  Dancy,  also  a  grand-child  of  Mr.  James  S.  Battle,  w'ent  to  some  pains  to 
learn  more.  He  could  not  investigate  the  matter  in  England  but  his  study  of  the 
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heraldic  authorities  was  not  devoid  of  result.  In  neither  Burke  nor  b  airbairn  did 
he  find  illustrations  of  arms  or  crest.  Burke,  he  found,  as  Miss  Battle  had  report¬ 
ed,  gives  exactly  the  same  arms  for  the  Battayll  or  Battaille  family  as  those  'of  Mr. 

James  S.  Battle’s  seal: 

Purp.  a  griffin  segreant,  within  a  bordure  engr.  or. 

That  is:  A  purple  (purp.=purpure)  shield  bearing  a  gold  (or)  griff m  rearing 
(segreant),  within  a  gold  (or)  border  (bordure)  whose  inner  edge  is  scalloped 

(engr.=engrailed) . 

For  the  Battayll  or  Battaille  crest  Burke  gives: 

Out  of  an  antique  crown  or,  a  dexter  arm  ppr.  holding  a  cross  crosslet  fitchee 

in  pale  gu. 

That  is:  A  right  arm  in  natural  colors  (ppr.=proper)  rising  out  of  an  antique 
gold  (or)  crown  holding  upright  (in  pale)  a  red  (gu.=gules)  cross  crosslet  with  a 

pointed  foot  (fitchee). 

Earlier  editions  of  Fairbairn  give  the  same  blazon  as  Burke.  The  latest  adds 
the  word  cubit  before  arm: 

Out  of  an  antique  crown  or,  a  dexter  cubit  arm  ppr.,  holding  a  cross  crosslet 

fitched  (the  same  as  fitchee)  in  pale  gu. 

The  genealogist  and  lieraldist,  John  Matthews,  93  Chancery  Lane,  London,  in 
a  letter  to  Mr.  Dancy,  dated  May  24,  1918,  writes:  “I  beg  to  say  that  when  an  arm 
only  is  mentioned  it  is  the  same  as  ‘cubit’  arm,  that  is,  cut  off  below  the  elbow.  When 
the  whole  of  the  arm  is  meant,  then  it  is  called  ‘embowed’,  that  is,  bent  at  the 
elbow.”  These  statements  are  borne  out  by  other  authorities.  The  later  editions 
of  Fairbairn  therefore  did  not  add  the  word  cubit  to  make  a  difference  but  only  to 
clarify  the  description.  This  being  so,  the  crest  of  the  James  S.  Battle  seal  is  not 
identical  with  that  of  the  Battayll  or  Battaille  family  in  Burke  and  Fairbairn  inas¬ 
much  as  it  shows  an  embowed  arm,  that  is,  one  bent  at  the  elbow,  while  the  Battayll 
or  Battaille  arm  is  a  forearm.  The  seal  crest  is  different  in  another  respect  from  the 
Battayll  or  Battaille  crest  as  set  forth  in  Burke  and  b  airbairn:  the  cross  is  held  at  an 
angle,  not  in  pale,  that  is,  upright.  Not  having  a  clear  idea  of  the  heraldic  mean¬ 
ing  of  arm,  cubit  arm,  and  in  pale  Miss  Battle  had  failed  to  notice  these  differences. 

Whether  the  seal  form  or  that  of  Burke  and  Fairbairn  is  correct  is  not  easy 
to  decide.  The  oldest  edition  of  Burke  dates  from  1842,  the  oldest  Fairbairn  from 
1859,  but  the  blazons  they  give  are  of  course  older,  though  neither  of  the  books 
claims  that  they  are  official.  Mr.  James  S.  Battle  died  in  1854  and  the  seal  certain¬ 
ly  antedates  that  year,  but  how  much  we  do  not  know.  Mr.  Dancy  was  of  opinion 
that  Burke  and  Fairbairn,  being  learned  heraldic  experts,  were  very  likely  to  give 
the  correct  blazon,  that  the  seal  variations  were  due  to  a  misunderstanding  on  the 
part  of  the  engraver,  and  that  consequently  the  arm  should  be  a  forearm  only  and 
should  hold  the  cross  upright.  Furthermore  he  thought  such  a  position  symbol¬ 
ically  more  appropriate,  recalling  the  position  of  the  Cross  on  Calvary  and  pointing 

to  the  skies  as  a  goal. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  “Crests  are  usually  displayed  upon  a  wreath  .  .  .  but 
when  they  issue  from  a  crown  .  .  .  they  have  no  wreath.  Ladies  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  sovereign  have  no  crest.”1

We  whose  names  are  within  written  being  Impannelled  to  find  the  occasion  And 
Actual  Cause  of  the  death  of  William  Billingsley;  who  uppon  the  29th.  of  July  Last 
went  out  into  the  woods  to  keepe  his  Masters  Cattell  &  wee  having  viewed  the  place 
where  his  bones  was  found,  as  allsoe  the  said  bones  &  his  torn  Clorthes,  wee  doe  con¬ 
clude,  Resolve  &  Reporte  as  ffolloweth. 

That  in  order  to  the  occasion:  wee  finde:  that  the  said  William  Billingsley  being 
a  servant  who  had  beene  not  Long  before  very  sick  in  the  distemper  vulgerly  called 
Seasoninge,  &  being  not  well  Recovered :  was  growne  weeak  &  was  sent  into  the 
woods  to  keepe  Cattell:  the  day  above  said  &  wee  finde  &  reporte  that  through  sick- 
nesse  beinge  ill  at  ease  &  Inclyning  to  a  Careless  dispare,  did  not  soe  carefully  In- 
deavor  his  owne  preservation:  as  a  healthyfull  &  contented  person  would  have  done, 
hut  by  reason  of  the  Aforesaid  Condition  he  Remaininge  In  the  wood  night  &  dav 
Partly  by  his  weake,  careless  &  slothful  estate:  &  partly  by  feare  of  his  masters 
severity:  he  gave  himself  over  &  continued  in  a  swampe  neare  unto  a  runne  of 
Water  ontell  hee  was  soe  weake  that  hee  could  not  helpe  himselfe.  As  to  the  Ac- 
tuall  or  Instrumental!  means  of  his  Death,  that  he  continueing  without  ffoode  or 
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suckour  in  the  woods  hee  remained  so  untell  hee  became  a  dead  Corps  or  els  soe 
weake  that  when  wolves  or  other  wilde  beasts  who  hath  now  devoured  all  his  fflesh 
seazed  upon  him,  he  was  not  able  to  make  Resistance  to  save  him  selfe  and  so  be¬ 
came  not  only  dead  but  devoured.

I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Battle  one  Negro  girl  Agatha,  also  an  equal 
part  of  all  my  house  &  kitchen  furniture,  also  an  equal  part  of  all  my  stock  of  cat¬ 
tle,  sheep,  hogs  &  horses,  to  her  &  her  heirs  forever. 

I  give  to  my  daughter  Martha  Battle  one  Negro  girl  Liddia,  also  an  equal  part 
of  all  my  house  &  kitchen  furniture,  also  an  equal  part  of  all  my  stock  of  cattle, 
sheep,  hogs  &  horses  to  her  &  her  heirs  forever. 

I  give  to  my  child  yet  unborn,  or  named  the  money  that  may  arise  from  the 

sail  of  a  cortain  tract  of  land  lying  in  Cottoweskv  Swamp  which  I  leave  to  be  sold 
at  publick  vandue  by  my  executors  for  the  use  of  the  child,  also  an  equal  part  of  all 
my  stock  of  cattle,  sheep,  hogs  &  horses  to  the  use  of  it  &  its  heirs  forever.  As  for 
all  the  residue  of  my  estate  be  it  in  any  kind  of  quality  whatever,  I  give  to  be  equally 
divided  amongst  all  of  my  children  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever.

CHAPTER  VI 


PIONEERING  MEMORIES 

1.  REMINISCENCES  OF  A  PIONEER  IN  LOUISIANA 

by 

MRS.  MARTHA  PHILIPS  MARTINI 

My  object  is  to  write  something  in  regard  to  my  family  as  far  back  as  I  have 
any  recollection  and  can  remember  what  I  have  been  told  by  my  mother. 

My  father,  Joseph  Philips,  was  the  youngest  of  seven  children — two  daughters 
and  five  sons.  My  father  was  born  in  1763,  and  raised  in  North  Carolina,  coming 
to  Tennessee  in  1791.  My  mother,  Milbrey  Horn  (her  maiden  name)  born  in  1764 
was  also  from  North  Carolina.  They  were  married  in  1785.  They  had  nine  chil¬ 
dren,  three  sons  and  six  daughters.  The  eldest,  Mary  Philips,  married  Jesse  Whar¬ 
ton  from  Virginia,  a  young  lawyer  of  talents  and  great  energy  who  represented  the 
State  in  Congress  twice  and  afterwards  was  elected  United  States  Senator. 

Sally  Philips  married  in  1807  William  Williams  from  North  Carolina,  a  lawyer 
of  great  worth.  His  parents  being  wealthy,  much  time  was  spent  on  his  education. 
A  gentleman  in  every  respect.  His  attention  was  turned  more  to  farming  than  the 
practice  of  law.  They  lived  to  old  age,  my  sister  to  be  seventy,  and  her  husband 
eighty-six.  Mr.  Williams’  mother  was  ninety-six. 

Rebecka  died  quite  an  infant  in  1792. 

Martha  Philips  (born  in  1792)  in  1809  married  Thomas  Martin,  an  Irishman 
by  birth,  raised  in  the  County  Down,  leaving  his  native  country  when  he  was  19 
years  old,  and  landing  in  New  York  in  1800.  He  left  Ireland  during  the  rebellion, 
having  taken  an  active  part  in  favor  of  his  party.  He  was  taken  prisoner  but  made 
his  escape  by  some  means.  He  was  pursued,  and  followed  to  his  father’s  home.  Not 
being  able  to  catch  him  they  burned  down  every  house  on  his  father’s  place.  Hav¬ 
ing  a  relation  who  was  a  captain  of  a  vessel  that  was  to  sail  the  next  day,  he  went 
there  that  night,  the  captain  concealed  him,  and  they  left  the  next  day. 

My  sister  Charlotte  Philips  at  the  age  of  16  was  sent  to  a  boarding  school  not 
far  from  Nashville.  Mrs*.  Dr.  Priestley  was  the  teacher.  Her  husband  was  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Cumberland  College.  Mrs.  Priestley  often  went  in  the  river  bathing, 
taking  the  girls  with  her.  My  sister  being  fond  of  that  pleasure  was  generally  one 
of  the  party.  Unfortunately  one  day  she  went  in  but  never  returned.  The  next 
day  her  body  was  found  and  buried  at  my  father’s.  Truly  it  was  sad  for  my  par¬ 
ents. 

Henry  Philips  was  born  in  1797.  At  the  age  of  16  my  father  sent  him  to  col- 
lege.  He  remained  there  until  he  was  nineteen.  Then  he  engaged  in  the  mercan¬ 
tile  business  but  very  soon  after  was  taken  sick  and  died  in  his  twentieth  year.  A 
young  man  of  character  and  much  beloved  by  all  his  friends. 

My  sister  Margaret  Philips  (born  in  1799)  married  Josiah  Williams,  a  young 
gentleman  of  unblemished  character.  She  raised  a  large  family  of  sons  and  daugh-

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ters.  My  sister  died  in  1844  leaving  twelve  children.  Mr.  Williams  died  in  1853. 
Blessed  are  the  dead  that  die  in  the  Lord. 

Joseph  Philips  was  born  in  1803  and  died  in  1803,  the  same  year. 

William  D.  Philips  (born  in  1804),  the  youngest  of  the  family,  married  in 
1825  S.  B.  Clark,  intelligent  and  amiable  in  all  her  ways.  Truly  did  I  love  her. 
She  passed  away  soon  to  her  Father  in  Heaven.  In  1828  he  married  Elizabeth 
Dwyer,  born  and  raised  in  Dublin,  Ireland.  A  lovely  and  charming  lady.  She 
died  in  1872. 

When  I  married  Mr.  Martin,  he  was  living  in  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  engaged  in 
mercantile  business  with  Mr.  Reynolds.  Soon  after  our  marriage,  Mr.  Reynolds 
and  my  husband  concluded  to  give  up  that  business  and  go  south  where  farming 
would  be  profitable.  Louisiana  was  their  preference.  They  purchased  on  Bayou 
Teche  Allacapa,  La.  Remaining  there  ten  months,  my  husband  returned  home  in 
October,  1810,  finding  a  little  boy  to  welcome  his  return.  The  next  winter  we  em¬ 
barked  on  a  flat  boat  for  our  home  in  Louisiana,  leaving  Nashville  Feb.  4,  1811,  a 
long  tedious  passage  of  eight  weeks,  stopping  at  Natchez  a  few  days.  We  were 
frequently  annoyed  by  the  Indians  when  landing  at  evening,  which  we  were  always 
compelled  to  do.  All  on  the  left  of  the  Mississippi  was  owned  by  the  Chickasaw 
and  Choctaw  Indians.  W  here  Memphis  and  Vicksburg  are  was  then  Chickasaw 
Bluff  and  Walnut  Hills.  Well  do  I  remember  the  appearance  of  each  place  as  it 
was  pointed  out  to  me  by  our  old  captain  on  the  boat. 

V  e  had  considerable  trouble,  after  leaving  the  Mississippi,  passing  through 
bayous  and  lakes.  Many  places  looked  as  if  a  boat  had  never  been  there  before. 
Alligators  were  so  numerous  it  was  great  sport  shooting  them  in  every  direction. 
Me  landed  Sunday  at  Mr.  Reynolds  ,  just  below  our  home.  He  very  soon  came  on 
board  to  welcome  us.  Mr.  Martin  in  return  presented  him  our  little  boy,  who  was 
called  James  Reynolds  after  him.  Our  meeting  was  mutually  agreeable.  I  assure 
you  we  were  glad  to  get  on  land  and  be  at  our  long  looked  for  home.  All  welcomed 
us  with  joy.  The  country  was  principally  prairie,  and  at  that  season  of  the  year 
every  thing  was  looking  well.  Cotton  and  sugar  were  the  principal  products  of 
that  part  of  Louisiana,  orange  trees  bearing  and  blooming  all  the  year,  and  vegeta¬ 
bles  of  all  kinds  growing  in  abundance.  The  mode  of  making  sugar  in  those  days 
was  by  grinding  the  cane  with  mules,  which  was  tedious.  From  two  to  three  bar¬ 
rels  a  day  were  considered  good  work  but  always  commanded  a  fair  price.  So  long 
as  the  war  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  lasted,  which  was  1812  to 
1815,  cotton  was  cheap,  but  sugar  commanded  a  good  price.  So  soon  as  peace  was 
made  cotton  went  up  from  $7.00  to  $25.00  and  $30.00.  The  first  summer  and  fall 
I  spent  there  we  had  frequent  attacks  of  fever.  In  November  we  lost  our  darling 
little  boy  James,  which  was  sorrow  indeed  for  a  young  mother  away  from  all  her 
xamily  except  my  dear  husband.  Dear  child,  the  Lord  has  taken  him  and  I  can  say 
that  it  was  my  first  treasure  laid  up  in  Heaven  where  we  will  all  meet  hereafter. 

The  country  was  settled  by  French,  Spaniards,  and  Indians  principally,  when 
we  w^nt  there.  Very  soon  many  from  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Mississippi  came 
and  purchased.  Having  plenty  made  quite  a  favorable  change  in  our  Bayou.  Three 
or  four  Irish  families  living  near  us,  Mr.  Martin  gave  the  place  the  name  of  Irish 
Bend  and  it  goes  by  that  name  today.  Three  brothers  by  the  name  of  Sumner  from 
Tennessee  (connections  of  mine)  purchased  a  large  plantation  very  near  ours  the 
year  after  our  arrival,  also  Dr.  Henning  from  Nashville,  which  added  greatly  to  our 
society  and  the  appearance  of  things  in  general.  Our  communication  with  New 
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Orleans  was  by  small  schooners,  passing  across  Berwick  Bay  and  up  the  Lafourche 
to  the.  Mississippi  seventy-five  miles  above  the  city.  We  lived  ten  miles  from  the 
Gulf  and  two  from  Grand  Lake.  Being  just  between  them  we  always  had  a  fine 
breeze.  By  sending  to  the  Bay  we  got  oysters  in  abundance.  Game  of  all  kinds 
was  numerous  and  fish — nothing  to  do  but  throw  your  line  in  the  Bayou.  The  red 
fish  we  often  got  from  the  Indians,  and  they  were  superior  to  any  other.  They 
often  brought  us  game. 

Soon  after  we  got  home,  Alexander  Porter,  a  young  lawyer  from  Nashville, 
came  to  see  us.  He  had  gone  to  that  country  with  my  husband  the  year  before.  He 
found  on  his  arrival  that  he  would  not  be  able  to  practice  his  profession  until  he 
could  speak  French.  In  six  months  he  was  perfect  in  that  language  and  very 
soon  made  a  brilliant  display  of  his  talents,  realizing  a  handsome  fortune  in  a 
short  time.  He  married  Miss  Baker  of  that  parish.  Six  years  after  their  mar¬ 
riage  Mrs.  Porter  died  while  on  a  visit  to  his  friends  in  Nashville,  leaving  two 
daughters.  Soon  after.  Judge  Porter  left  for  his  native  country,  Ireland,  his 
little  daughters  with  him,  leaving  them  there  to  be  educated.  Soon  after  his  re¬ 
turn  he  was  elected  United  States  Senator.  His  daughters  returned,  but  lived 
only  a  short  time.  He  left  Washington  and  returned  home  to  his  large  estate 
in  Louisiana.  There  he  died  and  was  brought  to  Nashville  and  buried  by  his  wife. 
His  fortune  he  left  to  his  only  brother  James  Porter,  except  fifty  pounds,  that  was 
left  to  the  poor  in  the  parish  where  he  was  born  in  Ireland,  annually  for  ten  years. 
Mrs.  James  Porter  is  now  living  on  the  farm  that  my  husband  purchased  in  1810. 

During  our  stay  in  Louisiana  we  raised  cotton,  sugar,  corn,  and  rice,  which  all 
grew  to  perfection,  finding  a  market  in  New  Orleans  for  all  we  could  make.  Two 
years  after  our  arrival  we  were  blessed  by  the  birth  of  a  little  girl,  whom  I  called 
Jane.  Of  course  we  thought  her  beautiful  and  lovely,  as  all  mothers  are  alike  in 
that  respect. 

During  the  War  the  planters  often  could  not  obtain  certain  articles  that  were 
necessary  for  them  to  have.  Mr.  Martin,  Mr.  Sumner,  Mr.  Patten,  Mr.  Caffery 
and  others  concluded  to  take  a  schooner  and  go  where  they  had  heard  they  could 
obtain  those  things.  They  purchased  what  they  required  and  were  returning  home. 
The  second  night  a  terrible  storm  came  on.  They  dropped  anchor  and  remained 
until  daylight.  The  pilot  thought  they  might  set  sail  with  safety,  but  very  soon 
they  found  the  vessel  sinking.  They  threw  a  portion  of  iron  out  but  still  they  found 
there  was  no  hope  of  saving  it.  Having  a  yawl  and  being  only  half  a  mile  from 
land,  all  got  in  that  except  three  or  four.  Mr.  Sumner,  Mr.  Patten,  the  pilot,  and  a 
servant  of  ours  remained  on  the  vessel,  a  part  of  it  being  out  of  the  water.  After 
getting  on  the  beach,  Mr.  Caffery  and  one  of  the  sailors  returned,  and  found  Mr. 
Sumner,  his  arms  around  a  plank,  drowned.  Mr.  Patten  and  the  pilot  were  not  to 
be  found.  The  servant  was  hanging  on  the  mast  perfectly  insensible.  They  were 
brought  ashore  and  Mr.  Sumner  was  buried  on  the  island.  The  boy  recovered. 
They  were  all  left  without  any  provisions  and  had  only  a  small  yawl  in  which  to 
get  home.  They  left  the  next  morning,  making  slow  progress.  Two  days  after, 
they  saw  some  vessels  ashore,  and  immediately  made  for  them.  Mr.  Martin  con¬ 
cluded  it  was  most  prudent  for  one  of  them  to  go  and  ascertain  who  they  were.  He 
went  himself  and  found  it  was  LaFitte,  the  pirate.  He  made  his  situation  known, 
and  immediately  LaFitte  sent  for  them  and  treated  them  with  all  the  kindness  pos¬ 
sible,  taking  them  aboard  his  vessel  and  giving  them  a  bountiful  breakfast.  Mr. 
Martin  related  their  unfortunate  disaster  to  him  and  how  far  they  were  from  home. 
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He  had  a  schooner  made  ready  and  provisions  put  on  and  all  that  was  necessary 
He  inquired  of  Mr.  Martin  if  he  had  a  family.  He  replied,  “I  have  a  wife  and  one 
child.”  He  sent  me  a  demijohn  of  Madeira  wine  and  the  first  pineapple  cheese  I 
lever  saw.  He  told  my  husband  the  schooner  was  a  present  to  him.  I  will  say 
something  more  about  the  pirate  hereafter. 

It  was  several  days  before  they  reached  home.  My  husband  had  lost  his  hat 
when  leaving  the  sinking  vessel  and  LaFitte  had  supplied  him  with  a  cap  and  cape 
attached,  which  was  very  acceptable  in  December.  Mrs.  Sumner,  my  next  neigh¬ 
bor,  was  with  me  the  evening  before  they  arrived  home.  We  were  fearful  some  ac¬ 
cident  had  happened,  as  they  were  gone  much  longer  than  we  expected.  It  came 
soon  indeed  for  her.  I  never  witnessed  greater  grief  and  sorrow.  Long  did  she 
moan  for  her  dear  husband.  She  was  the  mother  of  two  little  boys.  His  brother 
sent  out  for  his  remains  which  were  brought  and  buried  at  his  home  in  1813. 

The  brothers  were  dissatisfied,  offered  their  plantation  for  sale,  and  soon  found 
a  purchaser.  Dr.  Duncan  of  New  Orleans.  They  returned  to  Tennessee  the  next 
year.  My  health  not  being  good,  I  often  would  tell  my  husband  a  visit  to  my  old 
home  would  be  all  that  I  required.  My  physician  thought  a  trip  to  the  seashore 
was  all  that  was  necessary.  We  left  in  a  few  days,  several  of  our  neighbors  going 
with  us,  taking  tents  and  everything  in  the  way  of  cooking.  Gen.  McCall  and  fam¬ 
ily,  who  went  out  each  season,  were  with  us.  I  found  it  pleasant — plenty  of  oys¬ 
ters  and  good  company.  We  remained  there  three  weeks.  My  little  Jane  was  much 
benefitted  by  the  trip,  but  my  heart  was  set  on  going  to  Tennessee,  the  only  place 
where  I  could  find  good  health.  On  our  return  I  received  a  letter  from  my  "father, 

urging  us  to  come  up  and  spend  the  summer  at  my  old  home.  The  invitation  was 
readily  accepted. 

In  June  we  left  for  Nashville,  taking  two  servants.  A  neighbor,  Mr.  Theall, 
traveling  for  his  health,  was  going  to  Tennessee  and  we  were  pleased  to  have  his 
company.  The  first  night  we  spent  with  a  friend,  Mr.  Crow.  The  next  day  we 
got  to  Berwick  Bay,  having  to  cross  that  at  night,  on  account  of  storms  and  wind, 
the  latter  always  being  too  high  in  the  day  to  attempt  crossing.  There  we  learned 
that  the  pirate  LaFitte  had  been  taken  prisoner  and  sent  to  New  Orleans  but  had 
very  soon  made  his  escape.  A  large  reward  was  offered  to  arrest  him.  I  think 
certainly  he  made  some  friends.  We  crossed  the  bay  that  night  on  a  platform  laid 
on  two  barges.  At  two  o’clock  in  the  morning  we  landed  at  Breshar  City,  I  having 
a  letter  to  the  landlady  from  her  father.  I  sent  it  to  her  by  a  servant.  *She  imme¬ 
diately  came  out  of  her  room  to  see  me  and  received  me  with  kindness  and  atten¬ 
tion.  The  table  was  all  ready  for  those  that  had  crossed  the  bay  and  all  as  well  as 
myself  enjoyed  our  supper.  We  were  a  mixed  company,  Americans,  French,  Span¬ 
ish,  and  Indians.  We  went  up  stairs  to  a  large  room,  with  berths  all  round  like 
those  on  a  steamboat.  It  was  late  in  the  morning  when  we  got  up.  All  had  gone 
down  and  taken  their  breakfast.  The  lady  told  me  the  night  before  to  take  my  rest 
in  the  morning  and  not  hurry  as  I  could  get  my  breakfast  at  any  time.  Mv  little 
Jane  was  not  well  and  I  told  the  servant  to  remain  until  I  sent  for  her. 

M  e  went  down  and  at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  a  servant  approached  us.  I  think 
he  was  a  Spaniard.  He  inquired  if  that  was  Mr.  Martin,  and  said  there  was  a  gen¬ 
tleman  that  wished  to  see  him.  He  took  me  in  the  dining  room  and  then  followed 
the  servant.  Our  breakfast  was  ready  in  a  few  moments.  The  ladv  observed 
“Will  you  wait  for  your  husband?”  I  replied,  “He  will  be  in  very  soon.”  I  sat 
down  and  commenced  eating,  and  after  a  while  Mr.  Martin  came  in.  The  lady  sent 
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up  for  my  baby.  Soon  after  breakfast  we  left.  I  think  we  were  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  miles  from  Donaldsonville.  When  we  got  there  Mr.  Martin  told  me  he  had 
business  with  some  gentlemen,  which  would  delay  him  but  a  short  time.  While  there 
we  got  our  dinner.  I  often  enquired  of  him  who  it  was  that  he  stopped  to  see  at 
Donaldsonville,  but  he  always  evaded  answering  me.  Some  time  after  he  told  me 
it  was  LaFitte,  the  pirate,  that  was  concealed  and  wished  him  to  take  some  letters 
to  Donaldsonville.  On  entering  the  room,  LaFitte  talked  to  him,  saying,  “Sir,  I 
think  I  can  trust  you.”  Knowing  him,  his  reply  was,  “You  can.  Your  kindness 
to  me  cannot  be  forgotten  and  whatever  I  can  do  for  you  will  be  done  with  pleas¬ 
ure.”  “Will  you  deliver  those  letters  to  such  gentlemen  as  I  direct  living  in  Don¬ 
aldsonville?”  Giving  him  all  the  information  necessary,  he  handed  him  the  letters 
saying,  “Sir,  I  learned  you  were  here  early  this  morning.  I  immediately  concluded 
to  put  those  letters  in  your  charge  and  I  feel  that  they  will  be  safely  delivered.” 
Mr.  Martin  was  always  quiet  on  the  subject.  The  next  place  we  heard  of  LaFitte, 
he  was  fighting  the  British  in  New  Orleans  in  favor  of  the  Americans. 

Having  relatives  at  Natchez,  Dr.  McCreary  and  family,  we  remained  there 
several  days.  When  leaving  there  the  doctor  and  my  cousin  went  some  miles  with 
us.  The  doctor  reminded  my  husband  of  the  need  of  getting  a  pass  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  to  carry  our  servants  through  the  Indian  Nation,  as  that  was  during  the  war. 
We  passed  through  Washington  where  the  Governor  lived.  Mr.  Martin  recollected 
he  had  neglected  getting  the  necessary  pass.  Mr.  Theall  proposed  taking  his  horse 
and  he  would  drive  on  slowly  until  his  return.  We  were  about  twenty-five  miles 
from  Natchez.  Crossing  Bear  Creek,  our  horse  got  frightened,  running  up  a  very 
steep  bank  which  did  not  check  him  in  the  least.  I  thought  my  only  hope  of  saving 
myself  and  child  would  be  to  jump  out.  I  threw  her  out  as  I  made  the  leap,  but 
that  leap  was  awful  for  me.  My  left  limb  was  terribly  broken  in  the  ankle  joint, 
both  bones  crushing  through  my  gaiters.  My  little  Jane  received  no  injury  what¬ 
ever.  Mr.  Theall  had  his  arm  and  several  of  his  ribs  badly  broken.  So  soon  as 
my  servant  came  to  me,  I  sent  him  back  for  my  husband.  As  we  were  in  a  part  of 
the  country  thickly  settled,  in  a  very  short  time  many  were  there  to  give  us  assist¬ 
ance  and  carried  me  to  the  nearest  house.  Very  soon  after,  Mr.  Martin  came.  Find¬ 
ing  me  suffering  greatly,  he  gave  full  vent  to  his  feelings,  which  made  me  feel  more 
sensible  of  my  terrible  situation.  Two  doctors  were  immediately  sent  for.  They 
examined  the  shattered  limb  and  very  soon  announced  their  opinion  that  amputation 
would  be  necessary  to  save  my  life.  My  husband  would  not  consent  to  that  but  sent 
for  Dr.  McCreary,  our  relative  that  we  had  left  that  morning.  During  the  night  I 
was  threatened  with  lock-jaw.  That  alarmed  my  husband  and  he  told  the  doctors 
to  act  according  to  their  own  judgment.  Immediately  preparations  were  made,  just 
as  the  sun  rose.  My  heart  seemed  about  to  burst.  I  felt  like  soul  and  body  were 
about  to  separate.  My  darling  child  was  brought  to  me.  I  thought  to  take  my  last 
leave  of  her.  My  dear  husband,  his  trouble  and  sorrow  no  one  knew  but  himself. 
He  wished  to  know  if  I  had  any  particular  wish  to  make.  I  told  him  my  heart 
clung  to  my  dear  little  babe.  “Take  her  home  to  my  mother  ;  it  is  all  of  myself  I 
have  to  give  her.”  I  was  taken  out  on  the  gallery  and  laid  on  a  table.  The  opera¬ 
tion  soon  commenced.  Chloroform  was  not  used  in  those  days  and  my  suffering  was 
only  known  to  my  God  and  myself.  Soon  after  the  operation  Dr.  McCreary  arriv¬ 
ed.  He  said  that  on  account  of  the  terrible  break,  the  warm  climate,  and  the  season 
of  the  year  (June),  it  was  certainly  the  safest  thing  that  could  be  done  to  save  my 
life.  We  remained  at  that  house  for  twelve  days. 
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Mr.  Caradine,  a  gentleman  living  near,  proposed  having  me  moved  to  his  house, 
which  was  done.  Mrs.  Caradine  preparing  a  small  bed,  I  was  carried  with  great 
ease  to  myself.  In  that  family  I  received  all  the  kindness  and  attention  that  could 
ha\  e  been  gh  en  to  a  near  relative.  They  had  no  children,  only  a  sister  living  with 
them.  Their  love  and  affection  for  my  little  Jane  was  something  to  me  that  I  really 
prized.  We  remained  at  the  Caradines’  six  weeks.  During  that  time  Dr.  Mc¬ 
Creary  often  \  isited  me.  He  said  so  soon  as  I  could  leave,  he  would  come  and  take 
me  to  his  home  and  I  would  remain  until  I  could  leave  for  Tennessee.  Knowing 
that  my  health  would  not  permit  of  my  traveling  at  that  time,  Mr.  Martin  had  dis¬ 
posed  of  our  wild  horse  and  got  one  perfectly  gentle. 

\V  hen  lea^  ing  for  the  doctor  s,  he  insisted  that  I  should  get  in  his  buggy  with 
him,  which  I  did.  About  five  miles  from  his  place  we  saw  many  Indians  sitting  im* 
mediately  on  the  road.  W  hen  they  saw  us,  they  rose  up ;  the  horse  was  frightened 
and  kicked  until  he  broke  the  entire  front  of  the  carriage.  Not  thinking  of  my  sit¬ 
uation,  I  stood  up  on  the  one  foot  and  leaped  out,  falling  on  the  end  of  my  ampu¬ 
tated  limb,  crushing  the  bones  through  which  had  not  yet  healed.  Blood  flowed  from 
the  wound,  like  pouring  water  from  a  pitcher.  Had  the  doctor  not  been  with  us  I 
could  have  survived  but  a  short  time.  He  stopped  the  flow  of  blood  by  using  a 
tourniquet.  He  was  slightly  injured  by  a  kick  from  the  horse  on  his  leg.  I  was 
put  in  our  own  buggy  and  went  on,  arriving  at  the  doctor’s  at  ten  o’clock  that  night. 
J  or  two  weeks  I  was  confined  to  my  bed.  Inflammation  was  so  great  the  doctor 
feared  part  of  the  limb  would  have  to  be  taken  off.  My  husband  mentioned  it  to 
me.  I  told  him  ne\  er.  I  preferred  death  rather  than  to  undergo  that  suffering 
again.  But  with  great  care  and  skill  in  two  weeks  I  was  up. 

We  remained  in  Natchez  until  the  first  of  September.  M^y  father,  learning  of 
my  situation,  sent  down  Mr.  Barnes,  a  man  he  had  great  confidence  in,  and  two 
horses  to  assist  in  getting  me  to  my  old  home,  the  only  mode  of  travel  at  that  time. 
Soon  after  his  arrival  we  left  for  Tennessee.  Mr.  Martin  had  sent  to  New  Orleans 
and  had  me  a  cork  leg  made,  which  rendered  me  great  assistance,  but  still  I  had  to 
use  my  crutches.  We  had  about  four  hundred  miles  to  travel  through  the'  Indian 
Nation,  Chickasaws,  and  Choctaws.  Many  white  families  were  living  among  them 
that  had  been  sent  there  by  the  Government. 

The  first  night  after  leaving  the  doctor’s,  we  stayed  at  the  home  of  our  dear 
friend,  Mr.  Caradine.  They  received  us  most  affectionately.  The  next  day  we  got 

to  Fort  Gibson,  stopping  at  Mr.  Mortner’s,  a  friend  of  my  husband.  We  remained 
there  two  days. 

In  a  few  miles  of  their  place  we  found  ourselves  in  the  Indian  Nation.  Wher¬ 
ever  we  stopped,  they  treated  us  with  great  kindness,  as  they  would  if  you  showed 
that  you  had  great  confidence  in  them.  Traveling  on,  we  heard  a  tremendous  howl¬ 
ing  and  yelling.  Going  near,  we  found  about  fifty  sitting  on  the  grass  with  their 
blankets  over  them,  mourning  for  a  chief  whom  they  had  just  buried.  Near  the  line 
between  the  two  nations,  we  stopped  to  stay  all  night.  Finding  a  great  number 
there,  the  agent  soon  told  us  that  they  were  to  have  a  War  Dance  there  that  night 
and  leave  the  next  morning  for  Pensacola.  It  was  truly  a  night  long  to  be  remem¬ 
bered.  The  dance  commenced,  both  male  and  female,  and  continued  until  after  mid- 
night.  About  sunrise  they  stood  up  and  made  all  join  hands,  children  and  all.  going 
round  and  round,  crying  and  yelling.  Soon  after,  they  made  ready  for  their  de¬ 
parture.  Taking  leave  of  their  wives  and  children,  they  concluded  with  awful 
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groans  and  yells.  They  left  and  were  soon  out  of  sight.  The  squaws  appeared  to 
mourn  their  departure. 

I  will  relate  a  circumstance  that  happened  that  day.  Crossing  a  large  creek, 
l he  horse  stopped  to  drink.  I  set  Jane  in  her  father’s  lap,  my  crutches  being  fas¬ 
tened  just  before  me.  I  deliberately  took  them  and  threw  them  in  the  stream  and 
they  disappeared  very  soon.  My  husband  looked  at  me  with  astonishment.  I  told 
him  I  could  not  stand  the  sight  of  them  any  longer.  He  very  gently  reproved  me, 
saying,  “How  will  you  get  along  without  them?”  From  that  day  to  this  I  have  had 
no  use  for  them. 

Wherever  we  stopped,  they  gave  us  our  supper — venison,  potatoes,  and  coffee. 
Having  provisions  along,  we  always  had  plenty.  We  stopped  one  morning  where  a 
white  family  had  been  sent  to  teach  the  Indians  how  to  spin  and  weave.  The  lady 
met  me  saying,  “I  have  heard  of  your  misfortune;  your  husband  will  never  love  you 
the  less,  as  beautiful  and  young  a  creature  as  you  are.”  They  were  all  kindness  and 
attention  to  me  and  my  little  Jane. 

The  next  morning  we  got  our  breakfast  at  James  Colbert’s,  the  Indian  Chief. 
He  and  his  wife  had  a  few  days  before  returned  from  Washington.  He  said  his 
visit  there  with  many  others  was  to  have  a  talk  with  their  father,  the  President,  in 
regard  to  sending  his  subjects  to  fight  the  British.  Mrs.  Colbert  was  delighted  with 
her  trip,  said  the  President  gave  them  a  dinner  and  all  the  fashionable  gentlemen 
and  ladies  were  there.  She  was  quite  fashionably  dressed,  except  for  being  bare 
footed.  We  got  a  most  excellent  breakfast.  Mr.  Colbert  invited  us  to  stay  several 
days  and  rest.  She  gave  me  a  lunch  for  my  little  Jane  that  lasted  several  days. 

Two  days  after,  we  stopped  at  a  house,  expecting  to  stay  all  night,  but  the 
doors  were  all  open  and  things  had  every  appearance  of  being  left  in  a  hurry.  We 
went  on  about  two  miles  and  camped  in  the  woods,  the  only  night  we  were  out  of  a 
house  during  our  journey.  The  servants  made  a  fire  and  were  preparing  our  sup¬ 
per  when  Mr.  Toplin,  the  mail  carrier,  rode  up,  got  down,  and  took  his  coffee,  ham, 
and  crackers  with  us.  He  told  us  we  were  fortunate  in  not  being  along  two  days 
before,  as  a  party  of  Creek  Indians  had  passed  along  killing  every  one  they  met. 
The  next  night  we  got  to  a  place  called  Big  Spring.  There  we  found  a  great  many 
Indians  who  had  come  there  to  protect  the  place.  Three  nights  before,  many  of 
those  Creek  Indians  had  passed  there.  The  families  heard  that  they  were  coming 
that  route  where  they  had  passed  before,  and  so  left.  That  night  seven  boatmen, 
who  had  gone  down  the  Mississippi  in  their  flat  boats,  sold  out  their  produce  and 
were  returning  home.  They  stopped  at  that  place  and  five  of  the  seven  were  killed. 
Their  graves  were  near  the  house  where  they  were  buried  that  day.  They  gave  us 
supper — turkey,  corn,  and  potatoes.  Mr.  Martin  asked  the  old  Indian  if  he  would 
let  me  and  my  child  sleep  in  his  house,  but  he  would  not  consent.  It  is  their  custom 
not  to  allow  strangers  to  sleep  in  the  house  with  their  family.  I,  not  knowing  the 
danger  we  were  exposed  to,  slept  in  the  house  with  not  less  than  fifty  Indians  and 
many  of  them  were  drunk.  My  husband,  Mr.  Barnes,  and  the  servants  sat  up  all 
night. 

The  next  night  we  were  twelve  miles  from  Columbia,  Tenn.  There  we  felt 
secure  from  danger.  The  night  after,  we  stayed  at  Franklin.  Leaving  early  the 
next  morning,  we  went  sixteen  miles  to  my  brother-in-law’s,  Mr.  Wharton,  four  miles 
from  Nashville.  That  evening  we  left  for  my  old  home.  Father  and  my  little 
brother  met  us  in  town.  On  my  arrival  I  found  all  the  family  there  that  I  had  left 
except  two  dear  sisters,  Mary  and  Charlotte,  who  had  passed  away.  Our  meeting 
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was  sad,  my  mother  and  sisters  wept,  but  it  was  joy  on  my  part  that  I  had  arrived 
at  the  home  T  had  toiled  so  long  to  get  to.  My  little  Jane  was  caressed  by  all  with 
a  love  of  great  affection.  My  little  brother  called  her  his  dear  loving  sister. 

My  parents  would  not  let  Mr.  Martin  think  of  taking  me  back  to  Louisiana. 
Finally  he  concluded  to  remain  in  Tennessee,  which  I  greatly  preferred.  In  No¬ 
vember  Mr.  Martin  left  for  our  southern  home,  going  with  the  army  that  was  leav¬ 
ing  Nashville  for  New  Orleans,  commanded  by  Generals  Coffey  and  Carroll,  all  on 
flat  boats.  They  arrived  in  the  city  December  22,  1814,  and  I  think  the  battle  com¬ 
menced  the  next  day  and  continued  until  the  8th  of  January,  1815.  In  that  battle 
Gen.  Jackson  gained  a  victory  that  crowned  him  with  laurels  which  never  faded 
through  life. 

Soon  after  my  husband  left,  my  sister  Margaret  married  Mr.  J.  Williams.  I 
remained  at  my  father’s  until  Mr.  Martin  returned,  which  was  in  April,  1815.  He 
had  leased  his  place  in  Louisiana  until  a  favorable  time  to  sell.  During  the  Sum¬ 
mer  he  purchased  the  place  I  am  now  living  on.  In  July  we  had  a  little  daughter 
added  to  our  family.  My  mother  named  her  Mary  for  my  dear  sister,  Mrs.  Whar¬ 
ton.  My  dear  Jane  was  delighted,  having  a  little  sister  to  love. 

Mr.  Martin  improved  the  place  he  had  purchased  and  we  moved  to  it  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1816.  During  that  year  there  was  much  sickness  throughout  the  country, 
called  the  cold  plague.  Very  few  ever  recovered  who  were  attacked  with  the  ter¬ 
rible  disease  and  many  families  were  all  taken;  it  was  more  fatal  than  cholera. 

In  1817  we  made  fine  crops,  cotton,  corn,  tobacco,  and  hemp.  Many  houses 
were  built  up  in  Nashville.  Our  merchants  were  principally  Irish,  establishing 
large  mercantile  houses  and  realizing  handsome  fortunes  in  a  few  years. 

The  first  steamboat  came  to  Nashville,  I  think,  in  1816.  The  goods  were 
brought  in  wagons.  Some  two  years  after,  the  steamboats  commenced  running 
regularly. 

In  August  we  had  three  little  girls  in  our  family,  Jane,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth. 

In  the  winter  of  1818,  Mr.  Martin  carried  his  cotton  to  New  Orleans.  While 
there  he  sold  his  plantation  to  James  Porter.  Soon  after  his  return,  he  purchased 
Mr.  J.  Jackson’s  farm  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  city  on  the  Gallatin  Pike,  hand¬ 
somely  improved,  paying  forty  dollars  per  acre.  This  place  he  rented  to  different 
persons  for  many  years,  generally  cultivating  the  land  himself,  which  always  yielded 
abundantly.  The  splendid  spring  was  the  attraction. 

In  May,  1822,  my  father  died  leaving  my  brother  William  the  old  homestead, 
one  thousand  acres,  twenty-five  negroes,  stock  of  all  kinds  and  every  necessity  for 
farming,  valued  at  $40,000,  my  mother  getting  a  life  interest.  The  balance  went  to 
his  daughters. 

In  June,  1822,  I  gave  birth  to  William  P.  In  September,  1824,  Thomas  D. 
was  born;  in  March,  1827,  Susan  T. ;  and  in  October,  1832,  Sarah  W. 

Mr.  Martin  made  it  a  rule  to  purchase  all  land  joining  ours  that  was  for  sale. 
His  first  purchase  was  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  and  he  added  at  different 
times  six  hundred  or  five  hundred  and  sixty  acres.  He  took  great  pride  in  having 
comforts  and  conveniences  around  him ;  a  large  barn,  mill  and  gin  house,  stock  of  all 
kinds,  particularly  fine  horses  and  a  handsome  carriage. 

My  eldest  daughter,  Jane,  married  Mr.  Mclver  in  1833.  He  was  truly  a  gen¬ 
tleman  of  polished  manners.  His  father,  a  Scotchman  by  birth,  had  been  raised  in 
affluence  and  wealth.  His  pleasant  manners  won  him  friends  wherever  he  traveled. 
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His  eldest  son,  Evander  Mclver,  married  my  niece,  Elizabeth  Williams,  who  died  in 
ten  days  after  their  marriage. 

Mr.  Mclver  owned  one  of  the  handsomest  farms  in  Rutherford  County,  where 
his  father  and  mother  both  died.  Mrs.  Graham,  his  twin  sister,  married  Major  D. 
Graham,  a  gentleman  of  noble  worth,  serving  his  country  as  a  statesman  in  many 

honorable  positions.  His  widow  is  now  living  with  my  eldest  grandson,  Evander 
Mclver. 

In  1834  my  daughter  Mary  married  Major  R.  Dance,  a  Virginian  by  birth,  a 
gentleman  truly  in  every  respect.  He  showed  all  the  love  and  attention  that  could 
have  been  bestowed  on  a  delicate  wife.  They  had  one  little  boy,  Thomas,  who  died 
very  young.  Her  health  declining,  the  physician  advised  him  to  take  her  traveling. 
He  went  north  and  spent  the  summer,  her  sister  Elizabeth  accompanying  them.  The 
next  winter  she  spent  in  New  Orleans.  She  returned  home  in  May  and  died  in 
June,  1837.  The  next  winter  Major  Dance  had  a  hemorrhage  from  the  lungs  and 
was  compelled  to  give  up  all  business,  so  he  came  to  the  country  and  remained  with 
me  until  his  death  in  October,  1838. 

In  November,  1835,  my  dear  husband  was  taken  with  a  violent  cough  and  con¬ 
stant  fever,  which  lasted  two  weeks.  Every  attention  was  shown  him  by  his  friends 
and  physicians  to  keep  him  with  us,  but  God  is  just  in  all  his  ways.  My  home  was 

desolate.  I  had  everything  in  the  way  of  living  abundance,  but  his  presence  was 
all  to  me. 

In  October,  1839,  my  daughter  Elizabeth  married  Dr.  John  Seip,  a  young  grad¬ 
uate  from  the  Medical  Institute  at  Philadelphia,  where  he  had  been  for  many  years. 
His  father  died  at  Natchez  and  his  mother  was  left  with  one  child  in  very  delicate 
health.  Her  husband’s  dying  request  was  that  she  should  return  to  her  native  state 
by  sea  and  in  all  possibility  regain  her  health.  But,  alas,  it  was  only  to  get  there 
and  die.  I  knew  his  mother  before  her  marriage,  a  most  accomplished  and  intelli¬ 
gent  lady.  She  was  a  sister  to  Dr.  McCreary  of  Natchez.  Dr.  Seip  purchased  a 
plantation  on  Red  River,  Louisiana,  where  I  visited  them  often.  In  1855  he  died, 
leaving  his  widow  and  four  children— one  son  and  three  daughters. 

In  1840  I  concluded  that  it  was  most  advisable  for  me  to  live  in  Nashville,  as 
my  two  youngest  daughters  should  be  at  school.  I  purchased  a  house  and  lot  and 
moved  in.  My  sons  I  had  sent  to  Kentucky  to  school.  Susan  had  been  going  to  the 
Academy  for  two  years.  I  still  kept  her  there;  she  progressed  rapidly  in  her  studies 
and  music.  In  1843  her  health  was  delicate,  so  Dr.  Dickinson  advised  me  to  send 
her  south  and  let  her  spend  the  winter  with  her  sister,  Mrs.  Seip,  which  she  did. 
Her  health  greatly  improved  and  they  all  insisted  that  she  should  remain  longer. 
Thinking  I  should  go  down  the  next  winter,  I  concluded  to  let  her  remain. 

During  the  summer  I  received  letters  asking  my  consent  for  her  marriage  to 
Mr.  James  T.  Flint,  a  young  lawyer  of  considerable  talents  and  good  position,  rank¬ 
ing  among  the  first  at  the  Bar.  In  1844  they  came  to  Nashville  and  spent  the  sum¬ 
mer  and  fall  with  me.  I  often  visited  them  in  their  southern  home,  which  was  a 
great  pleasure  to  me.  In  1853  Mr.  Flint  died  with  yellow  fever,  leaving  my  daugh¬ 
ter  Susan  with  five  children— two  sons  and  three  daughters.  They  were  living  on  a 
large  plantation  at  the  time  of  his  death.  My  daughter  still  remained  on  the  place. 
In  1855  I  went  down  to  visit  her.  I  remained  until  the  summer  of  1856.  During 
my  stay  just  two  years  after  Mr.  Flint’s  death,  my  daughter  and  two  of  her  children 
died  with  that  awful  scourge,  yellow  fever.  I  was  appointed  administratrix.  We 
had  a  family  meeting  and  it  was  decided  the  plantation  and  all  the  negroes  should 
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be  sold,  which  brought  $140,000.  The  debts  being  considerable  took  the  largest 
portion  of  the  proceeds.  So  soon  as  I  could  leave  there,  I  returned  to  my  home 
bringing  the  children,  Elizabeth,  James,  and  Emma,  with  me.  I  put  the  two  eldest 
at  school  and  returned  the  next  year.  There  were  about  200  hogsheads  of  sugar  and 
some  cotton  that  had  been  reserved  and  sold  after  the  sale  of  the  plantation.  I  lent 
a  part  of  the  proceeds  to  a  gentleman  and  took  a  mortgage  on  his  plantation  and  ne¬ 
groes  to  secure  the  debt.  The  War  coming  on  and  the  interest  increasing,  I  was 
finally  compelled  to  have  the  place  sold,  which  brought  the  full  amount  of  the  debt, 
bidding  it  in  myself.  The  brothers  and  sisters  are  now  living  on  that  farm,  giving 
them  a  comfortable  home.  Elizabeth  married  Dr.  Dupre  in  1874,  after  being  with 
me  nearly  twenty  years.  They  concluded  to  return  to  the  state  where  they  were 
born,  Louisiana. 

My  youngest  daughter,  Sarah,  after  leaving  school  spent  much  time  with  her 
sisters  in  Louisiana.  In  1853,  I  paid  Mrs.  Seip  and  Mrs.  Flint  a  visit,  intending  to 
bring  Sarah  home  with  me.  Going  down,  I  found  her  on  the  eve  of  marrying  Mr. 
R.  Tanner,  a  planter  of  Louisiana,  a  young  man  of  correct  habits  and  good  family. 
He  lived  about  forty  or  forty-five  miles  from  Alexandria.  I  visited  her  at  her  new 
home.  Her  surroundings  were  comfortable  and  abundant.  I  had  concluded  to  re¬ 
main  with  her  that  summer.  Receiving  a  letter  from  home  informing  me  of  Mr. 
Mclver’s  bad  health,  I  immediately  concluded  to  return,  which  I  did.  Two  days 
before  I  reached  home,  I  heard  of  his  death.  I  found  my  daughter,  Mrs.  Mclver, 
with  an  infant  only  one  week  old.  In  October,  1853,  dear  Sarah  passed  awTay  to  a 
home  of  rest  where  there  are  no  more  partings.  Her  death  was  truly  a  lasting  shock 
to  me.  At  the  same  time  that  I  heard  of  her  death,  Mr.  Flint’s  was  announced,  one 
on  the  fourth  and  the  other  on  the  seventeenth  of  the  same  month.  In  the  spring 
Mr.  Tanner  paid  me  a  visit,  remaining  a  short  time. 

In  January,  1861,  in  company  with  Mary  Mclver,  and  Elizabeth,  James,  and 
Emma  Flint,  I  embarked  on  the  steamboat  James  Johnson  for  New  Orleans.  Ar¬ 
riving  there,  we  took  passage  on  the  Mary  T.  for  Alexandria.  Not  long  after  our 
arrival  there,  Evander  Mclver  came  down.  Mrs.  Seip  had  one  son,  Fred,  and  two 
daughters.  Joseph  Philips  was  there  from  Nashville.  These  with  my  party  made 
everything  look  gay  and  cheerful.  War  between  North  and  South  commenced;  all 
was  excitement.  The  young  ladies  tried  who  could  excel  in  making  the  handsomest 
suit  of  clothes  for  the  soldiers.  Miss  Chambers,  who  had  just  married  Mr.  Elgee, 
gave  her  elegant  wedding  gown  to  make  a  Confederate  Flag.  The  ladies  embroid¬ 
ered  it  most  beautifully,  all  wishing  to  give  it  a  finishing  touch.  Mary  Mclver  gave 
much  of  her  time  in  completing  it.  I  saw  it  the  day  it  was  completed  and  when  it 
was  presented  to  the  Company. 

Thomas  Martin  my  son  who  had  served  two  years  in  the  Mexican  War  gave 
much  of  his  time  to  recruiting.  Many  companies  left  Alexandria  while  we  were 
there.  Evander  Mclver  thought  it  most  advisable  to  return  home.  Then  he  would 
come  to  some  decision  in  regard  to  joining  the  army.  The  first  of  June  we  left, 
leaving  Elizabeth  and  James  Flint.  When  they  got  to  the  city,  all  seemed  to  think 
they  were  perfectly  safe.  When  we  arrived  at  Memphis,  they  were  blockading  the 
town.  There  we  had  to  leave  the  Mississippi  and  take  the  cars  for  Nashville.  Ar¬ 
riving  there,  Evander  got  a  hack  and  we  went  to  his  mother’s,  finding  all  well,  de¬ 
lighted  to  see  us  return  to  our  home.  Nothing  was  thought  or  talked  about  but  the 
War.  Tennessee  had  seceded  and  they  were  making  every  preparation  for  the  de¬ 
fence  of  our  town,  blockading  every  hill  around  Nashville. 
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The  steamboat  that  we  had  gone  down  on  the  winter  before  and  many  others 
were  turned  into  gun  boats.  Companies  were  leaving  every  day  for  Kentucky  or 
other  points.  In  the  winter  a  Texas  Regiment  came  to  Nashville  and  many  of  the 
poor  soldiers  were  left  there,  never  to  return.  The  first  battle  that  was  near,  up  on 
the  Cumberland  River,  the  Confederates  met  with  a  considerable  defeat.  General 
Zollicoffer  and  many  brave  soldiers  were  killed  there.  Evander  Mclver  was  in  that 
battle,  and  lost  his  horse  (that  he  called  Jeff  Davis),  his  trunk,  and  everything  ex¬ 
cept  what  was  on  his  person.  I  will  say  nothing  more  about  the  War,  as  it  is  a  sub¬ 
ject  all  are  familiar  with  and  its  final  result. 

In  1866  I  paid  my  last  visit  in  the  south.  Mrs.  Seip  had  just,  returned  from 
Texas,  where  she  had  fled  with  the  hope  of  keeping  her  negroes.  While  there  she 
had  five  hundred  bales  of  cotton  and  a  handsome  residence  destroyed  by  the  Fed¬ 
eral,  together  with  the  gin  house  and  mill.  I  found  them  living  in  the  cabins,  quite 
cheerful,  with  the  hope  of  making  a  good  crop  and  getting  a  high  price  for  their 
cotton.  But  alas,  their  hopes  were  all  blasted.  The  overflow  in  June  and  the  cater¬ 
pillars  in  September  blasted  all  their  hopes.  I  spent  much  of  my  time  with  my  son 
and  his  family.  The  most  of  his  place  was  above  high  water.  A  great  deal  of  sick¬ 
ness  was  throughout  the  parish.  I  had  always  enjoyed  good  health  there  before, 
but  now  for  six  months  I  never  saw  a  well  day.  Thomas  went  out  with  a  party  to 
the  pinewoods  Ashing  and  returned  very  ill.  He  said  he  had  had  severe  chills.  Soon 
after  he  got  home,  he  was  taken  with  a  congestive  chill  and  died  that  evening,  leav¬ 
ing  a  widow  and  Ave  children.  All  those  trials  are  truly  sad  but  make  me  more  will¬ 
ing  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ,  my  Lord  and  Saviour.  Rest,  rest  for  the  weary 
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In  the  spring  of  1836,  shortly  after  the  battle  of  San  Jacinto,  my  grandfather, 
Dr.  Josiah  W.  Fort,  came  to  Texas  on  a  prospecting  trip,  and  coming  overland  from 
Tennessee  naturally  came  into  Texas  at  the  northeast  corner.  Finding  timber, 
springs,  and  small  open  prairies  he  thought  this  a  similar  country  to  the  rich  “bar¬ 
ren  lands”  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  and  fearing  the  Indians  farther  west  he 
stopped  here.  He  secured  a  survey  of  land  lying  just  one  and  one-half  miles  north 
of  this  city  and  later  located  the  tract  as  his  headright. 

In  November  of  the  same  year  he  brought  his  wife  and  seven  children,  a  young 
lady  friend  of  the  family  and  forty  slaves  from  Tennessee  to  Texas,  traveling  by 
carry-all,  wagon,  and  horseback,  the  older  girls  through  preference  riding  horseback 
all  the  way.  For  days  they  traveled  along  with  or  in  the  wake  of  Indians  whom  the 
United  States  Government  was  moving  from  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Georgia  to 
the  Indian  territory.  The  family  was  six  weeks  on  the  way. 

Texas  was  at  this  time  in  a  most  unsettled  condition.  There  were  only  about 
twenty  thousand  people  in  the  entire  Republic.  The  line  between  Texas  and  the 
United  States  was  fairly  well  known  but  had  never  been  surveyed.  Travelers  from 
the  States  were  required  to  pay  duty  on  everything  brought  into  the  Republic.  Land 
had  practically  no  value,  vast  tracts  being  given  by  the  Government  to  settlers  to 
induce  colonization.  Indeed  years  later  640  acres  were  often  sold  for  a  cow  and 
calf  or  a  good  mustang  pony.  The  prairie  lands  were  not  considered  desirable  for 
settlers  because  the  high  grass  afforded  excellent  hiding  places  for  the  Indians,  and 
prairie  fires  were  frequent  and  dangerous.  The  settlements  therefore  were  in  the 
timber  and  hugged  the  streams.  There  was  only  one  wagon  road  through  this  sec¬ 
tion,  running  from  New  Orleans  through  the  settlements.  In  these  early  days  there 
were  no  churches,  no  schools,  no  law  or  order,  every  man  being  law  unto  himself  and 
ruling  for  the  good  of  his  household.  It  was  not  good  manners  to  ask  a  stranger 
where  he  came  from,  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  country  rendering  all  parts  of  it 
a  safe  refuge  for  delinquents  and  criminals,  some  of  whom  settled  down  and  made 
excellent  citizens. 

At  this  time  there  was  no  Bowie  county;  all  northeast  Texas  was  known  as  the 
Red  River  Country.  Stock  raising  was  the  main  industry,  the  luxuriant  grass  in 
the  woodlands  in  summer  and  the  canebrakes  in  winter  keeping  the  cattle  in  prime 
condition.  A  few  farms  were  opened  up,  but  there  was  general  prejudice  against  a 
man  who  cleared  land  for  crops  as  he  decreased  the  open  range. 

The  first  winter  my  grandfather  spent  in  housing  his  family  and  clearing  land 
for  the  next  year’s  crops.  For  his  family  he  built  a  house  of  hewn  logs,  two  large 
rooms  with  a  wide  open  hall  between  and  a  stick  and  dirt  chimney  at  each  end.  The 
negroes  had  one-room  cabins  for  each  family.  The  two-room  log  house  was  the 
common  settler's  home  and  cost  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.  As  a  general  thing  it

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cost  nothing,  the  settlers  gathering  for  a  “house  raising,”  a  common  manifestation 
ox  mutual  good  will  and  helpfulness. 

This  primitive  house  contained  only  the  bare  necessities  of  living,  for  no  furni¬ 
ture  excepting  beds  and  chairs  could  be  brought  over  the  long  rough  road  from  Ten¬ 
nessee.  In  it  my  grandmother,  like  many  other  pioneer  women  in  similar  houses, 
carried  on  the  great  business  of  homemaking,  feeding,  and  clothing  the  family  of 
hfty,  white  and  black.  She  spun  cotton  and  woolen  yarns,  colored  them  with  dyes 
made  from  berries,  roots,  and  bark,  wove  the  cloth  on  a  home-made  loom,  cut  and 
made  by  hand  every  garment,  and  with  the  assistance  of  her  daughters  knitted  all 
the  socks  and  stockings  for  the  big  family.  Food  for  a  family  of  that  size  was  a 
problem  then  There  was  an  abundance  of  game,  but  no  fruit  or  vegetables  the  first 
year,  although  garden  seeds  had  been  brought  from  Tennessee.  There  was  no  cof¬ 
fee,  no  sugar,  and  for  three  years  there  was  no  flour  on  the  table.  There  was  no 
grist  mill  m  that  section  and  corn  was  ground  into  meal  in  a  steel  mill  fastened  to 
a  tree,  taking  two  negro  men  a  whole  day  to  grind  a  week’s  supply. 

Candles  were  made  by  dipping  a  cotton  wick  again  and  again  in  melted  tallow, 

an  iron  lamp  of  primitive  Greek  pattern,  with  a  cotton  wick  floating  in  grease,  was 

used  m  the  kitchen  and  smoke-house,  and  lightwood  knots  supplied  the  cabins  with 
lights. 

There  was  no  blacksmith  shop  nearer  than  twenty-five  miles,  to  mend  a  broken 
chair  or  plowshare,  and  there  was  not  a  crossroad  store  in  all  the  country.  The 

nearest  postoffice  was  at  Washington,  Arkansas,  and  a  negro  was  sent  once  a  month 
for  the  mail. 

During  the  first  winter  the  family  had  not  even  one  visitor,  and  my  grand¬ 
mother,  a  cousin  of  the  great  Henry  Clay,  refined,  educated,  and  accomplished,  had 
no  visitor  in  her  house  for  three  long  years.  During  this  dreadful  loneliness  death 
came  twice  into  the  home.  First  one  of  those  dear  companions  who  had  come 
wit  er  from  Tennessee,  sickened  and  died.  During  the  winter  grandfather  had 
dug  a  sawpit  and  laid  pine  logs  across  it,  and  one  negro  standing  at  the  pit  and  one 
above  on  the  log  with  a  whipsaw  sawed  some  lumber.  He  took  some  of  these  boards 
and  made  a  coffin  for  her  friend,  grandmother  gave  her  best  black  dress  to  cover  it, 
and  one  of  the  linen  sheets  lined  it.  A  few  months  later  her  little  baby  boy  died. 

ey  burned  pme  knots  under  an  inverted  washpot  and  made  lamp  black  which  was 
mixed  with  fresh  turpentine  from  the  pine  trees  and  used  to  stain  the  little  coffin 
black.  As  there  were  no  screws  to  be  had,  the  coffin  lid  had  to  be  nailed  down,  each 
strike  of  the  hammer  crashing  the  mother’s  heart.  There  was  no  preacher,  so  grand¬ 
father  read  his  Bible  and  prayed  for  his  dead  and  his  living.  My  father  says  his 
mother  never  was  the  same  after  this  sorrow. 

There  was  much  sickness  from  malaria  at  this  place  that  year.  Every  member 
of  the  family  except  my  father  and  one  negro  woman  were  ill  at  one  time.  A  kind 
physician  named  Dr.  Gray  came  and  stayed  until  all  were  recovering,  but  there 
never  was  a  time  when  there  was  less  than  a  third  of  the  family  sick. 

•n  SeCOn(*  year  grandfather  made  a  good  corn  crop  and  put  up  a  gin  and  grist 

mill,  the  first  in  that  part  of  the  country.  He  made  a  cotton  crop  also,  and  hauled 
his  cotton  to  White  Oak  shoals,  a  steamboat  coming  up  from  Fulton,  Arkansas,  for 
it.  Very  little  cotton  at  that  time  was  raised  above  Fulton. 

Sometime  during  this  year  the  Chihuahua  traders,  a  company  of  Mexicans,  came 
to  the  settlement  and  camped  several  days  at  grandfather’s  plantation.  They  had 
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a  long  train  of  wagons  loaded  with  every  necessity  of  the  settler,  which  they  traded 
for  cotton,  corn,  pelts,  etc.,  and  their  coming  was  both  a  joy  and  a  blessing. 

Having  much  illness  on  this  place,  after  three  years  grandfather  bought  an¬ 
other  body  of  land  in  the  pine  forests  near  old  Myrtle  Springs.  He  built  there  an 
imposing  house  of  hewn  logs,  which  was  standing  in  my  young  days. 

After  Texas  independence  was  established  many  fine  people  came  in  from  the 
old  states.  The  rich  lands  of  the  Red  River  bottoms  attracted  slave  owners,  and 
big  plantations  were  opened  up,  the  owners  building  their  homes  back  from  the  bot¬ 
toms  in  the  pine  hills. 

These  early  Texans  were  men  of  splendid  character,  resourceful,  honorable,  and 
courageous,  priding  themselves  upon  their  hospitality  and  honesty.  It  is  said  a 
loaded  wagon  broken  down  in  the  road  would  stay  for  weeks  with  its  contents  un¬ 
molested.  They  were  educated  people  also  and  realized  the  great  needs  of  schools, 
as  the  children  were  growing  up  with  only  such  teaching  as  the  parents  and  older 
children  could  give  them.  Grandfather  and  his  neighbors  built  a  school  house  about 
a  mile  from  his  home  and  secured  a  teacher.  To  give  more  children  an  opportunity 
for  an  education,  he  opened  his  home  to  them,  and  grandmother  watched  over  them. 

About  this  time  grandfather  went  to  New  Orleans  and  bought  a  piano,  the  first 
in  all  the  country,  and  the  girls  learned  to  play.  My  father  had  considerable  musi¬ 
cal  talent  and  when  he  first  came  to  Texas,  although  only  a  child,  had  made  a  fiddle 
out  of  a  wooden  box  and  some  rawhide  strings  and  actually  put  it  in  tune  and  learn¬ 
ed  to  play  the  airs  his  father  whistled  and  his  mother  sang.  So  when  the  piano  was 
bought  grandfather  bought  him  a  very  fine  violin,  which  filled  his  young  heart  with 
great  joy,  and,  as  he  was  the  only  fiddler  in  the  country  at  that  time,  he  was  in  great 
demand  for  all  the  frolics  and  weddings  and  affairs  and  had  a  jolly  time.  My 
brother  plays  now  upon  that  same  violin,  beautifully  toned  by  age.  The  settlers 
were  religious  people  and  churches  of  various  denominations  were  organized  in  the 
little  log  schoolhouses  or  in  some  convenient  home  and  some  really  able  preachers 
came  into  the  country.  Men  of  influence  predominated  in  public  affairs:  my  father 
mentions  Amos  Morrill,  John  T.  Mills,  Thomas  J.  Rusk,  Judge  Todd,  and  others  as 
exerting  great  influence  for  good  in  the  community.  Counties  were  laid  off,  county 
seats  located,  and  a  land  office  opened  at  Clarksville.  There  also  about  this  time 
Mrs.  Todd  and  Father  McKenzie  opened  their  famous  schools,  to  which  my  aunts 
and  my  father  were  sent.  My  father  was  afterward  sent  to  a  high  school  at  Spring 
Hill,  Arkansas,  and  he  also  read  medicine  with  Dr.  \Y  ilson  at  Lewisville. 

In  1848  he  was  sent  to  Jefferson  Medical  College  in  Philadelphia,  where  he 
received  his  M.  D.  degree,  and  this  is  how  he  traveled  there:  He  rode  horseback 
to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  where  he  sold  his  horse  and  took  a  steamboat  to  Wheeling,  V  . 
Va.,  thence  by  stage  over  the  Alleghenies  to  Cumberland,  Md.  Here  he  saw  his 
first  railroad,  and  rode  in  the  cars  to  Philadelphia.  Being  from  Texas,  he  was  a 
curiosity,  and  as  he  was  a  mischievous  young  fellow,  he  delighted  to  entertain  the 
staid  Quakers  with  startling  tales  of  Texas.  Coming  home  one  vacation  he  made  a 
vest  of  duck’s  heads  and  a  cravat  of  rattlesnake  skin,  got  a  coonskin  cap,  and  a  buck¬ 
skin  suit,  and  wore  them  while  in  Philadelphia  with  great  glee  in  his  character  as  a 
“Texan,”  although  he  was  really  a  great  young  “dandy.” 

Visiting  Tennessee,  he  met  my  mother  and  stayed  until  he  married  her.  She 
bravelv  left  her  comfortable  home  and  came  to  the  new  country,  enduring  its  hard¬ 
ships  to  be  with  the  man  she  loved.  She  was  a  beautiful  bride  and  had  a  handsome 
trousseau  and  many  little  “falfals,”  as  was  customary  in  the  old  states.  I  have

often  heard  her  tell  of  the  first  time  she  went  to  church  in  Texas.  She  knew,  of 
course  that  it  was  a  frontier  country,  but  there  were  many  refined  people  in  ’the 
neighborhood,  and  she  was  young  and  credulous,  so  when  my  father  asked  her  to 
put  on  her  very  best  clothes  and  go  to  church  with  him,  as  he  wanted  to  show  every 
one  his  pretty  wife,  she  gladly  complied.  She  wore  a  handsome  gown  of  brocaded 
silk,  a  fine  embroidered  collar  and  topaz  brooch,  a  dainty  watch  and  chain,  fine  mitts, 
silk  hose  and  satin  slippers,  and  crowned  her  toilette  with  her  precious  bonnet  of 
uncut  velvet  with  nodding  plumes  of  pink  and  blue.  In  those  days  on  impassable 
roads  every  one  rode  horseback ;  so  she  pinned  up  her  silken  skirts,  put  over  them  a 
riding  skirt,  and  away  she  went.  She  said  she  noticed  my  father’s  eyes  twinkling 
brightly  but  suspected  nothing  until  they  stopped  at  an  open  place  in  the  woods 
What  are  you  stopping  for,  Joe?”  she  asked.  “Why,  for  church,”  he  replied. 
Where  is  the  church?”  “Just  down  here  a  little  way.”  They  walked  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  to  a  log  house  with  a  dirt  floor,  with  benches  made  of  split  logs  and  peg  legs. 
The  congregation  was  largely  of  settlers  who  wore  homespun  clothes,  the  women 
wearing  sunbonnets.  Proudly  my  father  led  the  way,  his  mischievous  eyes  dancing, 
and  she,  realizing  the  joke  he  had  played  upon  her,  followed  with  blushing  face  and 
downcast  eyes.  After  she  was  seated,  the  little  girls,  amazed  at  this  wondrous  vis¬ 
ion,  gathered  around  her,  and  said,  “That’s  my  watch,”  “That’s  my  bonnet,”  “That’s 
my  mitts,  until  her  confusion  was  completed  by  the  preacher,  who  took  for  his  text 
Vanity  of  Vanities,”  saith  the  preacher,  “Vanity  of  Vanities.”  But  she  had  the 
good  sense  to  know  that  those  homespun  dresses  covered  hearts  of  gold  And  this 
tender  bride  herself  one  lonely  night  in  the  hills,  when  her  doctor  husband  was  away 
and  the  negroes  fast  asleep  in  the  quarters,  shot  and  killed  a  panther  which  had  crept 
up  to  the  open  door  and  threatened  her  own  and  her  baby’s  life. 

A  railroad  was  now  the  imperative  need  of  this  country.  One  had  been  pros¬ 
pected  to  run  from  Pine  Hills,  the  northwest  corner  of  Red  River  County,  to  Gal¬ 
veston  but  fell  through.  In  1849  there  was  great  excitement  over  the  proposed 
Great  Pacific  railroad  which  was  to  run  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic,  passing 
through  Memphis,  Little  Rock,  and  Fulton,  entering  Texas  at  the  northeast  corner, 
ibis  prospect  should  not  be  confused  with  the  Memphis  and  El  Paso,  which  fol¬ 
lowed  it.  A  commission  of  eminent  men  planned  to  ask  the  United  States  govern¬ 
ment  to  aid  with  its  lands.  This  commission  was  to  meet  delegates  from  all  the 
southern  states  in  Memphis  on  July  4,  1849,  and  the  Texans  had  started  on  the  way 
when  an  outbreak  of  cholera  in  Memphis  broke  up  the  meeting. 

Grandfather,  like  many  other  Texans,  had  great  faith  in  this  prospect  and  firm- 
y  believed  the  road  would  be  built.  He  said  this  piece  of  high  ground  near  the 
corner  of  Texas,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana  was  the  logical  situation  for  a  city,  and 
so  firm  was  his  faith  that  he  erected  on  the  south  line  of  his  headright  a  stout  post, 
and  on  that  post  he  nailed  a  board  and  on  the  board  he  painted  the  name  which  he 
originated  for  his  dream  city,  a  name  made  of  the  three  states — “Tex-ark-ana.” 


3.  PIONEER  DAYS  IN  TEXAS1 

by 

JOSIAH  FORT  BATTLE2 


Our  maternal  grandparents  Dr.  Josiah  W.  Fort  and  his  wife,  with  seven  chil¬ 
dren  and  about  one  hundred  negro  slaves,  together  with  two  families  of  Tennessee 
neighbors,  Jethro  Battle  Fort3  and  Col.  David  Lane,  moved  from  Tennessee  to  Texas 
in  the  fall  of  1836.  Dr.  Fort  had  made  a  trip  to  Texas  earlier  in  the  year,  was 
well  pleased  with  the  country,  and  had  bought  a  fine  tract  of  800  acres  of  black  prai¬ 
rie  land  in  Hunt  County,  for  which  he  paid  five  hundred  dollars.  They  moved  over¬ 
land  in  horse-drawn  vehicles.  Our  mother,  her  older  sister,  and  Miss  Jane  Lane, 
girls  in  their  teens  rode  horse-back  the  greater  part  of  the  way,  which  was  about  six 
hundred  miles.  It  took  the  large  caravan  six  weeks  to  make  the  trip. 

At  this  time  the  United  States  Government  was  engaged  in  moving  its  wrards, 
the  various  tribes  of  Indians,  from  Mississippi,  Alabama,  and  Florida  to  their  new 
reservation,  the  area  now  occupied  by  the  State  of  Oklahoma.  Frequently  along  the 
way  the  immigrants  came  in  contact  with  the  red  people  and  many,  many  incidents 
occurred  between  and  among  the  two  groups  of  movers  which  were  of  interest  to 
these  equestrian  girls,  and  which  they  ever  delighted  to  relate  to  their  friends  and 
descendants. 

Our  sires  landed  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Republic  of  Texas  in  November, 
1836.  On  account  of  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  new  government,  and  the  fre¬ 
quent  incursions  of  the  wild  Indian  with  his  bow  and  arrow,  tomahawk  and  bloody 
scalping-knife  on  the  frontier  and  in  the  prairie  districts  of  the  Republic,  it  was 
thought  wise  and  prudent  to  settle  in  the  eastern,  timbered  country,  and  our  grand¬ 
father,  instead  of  going  to  his  Hunt  County  purchase  of  land,  accepted  a  grant  of 
1920  acres  located  four  miles  west  of  where  the  city  of  Texarkana  now  stands,  ten¬ 
dered  him  by  the  Republic  as  a  homestead.  At  this  time  there  were  no  sawmills  in 
that  section  of  the  country  from  which  to  get  building  materials,  and  they  had  to 
build  log-houses  for  homes.  With  the  help  of  the  servants,  the  whites  were  soon 
housed  in  the  hill-lands  and  quarters  were  constructed  for  the  slaves  near  the  rich 
Red  River  Valley  lands,  for  the  tract  pre-empted  lay  about  half  in  the  hills,  covered 
with  a  fine  growth  of  pine  timber  and  the  other  half  in  the  river  bottoms,  well 
studded  with  hardwood  timber  such  as  ash,  hickory,  and  oak.  The  slaves  were  soon 
put  to  work  clearing  the  bottom  lands  for  farming  purposes.  At  this  date  the  ter¬ 
ritory  here  mentioned  was  in  Red  River  County.  In  1840  Bowie  County  was  carved 
out  of  Red  River  County’s  territory. 

In  this  new  and  sparsely  settled  country  the  immigrants  found  an  abundance 
of  wild  game.  It  had  been  hunted  and  frightened  so  little  that  it  frequently  came 
in  range  of  the  settlers’  homes  and  could  be  shot  from  their  premises.  The  settlers 
had  but  little  trouble  in  keeping  a  supply  of  venison,  wild  turkey,  ducks,  and  squir¬ 
rels,  and  sometimes  a  tear  was  killed  and  thev  had  bruin  meat  to  feast  on.  It  was

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no  very  uncommon  thing  to  see  fifty  deer  in  a  drove  or  that  many  wild  turkeys  in  a 
flock.  Fish  were  found  in  abundance,  too.  Red  River,  the  lakes,  and  creeks  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  alive  with  them.  But  it  was  thirty-five  to  fifty  miles  to  any  market  where 
other  food  could  be  obtained.  The  main  dependence  was  on  steamboats  navigating 
Red  River  and  bringing  supplies,  landing  them  at  various  plantations.  When  there 
was  plenty  of  rain  on  the  headwaters,  boats  came  up.  At  that  time  the  raft  at 
White  Oak  Shoals,  sometimes  called  Milliken’s  Bend,  had  not  accumulated  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  prevent  navigation  of  the  river  when  there  was  a  good  stage  of  wa¬ 
ter.  I  have  seen  steamboats  at  my  father’s  landing  when  I  was  a  boy.  Corn-meal 
was  ground  on  hand-turned  steel  mills  the  first  year,  but  my  grandfather  added  a 
corn  grist  mill  to  his  cotton  gin  the  second  year.  Flour,  sugar,  and  coffee,  at  times 
became  very  scarce  indeed. 

My  grandfather  Orren  D.  Battle,  his  three  sons— James  W.,  Julius  D.,  and 
Robert  J.  Battle,  the  latter  being  my  father,  along  with  two  sons-in-law,  Charles 
McCutcheon  and  William  Ellis,  and  their  families,  and  a  grandson,  Thomas  Benja¬ 
min  Hopidns,  came  out  from  Hinds  County,  Mississippi,  in  1842.  They  bought 
lands  and  settled  in  the  same  community  with  the  Tennessee  colony.  They  also 
brought  a  lot  of  negro  slaves  with  them. 

In  a  period  of  a  few  years  the  four  daughters  of  Dr.  Josiah  W.  Fort  were  mar¬ 
ried.  In  1842  my  father,  Robert  J.  Battle,  married  my  mother.  Miss  Susan  G. 
Fort;  James  W.  Battle  married  Miss  Diana  Fort;  John  Rochelle  married  Miss  Julia 
Fort;  and  Meek  Smith  married  Miss  Harriet  Fort.  The  latter  couple  moved  to 
Bastrop,  south  Texas.  The  others  all  settled  at  Myrtle  Springs,  creating  an  ideal 
community,  almost  every  member  of  which  was  closely  related  to  the  rest.  Myrtle 
Springs  was  near  where  the  railroad  station  Hooks,  in  Bowie  County,  now  stands. 

These  forbears  were  all  Missionary  Baptists  and  this  community  was  composed 
almost  exclusively  of  people  of  that  faith.  In  1843  they  built  the  first  church  own- 
ed  by  that  denomination  in  Bowie  County.  It  was  constructed  of  hewn  pine-logs. 
It  had  a  loft  running  half  way  the  building,  reserved  for  the  negro  worshipers.  My 
first  memory  of  church  buildings  and  church  affairs  dates  back  to  this  old  log  house. 
When  I  think  of  the  sweet  and  hallowed  influences  that  surrounded  my  childhood 
and  compare  it  with  the  city  churches  we  have  today,  turning  the  Temples  of  God 
into  play  houses,^  where  they  ring  with  the  guffaw  rather  than  the  serious  melody,  I 
rather  pine  for  good  old  days  of  the  by-gone.”  I  remember  sitting  by  the  side  of 
my  mother,  having  cleaned  my  first  red-topped  boots  with  my  white  handkerchief, 
looking  at  a  big  florid-faced  minister  away  up  in  that  little  old-fashioned  pulpit, 
preaching  away.  It  was  Brother  Pickett,  father  of  Col.  G.  B.  Pickett,  who  repre¬ 
sented  Wise  County  in  the  State  Legislature  for  several  terms.  The  next  of  my 
mother’s  ministers  was  Elder  Lewis  Ward  Davis.  When  he  left  that  charge,  he 
went  to  Arkansas  and  married.  To  that  union  was  born  a  son,  who  was  later  Gov¬ 
ernor  Jeff  Davis  of  Arkansas.  The  third  of  these  pioneer  preachers  was  “Daddy” 
Daniel  Buckner,  father  of  Robert  C.  Buckner,  founder  of  Buckner’s  Orphan  Home 
located  at  Dallas,  Texas.  Daddy  Buckner  also  had  a  son,  Henry,  who  was  a 
missionary  to  the  Choctaw  Indians.  When  they  visited  their  father,  they  preached 
for  him.  From  the  appearance  of  these  two  brothers  on  their  respective  visits,  I 
was  given  an  idea  of  what  St.  Paul  meant  when  he  said  of  himself:  “To  the  weak 
I  became  weak  that  I  might  gain  the  weak.  I  am  made  all  things  to  all  men  that  I 
might  by  all  means  save  some.”  It  was  thus:  Elder  Buckner  (Robert)  was  then 
serving  the  church  at  Paris.  He  represented  or  served  in  a  community  of  the  most 
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cultivated  people  there  were  in  North  Texas.  When  he  came  on  a  visit  he  was  dress¬ 
ed  within  an  inch  of  his  life — fine  and  nice.  When  Elder  Henry  Buckner  came  over 
from  the  Indian  Nation  he  wras  dressed  like  an  Indian,  with  a  fringed  buckskin  suit 
and  moccasins.  He  even  adopted  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  red  man  that  he 
might  win  him  to  Christ.  To  my  mind,  they  were  both  as  fine  a  type  of  Chris¬ 
tian  men  as  “My  Old  Kentucky  Home”  ever  furnished  Texas. 

These  old  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  Baptists  were  zealous  and  consecrated 
members  of  their  church  and  did  their  parts  in  sowing  the  seed  and  laying  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  Baptist  faith  in  the  new  country.  If  I  have  it  down  right,  no  denom¬ 
ination  of  Christians  has  excelled  them  in  faithful  work  for  the  Master  in  Texas.  I 
am  glad  to  write  of  the  success  of  my  ancestors’  branch  of  the  Christian  church.  I 
do  it  with  sincerity  and  all  good  conscience.  It  would  be  unfair  to  myself,  however, 
if  I  gave  no  expression  as  to  my  church  relations.  I  have  been  a  Presbyterian  elder 
for  more  than  fifty  years.  I  have  been  active  in  the  service  of  my  Master  and  I 
hope  that  I  may  be  pardoned  if  I  say  “diligent  in  studying  to  know  and  do  His  will.” 
I  have  now  passed  my  seventy-fourth  mile-post  in  life’s  journey  and  can  say  with  a 
clear  conscience  that  I  have  never  for  a  moment  regretted  having  affiliated  with, 
espoused  the  cause  of,  or  conformed  to  the  ordinances  of  my  church. 

There  was  quite  a  lot  of  swamp  and  bottom  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the  old 
pioneers  and  at  times  they  had  a  great  deal  of  sickness,  among  both  the  white  and 
colored  population.  Chills,  fevers,  and  all  kinds  of  malarial  diseases  were  preva¬ 
lent.  Screen  cloth  was  unknown  and  mosquitoes,  flies,  gnats,  and  all  kinds  of  dis¬ 
ease-bearing  insects  got  in  their  work  at  first  hand.  Of  course,  in  the  sparsely  set¬ 
tled  country,  there  was  no  great  incentive  found  for  the  practice  of  medicine  and 
physicians  were  scarce.  These  frontiersmen  were  put  to  a  great  deal  of  inconven- 
delay  in  getting  doctors.  Most  of  them  had  a  medicine  chest  in  which 
they  kept  blue  mass,  calomel,  lobelia,  quinine,  etc.  If  the  patient  was  not  taken  too 
violently  ill  they  would  administer  these  and  other  remedies  like  teas  made  of  herbs, 
and  mustard  plasters,  and  some  would  bleed  their  sick  in  order  to  avoid  sending  for 
a  physician.  The  physicians  of  that  date  were  all  of  the  old  school  of  practitioners 
known  as  saddle-bag  doctors.’’  They  were  true  and  sincere  men,  not  so  mercenary 
as  a  great  many  of  their  profession  appear  today.  They  usually  visited  their  sick 
regardless  of  distance,  the  bad  weather,  or  any  hardships  they  had  to  endure  to  get 
there.  There  was  a  sincerity  about  his  practice  that  endeared  the  “old-timey”  doctor 
to  his  patrons,  and  made  him  a  confidant,  second  only  to  the  family  pastor. 

Washington,  Arkansas,  thirty-five  miles  away,  was  the  nearest  post-office  to  the 
new-comers.  They  had  to  despatch  a  negro  once  or  twice  a  month  for  their  mail. 
The  old  Star  Route  system  of  carrying  mail  then  in  vogue  was  a  slow  process  of  de- 

y  *  ^  experienced  long  delays  in  hearing  from  “back  home”,  and  it  took 

months  for  the  transmission  of  news  from  the  Old  World. 

These  advance  agents  of  our  great  Texas  civilization  were  educated  and  accom¬ 
plished  and  their  offspring  had  a  penchant  for  learning,  but  the  school  facilities  of 
the  new  country  were  very  poor  indeed.  The  nearest  permanent  schools  were  at 
Clarksville  in  Red  River  County  and  Arkadelphia,  Arkansas.  They  had  to  patron¬ 
ize  them  for  a  number  of  years  until  others  were  established  nearer. 

South  Carolina  can  claim  the  honor  of  having  the  first  railroad  constructed  in 
the  Lnited  States.  It  was  operated  from  Charleston  to  Hamburg  in  1831.  But 
when  these  torch-bearers  of  civilization  of  whom  we  are  writing  landed  in  Texas, 
there  was  not  a  mile  of  railroad  within  five  hundred  miles  of  this  State.  Just  be- 
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fore  the  Civil  War  the  roadbed  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  was  graded  through  Bowie 
County.  My  grandfather,  Orren  Datus  Battle,  was  privileged  to  cast  the  first  spade 
of  dirt  in  its  construction  in  this  county.  My  father  had  his  slaves  to  do  a  consid¬ 
erable  part  of  the  grading,  for  which  he  was  paid  in  land  certificates,  granted  by  the 
State  to  that  company.  The  Texas  &  Pacific  was  also  the  first  railroad  that  was 
built  in  Bowie  County.  It  ran  a  train  from  the  West  into  Texarkana  in  1878. 

Our  pioneer  relatives  were  farmers.  They  planted  just  enough  corn  for  the 
home  consumption  and  the  balance  in  cotton.  Grain  did  not  do  well  on  their  bottom 
lands.  Cotton  was  their  moneyed  crop.  It  was  the  only  product  they  could  raise 
that  would  bear  exporting  and  they  had  to  market  it  in  New  Orleans.  It  sold  at  a 
low  price  after  freighting  about  600  miles  and  it  had  to  be  sold  by  commission 
merchants,  the  owners  paying  their  percentage  for  handling  it.  The  New  Orleans 
Cotton  Exchange  has  kindly  sent  us  a  detailed  report  of  the  prices  that  prevailed 
m  the  market  from  1840  to  1845.  In  order  to  shorten  our  article,  we  give  below 
just  the  average  prices  per  annum  as  quoted  by  them:  During  the  year  1840-41 
the  best  grade  sold  for  9  1-4,  the  lowest  for  7  8-4.  In  1841  to  1842  the  best  sold  for 
8  cents  and  the  lowest  for  7  cents.  In  1842-43  the  best  sold  for  6  1-4  and  the  low¬ 
est  for  5  1-2  cents.  In  1843-44  the  best  sold  for  8  cents  and  the  lowest  for  7  cents. 
In  1844-45  the  best  brought  6  cents  and  the  lowest  5  1-2  cents.  It  will  be  seen  by 
this  that  the  average  price  of  cotton  for  those  five  years  was  7.5  cents  for  the  best 
and  6.5  cents  for  the  lowest,  making  it  sell  for  an  average  of  about  7  cents,  or  $35.00 
per  bale.  The  expense  of  sending  it  to  New  Orleans  and  the  merchant’s  commission 
had  to  come  out  of  this.  It  should  also  be  considered  that  it  took  the  owner  two  or 
three  weeks  to  go  to  market  and  that  he  got  nothing  for  the  seed,  as  there  was  no 
market  for  them.  We  can  see  that  even  with  slave  labor  the  Southern  producer  did 
not  have  a  gold  mine  in  his  cotton  field.  At  that  time  a  cotton  gin  was  considered 

to  be  doing  pretty  well  when  it  turned  out  five  bales  per  day,  the  cotton  being  han¬ 
dled  altogether  by  hand. 

Our  far-distant  ancestors  had  come  over  from  England  in  1654  and  set¬ 
tled  in  the  South  and  their  progeny  scattered  over  the  southern  States,  but  few  go¬ 
ing  north  of  the  Mason-Dixon  line.  They  had  imbibed  southern  sentiments  and 
adopted  their  manners  and  customs.  Along  with  the  others,  they  had  become  slave¬ 
holders.  The  Government  of  the  United  States  had  recognized  slavery  as  legiti¬ 
mate.  Slaves  were  bought  and  sold  and  considered  as  assets,  just  like  other  prop¬ 
erty  and  were  just  as  legitimately  their  owner’s  property  as  the  houses  and  lands 
mules  and  horses  of  the  citizen  of  the  North.  The  Book  of  Books  recognized  slav¬ 
ery.  The  patriarchs  and  prophets  had  slaves  and  slavery  was  in  vogue  during  the 
days  of  the  Apostles.  Abraham  must  have  had  a  thousand  slaves  as  he  had&318 
grown  men  able  to  bear  arms  and  go  to  war  with  and  for  him.  They  were  all  born 
and  reared  under  his  own  vine  and  fig  tree.  He  was  the  Father  of  the  faithful, 
the  Friend  of  God.  He  was  told  of  the  Lord  that  “his  seed  was  to  be  made  slaves 
for  a  long  period  of  time,”  just  as  if  it  had  been  so  decreed  by  Jehovah.  While 
Moses  was  engaged  in  the  delivery  of  the  Israelites,  they  had  slaves;  bought  and 
sold  them  just  as  the  people  of  the  South  did.  Remember  that  Moses  was  cogni¬ 
zant  of  it  and  God  was  manifesting  his  presence  in  the  pillar  of  cloud  by  day  and 
the  pillar  of  fire  by  night.  During  the  400  years  of  theocratic  government— God 
acting  through  the  Judges,  the  Israelites  had  slaves.  Clear  down  to  the  days  of  our 
Saviour  and  the  Apostles,  this  chosen  race  of  the  Lord  practiced  slavery.  So  the 
South  had  a  long  line  of  examples  in  the  ownership  of  slaves. 
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The  writer  was  born  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  slave-worked  plantations  in 
the  Southland.  It  was  known  as  the  Hawkins  Prairie  Plantation.  It  was  a  black- 
land  prairie  plantation  in  the  valley  of  the  Red  River,  fourteen  miles  west  of  Tex¬ 
arkana,  and  consisted  of  a  thousand  acres,  level  and  smooth,  sloping  about  five  feet 
to  the  mile.  It  was  leveled  at  the  upper  end  to  ward  off  overflow  waters.  It  belong¬ 
ed  to  mv  father  and  his  brother,  James  W.  Battle.  Our  home  wTas  on  a  bluff  over- 
looking  the  entire  plantation.  The  negro  quarters  were  built  on  an  elevation  about 
the  center  of  the  plantation  and  consisted  of  two  rows  of  houses  about  the  length  of 
a  city  block,  facing  each  other  on  a  graded  street.  At  one  end  of  these  rowTs  was 
the  overseer’s  house,  the  smoke-house,  and  the  commissary.  At  the  other  end  were 
large  barns  and  mule-sheds.  A  cotton  gin,  with  a  corn  grist  mill  attached,  was  in 
the  middle  of  the  plantation.  The  owners  had  a  sufficient  number  of  slaves  to  work 
the  place  like  a  well-kept  garden.  When  the  crops  were  growing  and  the  hands  all 
out  at  work,  it  was  a  beautiful  and  inspiring  sight  to  behold.  My  people  were  kind 
and  considerate  with  their  slaves.  They  were  good  providers  for  them. 

I  have  some  fond  recollections  of  that  negro-worked  plantation.  It  was  in  a 
fine  fishing  and  hunting  territory,  a  hunter’s  paradise,  and  as  a  boy  I  was  full  to 
the  brim  all  the  time  of  my  stay  there  with  fun  and  sport.  Then  my  remembrances 
of  some  of  the  slaves  have  been  pleasant  and  interesting.  There  were  Uncle  King 
and  Aunt  Harriett.  They  were  born  in  slavery  to  my  Grandfather  Battle.  While 
they  were  servants  and  expected  to  do  their  work  like  the  others,  my  father  had  an 
especial  regard  for  them.  He  would  not  under  any  circumstances  suffer  them  to 
be  imposed  upon.  There  were  Jerry  and  Abe,  inherited  by  my  mother;  Jerry  a 
good  carpenter  and  Abe  a  blacksmith.  They  would  have  sold  on  the  block  in  any 
city  of  the  South  for  $5,000.00.  A  normal  negro  man  was  worth  $2,000.00.  As 
the  rule,  the  male  negro  was  worth  $100.00  for  every  year  of  his  age  up  to  20  years; 
the  female  a  third  less.1  Then  I  have  a  vivid  recollection  of  Simon,  the  ox-driver. 
He  had  charge  of  three  yoke  of  oxen,  had  them  well-trained.  He  could  almost 
play  a  tune  with  his  ox-whip  in  popping  it.  He  married  a  half-breed  Indian  wo¬ 
man,  about  twice  as  large  and  strong  as  he  was.  She  was  a  fine  worker.  My 
father  bought  her  to  gratify  Simon.  She  was  all  right  until  she  got  mad.  Then 
she  would  raise  an  Indian  war-whoop  that  could  be  heard  all  over  the  negro 
quarters  and  at  Simon’s  house  it  was  “Rats  to  your  holes  !”  and  Simon  was  tak¬ 
ing  a  vacation  right  NOW.  Everybody  just  kept  away  from  Louisa’s  house  until 
the  Indian  blood  cooled  off.  I  will  not  soon  forget  “Slewfoot”  York.  He  was 
big,  brown,  and  rustv-looking ;  appeared  like  some  big  beast  just  out  of  the  jungles 
of  Africa.  But  the  biggest  thing  about  him  was  his  feet.  He  could  not  get  his 
toes  in  the  largest  shoes  that  came  in  a  case  and  my  father  had  to  order  an  extra 
size,  thirteens  or  fourteens,  from  New  Orleans  every  year.  Spencer  was  another 
inheritance  of  my  mother’s.  He  was  short,  stumpy,  and  resolute  in  appearance. 
He  seemed  to  go  back  and  partake  of  the  nature  of  his  Darwinian  ancestors,  fond 

of  the  forest.  He  would  run  off  once  or  twice  each  year  and  stav  a  week  or  two. 

*  •/ 

When  he  would  get  tired  of  sleeping  in  the  fallen  tree-tops,  and  was  hungry  and 
wanted  to  draw  rations  from  “Marse  Bob’s”  commissary,  he  would  slip  back  to  the 
plantation  and  be  at  work  before  anybody  would  know  he  was  about.  My  brother 
was  in  the  Confederate  Army  about  the  third  year  of  the  War.  He  was  down  on 

JMr.  Fort  probably  overestimates  these  values.  Certainly  in  the  eastern  Southern 
States  they  were  much  lower. 
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the  coast  of  Texas  and  wrote  my  father  that  he  could  sell  his  slaves  down  there  for 
$800.00  all  around,  that  he  thought  it  very  doubtful  about  the  success  of  the  Confed¬ 
eracy  and  advised  him  to  bring  his  slaves  down  there  and  sell  them.  My  father  saw 
it  in  a  different  light  and  went  at  once  and  bought  a  negro  woman  and  her  four  boys. 
He  paid  $2,000.00  for  them,  paying  $1,200.00  in  cash,  and  gave  his  note  for  the  bal¬ 
ance,  making  it  due  and  payable  six  months  after  a  ratification  of  a  treaty  of  peace 
between  the  Confederate  States  of  America  and  the  United  States.  Within  twelve 
months  the  negroes  were  freed.  The  holder  of  the  note  brought  suit  on  it  but  it  was 
thrown  out  of  court.  This  negro  woman  was  named  Saphrony.  She  gave  birth  to 
a  girl  baby  after  we  bought  her.  Her  children  had  unique  names:  Wesley  Ben¬ 
jamin,  Peter  Origan,  Sandy  Richards,  Charlie  Isaac,  and  Beula  Benton.  The  first 
two  mentioned  were  twins,  one  a  mulatto,  wide  between  the  eyes,  with  a  broad  and 
projecting  forehead,  the  other,  like  his  mother,  jet  black,  mink-eyed,  with  flat  and 
receding  head. 

Our  grandfather,  Josiah  W.  Fort,  was  past  middle  life  when  he  came  to  Texas 
in  1836.  He  had  been  for  years  the  leading  physician  in  the  western  district  of 
Tennessee.  He  had  accumulated  a  competency  and  after  moving  to  this  State  re¬ 
tired  from  the  practice  of  medicine.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  personal  appearance  and 
intellectual  powers.  He  died  at  his  home  at  Myrtle  Springs  in  1858,  leaving  a  con¬ 
siderable  estate,  consisting  largely  of  negroes  and  land.  His  wife  died  several  years 
prior  to  his  death. 

Grandfather  Orren  D.  Battle  was  of  that  hardy  old  type  of  North  Carolinians, 
who,  early  in  the  history  of  the  United  States,  settled  in  and  developed  the  old  Tar- 
Heel  State.  His  ancestors  came  over  from  England  and  settled  in  this  country  in 
1654.  One  of  our  ancestors,  Elisha  Battle,  served  in  the  North  Carolina  Provincial 
Congress  before  the  Revolutionary  War.  They  have  been  a  sturdy  and  prolific 
family.  Grandfather  Battle  moved  from  Edgecombe  County,  North  Carolina,  in 
1808  to  Tennessee,  then  in  1828  to  Hinds  Co.,  Mississippi,  from  thence  to  Bowie 
Co.,  Texas,  in  1842.  He  was  prepossessing  in  appearance,  had  strong  religious  and 
political  convictions,  was  well-educated  and  wielded  a  wide  influence.  He  died  in 
Bowie  County  in  1869,  at  the  age  of  eighty-four  years. 

My  father,  Robert  J.  Battle,  and  his  two  brothers,  James  W.  and  Julius  D. 
Battle,  came  to  Bowie  County,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  in  1842.  They  were  prosper¬ 
ous  farmers,  raised  families,  and  did  well  until  the  Civil  War.  Having  lost  their 
fortunes  through  the  emancipation  of  their  slaves,  they  all  left  Bowie  County.  My 
father  moved  to  Denton  County  and  was  in  the  flour  mill  business  for  a  time, 
and  then  moved  to  Wise  County,  near  Slidell.  During  the  latter  part  of  his  life, 
he  employed  his  time  in  religious  work.  He  died  at  Greenville  in  1892.  My  mother 
had  died  some  time  before  that  date.  James  W.  Battle  died  in  Tennessee.  Julius 
D.  Battle  died  in  1871  in  Bowie  County,  Texas,  having  moved  back  there. 

Two  young  men  that  came  out  with  the  original  pioneers  who  became  rather 
preeminent  were  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Fort,  son  of  Dr.  Josiah  W.  Fort,  and  Dr.  Thomas 
Benjamin  Hopkins,  grandson  of  Orren  D.  Battle.  They  completed  their  literary 
education  at  the  McKenzie  School,  Clarksville,  Texas.  Both  studied  medicine  and 
went  to  Philadelphia  to  the  Jefferson  Medical  College,  riding  horseback  to  that 
place.  They  graduated  in  1854,  came  back  to  Bowie  County,  and  practiced  their 
profession  there  as  co-partners  in  the  year  1855.  Dr.  Hopkins  then  moved  to  Clai¬ 
borne  Parish,  Louisiana,  and  practiced  medicine  there  until  the  outbreak  of  the 
Civil  War.  He  volunteered  in  the  Confederate  Army  and  fought  in  the  ranks  for 
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two  years  until  he  was  wounded  at  Corinth,  Mississippi.  After  that  time  he  was 
put  in  charge  of  a  hospital  and  remained  in  that  service  the  duration  of  the  War. 
In  Claiborne  Parish  he  had  married  Miss  Kennedy,  who  died  during  or  soon  after 
the  War.  When  he  returned  from  the  War,  he  moved  to  Lafayette,  Louisiana.  Here 
he  married  his  late  wife  s  sister  and  settled.  He  lived  in  and  practiced  medicine  at 
this  place  for  more  than  fifty  years.  He  was  a  man  that  took  great  pride  in  his 
profession,  never  allowing  inclement  weather  to  prevent  his  going  to  the  bed¬ 
side  of  the  sick.  He  was  preeminently  a  fine  Christian  character.  He  died  at  his 
home  in  Lafayette  in  1922  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  ninety  years.  He  left  a  large,  wrell 
educated,  and  cultured  family  of  sons  and  daughters  who  had  settled  around  him. 
His  house  is  over  a  hundred  years  old.  The  large  live  oak  and  magnolia  trees  which 
surround  it  were  planted  by  Dr.  Hopkins  more  than  fifty  years  ago.  They  are  covered 
with  the  long  hanging  moss  which  is  indigenous  to  that  country,  and  which  adds  to 
the  beauty  of  the  scenery.  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Fort  moved  to  Boston,  the  county  seat 
of  Bowie  County,  and  did  an  extensive  practice.  After  the  Civil  War  he  moved  to 
Paris,  Lamar  County,  where  he  continued  the  practice  of  medicine.  He  was  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  leading  physicians  of  North  Texas  for  more  than  a  half  century. 
He  helped  to  organize  the  North  Texas  Medical  Association.  He  died  at  Paris  in 
1906  at  the  age  of  about  eighty-five  years.  His  widow,  one  son,  and  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  Thad  Preston,  lived  in  Paris.  Joe  Gill  of  Dallas  and  Murray  Gill  of  Breck- 
enridge  are  grandsons. 

Judge  Carey  Ellis  of  Rayville,  Louisiana,  whose  mother  was  a  Battle,  is  an¬ 
other  outstanding  character  among  the  old  Bowie  County  pioneers.  He  moved  to 
Louisiana  quite  a  number  of  years  ago.  He  has  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  lawyers  of  that  State  for  more  than  an  ordinary  life-time.  He  served  as  dis¬ 
trict  attorney  and  as  District  Judge  in  his  district  for  more  than  twenty  years. 
He  was  also  a  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  which  framed  the  Consti¬ 
tution  under  which  that  State  now  operates.  Judge  Ellis  is  also  president  of  the 
oldest  bank  in  his  home  town.  His  son  is  the  present  district  attorney  of  that  dis¬ 
trict.  He  and  the  judge  are  partners  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Rayville.  Judge 
Ellis  is  seventy-five  years  of  age  and  in  good  health. 

Another  of  the  old-timers,  who  lives  now  in  one  of  the  original  pioneer  houses 
constructed  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago,  is  Jethro  O.  McCutcheon,  whose  mother 
was  a  Battle.  He  lives  at  Myrtle  Springs,  near  the  railroad  station  of  Hooks, 
Bowie  County.  He  is  eighty-three  years  old.  He  fought  through  the  War  between 
the  States  under  General  Joe  Wheeler.  General  Wheeler  says  in  his  printed  fare¬ 
well  address  to  his  division  that  they  fought  in  three  hundred  battles.  When  I  visit¬ 
ed  him  last  fall,  Mr.  McCutcheon  wTas  hale  and  hearty.  He  has  a  remarkable  mem¬ 
ory  of  the  past,  remembering  almost  every  camping  place  his  division  stopped  at 
during  the  war.  I  saw  in  the  sitting  room  of  this  old  house  a  carpet,  a  large  round- 
top  marble  center-table,  and  a  bookcase  that  were  purchased  at  the  sale  of  my 
grandfather’s  household  effects  after  his  death  in  1858.  This  furniture  dates  back: 
nearly  a  century,  but  still  looks  nice  and  tidy.  The  house  is  typical  of  the  archi¬ 
tecture  of  that  time.  The  rooms  are  eighteen  feet  square.  It  has  broad  galleries 
and  a  wfide  hall.  It  is  in  fairly  good  condition  now. 

Hilliard  Fort  Smith  has  been  an  important  personage  in  Central  Texas  for  fifty 
years.  He  lives  at  Cameron.  He  is  a  banker  and  large  land-owner.  His  mother 
was  Harriet  Fort,  my  mother  s  oldest  sister,  who  rode  horseback  with  her  from  Ten- 
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nessee  to  Texas  in  1836.  Hilliard  Smith  married  Miss  Oxsheer  and  has  raised  a 
large  family  at  Cameron. 

Orren  Battle  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Ada  Ector,  children  of  Julius  D.  Battle,  reside 
in  Texarkana.  There  is  also  at  Texarkana  quite  a  family  of  Rochelles,  who  are 
descendants  of  Jethro  Battle  Fort. 

There  was  no  inconvenience  or  misfortune  adjudged  greater  by  the  old  pioneers 
than  the  poor  school  facilities  they  had  to  tolerate  in  the  new  country.  The  older 
the  families  grew,  the  more  children  were  added  to  them  and  the  more  manifest  it 
became  that  they  should  have  a  change  in  this  condition  of  schools.  But  in  1850 
there  came  a  first-class  school  teacher  from  Virginia  and  opened  a  school  at  Boston, 
the  county  seat  of  Bowie  County.  It  was  called  the  Milam  Male  and-  Female  Acad¬ 
emy.  The  teacher  was  Mr.  Booker  Featherstone.  He  proved  to  be  a  success  and 
soon  had  a  fine  patronage  and  school.  My  father,  his  two  brothers,  J.  W.  and  J.  D. 
Battle,  and  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Fort  moved  to  Boston  in  order  to  patronize  this  school. 
He  taught  there  until  the  Civil  War  began,  then  moved  to  Tyler,  and  taught.  From 
there  he  moved  to  Ladonia,  Fannin  County,  and  there,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Sister  Grove  Association,  had  a  splendid  school.  The  old  schoolmaster  finally 
moved  to  Cleburne,  and  taught.  He  died  at  Cleburne  in  1877.  Will  Featherstone, 
a  prominent  Fort  Worth  lawyer,  is  a  son.  His  widow,  Mrs.  Ann  Featherstone,  lives 
with  another  son,  Mercer  Featherstone,  in  Oak  Cliff,  Dallas,  and  Mrs.  Mollie  Tow¬ 
ers,  who  has  been  a  capable  and  popular  music  teacher  in  Dallas  for  twenty-five 
years  is  his  daughter.  William  Reilly,  editor  of  the  Craftsman,  a  paper  published 
at  Dallas,  is  a  grandson.  I  have  never  known  a  man  in  my  long  life  in  North  Texas 
that  did  more  to  cultivate  and  train  the  minds  of  the  youth  of  this  State  than  did 
Prof.  William  Booker  Featherstone,  my  beloved  schoolmaster,  who  taught  me  the 
alphabet.  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  honor  his  memory. 

While  visiting  Bowie  County  last  September,  I  saw  the  ruins  or  debris  of  the 
home  that  my  grandfather  Fort  built  when  he  first  arrived  in  Texas  in  1836,  also 
the  house  that  my  father  and  mother  lived  in  the  first  year  after  their  marriage  in 
1842.  They  were  within  what  is  now  a  ten  or  twenty  minutes’  drive  from  the  city 
of  Texarkana. 

Oh !  What  a  change  eighty -eight  years  has  brought  about !

May  22,  1794. 

Dear  Sir, 

This  may  inform  you  that  I  reed,  your  letter  some  time  last  summer,  the  par¬ 
ticular  day  I  do  not  recollect,  tho  I  was  glad  to  receive  a  letter  from  you  (which  was 
the  first  I  have  received  from  that  part  of  the  world)  *  *  *  *  Through  the  Mercy 
and  Goodness  of  God  I  and  my  Family  are  in  tolerable  health  at  present.  I  hope 
these  lines  may  find  you  and  yours  in  a  better  state  of  health.  My  Father  has  been 
in  a  low  state  of  health  great  part  of  the  winter  past,  tho  of  late  he  has  mended  and 
can  ride  about  the  neighborhood  a  little.  My  Mother  Departed  this  life  on  the  19th 
of  Jany  last,  if  I  mistake  not.  Brother  Jethro  lost  his  Wife  last  summer.  Many 
have  removed  from  our  parts  since  you  left  us,  some  to  distant  parts  of  the  world 
and  some  to  their  graves,  tho  at  present  there  is  no  great  complaint  of  sickness  in 
our  parts.  Against  my  desire  and  instruction  at  so  youthful  a  day,  Garry  Fort  and 
Jethro  Battle’s  daughter  Elizabeth  were  married  on  the  2nd  Day  of  January  last, 
and  have  settled  to  house  keeping  on  his  plantation  with  his  negroes.  He  has  em¬ 
ployed  an  overseer  and  I  hope  wrill  do  tolerable  well.  When  I  reed,  your  letter  he 
seemed  intent  to  go  to  Cumberland:  I  agreed  that  he  might  go  there  if  there  was  a 
good  chance  of  company.  I  had  bought  him  a  good  horse  before,  but  I  believe  that 
the  thoughts  of  marrying  caused  him  to  decline.  I  understand  he  talks  yet  of  going 
sometime  hence.  I  would  be  glad  when  you  have  an  opportunity  of  writing  if  you 
would  send  me  a  memorandum  of  the  ages  of  Garry  Fort  and  Lewis  as  1  have  no 
certain  acct.  of  their  ages. 

We  hear  the  Indians  are  yet  very  troublesome  in  your  country  and  we  have  great 
expectation  of  war  with  England,  so  much  that  Congress  has  as  I  understand  pass¬ 
ed  an  Act  to  raise  80,000  Troops  in  order  to  stand  in  our  defense,  tho  at  present  with 
some  there  seems  to  be  some  hope  of  a  reconciliation.  Our  merchants  have  raised 
considerably  on  their  goods.  Salt  has  been  as  high  as  two  and  a  half  dollars  pr 
bushel.  It  has  been  reported  that  William  Fort’s  wife  was  dead  which  we  hope  is 
not  the  case,  but  would  be  glad  to  hear  whether  it  be  so  or  not.  Please  remember 
me,  my  wife,  Josiah  Battle,  and  Lewis  Fort  to  your  sons  and  their  wives  and  chil¬ 
dren,  Jacob  Dickinson  and  his  family  and  enquiring  friends. 

Of  late  my  wife  is  not  troubled  with  the 
ligion  there  seems  to  be  but  dull  times  with  us,  no  additions  of  late  in  our  church. 
We  have  some  disorders  and  dissensions  among  us,  but  for  the  greater  part  of  us,  I 
hope  we  love  and  fellowship  each  other.  Pray  for  me.  No  more  at  present,  but  re¬ 
main  yours  &c

Oak  Grove,  Feb.  18th,  1820. 

Dear  William, 

A  few  days  past  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  receiving  and  learning  that  you  en¬ 
joyed  the  blessings  of  health  and  I  also  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  myself, 
your  mother,  brothers  and  sisters  all  enjoy  tolerable  health,  also  your  Aunt  Ross 
and  family  all  in  moderate  health.  And  as  far  as  I  know  the  neighbors  generally 
are  well  except  a  few  cases.  Cousin  John  has  2  negroes  that  are  thought  danger¬ 
ous,  I  have  2  or  3  unwell. 

Mr.  Benj  Weaver  returned  from  Virginia  (he  went  with  my  hoggs)  very  un¬ 
well  and  continues  So.  He  got  to  Shell  Bank,  last  Tuesday  was  a  Week,  and  has 
not  been  able  to  go  out  of  the  house  since.  I  very  much  fear  he  will  have  a  tedious 
spell.  I  have  been  to  see  him  to  day,  as  I  do  almost  every  day  or  two,  and  hope  he 
has  taken  the  turn  for  the  better.  He  sold  my  pork  at  $6  pr.  hd.,  cr.  one  half  until 
3rd.  Monday  in  June.  We  started  152  Hoggs  and  got  143  to  market,  they  averaged 
149  1-2  lbs.  Those  that  got  away  came  home  all  except  1  or  2. 

Great  distress  and  dissatisfaction  about  money  matters  prevail  in  this  section 
of  the  world.  I  saw  30  negroes  exposed  to  sale  in  Tarboro  day  before  yesterday 
for  debt,  the  greater  part  belonged  to  one  master.  We  have  sheriff  sales  almost  every 
day  or  2  in  this  neighborhood;  one  to  day  at  A.  Horn’s — 2  negroes  sold,  W.  Ross 
purchased  the  woman  at  $581  and  Jesse  Thorp  the  boy  at  about  $300.

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It  is  said  experience  is  the  best  teacher.  Many  have  experienced  to  their  con¬ 
fusion  and  sorrow  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  so  many  sad  examples  and  woeful  down¬ 
falls  will  teach  some  of  us  to  avoid  those  dangerous  and  fatal  rocks,  imprudence  and 
extravagance.  It  is  enough  to  make  an  heart  of  adamant  melt  and  weep  to  reflect 
on  the  thousands  of  helpless  infants  brought  to  beggary  and  want  and  no  pitying 
eye  to  relieve.  Ah !  monster,  imprudence  and  extravagance,  what  hast  thou  done ! 

I  have  said  enough  on  this  subject.  Helen  Bartlett  is  to  be  married  Tuesday 
evening  to  Mr.  Burtsett  of  Tarboro.  I  have  inclosed  you  twenty  five  dollars.  If 
you  find  this  is  not  enough,  let  me  know.  I  am  afraid  to  risk  much  at  a  time  this 
way. 

Your  mother  and  brothers  all  join  in  love  to  you  &c.  In  much  haste  I  sub¬ 
scribe  with  much  affection,  yours  &c.

Dear  William 

With  pleasure  we  rec’d  last  evening  your  favour  of  the  3rd.  inst.  Should  have 
written  Sunday  evening  but  heard  there  was  a  letter  from  you  in  office  for  me,  and 
deferred  writing  to  see  its  contents.  We  are  much  pleased  to  learn  that  you  are  de¬ 
serving  and  have  merited  by  your  application  to  your  studies  the  honours  conferred 
on  you  by  the  faculty,  also  that  you  enjoy  good  health  and  it  is  with  pleasure  I  in¬ 
form  you  we  all  enjoy  a  reasonable  portion  of  health  at  present.  It  has  been  gem 
erally  healthy  in  this  neighborhood  since  you  left  us.  Richard  and  Amos  are  pro¬ 
gressing  steady  in  their  studies,  their  quarterly  examination  took  place  a  few  days 
ago,  but  it  so  happened  that  I  could  not  attend  and  the  boys  could  not  tell  me  much 
about  it.  The  teacher  W.  Hickok  requests  to  be  informed  what  book  in  Latin  should 
be  read  to  prepare  them  for  that  place.  You  will  inform  us  in  your  next  about  the 
book  and  also  the  time  wrhen  you  will  want  the  horse  and  gig,  provided  I  do  not  come 
myself,  &c. 

Very  fortunately  for  you  and  us  too,  your  cousin  W.  B.  Ross,  Jesse  Thorp,  and 
Benj.  Weaver  are  about  to  start  on  a  tour  to  the  west  and  will  set  out  Thursday 
morning  next,  if  nothing  unforeseen  prevents,  and  they  have  consented  to  come  by 
Chapel  Hill,  and  carry  those  things  you  may  need.  You  mentioned  the  want  of  a 
new  suit.  I  have  purchased  and  sent  by  W.  Weaver  2  3-4  yd.  B.  Cloth.  Have  your 
coat  and  pantaloons  and  a  pr.  stockings  and  a  vest  made.  I  have  inclosed  in  this 
$10,  it  being  all  that  I  can  spare  at  present  as  old  W.  Smith  has  declined  distilling 
and  is  going  to  the  west  and  we  have  him  to  pay  off.  Besides  it  takes  all  we  can 
rake  and  scrape  to  get  factory  in  operation,  but  I  hope  in  2  or  3  weeks  it  will  go 
into  operation,  and  in  a  little  while  will  begin  to  draw  back  some  of  the  precious 
stuff,  &c. 

Nothing  very  strange  or  important  has  taken  place  since  you  left  us.  We  have 
had  rather  an  unusual  wet  and  cold  spring,  have  had  several  very  high  freshets 
which  took  off  considerable  of  fences  and  put  the  farmers  to  considerable  trouble. 
We  have  a  few  days  past  set  in  to  plant  corn,  &c. 
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Your  mother  and  children  send  their  love  to  you.  Catharine  is  at  Tarboro, 
boards  with  cashier  Lorance  and  goes  to  school  and  may  the  good  Lord  bless,  pre¬ 
serve,  and  teach  you  of  His  ways.  Farewell,

Dear  William, 

I  shall  in  all  probability  want  a  teacher  for  the  school  at  this  place  the  ensuing 
year  and  think  it  likely  some  of  the  graduates  at  the  University  might  wish  such  a 
situation.  Will  you  do  me  the  favor  to  make  inquiry  for  a  steady,  discreet  man  well 
qualified,  that  you  think  would  suit  and  know  his  lowest  terms.  His  board,  wash¬ 
ing,  and  lodging  will  be  found,  and  he  will  have  probably  about  30  students  of  all 
descriptions.  The  situation  will  not  warrant  a  high  salary  particularly  in  these  ex¬ 
tremely  hard  times.  Should  the  teacher  be  approved  and  prefer  it,  he  may  take  the 
school  on  his  own  account  and  if  he  should  think  of  teaching  for  some  years,  he  might 
look  forward  to  an  increase  of  salary.  Your  father  will  be  up  for  you  and  I  have 
spoken  to  him  to  converse  with  you  on  the  subject  before  you  leave.  All  your 
friends  are  well.  Amos,  Richard,  and  Dossey  are  at  school  here.

Oak  Grove,  March  15th,  1822. 

Dear  William, 

Your  letter  dated  Feb.  12th  came  to  hand  in  due  time,  its  contents  noted.  Am 
sorry  you  should  let  your  imagination  torture  you  when  there  was  no  existing  real¬ 
ity,  for  in  truth  this  loathsome  disease  did  not  approach  one  foot  nearer  us,  than 
when  you  left  us.  It  commenced  in  Mother  Philips’  Family,  which  was  in  a  mile 
of  Shell  Bank,  but  such  was  the  dread  &  terror  of  this  disease  that  all  communica¬ 
tion  both  between  white  &  black  was  in  a  great  degree  suspended,  until  all  persons 
both  white  &  black  were  vaccinated,  which  was  soon  done  by  the  activity  of  a  few 
for  the  benefit  of  the  whole;  every  soul  of  my  family  both  white  &  black,  even  those 
only  2  weeks  old  was  vaccinated  &  I  believe  all  did  well  except  some  had  very  sore 
arms.  About  9  or  10  white  persons  died  of  the  disease  that  took  it  the  natural  way, 
perhaps  more  negroes  than  whites  died;  but  it  never  reached  any  of  our  family  con¬ 
nections  or  relatives.  From  the  best  information  I  hope  that  the  small  pox  is  now 
extinct  in  this  quarter  of  the  world.  There  has  not  been  a  case  since  the  15th  of 
Feb.  past,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  if  the  vaccine  matter  can  be 
kept  genuine  &  vaccination  attended  to,  there  will  not  another  case  of  the  small  pox 
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occur  in  this  country.  We  have  such  evidence  before  us  of  its  preventative  powers 
that  we  can  say  with  confidence  that  the  cow  pox  is  a  preventative  of  small  pox. 

One  reason  of  my  not  writing  before  this  is  now  removed.  Your  mother  lias 
another  fine  daughter  [Caroline  C.  Battle,  who  lived  only  17  months],  born  the  6th 
inst.,  was  very  sick  about  a  week  which  prevented  my  writing  by  the  last  mail.  She 
is  now  recovered  &  we  hope  will  do  well;  the  child  is  large  &  healthy  &  they  say 
pretty.  We  have  no  name  for  her  &  it  is  the  request  that  you  should  send  her  a 
name. 

Amos  is  at  school  at  Hilliardston  where  we  expect  to  send  Catharine  in  a  week 
or  two.  Richd,  Duke,  &  Dossey  are  at  school  at  Town  Creek;  they  say  W.  Crowel 
is  an  excellent  teacher  &  they  learn  fast.  We  are  going  on  as  usual  all  in  reason¬ 
able  health,  your  Aunt  Ross  &  James  &  Charity  expect  to  get  off  about  the  1st  of 
April.  James  has  sent  the  bal.  of  his  negros  by  Jo.  Fort  who  left  for  Tennessee 
a  few  days  ago. 

E.  Gray’s  property  almost  all  of  it  was  sold  the  7th  inst.  to  pay  his  bill  of  ex¬ 
travagance,  scarcely  24  &  all  gone,  sad  reflection  with  the  prospect  of  a  plenty  of 
children.  Wild  Henry  has  also  slipt  through  the  gate.  These  are  loud  monitors 
to  young  men.  My  son  be  wise,  consider  for  what  purpose  the  all  wise  God  has 
placed  you  here,  and  try  to  esteem  the  kernel  more  than  the  shell,  the  soul  more 
than  the  body. 

Your  mother,  sister,  and  brothers  Isaac  &  Columbus  join  with  me  in  love  to 

you.

Dear  Son, 

I  with  pleasure  inform  you  of  the  health  of  our  family,  we  are  about  to-day,  but 
cannot  say  how  long  it  will  be  the  case.  The  children  have  all  been  sick,  but  the 
least  she  is  as  fat  as  a  pig.  Your  father  is  very  unwell  with  a  rising  in  his  head, 
but  has  gone  to  see  Jorden  Barney,  who  is  very  like  to  die.  Our  black  family  is 
sickly  as  is  commonly  the  case  this  time  of  year,  but  have  had  only  one  death  as  yet. 
Tempy’s  child  died  last  Sunday  with  fits.  The  people  continue  to  die  in  this  part  of 
the  world,  both  old  and  young  are  victims  to  death.  It  is  time  for  all  of  us  to  be 
up  and  doing  what  we  can,  for  in  an  hour  when  we  think  not,  the  Son  of  Man  com- 
eth.  Therefore  I  wish  you  to  remember  your  Creator  in  the  days  of  your  youth,  so 
you  may  not  be  afraid  to  die.  The  great  business  of  life  is  to  prepare  for  death. 

Your  grand-mother  was  here  a  few  weeks  ago,  she  was  well;  she  lost  her  son 
Robert  in  July.  The  rest  of  our  relatives  are  in  good  health.  We  had  letters  from 
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your  Aunt  Ross,  they  are  well.  James  said  he  knew  you  wrote  the  letter  that  was 
sent  for  Polly  by  what  was  said  about  the  girls,  he  said  he  must  come  and  see  some¬ 
thing  about  them.  It  was  not  determined  whether  your  Aunt  and  C.  H.  would  re¬ 
turn  with  James  or  not;  they  had  not  been  to  look  at  a  place  to  live  when  they  wrote. 
They  said  they  wanted  your  father  to  make  up  his  mind  about  the  purchase  of  their 
land;  he  has  not  said  yet  what  he  will  do.  You  had  better  come  and  help  purchase 
it,  bring  your  gold  and  silver  with  you.  The  children  are  all  at  home  but  A.  and

for  you.  I  must  finish  as  it  is  getting  late  and  my  eyes  fail  very  fast.  All  have 
gone  to  bed  and  I  am  alone  thinking  of  you,  and  may  the  Lord  keep  you  safe  is  the

The  receipt  of  your  letter  gave  me  great  pleasure  as  I  had  nearly  become  con¬ 
firmed  in  the  idea  that  you  had  quite  forgotten  me.  I  can  the  more  readily  forgive 
your  negligence  however  having  teen  guilty  of  the  same  myself,  though  as  an  older 
brother  I  had  a  right  to  expect  you  would  write  me  first.  I  should  have  answered 
your  letter  last  week  but  was  prevented  by  attending  a  wedding  party  to  which  we 
were  all  invited  about  6  miles  from  here.  We  anticipated  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
as  it  was  the  first  thing  of  the  kind  in  which  we  have  participated  since  we  came  here, 
and  you  know  occasional  relaxation  of  this  nature  invigorates  the  mind  and  enables 
us  to  apply  ourselves  to  study  with  greater  diligence.  The  company  assembled  were 
tolerably  numerous,  though  our  own  party  almost  constituted  the  majority.  I  had 
forgotten  to  mention  that  the  persons  married  were  Miss  Martha  Falconer  to  Mr. 
Isaac  Falconer,  strangers  no  doubt  to  you.  Our  session  closes  on  the  19th  of  Novr. 
when  I  expect  to  return  home.  I  am  more  pleased  with  this  school  than  any  I  ever 
attended  before  and  I  hope  to  continue  here  as  I  expect  it  will  be  still  better  next 
year.  You  may  wish  to  know  my  studies  they  are  English  grammar,  geography, 
chymistry,  spelling,  arithmetick,  and  history  which  I  think  is  a  very  pleasing  study 
to  an  attentive  mind.  I  am  also  taking  musick  lessons,  I  have  learnt  only  5  tunes. 
We  have  no  musick  teacher,  one  of  the  Miss  Little’s  gives  me  lessons.  I  forgot  to 
tell  you  I  saw  your  old  friend  Mr.  Obryan  at  the  wedding,  he  had  a  very  large  boil 
on  his  face  which  made  him  look  as  if  he  had  a  double  cheek.  I  have  nothing  more 
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of  importance  to  tell  you  my  dear  Brother.  I  must  therefore  conclude  by  subscrib¬ 
ing  myself

My  dear  Husband — 

I  have  concluded  that  it  is  not  improper  nor  sinful  to  break  a  bad  resolution, 
have  therefore  determined  to  write  to  you  notwithstanding  my  vow  to  the  contrary. 
I  scarcely  know  what  to  attribute  your  silence  to — we  have  sent  every  day  to  the 
post-office  &  for  the  last  week  I  have  felt  a  little  downcast  that  there  was  no  letter

for  me.  I  am  unwilling  to  think  it  proceeds  from  a  want  of  affection  on  your  part, 
so  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  owing  to  irregularity  of  the  mails.  We 
returned  today  from  Mr.  Alston’s,  viz.  Ma,  myself  &  the  children.  \\  e  stayed  nearly 
a  week.  I  did  not  enjoy  myself  so  much  as  I  expected  owing  to  Mama’s  indisposi¬ 
tion.  She  was  quite  sick  for  3  or  4  days  while  there  but  I  am  now  in  hopes  she  is 
recruiting.  I  received  a  letter  from  Bro.  Richard  about  a  week  ago  dated  April 
20th.  Your  relations  down  in  that  section  of  the  country  were  then  well.  Moth¬ 
er’s  health  has  improved  considerably,  she  can  ride  to  the  Falls  to  preaching  which 
you  know  is  an  evidence  that  she  is  better.  Doct.  Lewis,  Sister  C.,  &  himself  were 
busy  fixing  to  go  to  Henry  Lewis’  wedding.  He  gives  a  ludicrous  description  of 
Sister  C’s  hurry,  bustle,  &  perplexity  in  which  she  was  involved.  He  says  Dossev 
comes  on  bravely  at  C,  says  he  goes  there  twice  a  week  &  stays  four  days  at  a  time: 
Query — how  many  days  does  he  stay  at  home  ? 

Mr.  Billy  Eaton  gave  a  large  party  the  3rd  of  this  month  to  his  son  who  you 
know  is  just  married.  Nearly  all  the  young  people  from  Warrenton  were  there. 
Ann  reports  they  had  fine  times — agreeable  company,  good  music,  fine  eating  & 
drinking,  &c.,  &c.,  but  the  new  married  couple  were  not  there.  The  bride  was  sick 
we  heard  with  the  scarlet  fever. 

Alfred  was  at  that  time  at  Mr.  Hamilton’s  frolic.  Says  he  made  a  great  run 
but  there  was  not  much  to  be  seen.  He  started  this  evening  to  a  party  to  be  given 
at  Sam  Terry’s  tomorrow  at  which  place  he  anticipates  a  great  deal  of  pleasure. 

That  eccentric  being  Doc.  Dillon  is  still  in  town.  He  has  been  up  here  twice 
since  you  left.  The  first  time  he  pulled  a  tooth  for  Mama  &  then  one  for  me  which 
you  advised  (see  what  a  dutiful  wife).  It  hurt  exceedingly — he  took  it  out  with 
an  instrument,  but  pulled  Mama’s  with  his  fingers,  tho’  hers  was  a  larger  tooth  & 
a  perfectly  sound  one.  You  will  wonder  why  she  had  it  extracted  when  she  had  so 
few — it  was  because  the  gum  had  left  it  &  left  the  root  exposed  so  that  it  ached  for 
several  days  before  she  could  be  convinced  that  was  the  cause  of  it.  The  dentist 
told  her  it  was  &  she  consented  for  him  to  pull  it  &  she  has  not  been  troubled  since. 
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The  second  time  he  came  up  he  filed  my  front  teeth  &  plugged  Ann’s.  Mine  are 
much  improved  tho’  there  is  a  considerable  vacuum.  He  told  me  while  he  was  about 
it  that  my  old  man  would  not  know  me  when  he  returned,  he  was  going  to  make  me 
so  pretty.  However  you  need  not  flatter  yourself  that  you  shall  see  a  very  great 
beauty. 

I  hear  very  often  from  the  miners  below.  They  are  getting  rich  extremely  fast. 
Tom  was  from  there  about  10  days  ago.  He  said  that  they  made  about  $1000  in  7 
days  and  Mr.  Alston  says  they  made  one  day  not  long  since  $125  from  one  rocker. 
What  do  you  think  of  that?  I  hope  when  you  return  that  you  &  Bro.  Wm.  will  more 
thoroughly  examine  your  mine — there  may  be  wealth  some  where  for  us  yet.  There 
would  be  more  comfort  in  obtaining  it  here  than  going  to  the  western  wilds  for  it. 
Now,  my  dear,  as  I  have  touched  upon  the  subject,  permit  me  here  to  beg  of  you  to 
weigh  well  the  disadvantages  as  well  as  the  advantages  of  that  country.  It  would 
be  best  for  you  to  listen  as  little  as  possible  to  the  many  fine  tales  that  are  told  you 
but  look  about  you  &  judge  for  yourself,  for  upon  your  decision  in  this  matter  de¬ 
pends  our  happiness  in  this  life.  Now  do  not  think  I  have  little  or  no  faith  in  your 
judgment — on  the  contrary  I  have  a  great  deal  of  confidence  in  you,  but  think  it 
probable  there  will  be  so  many  persons  anxious  for  you  &  Bro.  W.  to  move  that  they 
will  represent  the  advantages  of  that  country  in  the  most  glowing  colours  while  they 
will  conceal  if  possible  the  disadvantages. 

Cousin  Isaac  Hall  was  here  this  evening — seems  to  dislike  the  idea  of  our  go¬ 
ing.  He  told  me  to  tell  you  to  leave  that  for  a  less  worthy  man.  I  have  not  seen 
an  old  acquaintance  in  a  long  time  I  was  more  pleased  to  see — he  has  altered  so  lit- 
tile  &  reminds  me  so  much  of  “auld  lang  syne.” 

I  was  surprized  today  &  somewhat  alarmed  at  the  reception  of  a  letter  from 
Mrs.  Foster.  She  informed  me  of  the  death  of  Cousin  Sally  Gillett.  It  is  a  great 
affliction  to  the  family  but  Oh,  what  a  blessed  exchange  for  her.  She  died  triumph¬ 
ing  in  the  hope  of  immortal  glory.  The  old  lady  tells  me  they  were  well  at  home 
yesterday.  She  also  said  that  she  heard  from  you  when  you  were  about  100  miles 
from  here,  that  you  were  well  &  going  on  well,  but  did  not  mention  how  she  heard. 
This  is  the  only  time  I  have  heard  from  you  since  you  left.  So,  my  dear  husband, 
write  often.  You  cannot  conceive  half  the  anxiety  I  feel  about  you,  this  moment  I 
feel  full  to  the  brim. 

The  children  are  well  &  have  been  so  since  you  left  with  the  exception  of  little 
Sue  who  was  very  sick  an  hour  or  two  one  day.  She  frequently  talks  about  you — 
Joel  scarcely  ever  says  anything  about  you — they  are  both  very  bad  having  been 
humored  a  great  deal — little  Kemp  continues  very  fat  &  well— -is  still  very  much 
like  a  Scotchman. 

’Tis  nearly  10  o’clock  at  night  &  every  one  gone  to  bed  but  myself.  I  will 
therefore  conclude.  So  I  again  beg  of  you  to  write  often.  All  hands  send  their 
love  to  you  &  Bro  Wm.  Tell  him  I  have  not  heard  from  Sister  E — so  I  expect  he  will 
not  enjoy  the  contents  of  this  letter  a  great  deal.  Now  my  dear  husband  farewell 
with  the  hope  that  you  will  as  soon  as  possible  satisfy  yourself  as  to  prospects  & 
that  you  may  return  to  her  who  cannot  be  happy  until  you  do  return  &  that  God  may 
bless  &  preserve  you  is  the  fervent  prayer  of

Dear  Cousin  Amos, 

I  have  just  rec’d  yours,  announcing  the  death  of  Cousin  Harriet.  It  would 
have  been  highly  gratifying  to  have  learned  that  she  professed  hope  in  the  blessed 
Saviour,  but  this  may  have  been  the  case  tho  she  never  professed  it  to  the  world. 
We  can  but  hope. 

Through  much  mercy  we  have  been  spared  until  now,  though  we  are  yet  weak. 
I  am  quite  weak  to-day  having  had  some  fever  last  night.  I  will  however  try  to 
write  you  a  letter  and  say  something  in  answer  to  yours.  Beginning,  my  dear 
Cousin  I  am  at  present  very  low  spirited  and  of  course  badly  prepared  to  give  you 
any  advice  relative  to  your  future  movements.  I  have  generally  been  pleased  with 
this  country  and  now  believe  ’tis  as  good  a  country  as  any  as  far  south  as  it  is,  but 
I  fear  it  may  prove  too  sickly  on  the  water  courses  and  they  have  most  of  the  good 
lands.  We  have  been  thinking  lately  that  we  might  move  farther  north  or  at  least 
make  a  summer  residence  northwardly,  perhaps  Tennessee  or  Ohio.  Not  that  I 
wish  to  get  nearer  Wm.  H.  Harrison,  the  Hard  Cider  Candidate,  no,  not  I. 

We  should  be  highly  pleased  to  have  you  live  near  us,  but  the  things  of  time 
are  so  transitory  and  life  so  uncertain,  that  in  selecting  a  place  to  live  and  leave  one’s 
children  after  us,  we  should  think  of  other  things,  think  where  ’tis  likely  our  chil¬ 
dren  might  do  best,  both  as  to  time  and  eternity. 

You  must  excuse  me  for  the  present,  perhaps  I  may  be  better  prepared  in  a 
month  or  two  to  write  you  on  this  subject,  I  am  now  weak  both  in  body  and  mind 
and  I  feel  very  unsettled  myself.  I  can’t  expect  ever  to  move  my  negroes  from 
this  country  and  if  anything  keeps  me  here  it  will  be  that  I  am  so  attached  to  them 
and  they  to  me.  I  ought  truly  to  be  very  thankful,  for  I  have  never  lost  any  one 
of  my  family  since  we  have  been  here  over  4  years  except  a  negro  man  the  Indians 
killed  and  perhaps  2  or  3  suckling  children  from  bowel  complaint. 

I  feel  for  Cousin  James  in  his  bereaved  state.  I  think  it  likely  he  will  enjoy 
himself  better  at  Cool  Spring  than  any  where  else — if  it  don’t  prove  too  sickly,  he 
can  however  spend  his  summer  and  fall  months  in  the  up  country.  Our  crops  are 
considered  now  to  be  very  good  with  us  but  the  wet  may  injure  the  cotton. 

If  we  get  well  enough,  I  may  take  Mary  Jane  and  our  oldest  son  Arch  John  on 
to  the  north  in  about  6  weeks,  Arch  to  be  placed  in  a  preparatory  school  in  Connec¬ 
ticut  to  enter  Yale  College  next  year.  He  will  hardly  then  be  old  enough,  but  he  is 
so  anxious  to  go,  I  suppose  I  must  let  him,  if  he  lives.  He  wishes  to  graduate  in 
Ihe  best  college  in  the  U.  States. 

Dear  Cousin,  remember  us  in  your  prayers  and  may  the  good  Lord  remember 
all  of  our  families  and  receive  us  all  at  last  in  His  Kingdom  is  my  prayer. 

Our  Love  to  your  dear  old  mother  and  children,  your  wife  and  children.  Tell 
Cousin  Wm’s  wife,  Cousin  Lucy,  that  I  remember  her  very  well  and  hope  ever  to  do 
so  affectionately,  tell  her  not  to  neglect  the  salvation  of  her  soul  if  she  has  hereto¬ 
fore  done  so.  Time  is  Short,  but  eternity  is  long.

Dear  Cousin  Veasy, 

Your  kind  letter  of  27th.  ult.  is  before  me  and  ’tis  as  yet  a  sickly  time  with  us, 
vet  1  will  comply  with  your  request  to  write  often. 

My  negroes  are  better,  but  not  all  up.  I  have  lost  three  young  fellows  some 
time  ago,  lately  I  have  attended  some  myself,  but  now  two  of  my  children  are  down 
again  and  not  strong  myself  I  cannot  attend  them  much. 

As  I  remarked  two  of  my  children  are  down,  Mary  Jane  and  Cullen,  but  hope 
they  will  recover,  are  now  better,  some  few  cases  now  in  town.  Genrl.  Wellborn 
is  quite  low,  but  have  hope  he  will  get  up  again.  I  desire  to  be  thankful  ’tis  no 
worse  with  us  than  it  is.  We  are  glad  to  hear  you  are  so  healthy,  hope  you  may 
yet  be  spared  to  do  all  you  can,  to  be  a  blessing  to  us  still,  but  when  I  think  of  the 
people  and  our  once  flourishing  country— my  heart  sinking  (as  you  say)  at  the 
prospects,  but  our  folks  gambling,  and  speculators  now  have  all  the  sense  and  know 
all  about  government  matters,  will  not  listen  to  anything  but  what  Whiggs  say  and 
write.  ’Tis  awful  to  think  of  it.  Southerners  have  thrown  away  their  principles 
and  go  all  for  party  to  please  a  reckless  set  of  leaders.  If  Federalism  was  all,  I 
could  and  would  not  so  complain  for  I  greatly  desire  to  keep  clear  of  politics,  but 
when  I  see  so  many  of  our  Southern  people  fighting  against  those  to  the  north  who 
have  been  our  only  friends,  and  supporting  our  enemies  all  Federalists  and  Aboli¬ 
tionists,  and  rejoicing  at  their  success  in  the  north  over  our  friends,  I  am  truly  as¬ 
tonished  and  alarmed  for  the  fate  of  our  country,  and  these  very  fellows  mostly  were 
high  States  Rights  men,  great  nullifiers  some  year  or  two  ago,  jumped  out  of  Ultra 
State  Rights  into  Ultra  Federalism,  as  I  told  Nesbit  at  Reuben’s  last  spring,  and 
into  Abolition  too:  strange,  passing  strange  and  yet  ’tis  so  and  we  cannot  help  it. 
I  think  I  see  that  even  suppose  we  may  succeed  in  electing  Mr.  Van  Buren,  that 
such  reckless  Partisans  will  ruin  this  country  before  very  long.  If  the  Lord  does 
not  interpose  we  are  gone.  They  can  laugh  now  as  others  have  done,  on  the  very 
brink  of  ruin,  and  these  very  fellows  (as  I  wrote  my  brother  in  La  Grange),  just 
say  Insurrection  to  them  and  they  are  immediately  scared  out  of  their  wits,  nearly 
to  death.  When  will  the  people  learn  their  true  interests.  “A  prudent  man  forseeth 
the  evil  and  hideth  himself.”  I  am  told  Jonathan  Davis,  Dr.  Gilbreath,  and  other 
preachers  (or  pretend  to  be  preachers  of  the  Gospel)  are  now  doing  all  they  can 
for  Harrison.  The  evils  I  fear  for  our  country  may  not  come  upon  us  in  our  life 
time,  we  are  getting  old,  but  we  have  children. 

I  should  not  however  be  astonished  were  they  to  come  soon,  in  two  or  thee  years. 
I  have  believed  some  time  ago  that  many  of  our  citizens  want  a  division  of  the  Union, 
blind  as  bats  to  Southern  interests,  but  many  of  whom  live  on  speculation  and  have 
little  or  nothing  to  lose,  and  if  they  get  hard  pressed,  can  slip  off  to  Texas  and  leave 
us  to  reap  the  fruits  of  their  folly,  but  enough  of  this. 

We  thought  of  taking  a  trip  to  La  Grange  and  Hancock  soon  as  this,  but  we 
are  yet  confined  and  I  think  now  may  not  go  at  all  this  fall. 

Our  church  is  now  building  and  expect  it  will  be  done  or  nearly  so  by  Jany., 
but  I  am  low  spirited,  times  are  so  awful,  we  are  very  cold  in  religious  things  and 
fear  the  Lord  may  cross  instead  of  blessing  us.  O  that  He  would  come  and  rain 
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righteousness  upon  and  save  us  from  ruin.  We  try  to  keep  up  a  prayer  meeting, 
but  it  is  hard  work. 

I  wish  the  two  Wms  may  do  well  in  Savannah,  but  fear.  I  suppose  Bro.  David 
is  a  very  good  Preacher.  Oh,  that  we  had  more  such.  I  suppose  old  father  Mer¬ 
cer  is  yet  alive,  I  wonder  if  he  can  be  a  Harrison  man. 

Give  my  love  to  Cousin  Lancaster.  We  shall  be  glad  to  get  a  letter  from  you 
and  Col.  Bishop  or  any  friends.  Hope  you  will  remember  us  in  your  prayers  and  in 
our  afflictions.

BATTLE,  MAY  23,  1846 

Texas  is  invaded  and  our  Soldiers  have  had  some  2  or  3  battles  and  some  skir¬ 
mishes.  The  last  acct.  is  up  to  the  8th,  instant. 

Our  forces  have  killed  as  reported  abt  1700  Mexicans  and  our  loss  abt  150. 
Those  Mexicans  will  have  to  be  thrashed  well  before  they  will  come  to  their  senses. 
Whether  Great  Britain  is  at  the  bottom  of  this  war,  we  shall  see;  I  fear  she  is,  if  so 
we  shall  have  a  tough  time  of  it.  O !  that  the  Lord  would  stay  the  ravages  of  war 
throughout  our  World.  “The  Lord  God  omnipotent  reigneth.”  Let  us  praise  him 
for  what  he  hath  hitherto  done  for  us  as  a  Nation.

Dear  friend, 

I  don  t  know  when  I  was  so  gratified  as  I  was  when  I  received  your  letter,  and 

will  endeavour  to  write  a  few  lines  to  you.  This  place  is  very  dull  now  but  you  know 

I  don’t  like  the  bustle  of  the  citv. 

* 

I  am  very  glad  that  the  fire  you  spoke  of  was  not  a  great  one.  You  asked  me 
what  did  I  think  about  your  going  to  that  man  by  the  name  of  Jefferson  Madison 
Lovejoy.  I  think  you  have  changed  from  the  meanest  of  teachers  to  one  of  the  best. 
You  also  asked  me  whether  I  knew  him  or  not;  I  think  I  do;  if  I  don’t,  I  think  I 
ought;  although  he  never  gave  me  but  one  lick  in  his  life;  but  he  has  scared  me  al¬ 
most  out  of  my  life. 

I  am  very  sorry  that  Hardy  Carrol  has  got  out  of  jail.  I  wanted  his  neck 
stretched  this  time  any  how.  I  believe  this  is  the  third  time  he  has  been  committed 
for  horse  stealing.  There  are  not  many  Bull  Bats  here.  I  am  going  to  school  to  a 
man  by  the  name  of  Ashbel  Green  Brown.  He  is  not  very  tight.  I  like  him  very 
well.  He  has  just  graduated  and  is  studying  law  under  father  and  he  studies  very 
hard ;  he  does  at  least  in  school.  I  am  studying  Sallust  and  think  it  very  hard  so 
far.  I  am  also  studying  Greek  Testament  and  do  not  think  it  hard  much;  and  also 
Latin  exercises  besides  several  other  books.  I  am  very  glad  Mr.  Lovejoy’s  school 
has  increased.  I  thought  you  would  like  dancing  school  very  much.  I  am  very

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sorry  the  railroad  was  washed  down.  There  are  some  good  apple  trees  in  our  lot  and 
there  were  a  good  many  horse  apples,  but  they  are  gone  now.  We  live  just  on  the 
border  of  town,  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  trees  but  one.  Mother  and  Aunt  Laura 
told  me  to  send  their  love  to  your  Mama.

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JAMES  S.  BATTLE1  TO  MARTHA  ANN  BATTLE  AT  SCHOOL  IN 

GEORGETOWN,  D.  C. 

White  Sulphur  Springs  [Va.]  July  19th  1849 
My  dear  and  beloved  daughter  Martha, 

This  may  acknowledge  your  most  affectionate  and  devoted  letter  of  the  12th 
inst.  received  last  night.  It  was  received  with  pleasure,  mixed  with  pain  and  re¬ 
morse.  I  am  always  glad  to  hear  from  my  dear  children  as  my  greatest  object  now 
in  this  life  is  to  promote  their  happiness  and  prosperity  in  this  world  of  trouble  and 
trial,  and  their  ultimate  happiness  beyond  this  vale  of  tears.  I  do  not  feel  that  I 
could  write  much  on  the  present  intricate,  perplexing,  and  vexed  question.  My  mind 
is  burdened  and  perplexed.  I  know  not  which  way  to  turn,  or  what  to  say.  I 
would  not  willingly  hurt  or  mar  your  peace  in  any  temporal  matters,  and  more  es¬ 
pecially  in  matters  of  religion,  when  the  conscience  is  concerned,  if  I  really  thought 
it  had  not  been  led  off  into  error  and  deception  by  false  guides  and  instructors,  by 
which  your  tender,  susceptible,  and  excitable  heart  has  been  entrammelled  and  en¬ 
slaved.  True  and  vital  religion  is  the  greatest  blessing  bestowTed  on  man  in  this  life. 
May  my  right  hand  forget  her  cunning  and  my  name  be  blotted  out  of  existence, 
rather  than  I  should  be  a  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  your  performing  your  duty 
to  your  God:  this  world  and  time  things  are  but  vapours,  and  as  the  morn¬ 
ing  dew-  will  soon  pass  away,  and  the  place  that  now  knows  us  will  soon  know,  us 
no  more  forever.  May  we  be  prepared  for  that  important  change.  May  the  Lord 
direct  us  by  his  spirit  in  the  way  of  all  Truth,  and  give  us  Grace  to  'walk  therein,  is 
my  sincere  prayer. 

After  the  within  preface  I  approach  the  subject,  which  appears  to  be  the  prin¬ 
cipal  object  of  your  writing,  with  a  trembling  hand  and  agitated  mind,  for  I  ac¬ 
knowledge  to  you  candidly  I  am  a  little  excited,  and  I  do  not  think  you  are  entirely 
divested  of  it.  You  observe  you  again  ask  my  consent  for  you  to  join  the  Episcopal 
Church.  It  is  an  embarrassing  and  a  delicate  subject  with  me,  and  w-hat  to  do  in 
the  premises  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know\  To  give  my  consent  willingly  I  cannot,  and  to 
say  you  shall  not,  I  do  not  feel  willing.  You  observe  in  yours  you  wrote  me  all  of 
your  views  on  the  subject  in  your  last  letter  sent  to  Warrenton  and  requested  Eliza 
to  forward  it  to  me.  I  received  a  letter  from  Eliza  and  Neppv  the  same  time  that 
I  received  yours.  She  said  nothing  on  the  subject,  neither  received  I  your  letter 
from  her.  Neppy  observed  in  her  letter  that  her  Cousin  Sally  informed  her  that 
Mrs.  Turner  who  had  recently  gone  to  Baltimore  had  paid  you  a  visit,  and  that  you 
wTere  anxious  to  come  home  with  her,  but  Mrs.  Turner  did  not  like  to  take  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  unless  I  knew-  something  about  it.  My  dear  Martha,  I  cannot  but  be¬ 
lieve  you  are  somewhat  excited  and  have  been  led  into  error.  You  are  still  young, 
have  had  but  little  experience  in  the  wrorld,  I  should  prefer  you  postponing  this  im¬ 
portant  matter  longer.  I  have  likew-ise,  I  think,  earnestly  and  sincerely  prayed  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  instruct  and  direct  me  my  duty  on  the  matter,  but  with  my  present 
feelings  and  the  light  I  have  on  the  subject  I  cannot  willingly  consent,  as  I  have 
observed,  nor  peremptorily  deny,  but  this  much  I  can  say  without  a  change  should 
take  place  within  me,  if  you  unite  yourself  with  them  in  my  day,  it  will  be  an  unhap¬ 
py  one  with  me.  If  I  am  in  error,  I  pray  God  to  undeceive  me,  man  cannot  do  it.  You 
observed  that,  if  you  did  not  believe  a  change  had  taken  place  in  you,  you  would  not

ask  to  join  this  church.  You  likewise  observe  if  the  heart  is  right  in  the  sight  of 
God,  it  matters,  you  thought,  but  little,  what  church  you  join;  I  think  differently, 
and  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  join  the  true  church.  Christ’s  loved  and 
undefiled  is  but  one.  Christ  told  Nicodemus,  you  must  be  born  again;  he  thought 
it  strange,  did  not  know'  how  such  things  could  be.  Christ  told  him  he  need  not 
marvel,  that  the  wind  blows  where  it  listeth,  you  cannot  see  it  but  you  hear  the  sound 
thereof,  but  can  not  tell  whence  it  cometh  nor  whither  it  goeth.  So  is  every  one 
that  is  born  of  God.  It  is  a  supernatural  work,  a  work  of  the  spirit,  a  change  of 
heart  as  you  speak  of,  and  after  that  change  is  effected  then  the  person  is  a  fit  sub¬ 
ject  of  baptism,  not  before:  some  contend  baptism  is  regeneration,  and  by  the  Bishop 
laying  on  his  hand  on  the  person  while  pouring  or  sprinkling,  which  they  call  bap¬ 
tism,  the  Holy  Ghost  is  imparted.  Can  you  believe  it  my  dear  child?  True  and 
evangelical  religion  cometh  from  above,  it  is  a  manifestation  from  God,  it  is  not  a 
science  to  be  taught  by  man,  as  some  vainly  think  to  bring  up  the  youth  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  day  by  human  means,  such  as  sabbath  schools,  catechisms,  &c,  to  be  fit  subjects 
of  the  church.  We  are  informed  that  the  wisdom  of  this  world  is  foolishness  with 
God;  Christ’s  Kingdom  is  a  spiritual  one,  it  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth,  the  flesh 
profiteth  nothing.  I  hope,  my  dear  daughter,  I  have  not  hurt  or  injured  your  feel¬ 
ings.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  intend  such  a  thing.  I  wish  you  to  search  the  scrip¬ 
tures,  in  them  you  think  you  have  eternal  life,  they  are  they  that  testify  of  Christ, 
consult  for  yourself  my  dear  Martha,  and  do  not  consult  and  depend  upon  catechisms 
or  prayer  book,  but  pray  God  to  direct  and  instruct  you  into  all  truth  and  give  you 
grace  to  walk  therein,  defying  the  frowns  of  a  gainsaying  and  perverse  world.  I 
have  written  more  than  I  expected.  If  I  have  said  anything  improperly  I  am  sorry 
for  it.  .  .  .

CHAPTER  VIII 


COOL  SPRING 

by 

GEORGE  GORDON  BATTLEi 

By  two  original  charters  dated  March  20,  1663,  and  June  30,  1665,  King 
Charles  the  Second  of  England  conveyed  to  eight  Lords  Proprietors  “so  much  of 
the  Continent  of  America  as  lies  between  31  and  36  degrees  of  North  Latitude”. 
To  these  eight  gentlemen  was  given  the  power  to  make  laws  (with  the  consent  of 
the  freemen  of  the  territory)  which  would  be  in  effect  throughout  this  vast  region. 
The  power  was  also  given  to  bestow  titles  of  nobility;  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  in  both  charters  the  proprietors  were  authorized  and  indeed  directed  to  establish 
religious  freedom  throughout  their  jurisdiction.  The  land  thus  ceded  extended, 
roughly  speaking,  from  the  southern  boundary  of  the  present  State  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina  to  the  northern  limits  of  the  Old  North  State  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  One  of  the  Lords  Proprietors  was  Sir  George  Carteret.  His 
grandson,  John  Carteret,  became  Earl  Granville,  overthrew  the  administration  of 
Sir  Robert  Walpole,  and  was  the  Prime  Minister  of  England.  In  June,  1729,  the 
other  seven  Lords  Proprietors  sold  their  rights  and  interests  in  the  Province  of 
Carolana,  as  it  is  described  in  the  Royal  Charters,  to  the  Crown,  for  the  price  of 
2,500  pounds  sterling  each,  making  a  total  of  17,500  pounds  sterling,  to  which  was 
added  an  additional  sum  of  5,000  pounds  in  satisfaction  of  the  claim  of  the  Pro¬ 
prietors  for  quit  rents  then  due  to  them.  John  Carteret,  Lord  Granville,  however, 
refused  to  sell  his  birthright,  and  in  1700,  by  the  King’s  command,  his  part  of 
Carolana  was  set  apart  to  him  in  severalty,  the  northern  limit  of  his  domain  being 
the  present  line  between  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  running  west  to  the  Pacific, 
while  the  southern  boundary  was  the  parallel  of  latitude  35°  34'.  This  southern 
line  ran  from  a  point  midway  between  Roanoke  Island  and  Cape  Hatteras  along 
the  southern  boundary  of  Mattamuskeet  Lake,  through  Smithfield,  and  thence  to 
the  West.  The  territory  thus  ceded  to  the  descendant  of  Sir  George  Carteret  in¬ 
cluded  about  two-thirds  of  the  present  State  of  North  Carolina.  Within  its  bor¬ 
ders  lay  the  lands  which  now  constitute  the  County  of  Edgecombe.  The  agents 
of  Lord  Granville  pursued  a  liberal  policy  in  selling  and  leasing  the  immense 
property  over  which  they  had  jurisdiction;  and  settlers  soon  began  to  flock  into 
the  Granville  counties,  attracted  by  the  fertility  of  the  lands  and  the  security  of 
the  titles. 

Among  these  immigrants  was  Elisha  Battle,  who  came  from  Nansemond  Coun¬ 
ty,  Virginia,  in  1747,  acquired  lands  along  Tar  River  in  the  present  County  of 
Edgecombe  from  the  Granville  agents;  gave  to  his  plantation  the  name  of  Cool 
Spring;  built  his  home  in  a  grove  which  lay  in  a  bend  of  the  river;  and  began 
the  long,  useful,  and  distinguished  career  which  ended  with  his  death  in  1799.  He 
lived  and  died  at  Cool  Spring  and  is  buried  in  the  old  grove  in  the  field  known 
as  Taylor  Field  about  half  a  mile  west  of  the  Cool  Spring  house.  When  he  came

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to  Cool  Spring  he  brought  with  him  his  young  wife,  Elizabeth  Sumner,  first  cousin 
of  General  Jethro  Sumner,  of  the  Army  of  the  Revolution.  Jacob  Battle,  the  son 
of  Elisha,  lived  with  his  father  on  the  Cool  Spring  Plantation,  building  a  home 
which  still  stands,  nearly  a  mile  southeast  of  Cool  Spring,  and  bears  to  this  day  its 
original  name  of  Old  Town.  Here  James  Smith  Battle  was  born  on  June  25,  1786. 
When  he  grew  to  manhood  he  lived  for  several  years  at  Walnut  Creek,  another 
plantation  belonging  to  his  father,  but  later  took  up  his  residence  at  Cool  Spring, 
where  he  restored  the  house  built  by  his  grandfather  and  there  established  his  home. 
He  extended  the  large  holdings  of  land  which  he  inherited  from  his  father  until  at 
his  death  he  was  the  owner  of  about  twenty  thousand  acres  of  river  land  and  was 
the  master  of  about  five  hundred  slaves.  When  his  children  grew  to  maturity,  he 
built  in  front  of  the  home  occupied  by  him,  which  came  to  be  known  as  the  Old 
H  ouse,  another  large  house  with  white  pillars  at  the  front  and  connected  by  a  cor¬ 
ridor  with  the  Old  House.  From  Cool  Spring  his  four  daughters  were  married. 
He  died  on  July  18,  1854,  and  is  buried  with  his  wife  and  many  other  members  of 
his  family  in  the  grave  yard  on  the  original  Cool  Spring  Plantation  just  across 
the  road  from  Old  Town. 

Upon  his  death  my  father,  Captain  Turner  Westray  Battle,  inherited  as  his 
share  of  his  father’s  estate  the  Cool  Spring  home  and  about  three  thousand  acres  of 
the  surrounding  land.  Here  he  brought  from  her  home  of  Burncourt  in  Halifax 
County,  North  Carolina,  my  mother  Lavinia  Bassett  Daniel,  the  daughter  of  Joseph 
J.  Daniel,  for  many  years  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state.  They  were 
married  on  May  1,  1850.  They  both  lived  at  Cool  Spring  throughout  their  lives; 
and  they  both  lie  surrounded  by  many  of  their  children  in  the  grave  yard  at  Old 
Town.  Both  my  father  and  mother  had  a  great  love  for  flowers  and  gardens.  Before 
the  War  they  brought  down  a  German  gardener  from  the  north  who  laid  out  flower 
beds  on  either  side  and  to  the  front  of  the  house,  the  kitchen  garden  towards  the  rear, 
surrounded  by  a  beautiful  privet  hedge,  and  with  a  row  of  cedars  leading  from  the 
garden  to  the  house.  There  was  a  green-house  on  the  wTest  side  of  Cool  Spring 
which  was  kept  warm  during  the  wTinter  and  was  filled  with  beautiful  flowers.  The 
grove  surrounding  the  house  was  about  twelve  acres  in  extent  and  was  composed  of 
red  oaks,  white  oaks,  hickories,  poplars,  and  one  or  two  pines.  They  were  all  trees 
of  original  growth  and  wTere  most  impressive,  dignified,  and  beautiful.  Along  the 
front  of  the  grove  ran  the  high  road  between  Rocky  Mount  and  Tarboro.  There 
was  a  curved  driveway  leading  from  this  high  road  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
grove,  passing  by  the  front  of  the  house  and  sweeping  around  to  the  east  and  again 
joining  the  highway  at  the  grove’s  southeastern  corner.  At  this  corner  were  the 
stables  and  in  later  years  the  gin  house.  On  the  eastern  side  of  the  grove  were  the 
dairy,  the  smoke-house,  and  the  other  out-houses.  When  the  War  between  the 
States  came  on,  my  father  formed  among  his  neighbors  a  company  of  which  he  was 
the  captain.  This  company  became  a  part  of  the  Fifth,  and  afterwards  the  Fifteenth, 
North  Carolina  Infantry,  C.  S.  A.,  in  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  After  the 
war  he  returned  to  Cool  Spring  and  there  continued  his  life  as  a  cotton  planter. 

As  a  boy,  mv  earliest  recollections  are  connected  with  the  shady  grove  around 
the  home  at  Cool  Spring  and  the  broad  shimmering  cotton  fields  spreading  in  every 
direction  almost  as  far  as  the  eye  could  see.  To  the  east  of  our  plantation  lay  Shell- 
bank,  owned  by  my  aunt,  Mrs.  William  F.  Dancy,  afterwards  Mrs.  Newsom  J.  Pitt¬ 
man,  and  across  the  river  was  California,  the  plantation  of  my  uncle,  William  Smith 
Battle.  To  the  west  of  us  was  the  home  of  Mr.  Reddin  Daughtry.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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Daughtry  were  old  and  devoted  friends.  Among  the  most  delightful  recollections 
of  my  boyhood  are  memories  of  my  visits  to  their  hospitable  home,  where  I  was 
sure  always  of  a  cordial  welcome  and  an  abundant  supply  of  the  good  things  that 
delight  the  hearts  of  boys.  Mr.  Daughtry  was  an  adept  in  hunting  and  fish¬ 
ing  and  in  all  kinds  of  woodcraft.  My  brothers  and  myself  listened  to  his 
stories  of  the  fields  and  the  rivers  with  never-failing  interest  and  delight.  To 
the  north  of  the  Cool  Spring  Plantation  lay  a  large  body  of  swampy  wood¬ 
land.  This  we  called  the  Poquoson,  which  is,  I  believe,  an  Indian  name  meaning 
“marsh.”  It  abounded  in  rabbits  and  in  the  quail  or  bob-white,  or,  as  we  called 
them,  partridges.  In  the  Poquoson,  and  indeed  all  over  the  plantation  my  brothers 
and  I  set  our  rabbit  traps,  shot  partridges  and  doves,  and  occasionally  in  the  ponds 
of  the  pastures  and  on  the  river  we  would  get  a  wild  duck.  The  river  was  full  of 
perch  and  chub  and  catfish,  to  be  caught  by  line,  while  in  the  spring  shad  and  rock- 
fish  abounded.  It  was  a  custom  of  the  negroes  on  the  plantation  in  the  spring  to  skim 
the  river  with  skim  nets  at  the  early  dawn.  They  would  sometimes  bring  the  shad 
up  to  Cool  Spring  and  we  would  have  them  for  breakfast.  I  can  imagine  no  better 
dish  than  a  shad  freshly  caught  from  the  river  for  breakfast. 

Indeed,  as  I  look  back,  we  had  wonderfully  good  food  at  Cool  Spring.  In  the 
season,  we  would  have  partridges,  or  rather,  quail,  in  abundance  and  also  doves  and 
other  game  birds.  There  was  a  constant  supply  of  rabbits  and  they  would  appear 
on  the  table  as  often  as  it  was  desired.  For  breakfast  invariably  there  would  be  two 
salt  herring  on  the  table  in  addition  to  the  eggs  and  bacon  and  the  chicken  hash  and 
other  breakfast  dishes.  Also,  at  one  o’clock  dinner  we  always  had  a  ham  on  the 
table  along  with  the  turkey,  the  chicken,  the  mutton,  or  the  other  meats,  and  a  ham 
would  also  invariably  be  found  on  the  supper  table  with  the  broiled  chicken  and  other 
garnishments  of  that  meal.  Of  course  we  had  vegetables  of  every  character  in 
abundance.  Rice  was  on  the  table  every  day  of  the  year  without  fail,  cooked  in  the 
true  Southern  fashion  with  each  grain  separate  from  the  other.  Batterbread  was 
also  served  at  breakfast  and  at  supper.  Of  course  we  had  the  hot  rolls  and  the  corn 
bread  which  form  a  part  of  all  good  Southern  cooking. 

Our  post  office  was  Rocky  Mount  which  was  then  eight  miles  distant  by  the 
country  road.  We  seldom  failed,  however,  to  receive  the  mail  every  day.  During 
the  winter  there  would  be  days  when  none  of  the  family  would  go  to  the  station,  but 
almost  invariably  a  colored  boy  would  be  sent  to  bring  the  mail.  Both  my  father 
and  mother  as  well  as  my  sister  and  brothers  were  fond  of  reading  and  we  had  an 
excellent  library  filled  with  English  and  American  books.  We  subscribed  to  the 
Eclectic  Magazine  and  to  Littell’s  Living  Age,  which  published  in  serial  form  many 
famous  English  novels  as  they  came  out.  I  have  often  heard  my  father  and  mother 
tell  of  the  delight  with  which  they  read  the  novels  of  Thackeray  and  Dickens  as  they 
were  published  in  these  periodicals.  I  remember  myself  the  keen  interest  with 
which  we  followed  the  novels  of  Anthony  Trollope  and  Thomas  Hardy  and  William 
Black  and  other  English  writers.  Npr  was  our  reading  confined  to  fiction.  These 
two  magazines  which  I  have  mentioned  contained  many  of  the  best  English  essays 
of  the  time.  We  subscribed  to  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer  and  its  predecessors, 
to  the  Norfolk  Virginian  and  to  the  local  newspapers,  and,  of  course,  to  the  South¬ 
ern  Churchman.  Later  on,  we  took  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  Harper  s,  and  other  lead¬ 
ing  American  periodicals.  During  the  long  winter  nights  we  all  read  sedulously 
and  there  was  much  talk  and  discussion  of  what  we  read.  Also,  we  played  whist 
and  backgammon  and  chess  so  that  the  evenings  were  never  too  long. 
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At  that  time  it  was  the  general  belief  that  malaria  was  caused  by  a  miasma  that 
arose  from  the  rivers  and  other  wet  places  and  was  particularly  harmful  at  night.  It 
was  the  custom  of  my  father  and  mother  to  leave  Cool  Spring  about  the  first  of  June 
to  go  to  the  mountains  or  watering  places  and  to  return  the  first  of  October.  It  was 
considered  to  be  very  dangerous  to  remain  in  the  low  country  during  the  summer 
months.  It  had  not  then  been  discovered  that  malaria  was  due  not  to  any  miasma 
or  to  any  night  air  but  to  the  then  unsuspected  mosquito.  My  father  had  for  years 
a  summer  home  at  Warrenton  to  which  we  drove  in  the  family  carriage.  Then  we 
began  to  go  to  Asheville  for  the  summer.  We  would  sometimes  stop  at  Hickory,  on 
the  way  going  or  coming,  and  stay  at  the  Catawba  White  Sulphur  Springs.  In  later 
years  we  formed  the  habit  of  going  to  Blowing  Rock  where  my  father  built  a  sum¬ 
mer  home.  Before  the  War  my  father  and  mother  went  frequently  to  White  Sul¬ 
phur  Springs  in  Virginia  and  to  Saratoga  as  my  father  was  very  fond  of  racing,  but 
that  was  before  my  recollection.  During  these  long  stays  at  Asheville  and  Blowing 
Rock  and  other  resorts  we  met  many  pleasant  and  interesting  people  from  North 
Carolina  and  other  states  and  formed  enduring  friendships.  Of  course  this  as¬ 
sociation  with  outside  minds  was  helpful  and  beneficial  in  many  ways. 

Take  it  all  in  all,  I  can  look  back  upon  our  life  at  Cool  Spring  with  very  great 
pleasure.  It  is  a  human  trait  to  paint  the  past  in  brighter  colors  but  even  making 
all  allowance  for  that  tendency,  I  am  convinced  that  the  life  led  by  my  father  and 
mother  and  by  their  children  at  Cool  Spring  was  of  a  high  and  beautiful  quality.  It 
was  a  simple  and  inexpensive  life;  there  was  nothing  approaching  luxury.  We  had, 
however,  the  means  to  enjoy  a  high  degree  of  intellectual  pleasure.  My  sister  and 
my  brothers  and  I  were  taught  by  tutors  and  governesses.  Miss  Mary  R.  Goodloe. 
whom  we  all  remember  as  Miss  Mollie,  was  a  loved  member  of  our  family  for  a  gen¬ 
eration  and  was  a  most  efficient  teacher  both  by  precept  and  example.  As  I  have 
said,  we  formed  habits  of  reading  and  thinking  along  literary  lines.  There  was  not 
the  preoccupation  with  material  things  which  has  become  so  marked  a  feature  in 
later  life.  Of  course  there  were  many  and  deep  griefs  and  sorrows  as  there  are  in 
all  human  lives,  but  Cool  Spring  was  a  beautiful  home;  we  all  loved  it  and  we  all 
loved  the  life  at  the  old  place. 

My  mother  was  a  very  devout  Christian  woman  and  devotedy  attached  to  the 
Episcopal  Church.  My  father  was  not  a  member  of  any  church,  although  he  re¬ 
vered  religion  and  liberally  assisted  my  mother  in  the  many  good  causes  to  which 
she  gave  her  support.  When  Bishop  Thomas  Atkinson  visited  Edgecombe  County 
he  almost  always  spent  a  night  at  Cool  Spring.  I  remember  him  distinctly  as  being 
the  embodiment  of  a  Father  of  the  Church.  He  was  a  strikingly  handsome  man. 
over  six  feet  in  height,  with  long  white  hair  falling  to  his  shoulders.  He  had  great 
intellectual  powers  and  was  of  the  highest  and  noblest  character.  He  was  undoubt¬ 
edly  in  many  respects  the  leading  citizen  in  our  state.  He  held  services  in  every 
county  of  the  state  and  was  known,  respected,  and  loved  throughout  its  borders.  On 
account  of  the  multiplicity  of  his  engagements,  he  was  compelled  to  hold  services  on 
week-days  as  well  as  on  Sundays.  When  he  would  visit  the  small  towns  such  as 
Rocky  Mount  on  a  week  day,  all  the  stores  and  other  places  of  business  were  closed 
and  practically  all  the  people  of  every  denomination  would  attend  his  services. 
Bishop  Theodore  B.  Lyman,  his  successor,  was  also  a  man  of  beautiful  character  and 
high  ability.  He  had  traveled  much  and  was  widely  read.  When  he  came  to  Cool 
Spring  he  would  sit  during  the  long  evening  smoking  a  pipe  and  telling  of  his  travels 
and  discussing  conditions  in  this  country  and  abroad.  It  was  a  great  treat  to  us  to 
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hear  him  and  our  mother  would  allow  us  to  sit  up  beyond  our  usual  hours  for  that 
purpose.  My  mother  took  an  active  part  in  the  management  of  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd  at  Rocky  Mount.  We  all  attended  services  at  this  church  each  Sun¬ 
day  when  the  weather  would  permit. 

My  father  had  an  overseer  at  Old  Town  and  an  assistant  overseer  at  the  Poquo¬ 
son.  Our  family  at  Cool  Spring  and  these  other  two  families  constituted  all  the 
white  persons  upon  the  plantation.  According  to  my  recollection  there  must  have 
been  from  thirty  to  forty  negro  families  on  the  place.  We  were  thrown  constantly 
with  the  negroes  and  all  my  recollections  of  Cool  Spring  are  closely  connected  with 
these  negro  friends.  There  was  a  tradition  at  Cool  Spring  that  my  grandfather’s 
negroes  were  the  blackest  in  North  Carolina  and  that  they  were  very  proud  of  this 
quality.  I  do  not  recall  a  single  mulatto  among  the  old  negroes.  Most  of  them 
were  of  a  lustreless  black  and  many  of  them  were  superb  looking  men  and  women  with 
erect  carriage  and  excellent  manners.  During  the  War  between  the  States  when 
my  father  and  both  overseers  were  absent  in  the  army.  Cool  Spring  was  under  the 
sole  management  of  my  mother,  and  its  fields  were  devoted  to  the  raising  of  supplies 
for  the  Southern  Army.  The  negroes  were  absolutely  loyal  and  I  have  often  heard 
my  mother  say  that  she  could  not  have  asked  for  better  conduct  from  them. 
In  the  slavery  days  everything  that  was  worn  or  used  by  the  slaves  was  made 
on  the  plantation.  There  were  spinners  and  weavers,  tailors  and  shoemakers  and 
hat-makers.  There  were  blacksmiths  and  carpenters  and  masons.  One  of  the  most 
striking  among  the  old  negroes  was  Uncle  Dick,  the  blacksmith.  He  was  a  superb 
looking  man,  coal  black,  as  straight  as  an  arrow,  with  a  great  mass  of  white  hair  and 
with  a  native  dignity  which  made  it  impossible  for  anyone  to  be  other  than  respect¬ 
ful  to  him.  He  was  a  fine  blacksmith  and  I  have  often  heard  my  father  say  that 
the  plows  made  by  him  were  more  efficient  than,  and  outlasted,  any  of  those  bought 
in  later  days.  Our  nurse,  or  mammy,  was  Aunt  Sallie,  and  her  husband,  Uncle  Joe, 
was  the  striker  for  Uncle  Dick,  while  Uncle  Rufus  had  charge  of  the  wood  shop,  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  Blacksmith  Dick.  They  made  all  the  wagons,  carts,  and 
plows  used  on  the  plantation.  There  were  many  stories  and  traditions  about  Uncle 
Dick.  He  had  married  a  woman  who  lived  on  an  adjoining  plantation  and  was  the 
maid  of  her  mistress.  This  family  determined  to  move  further  south  and  to  take 
their  slaves,  including  Dick’s  wife  with  them.  He  was  greatly  distressed  and  spoke 
to  my  grandfather  about  it,  and  asked  for  his  assistance.  My  grandfather  arranged 
that  his  neighbor  should  buy  Uncle  Dick  so  that  he  could  accompany  the  family  to 
the  South.  When  the  old  man  was  informed  of  this  decision  he  was  at  first  overjoy¬ 
ed;  but  the  next  morning  before  daylight,  according  to  the  story,  he  came  up  to  Cool 
Spring,  knocked  at  the  door  and  told  my  grandfather  that  he  had  been  thinking  the 
matter  over;  that  he  could  get  another  wife,  but  he  was  sure  he  could  never  get  an¬ 
other  master  such  as  my  grandfather,  and  therefore  he  had  determined  to  remain  at 
Cool  Spring.  My  grandfather  then  made  arrangements  to  buy  his  wife  and  she 
came  over  to  Cool  Spring  when  her  master  went  to  the  South.  In  his  last  illness 
Uncle  Dick  desired  to  be  buried  at  the  foot  of  his  old  master,  my  grandfather,  and 
he  and  his  wife.  Aunt  Rose,  lie  to  this  day  buried  at  the  feet  of  my  grandfather  and 
my  grandmother  in  the  Old  Town  graveyard.  It  was  a  custom  in  those  days  for 
the  negroes  to  take  the  first  name  of  the  father.  By  way  of  illustration,  Uncle  Dick 
had  a  son  by  the  name  of  Wiley  who  called  himself  Wiley  Dick  and  his  son  Josh  was 
known  as  Josh  Wiley. 
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Another  interesting  character  on  the  plantation  was  Uncle  Orren,  a  short  stocky 
negro,  entirely  blacky  with  a  very  heavy  head  of  gray  hair.  He  had  been  my  fa¬ 
ther’s  play  boy  in  their  early  years  and  there  was  a  very  deep  affection  between 
them  all  their  lives.  His  only  occupation  was  to  drive  a  yoke  of  oxen.  He  would 
go  to  the  mill,  he  would  haul  wood  to  Cool  Spring;  and  do  all  manner  of  work  of 
this  kind.  He  approached  more  nearly  to  the  character  of  Uncle  Remus  than  any 
of  the  others  of  the  Cool  Spring  negroes;  although  they  were  all  proficient  story  tell¬ 
ers.  Uncle  Orren,  however;  was  the  most  interesting.  There  was  nothing  we  loved 
better  than  to  go  with  him  on  his  wagon  behind  his  oxen  and  listen  to  his  stories. 
He  had  a  deep  melodious  voice  and  could  “whoop”  most  beautifully.  This  “whoop¬ 
ing”  was  something  like  a  cadenced  yodeling.  In  the  warm  southern  nights  and 
particularly  in  the  early  morning  just  before  dawn  we  could  hear  Uncle  Orren’s 
deep  voice  giving  utterance  to  this  musical  “whooping.  He  was  greatly  attached  to 
another  old  negro  on  the  place;  Uncle  Wright;  who  had  lost  his  sight  in  his  youth, 
having  been  struck  in  the  eye  with  a  grape  vine  while  cutting  down  a  tree.  Uncle 
Orren  went  to  see  him  almost  every  night.  When  Uncle  Wright  died  my  brother 
Gaston  took  Uncle  Orren  in  his  buggy  to  the  funeral.  He  was  much  affected  and 
the  next  morning  did  not  come  to  work.  My  brother  sent  for  a  physician  who  said 
he  could  see  no  specific  illness,  that  he  was  merely  grieving  over  his  lost  friend.  He 
died  a  week  later.  If  space  would  permit,  I  could  tell  many  amusing  stories  of  the 
old  man.  He  was  a  fine  type  of  the  faithful  old  slave,  devoted  to  his  master  and  all 
the  members  of  his  family  and  in  turn  deeply  loved  by  them.  There  were  very  many 
others  whom  I  recall.  Among  them  stand  out  especially  Uncle  Ferry,  who  had  been 
my  father’s  coachman  before  the  war,  and  Uncle  Sol,  who  had  been  one  of  my  mo¬ 
ther’s  slaves.  Uncle  Sol  was,  I  think,  the  finest  looking  negro  I  ever  saw.  He  had 
all  the  appearance  and  manner  of  an  African  prince.  He  rented  his  land  from  my 
father  and  lived  in  a  very  comfortable  cabin  on  the  edge  of  the  woods  towards  the 
Poquoson  end  of  the  plantation.  He  was  almost  as  much  his  own  master  as  if  he 
were  living  in  his  ancestral  forests. 

Perhaps  I  cannot  conclude  these  memories  of  the  Cool  Spring  negroes  better 
than  by  a  brief  account  of  one  of  the  leading  law  cases  in  North  Carolina  bearing 
upon  the  rights  of  the  slave  to  self-defense.  My  grandfather,  James  S.  Battle,  had 
recently  employed  a  new  overseer  who  lived  in  the  house  at  Old  Town  on  the  Cool 
Spring  plantation.  This  overseer  had  a  dispute  with  a  slave  by  the  name  of  Will. 
As  I  heard  the  story  in  my  boyhood,  Will  had  an  impediment  in  his  speech  which 
prevented  him  from  talking  when  he  was  excited.  For  this  reason  he  did  not  an¬ 
swer  the  overseer,  and  thus  produced  the  impression  of  sullenness  and  insubordina¬ 
tion.  The  overseer  went  to  his  house  and  returned  with  a  gun ;  whereupon  Will  ran 
off  to  the  woods,  and  the  overseer  shot  him  in  the  back  with  birdshot.  He  continued 
to  run.  The  overseer  pursued  him  and  a  scuffle  ensued.  Will  drew  his  knife  and 
inflicted  a  wound  upon  the  arm  of  the  overseer,  which  caused  his  death.  Will  then 
escaped  and  sought  the  protection  of  my  grandfather  wTho  was  at  the  time  staying 
at  another  one  of  his  plantations  about  twenty-five  miles  away.  Will  arrived  at 
about  daylight  the  next  morning.  My  grandfather  made  a  careful  examination  of 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  and  became  convinced  that  W  ill  had  not  committed 
murder.  He  employed  Mr.  Bartholomew  F.  Moore,  who  was  at  that  time  the  head 
of  the  North  Carolina  bar,  paying  him,  as  I  have  heard,  the  fee,  very  large  for  that 
time  and  place,  of  a  thousand  dollars.  He  also  employed  Mr.  Mordecai,  a  distin¬ 
guished  lawyer  of  that  great  legal  family,  to  represent  the  unfortunate  W  ill.  The

jury  found  a  special  verdict,  reciting  the  facts  in  the  case  and  praying  the  advice  of 
the  court.  The  judge  presiding  at  the  trial  was  the  well-known  jurist,  John  R. 
Donnell.  He  held  that  a  slave  was  not  entitled  to  kill  his  master  under  any  circum¬ 
stances  except  when  it  was  absolutely  necessary  for  him  to  do  so  in  order  to  save  his 
own  life;  that  the  case  of  the  slave  Will  did  not  come  within  that  rule  and  that  Will 
was  therefore  guilty  of  murder.  The  judge  then  pronounced  sentence  of  death 
upon  him.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state  and  is  reported 
in  18  North  Carolina  Reports  (Devereaux  &  Battle’s  Law  Reports,  Vol.  I),  pp.  121- 
172.  The  briefs  written  by  Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Mordecai  for  the  defendant  as  well 
as  that  by  the  then  Attorney  General,  the  Honorable  J.  R.  J.  Daniel,  are  all  of  them 
most  able  and  interesting.  The  institution  of  slavery  is  discussed  and  the  relative 
rights  of  the  slave  and  the  master.  The  brief  of  Mr.  Moore  in  particular  is  a  noble 
argument  for  the  rights  of  the  slave.  The  case  was  heard  before  a  bench  of  which 
Thomas  Ruffin  was  Chief  Justice,  and  Joseph  J.  Daniel  and  William  Gaston  were 
associate  justices.  Judge  Gaston  wrote  the  opinion  for  the  court.  It  is  closely  rea¬ 
soned  and  at  the  same  time  eloquent  and  moving.  He  concluded  that  the  jury  found 
no  express  malice;  and  that  under  the  circumstances  the  killing  was  not  done  of 
malice  aforethought  but  in  the  heat  of  passion  and  that  the  crime  was  not  therefore 
murder  but  only  manslaughter.  This  case  occurred  soon  after  the  Nat  Turner  insur¬ 
rection  in  Southampton  County,  Virginia,  in  which  a  number  of  white  persons  had 
been  killed  in  a  servile  uprising.  Naturally  there  was  much  uneasiness  among  the  slave 
owners  and  my  grandfather  was  severely  criticised  by  some  of  his  friends  and  neigh¬ 
bors  for  defending  a  slave  who  had  admittedly  killed  his  overseer.  My  grandfather 
was,  however,  a  man  of  very  high  principles  and  a  keen  sense  of  justice.  He  conceiv¬ 
ed  it  to  be  his  duty,  as  of  course  it  was,  to  protect  the  defenseless  negro  and  did  so  to 
the  extent  of  his  ability,  with  the  result  that  Will’s  life  was  saved.  I  may  say  that  the 
case  is  of  particular  interest  to  my  immediate  family.  Will  was  the  slave  of  my 
father’s  father.  The  case  was  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  at  a  time  when  my 
mother’s  father,  Judge  Joseph  J.  Daniel,  was  on  the  bench  of  that  court,  and  he 
concurred  in  the  decision  of  Judge  Gaston.  The  Attorney  General  at  the  time,  the 
Honorable  J.  R.  J.  Daniel,  was  a  first  cousin  of  my  maternal  grandfather  and  the 
husband  of  my  mother’s  aunt,  Frances  Washington  Stith,  whom  I  remember  with 
great  affection  as  “Aunt  Fanny.”  It  was  rather  strange  that  one  case  should  have 
so  many  points  of  contact  with  one  family.  There  is  a  curious  sequel  to  the  case. 
After  Will  was  released  my  grandfather  sent  him  down  to  Mississippi  to  work  upon 
a  cotton  plantation  which  he  owned  in  that  state.  Will  there  became  involved  in  an 
altercation  with  a  fellow  slave,  killed  him  and  was  tried  and  convicted  and  hanged. 
I  remember  hearing  old  Aunt  Rose  talk  about  the  case  in  my  boyhood,  saying:  “Will 
surely  had  hard  luck.  He  killed  a  white  man  in  North  Carolina  and  got  off;  and 
then  was  hung  for  killing  a  negro  in  Mississippi.” 

These  memories  of  those  remote  days  when  slavery  still  existed  seem  now  very 
faint  and  distant.  That  old  civilization  has  completely  passed — like  an  unsubstan¬ 
tial  pageant  faded.  Indeed,  the  civilization  which  I  recall  in  my  boyhood  on  the 
Cool  Spring  plantation  has  vanished  almost  as  completely.  We  all  now  recognize 
that  slavery  was  an  evil  and  rejoice  that  it  no  longer  exists  throughout  the  world  ex¬ 
cept  in  some  of  its  darkest  corners.  But  on  a  plantation  such  as  that  of  my  grand¬ 
father  undoubtedly  the  conditions  were  as  favorable  as  possible.  The  slaves  were 
well  and  humanely  treated.  They  lived  comfortably  and  were  by  universal  report 
happy  and  contented.  In  my  early  years  at  Cool  Spring  the  former  slaves  were 
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very  fond  of  talking  of  the  old  slavery  times  before  the  war  and  it  was  easy  to  tell 
from  the  substance  and  the  manner  of  their  recollections  that  they  led  for  the  most 
part  cheerful  and  happy  lives  under  a  humane  and  God-fearing  master  and  mistress. 
Both  the  old  and  the  new  house  at  Cool  Spring  were  destroyed  by  fire  many 
years  ago.  By  the  lapse  of  time  the  old  Cool  Spring  life  has  also  vanished  into  the 
smoke  of  the  past.  In  a  book  devoted  to  genealogy  with  its  roots  leading  far  back 
into  that  past  these  old  memories  of  the  by-gone  years  may,  I  hope,  prove  to  be  of 
some  interest. 


CHAPTER  IX 


SENLAC

Senlac,  the  Battle  home  at  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina,  is  so  dear  to  the  hearts 
of  so  many  Battles  and  has  played  so  large  a  part  in  their  lives  that  it  seems  to  merit 
a  chapter  all  to  itself.  Five  generations  have  foregathered  there  of  which  the  writer 
belongs  to  the  third.  Judge  William  Horn  Battle,  the  first  owner,  was  his  grand¬ 
father  and  President  Kemp  Plummer  Battle  was  his  father.  He  will  consistently 
refer  to  the  judge  and  his  lady  as  grandfather  and  grandmother,  and  ordinarily  and 
properly  he  will  speak  of  President  and  Mrs.  Battle  as  father  and  mother,  but  if 
from  association  with  the  fourth  and  fifth  generations  he  slip  into  calling  them 
Gramps  and  Granny,  it  will  not  be  surprising.  Probably  he  knew  Senlac  better 
than  anybody  except  the  owners  did.  He  was  not  indeed  born  there,  but  he  lived 
there  as  a  boy  for  thirteen  years,  and  for  twenty-nine  years  more  he  spent  a  large 
part  of  every  summer  there  except  three,  and  even  these  three  were  not  without  their 
visits.  No  wonder  he  loved  it. 

Senlac  was  so  called  by  my  father  because  he  liked  to  think  that  the  family  got 
its  name  originally  from  living  near  the  battlefield  of  Senlac  or  Hastings.  Its  his¬ 
tory  is  divided  sharply  by  the  Reconstruction  control  of  the  University  into  two 
periods — Judge  Battle’s  time,  1843-1868,  and  President  Battle’s  time,  1876-1919. 
The  first  was  that  of  the  old  University,  the  second  that  of  the  rebuilding  of  the 
University  by  the  new  South.  Nevertheless,  though  conditions  changed,  the  spirit 
of  Senlac  did  not.  Its  ways,  its  traditions,  its  standards  persisted  through  both 
periods. 

Senlac  was  bought  by  my  grandfather  in  1843  when  he  moved  to  Chapel  Hill. 
There  he  lived  till  the  Reconstruction  government  drove  him  to  Raleigh  in  1868. 
For  the  next  eight  years  the  place  was  rented  out  and  like  all  rented  places  deteri¬ 
orated  steadily.  Dreadful  tales  were  told  of  how  great  oaks  were  cut  down  by  the 
tenants  and  chickens  kept  in  the  former  dining-room.  When  my  father  became 
President  of  the  University  in  1876,  he  bought  the  place  from  my  grandfather  and 
lived  there  from  1877  till  his  death,  February  4,  1919.  The  household  was  not 
broken  up,  however,  till  the  following  fall  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Charles  Phillips, 
my  father’s  aunt  though  only  seven  years  his  junior,  who  had  for  some  years  made 
Senlac  her  home.  The  place  was  then  rented  out  again  but  happily  was  bought  in 
1922  by  Dr.  John  Manning  Booker,  Professor  of  English  in  the  University,  who 
had  married  Nell  Lewis  Battle,  President  Battle’s  granddaughter,  only  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Dr.  H.  B.  Battle,  the  father  of  the  Battle  Book.  It  still  therefore  remains  in 
the  family.  Of  course  much  has  now  been  changed.  Roads  have  been  cut,  lots  sold 
off,  and  the  house  improved  out  of  recognition,  but  the  lovely  prospect  to  the  front 
remains  nearly  as  of  yore. 

Up  to  the  time  of  Dr.  Booker’s  purchase  the  place  contained  six  acres  and  was 
virtually  in  the  country.  On  the  west  side  lay  the  front  yard.  On  the  south  was 
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the  flower  garden  with  a  corn  field  and  the  barn  beyond;  to  the  north  stretched  an 
orchard  and  a  hayfield;  to  the  east  was  the  backyard  with  cow-lot  and  chicken- 
yard,  smoke-house  and  pig-pern,  with  the  vegetable  garden  on  one  side  and  on  the 
other  a  second  orchard. 

The  nearest  neighbors  lived  to  the  north  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards 
away.  To  the  west  lay  the  Grove,  an  expanse  of  perhaps  fifteen  acres  of  great 
oaks  and  hickories  and  other  forest  trees,  their  branches  cut  high  enough  for  us  to 
see  from  the  Front  Porch  across  the  Campus  as  far  as  the  University  buildings  and 
to  the  right  the  little  Chapel  of  the  Cross  whose  lighted  Gothic  windows  at  night 
looked  like  Chinese  mandarins. 

To  the  south  and  east  of  Senlac  stretched  the  forest  now  called  Battle  Park 
and  still  beautiful  though  much  reduced  in  extent.  This  forest  had  been  partially 
cut  down  early  in  the  nineteenth  century  but  had  grown  up  again  in  a  dense  mass  of 
many  sorts  of  trees.  It  was  full  of  flowers  and  birds  and  rabbits  and  occasionally 
squirrels  and  possums  and  coons  were  found.  It  was  delightful  at  all  times  but 
especially  in  the  crisp  air  of  autumn  when  the  trees  were  splendid  with  glorious 
color.  Through  it  ran  a  little  branch  that  rose  in  the  Campus  and  flowing  through 
Senlac  grew  larger  from  one  spring  and  another.  What  a  delight  it  was  to  build 
dams  across  this  branch  and  sail  boats.  And  under  my  father’s  direction  to  try 
fortunes  with  floating  chips  whose  coming  together  meant  being  happy  ever  after. 
And  on  the  lower  reaches  to  try  for  an  unwary  fish !  What  matter  if  catching  one 
was  rather  like  putting  salt  on  a  bird’s  tail?  In  this  forest  lay  Piney  Prospect,  a 
famous  outlook  to  the  east  over  the  prehistoric  arm  of  the  sea  beloved  of  geologists. 
Here  too  is  supposed  to  have  occurred  the  duel  that  resulted  in  the  death  of  Drum- 
goole  (only  there  wasn’t  any  duel  and  Drumgoole  was  never  killed).  Here  my 
grandfather  towards  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  buried  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  gold 
and  later  dug  for  it  in  vain  till  my  uncle  William  reminded  him  that  he  had  put  it 
in  quite  another  place.  Here  my  father  loved  to  walk  and  with  his  hatchet  he  cut 
out  many  a  vista  and  path.  Here  in  the  days  before  movies  and  automobiles  stu¬ 
dents  used  to  seek  solitude  the  better  to  read  and  study  and  practice  speeches.  Here 
was  the  Trysting  Poplar  and  Lovers’  Seat  and  Fairy  Spring  and  many  another  spot 
alluring  in  name  and  attractive  in  fact.  I  wonder  if  anybody  ever  hears  of  them 
nowadays. 

Northeast  of  Senlac  House  at  the  foot  of  a  steep  hill  but  still  on  the  property 
rose  a  fine  spring  of  unusually  cold  water.  This  spring  was  long  the  only  source 
of  water  the  family  had.  Later  it  lost  this  high  estate  and  was  dammed  into  two 
ponds,  one  to  supply  a  rustic  bath-house,  the  other  to  make  a  home  for  water-lilies. 
Certain  neighbors  hinted  now  and  then  at  mosquitoes,  but  my  father  appealed  to  the 
fish  and  made  peace  offerings  of  lilies  and  the  ponds  were  saved. 

The  bath-house  was  a  contrivance  of  genius.  It  was  built  of  old  or  new  boards, 
whichever  came  handy,  and  had  two  tiny  rooms.  One  was  the  dressing  room;  into 
the  other  came  a  trough  through  the  roof  bringing  a  stream  (unless  the  trough 
leaked)  as  large  as  a  man’s  wrist  of  the  cold  water  of  the  spring  some  fifty  or  sixty 
yards  away.  We  were  always  suspicious  of  a  snake’s  putting  out  his  head  from 
the  trough  but  he  never  did.  One  came  in  by  the  door  one  day,  but  fled  worse  scared 
than  the  bather.  Snake  or  no  snake,  how  cold  the  water  was !  And  how  grand  and 
glorious  the  feeling  when  the  shock  was  once  over ! 

To  get  water  up  the  hill  from  the  spring  was  so  much  trouble  that  my  grand¬ 
father  determined  to  have  a  well.  Again  and  again  the  hole  he  dug  was  dry. 
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Finally  a  man  came  with  a  peach-switch  who  declared  that  he  could  certainly  find 
water  and  he  was  solemnly  engaged.  Sure  enough  he  did,  even  if  he  had  to  blast 
through  rock^  magnificent  wrater,  the  coldest  and  purest  in  all  the  village.,  never 
known  to  run  dry,  and  at  exactly  the  right  distance  from  the  house.  At  Senlac  ice 
wTas  never  wanted  for  wrater :  we  needed  onlv  to  draw  a  fresh  bucket  from  the  well. 
It  was  down  this  well  that  my  mother’s  silver  service  was  let,  being  sent  up  from 
Raleigh  when  the  Yankees  were  expected  there.  Horrors!  They  came  to  Chapel 
Hill  too,  and  used  that  very  well  for  two  weeks.  Happily  they  did  not  suspect  the 
silver  and  did  not  find  it.  It  was  taken  out  battered  and  black,  but  every  piece  was 
there  and  its  makers  in  New  York  presently  hammered  and  polished  it  into  its  pris¬ 
tine  beauty.  Alas,  that  so  noble  and  historic  a  well  should  now  be  closed !  Some 
sanitarian  a  year  or  two  ago  declared  it  no  longer  safe. 

The  first  Senlac  house  went  back  to  the  earliest  days  of  the  University.  It 
was  enlarged  by  Judge  Battle  by  the  addition  of  eight  rooms  in  front.  As  the  Judge’s 
family  grew  larger,  additional  room  was  supplied  by  twTo-roomed  cottages  called 
offices,  one  on  each  side  of  the  front  gate.  My  grandfather  had  his  study  in  one 
of  them  and  my  father  after  him.  The  boys  of  the  family  and  occasionally  their 
elders  lived  in  the  other.  In  one  my  brother  Dr.  H.  B.  Battle  was  born,  and  here 
my  grandfather  died.  My  father  moved  both  offices  to  the  south  side  of  the  gate 
on  the  edge  of  the  Grove  and  as  the  Upper  and  Lower  Offices  they  were  dear  not 
only  to  the  sons  of  the  house,  but,  when  they  had  grown  up  and  gone  away,  to  other 
occupants  as  well,  now  members  of  the  faculty,  now  students,  who  enjoyed  a  quiet 
spot  close  to  nature. 

When  my  father  bought  Senlac,  he  thoroughly  repaired  it  and  added  a  one- 
story  wing  on  each  side.  Besides  the  big  house  and  the  two  offices  there  were  also, 
in  accordance  with  the  traditions  of  Southern  life,  sundry  outbuildings — well-house, 
two  servants’  houses,  wood-house,  cow-house,  chicken-house,  smoke-house,  three  or 
four  privies,  bath-house,  barn — still  eleven  in  number  at  the  time  of  my  father’s 
death.  All  told  there  were  in  the  big  house  and  the  offices  twenty-four  rooms,  big 
and  little,  besides  a  cellar  and  one  closet  without  a  wrindow.  Wardrobes  were  used 
in  place  of  closets. 

There  was  not  a  water  pipe  in  the  house  till  some  time  in  the  nineties,  when 
the  slave-time  nursery  wTas  turned  into  a  bath-room.  All  the  water  used  was  brought 
in  from  the  well.  The  house  was  heated  by  wood  or  coal  burned  in  fire  places  ex¬ 
cept  in  two  rooms  which  had  stoves.  Wood  was  used  for  cooking,  though  latterly 
oilstoves  came  in  for  some  purposes. 

For  lighting  there  never  was  gas  and  no  electricity  till  about  1900.  When  my 
father  was  in  college,  he  studied  by  a  candle,  and  thought  himself  lucky  if  he  had 
two.  Presently  oil-lamps  superseded  candles.  Lamps  gave  good  light — indeed 
some  of  us  still  regret  the  yellow  light  of  our  German  students’  lamp — but  the  trou¬ 
ble  of  filling  and  cleaning  oil-lamps  wras  considerable.  Once  our  lamps  wTent  out 
one  after  the  other  most  mysteriously.  They  were  full  but  still  they  would  not  burn. 
After  a  while  it  occurred  to  somebody  to  take  off  a  burner  and  investigate.  The 
odor  at  once  revealed  the  truth.  They  had  been  filled  with  scuppernong  wine  that 
happened  to  be  stored  in  large  bottles  like  the  ones  that  held  the  oil. 

Naturally  housekeeping  in  such  a  place  was  hard  work.  My  mother’s  bedroom 
was  on  the  ground  floor  but  even  so  it  was  some  seventy  feet  from  the  dining-room. 
Several  servants  were  required,  although  the  family  lived  very  simply.  My  moth¬ 
er’s  health  was  such  as  to  make  a  housekeeper  necessary.  Besides  the  housekeeper. 
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there  were  a  cook,  a  housemaid,  and  a  yard-man.  Additional  help  was  often  needed 
in  the  garden  and  the  washing  was  sent  out.  When  there  were  small  children,  there 
had  to  be  a  nurse  as  well.  Fortunately  wages  were  low.  The  cook  was  paid  about 
six  dollars  a  month,  the  maid  four,  the  yard-man  twelve  and  a  half,  with  keep  and 
sometimes  with  a  room.  These  prices  gradually  rose.  Washing  for  men  was  a 
dollar  a  month  each.  The  village  prices  in  general  were  on  the  same  scale.  The 
best  table-board  was  thirteen  dollars  a  month  and  fair  board  could  be  had  for  eight. 
On  the  other  hand  salaries  were  correspondingly  low.  The  highest  professor’s  sal¬ 
ary  was  two  thousand  dollars,  the  President’s  twenty-five  hundred. 

Not  only  was  housekeeping  at  Senlac  hard  work  but  the  place  would  by  modern 
standards  be  judged  insufferably  uncomfortable.  Each  room  was  heated  separately 
and  the  halls  were  not  heated  at  all.  Neither  windows  nor  doors  fitted  tight  and 
the  wind  came  in  with  a  howl.  One  of  us  once  rigged  up  a  row  of  paper  windmills 
along  the  crack  of  a  door  leading  from  the  hall  into  a  bed-room  and  we  got  much 
amusement  out  of  their  merry  whirling  till  we  saw  that  it  hurt  our  mother’s  feel¬ 
ings.  In  winter  it  was  a  law  like  that  of  the  Medes  and  Persians  that  everybody 
on  going  to  bed  must  empty  his  water-pitcher  to  keep  the  water  from  freezing  and 
breaking  it.  In  summer  ice  was  as  scarce  as  it  was  abundant  in  winter.  Nobody 
in  the  village  had  an  ice-house  and  ice  had  to  be  brought  from  Durham  in  barrels. 
Of  course  it  was  expensive  and  ice-cream  in  consequence  a  luxury. 

Yet  for  all  the  discomforts  of  Senlac  its  people  did  not  know  that  they  were  un¬ 
comfortable.  In  fact  they  look  back  to  the  life  there  as  to  a  golden  age.  What  we 
do  not  know  we  do  not  miss  !  And  certainly  the  art  of  cooking  as  a  source  of  pleas¬ 
ure  has  not  advanced  beyond  that  of  forty  years  ago.  We  may  have  learned  about 
balanced  diets  and  vitamins  and  calories  and  what  not  else,  but  the  food  of  the  old 
southern  kitchen  beyond  any  shadow  of  doubt  had  a  flavor  that  the  food  of  today 
does  not. 

William  Florn  Battle,  the  first  master  of  Senlac  (though  it  was  not  called  Sen¬ 
lac  in  his  time),  was  a  lawyer  to  whom  business  at  first  came  so  slowly  that  without 
other  resources  he  would  surely  have  starved.  He  used  his  leisure  to  make  himself 
one  of  the  most  learned  of  the  state’s  lawyers  and  in  the  course  of  time  became  Re¬ 
porter  to  the  Supreme  Court,  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  Professor  of  Law  at  the 
University,  and  Supreme  Court  Justice.  In  his  personal  relations  he  was  thorough¬ 
ly  kind-hearted,  entertained  generously,  could  talk  well,  but  he  was  serious-minded 
and  did  not  readily  unbend.  Very  different  was  his  wife,  Lucy  Plummer.  She 
came  of  a  family  famous  for  its  jollity,  its  love  of  music  and  dancing.  In  later  life 
her  health  was  poor  and  her  spirits  never  recovered  from  the  loss  of  her  two  young¬ 
est  sons  who  were  killed  in  the  Confederate  Army  and  her  youngest  daughter  who 
died  during  the  Civil  War,  but  she  never  failed  to  make  a  home  that  was  as  dear  to 
her  children’s  children  as  it  had  been  to  her  own. 

After  the  Civil  War  began,  the  only  child  of  the  house  who  remained  at  home 
was  Susan  Catharine.  She  was  not  pretty  but  was  so  bright  and  interesting  and 
had  such  strength  of  character  and  such  an  understanding  heart  as  to  bring  a  long 
series  of  admirers  to  her  feet.  Owing  to  an  accident  her  health  gave  way  and  she 
died  in  her  thirties  unmarried. 

In  characteristics  the  second  master  and  mistress  of  Senlac,  Kemp  Plummer 
Battle  and  Martha  Ann  Battle,  were  just  the  reverse  of  the  first.  The  master  was 
jolly,  the  mistress  was  serious.  But  the  net  result  was  the  same.  Children  and 
grandchildren  alike  were  inspired  with  a  serious  purpose  in  life  and  yet  felt  such  a 
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love  for  parents  and  grandparents  and  for  Senlac  that  on  the  slightest  provocation 
they  came  trooping  back  for  visits  of  outrageous  length.  They  knew  that  there 
would  be  flowers  and  illuminations,  that  there  would  be  anxious  inquiries  as  to  the 
blowing  of  the  train  whistle  and  watching  for  the  carriage  to  come  down  through  the 
Grove,  that  the  dear  figures  were  sure  to  be  standing  at  the  gate. 

The  most  regular  and  welcome  visitors  to  Senlac  in  my  father’s  time  were  his 
daughter  Nellie,  Mrs.  It.  H.  Lewis,  and  her  family;  She  and  the  children  came  up 
from  Raleigh  usually  for  the  whole  summer,  Dr.  Lewis  for  Sunday — week  ends  had 
not  then  been  invented.  So  lovely  was  Mrs.  Lewis  alike  in  person  and  character 
that  her  death  in  1886  stands  out  in  the  history  of  Senlac  as  its  greatest  tragedy. 
“Such  characters,”  said  Mrs.  C.  P.  Spencer,  “form  the  ideal  women.  We  turn  to 
the  old  masters  of  English  poetry  and  song  to  find  them  there  embalmed.  The 
‘hidden  strength’  of  the  Lady  in  Comus  was  hers — the  charm  of  ‘heavenly  Una.’ 
Herrick,  Herbert,  Shakespeare,  must  have  been  inspired  by  such  women.  Words¬ 
worth  drew  her  likeness”.  Twenty  years  later,  alas,  came  another  tragedy,  hardly 
less  felt,  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lewis’s  daughter  Pattie,  Mrs.  Isaac  H.  Manning, 
whose  nature  appears  in  the  name  her  grandfather  gave  her,  Sunshine. 

One  fourth  of  August  it  occurred  to  somebody  to  mark  the  children’s  heights, 
weights,  and  ages  on  the  wall  of  the  North  Porch.  Next  year  the  same  thing  was 
done.  That  made  a  tradition  and  every  year  thereafter  as  August  came  round  the 
same  thing  was  done  till  the  children  were  grown.  Of  course  each  new  grandchild 
had  to  be  marked  too,  as  soon  as  he  could  stand  up,  and  towards  the  last  there  was 
hardly  any  room  left  for  more.  From  time  to  time  the  house  was  painted,  but  the 
place  of  the  children’s  marks  never.  It  was  sacred. 

After  the  Lewis  boys  entered  the  University,  they  roomed  at  college  but  took 
their  meals  at  Senlac  all  their  four  years.  It  is  not  surprising  that  it  became  to  them 
a  home  as  dear  as  their  own  in  Raleigh. 

At  one  time  and  another  others  than  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  Senlac 
dwelt  under  its  roof.  In  the  forties  after  leaving  school  Judge  Battle’s  youngest  sis¬ 
ter,  Laura  Caroline  Battle,  made  her  home  there.  At  Senlac  she  was  married  and 
there  she  came  again  and  again  to  visit  in  later  years.  There  too  she  spent  the  last 
years  of  her  life,  accompanied  by  her  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  S.  Verner,  of  Columbia, 
South  Carolina,  and  there  she  died,  lacking  but  a  few  days  of  being  ninety-five  years 
old,  a  blessing  and  an  inspiration  her  whole  long  life. 

To  Senlac  came  in  the  late  sixties  little  Mary  Battle  Van  Wyck  from  New  York 
after  the  death  of  her  mother  to  live  with  her  grandparents.  Twenty  odd  years 
after  that  another  motherless  child,  my  brother  Tom’s  son,  Kemp  Davis  Battle, 
came  to  enjoy  another  grandmother’s  tender  care. 

But  the  welcome  of  Senlac  was  not  confined  to  children  and  grandchildren. 
At  the  Senlac  table  were  not  only  the  sons  and  grandsons  who  were  in  college  but 
a  succession  of  nephews  as  well.  My  uncle  William  S.’s  sons  Octave  and  Duke, 
Uncle  Turner’s  sons  Turner,  Gordon,  and  Gaston,  Aunt  Eliza’s  son  Frank  Dancy, 
Aunt  Neppy’s  son  Pierre  Cox,  Uncle  Dick’s  son  Lewis,  and  divers  others. 

In  the  time  of  grief  that  followed  my  sister’s  death  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Lee 
Love  for  some  time  added  strength  to  the  household,  living  in  the  North  Room,  for¬ 
merly  the  Parlor,  now  transformed  for  their  benefit.  Mr.  Love  was  an  able  young 
2>rofessor  of  Mathematics ;  Mrs.  Love,  whom  everybody  called  Miss  June  long  after 
her  marriage,  was  the  charming  daughter  of  Mrs.  C.  P.  Spencer.  Later  Collier 
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Cobb,  Professor  of  Geology,  and  his  wife,  formerly  Mary  Lindsey  Battle,  true 
friends  if  ever  friends  were  true,  lived  for  some  time  in  the  same  room. 

Of  course  there  were  many  others  besides.  The  clergy  seemed  to  come  to  Sen- 
lac  by  instinct.  And  at  Commencement  house  and  table  overflowed.  Once  the 
small  fry  had  to  wait  for  the  third  table  at  dinner.  Oh,  how  hungry  we  got !  Lucky 
that  there  were  three  huge  cherry  trees  at  that  moment  in  full  fruit. 

I  have  said  that  my  mother’s  health  made  a  housekeeper  necessary.  But  the 
term  housekeeper  is  misleading.  At  Senlac  the  housekeepr  was  rather  another 
member  of  the  family,  entering  into  every  privilege,  every  joy,  every  sorrow.  Nat¬ 
urally  she  too  caught  the  spirit  of  the  house.  To  mention  three,  Miss  Maggie  Webb, 
of  Hillsboro,  later  Mrs.  Dee  Mickle  of  Winston,  Miss  Susan  G.  Thompson  of 
Chapel  Hill,  now  of  Haw  River,  Miss  Myra  Tillinghast  of  Fayetteville,  now  gone 
to  her  rest,  are  counted  in  a  very  real  sense  as  daughters  of  Senlac  and  remem¬ 
bered  for  many  a  noble  quality. 

It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  long  succession  of  our  colored  retainers: 
of  faithful  Aunt  Jinney,  who  belonged  to  my  grandfather  and  lived  to  an  incredible 
age;  of  Abe  Bynum,  the  yard  man  who  split  his  big  toe  with  an  axe,  and  his  son 
John  who  was  member  of  a  band  that  we  bribed  to  practice  at  the  other  end  of  town; 
of  John  Evans  who  had  no  equal  as  a  gardener  if  you  let  him  work  in  his  own  way; 
of  Henderson  Oldham  and  his  wife  Cornelia,  as  upright  and  trustworthy  as  any 
white  people;  of  Junius,  who  stopped  to  draw  water  from  the  well  to  put  out  a  fire 
that  was  burning  a  fence  close  to  the  lily-pond;  and  sundry  others.  But  space  for¬ 
bids.  Of  Easter  Snipes  alone  must  a  special  word  be  said.  As  her  likeness  shows, 
she  presented  a  picturesque  figure.  Deep  chocolate  of  hue,  vast  of  bulk,  with  a  grin 
like  a  Cheshire  cat’s,  one  could  never  forget  her.  She  was  not  clever,  she  could  not 
even  read,  yet  somehow  she  could  cook.  She  grew  stiff  with  rheumatism  and  feeble 
with  old  age,  she  was  overwhelmed  with  troubles  in  her  family,  but  in  all  her  nearly 
thirty  years  of  service  at  Senlac,  no  matter  what  the  weather,  she  could  be  counted 
on  to  come  on  time  from  her  home  a  long  mile  away  to  do  her  allotted  work. 

In  keeping  with  the  simple  tastes  and  means  of  the  owners  of  Senlac  the  furni¬ 
ture  was  unpretentious.  The  best  was  a  parlor  set  of  carved  rosewood,  upholstered 
in  red  plush,  reserved  like  the  parlor  itself  for  state  occasions  and  held  in  great  awe 
by  the  children.  Later  it  came  into  daily  use  and  soon  showed  signs  of  wear.  By 
general  consent  the  rocking-chair  of  this  set  was  the  most  comfortable  chair  ever 
constructed  and  there  was  great  rivalry  as  to  who  should  sit  in  it.  One  re-uphols¬ 
tering  it  bore  with  equanimity  but  it  absolutely  refused  to  adapt  itself  to  the  new 
springs  that  Dick  Lewis  III  put  in  it.  It  looks  now  as  inviting  as  ever  but  nobody 
sits  in  it  long.  The  dining-table  had  belonged  to  my  grandfather  at  Cool  Spring 
and  we  prized  it  highly.  The  best  loved  piece  in  the  house  was  the  old  hall-clock 
that  had  come  from  my  great-grandfather,  Kemp  Plummer  of  Warrenton.  The 
original  works  had  been  burned  in  a  great  fire  at  Raleigh  when  they  had  been  sent 
to  the  jeweler  for  repairs,  but  my  father  had  found  another  very  similar  clock  and 
transferring  the  works  from  that  to  the  Kemp  Plummer  clock  had  forgotten  what 
the  differences  were.  The  clock  was  given  to  Kemp  P.  Battle  II  and  by  him  willed 
to  Kemp  Davis  Battle.  Curiously  enough  the  works  were  again  spoilt  and  new  ones 
again  required.  Qtiery:  Has  K.  D.  B.  the  Kemp  Plummer  clock? 

As  in  most  old  southern  houses  there  were  a  number  of  large  oil  portraits,  most 
of  them  painted  by  William  Garl  Brown,  an  Englishman  who  for  many  years  was 
active  in  the  South.  One  of  my  sister  Nellie  when  a  little  girl  was  really  charming. 
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The  notable  thing  about  the  house  was  the  books.  My  father  and  mother  were 
both  fond  of  books  and  incessant  readers.  We  had  no  room  that  we  called  the  libra¬ 
ry  but  the  wTalls  of  my  father’s  two  studies  were  almost  wholly  lined  with  books, 
two  great  cases  stood  in  the  sitting-room,  and  there  were  others  elsewhere.  After 
my  father’s  professional  law  library  went  to  my  brother  Tom — he  had  to  pay  for 
it — the  collection  was  strongest  in  North  Caroliniana  and  Americana.  At  the  break¬ 
up  of  the  house  the  disposal  of  the  books  presented  a  great  problem.  We  gave  the 
University  all  the  North  Carolina  books  it  wanted;  many  relating  to  Southern  his¬ 
tory  were  sold  to  the  Littlefield  Collection  at  the  University  of  Texas;  the  heirs  took 
what  they  liked ;  still  there  were  a  great  many  left  that  nobody  would  have.  We 
tried  burning  them  but  that  proved  tedious.  In  the  end,  as  a  mark  of  appreciation 
of  the  books  we  had  given,  the  University  librarian  undertook  to  get  rid  of  the  resi¬ 
due.  I  suppose  he  did,  but  how  he  did  I  have  never  dared  to  ask. 

We  had  even  more  trouble  with  the  old  letters  and  documents.  All  told  some 
thirty  large  boxes  were  found  filled  full  without  any  attempt  at  order.  At  first  we 
tried  reading  all  of  everything  but  soon  gave  that  up.  Finally  we  threw  away 
the  obviously  useless  papers  and  put  the  rest  aside  for  a  more  convenient  season. 
That  was  eleven  years  ago  but  the  more  convenient  season  has  never  come. 

It  would  be  hard  to  decide  which  was  the  more  fascinating,  the  plant  or  the 
animal  life  of  Senlac.  Let  us  consider  the  plant  life  first. 

Of  the  trees  of  the  virgin  forest  scarcely  one  remained  on  the  place  in  Gramps’s 
time,  but  others  had  been  planted  and  carefully  tended.  Two  great  walnut  trees 
covered  with  ivy  stand  out  in  memory  alike  for  beauty  and  for  most  excellent  nuts 
that  used  to  fall  with  terrifying  thud  on  the  tin  roof  of  the  wings  and  the  Front 
Porch.  Remembered  too  are  the  magnolias  and  the  mimosa,  and  the  lucky  tree. 
This  lucky  tree  was  a  preternaturally  tall  coffee  tree  on  which  my  father  used  to 
hang  horseshoes  that  he  found  on  the  road.  And  there  was  the  holly  tree  that  never 
grew  up.  Some  bug  would  attack  it,  or  unseasonable  cold  blight  it,  or  something 
break  it  down,  till  it  became  a  joke. 

In  the  hayfield  was  a  fine  weeping  willow  said  to  have  come  originally  from 
Napoleon’s  tomb  in  St.  Helena.  Near  the  well  was  a  paulownia  that  bore  beautiful 
flowers  but  attracted  enormous  green  worms.  In  the  back-yard  were  a  beech  and 
an  ash  and  a  sweet-gum  of  great  beauty.  And  the  place  was  full  of  fruit  trees,  es¬ 
pecially  pears,  cherries,  plums,  damsons,  and  apples.  One  apple-tree  in  particular 
was  a  never  ending  source  of  wonder.  It  had  been  grafted  and  even  in  extreme  old 
age  bore  two  utterly  different  kinds  of  apples,  both  good. 

Better  than  fruit  trees  was  the  scuppernong  grape  vine  that  grew  right  in  the 
middle  of  the  garden  where  it  had  been  set  temporarily  and  forgotten.  Its  doom 
was  decreed  but  as  the  vines  that  had  been  put  in  the  right  places  had  all  died,  there 
was  such  a  loud  outcry  that  it  was  spared  and  grew  to  cover  a  vast  area  and  yield 
grapes  enough  for  all  the  neighborhood  and — shall  I  say  it? — for  home-made  wine 
as  well.  Of  course  we  had  strawberries  and  raspberries  too,  but  for  blackberries 
we  depended  on  supplies  brought  in  by  country  people. 

Speaking  of  blackberries,  I  shall  be  conferring  a  blessing  on  posterity  by  set¬ 
ting  forth  one  use  that  we  made  of  them,  the  construction  of  a  certain  dessert  that 
we  called  Blackberry  Fool.  “Cut  slices  of  light-bread  a  day  or  two  old — toast 
them  if  preferred — and  butter  each  slice.  Stew  blackberries  in  enough  water  to 
cover  well  and  sugar  to  taste.  Alternate  the  slices  of  buttered  bread  and  the  stewed 
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berries  while  still  hot  and  set  aside  to  cool.  Serve  cold  with  cream,  plain  or 
whipped.” 

In  the  East  Lawn  Bulletin  (See  Chapter  XII),  Vol.  17,  No.  6,  Feb.  24,  1929, 
Mrs.  Smithers  gives  a  method  of  serving  this  delectable  dish  even  in  winter:  “Take 
a  can  of  blackberries  (loganberries  will  do),  add  half  a  cup  of  sugar,  and  stew  over 
the  fire  a  little.  Cut  bread  half  an  inch  thick,  butter.  Dip  a  slice  in  the  juice  in 
the  saucepan,  then  spoon  up  some  berries  and  spread  them  on  the  bread.  Repeat 
till  the  berries  and  juice  give  out.  Serve  with  cream.  The  delectable  structure  of 
the  Fool  is  built  up  story  by  story.  Two  story  Fool  is  easier  to  handle  than  the  sky¬ 
scraper  variety.” 

While  on  culinary  matters  it  seems  opportune  to  give  another  classic  Senlac  re¬ 
cipe  published  in  the  East  Lawn  Bulletin,  Vol.  16,  No.  11,  Dec.  9,  1928,  as  adapted 
from  detailed  directions  submitted  by  Dr.  H.  B.  Battle,  who  had  them  ages 
ago  from  Lucy  Plummer  Battle. 

Chewy  Chocolate  Candy 

“Reagents:  Three  pounds  sho’  nuff  brown  sugar,  the  browner  the  bet¬ 
ter.  Almost  all  of  a  half-pound  cake  of  Baker’s  chocolate  [not  sweeten¬ 
ed],  either  grated  through  a  colander  or  shaved  with  a  knife  (the  latter 
method  is  the  classical  one — ed.).  Two  cups  milk,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of 
butter,  one  tablespoonful  extract  vanilla. 

“Process:  Mix  chocolate,  milk,  butter,  sugar,  stir  thoroughly  over  slow 
fire,  increasing  heat  until  butter  is  melted  and  active  boiling  begins. 
Never  stop  stirring,  stir  and  stir  and  don’t  stop  stirring  as  long  as 
mixture  is  on  stove.  Keep  boiling  without  intermission  for  about  fifteen 
minutes  and  until  candy  is  done.  The  best  plan  is  to  have  a  trusty  assist' 
ant  who  will  keep  stirring  all  the  time.  To  tell  when  candy  is  done,  dip 
in  a  straw  and  transfer  quickly  to  a  tumbler  of  cold  water.  Pull  candy 
off  straw  and  roll  it  between  finger  and  thumb.  If  done,  it  will  feel  firm 
and  hard,  and  no  discoloration  will  appear  in  the  test  water.  If  it  feels 
soft  on  the  fingers  (keep  stirring),  boil  some  more,  testing  frequently. 
When  done,  add  vanilla  and  stir  briskly  while  still  on  the  fire  for  a  second 
or  two.  Now  pour  quickly  into  shallow  buttered  dishes,  removing  spoon 
and  NOT  STIRRING  A  PARTICLE  AFTER  REMOVING  FROM  FIRE.  Do  not  SCrape 

the  last  of  the  candy  from  the  boiler;  leave  it  to  be  scraped  by  the  trusty 
assistant  and  the  smaller  fry  among  the  onlookers.  If  any  is  scraped  into 
the  dishes,  it  will  all  turn  into  sugar.  Put  the  dishes  in  the  cold,  then  cut 
into  squares,  making  lengthwise  cuts  first.” 

As  long  as  efficient  labor  could  be  had  a  large  vegetable  garden  was  grown. 
Potatoes  of  both  kinds,  tomatoes  (pronounced  to-mah-toes),  carrots,  parsnips,  beets, 
radishes,  lettuce,  cabbage,  okra,  squash,  cucumbers,  peas,  beans,  salsify,  egg-plant, 
cantaloupes,  water-melons — all  these  flourished,  but  asparagus  simply  would  not  re¬ 
pay  the  trouble  we  took. 

The  flower  garden  was  even  more  successful  than  the  vegetable.  The  season 
began  with  winterblooming  jessamine,  sometimes  aflower  before  the  snow  was  gone. 
Then  came  the  crocuses  and  hyacinths,  single  and  double,  the  tulips  and  bleeding- 
heart  and  snowdrops  and  lilies  of  the  valley.  The  memory  of  them  brings  a  thrill 
to  this  day.  And  the  bushes — lilac,  snow-ball,  spirea,  bridal-wreath,  syringa,  for- 
sythia,  deutzia,  crepe-myrtle,  hibiscus.  And  the  vines — the  akebia  that  grew  all 
over  the  end  of  the  Upper  Office,  the  two  yellow  jessamines  which  birds  seemed  to 
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love  to  make  their  nests  in,  the  lovely  white  jessamine  that  hid  the  smoke-house,  the 
woodbine  that  grew  on  Granny’s  porch,  the  clematis  that  hung  over  the  Front  Porch, 
the  ampelopsis  that  spread  itself  about  the  bay  windows.  Of  all  the  vines  the  most 
luxuriant  was  the  honeysuckle.  Without  the  least  encouragement  it  grew  anywhere 
and  in  fact  once  started  it  was  hard  to  get  rid  of.  Between  Gramps  and  Granny 
it  was  a  constant  bone  of  contention.  Granny  declared  it  was  untidy  and  harbored 
snakes ;  Gramps  urged  that  it  did  noble  service  in  hiding  ugly  spots. 

But  the  pride  of  the  place  was  the  roses.  These  were  Granny’s  delight  and 
constant  care.  It  often  happened  that  we  grumbled  when  called  on  to  water  or  cap 
them  but  we  were  proud  of  them  nevertheless.  By  the  way,  all  the  water,  till  a  late 
period  came  from  the  well  by  bucket  or  wheelbarrow  and  barrel,  and  was  distributed 
in  watering  pots.  Of  greenhouse  flowers  there  were  not  many  for  we  had  only  a 
pit,  but  the  house  was  full  of  ferns,  lovely  ones  in  great  variety.  There  were  palms 
too  and  sometimes  cacti  with  magnificent  red  blossoms  and  smilax  and  wax  plants 
that  we  never  see  any  more  and  orange  and  lemon  trees  that  grew  so  big  that  they 
had  to  be  given  away. 

Could  the  animal  life  of  Senlac  vie  with  such  loveliness?  Attend  and  see. 

In  my  father’s  time  the  family  kept  only  one  horse.  He  was  named  Rip  Van 
Winkle  because  he  was  so  slow,  but  this  being  abbreviated  to  Rip  gave  an  erroneous 
impression  of  his  character.  There  was  a  cow  too  in  those  days,  a  wonderful  cow 
named  Cherry.  When  the  need  for  economy  came  both  were  given  up.  From  time 
to  time  we  had  pigs.  Of  course  there  were  dogs — a  noble  Newfoundland  named 
Romeo  that  lived  to  be  seventeen  years  old,  a  fine  setter  called  Duke  that  was  never 
cured  of  sucking  eggs,  and  Rex  the  collie  that  nabbed  a  poor  boy  in  the  calf  one 
day  when  he  was  innocently  trying  to  sell  fish.  There  were  cats  too  that  were  ban¬ 
ished  in  favor  of  birds,  and  white  rabbits  that  increased  so  fast  we  had  to  eat  them 
in  self-defense,  and  canaries  and  love-birds  and  a  famous  parrot  from  the  Congo. 
Of  course  so  large  a  place  had  to  have  fowls — chickens,  ducks,  turkeys,  guineas,  but 
not  geese  nor  pigeons. 

But  the  tame  beasties  and  birdies  yielded  in  charm  to  the  wild.  It  was  a  never 
failing  source  of  delight  to  feed  corn  to  the  chipmunks  that  had  a  hole  around  the 
corner  of  the  house.  They  would  fill  their  pouches  full,  carry  them  home,  and  come 
back  for  more.  One  actually  carried  twenty-one  grains  on  one  trip,  his  greedy  eyes 
and  dependent  chin  reminding  us  of  Ben  Butler.  At  night  the  flying  squirrels  were 
active,  jumping  from  tree  to  tree,  but  they  never  became  friendly  like  the  chip¬ 
munks.  Rabbits  often  came  on  a  visit,  and  occasionally  minks  and  possums  left  a 
trail  of  blood  in  the  chicken  yard. 

In  summer  at  night  the  air  vibrated  with  the  noise  of  katydids  and  July-flies 
and  tree-frogs  close  by  and  bullfrogs  off*  in  the  distance.  It  was  a  firm  belief  among 
the  children  that  if  they  went  out  and  touched  the  tree  in  which  a  July-fly  was  sing¬ 
ing  (as  they  called  it),  he  would  stop.  They  often  tried  it  and  the  things  certainly 
did  stop — sometimes,  but  whether  it  was  a  case  of  post  hoc  or  propter  hoc  was  never 
finally  settled. 

Another  delightful  occupation  was  to  find  doodlebug  holes  and  lure  the  doodle¬ 
bugs  up  by  promise  of  food:  “Doodlebug,  doodlebug,  come  up  and  get  a  grain  of 
corn”.  Whether  the  plan  was  successful  or  not,  enough  doodlebugs  were  captured 
to  have  doodlebug  towns  in  boxes  in  the  North  Porch. 

Snakes  were  rare  but  it  was  told  under  the  breath  that  once  a  black-snake  was 
found  in  the  house.  And  there  was  no  denying  that  a  copperhead  right  in  the  front 
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yard  bit  Kemp  Davis.  This  was  a  terrifying  experience.  The  leg  swelled  up  and 
got  black  and  for  a  while  there  was  genuine  alarm.  The  killing  of  kingsnakes  was 
strictly  forbidden  but  all  others  were  lawful  prey,  and  were  apt  to  be  hung  up  to 
bring  rain.  Gramps,  an  inveterate  rationalist  as  to  proverbs  and  signs,  declared 
that  the  injunctions  of  folklore  were  usually  soundly  based  even  if  people  had  ab¬ 
surd  ideas  about  them.  Of  course  hanging  up  a  snake  did  not  bring  rain,  but  it  was 
usually  followed  by  rain  because  snakes  were  sure  to  go  abroad  in  dry  weather  look¬ 
ing  for  water;  if  found  they  were  killed  and  hung  up  as  a  sign  of  prowess;  then 
rain  coming  on  as  usual  after  dry  weather  was  associated  with  the  suspension  of  the 
snake. 

Toads,  we  called  them  frogs,  were  plentiful,  and  to  this  day  the  present  scribe 
recalls  with  horror  the  feel  of  a  fat  toad  crushed  accidentally  under  his  bare  foot. 

Speaking  of  bare  feet,  most  children  in  Chapel  Hill  went  barefooted  in  summer, 
as  the  famous  hammock  picture  testifies.  It  was  a  trial  to  have  to  wash  one’s  feet 
before  going  to  bed,  but  at  Senlac  the  authorities  did  not  require  shoes  on  Sundays. 
We  stumped  our  toes  constantly  and  got  stone  bruises  galore,  and  once  there  was  a 
famous  encounter  with  yellow-jackets  in  the  grass,  but  we  persisted  in  the  practice 
from  May  to  September  till  we  were  big  boys  and  girls. 

It  was  the  birds  that  of  all  nature  gave  the  greatest  pleasure  at  Senlac.  Under 
no  circumstances  could  any  bird  except  English  sparrows  be  killed  there.  Against 
these  there  was  constant  warfare.  Gramps  kept  a  loaded  shot-gun  behind  the  door 
of  his  house-study  ready  for  instant  use  against  the  foe.  At  any  moment,  on  sight 
of  even  a  single  English  sparrow  in  the  yard,  he  would  slip  into  the  house,  creep 
out,  and  fire  away,  usually  with  good  effect,  but  sometimes  to  the  alarm  of  unsus¬ 
pecting  visitors.  Once  he  accidentally  discharged  the  gun  in  the  hall  and  the  ceil¬ 
ing  for  years  bore  the  marks  of  the  shot.  Luckily  he  hit  neither  himself  nor  any¬ 
body  else.  Somehow  word  got  abroad  among  the  birds  of  what  was  likely  to  hap¬ 
pen  and  the  sparrows  ordinarily  stayed  away.  Other  birds  did  not  seem  to  mind 
the  gun  at  all.  They  flew  away  when  it  was  fired  but  came  right  back  again. 

Well  might  birds  other  than  English  sparrows  love  Senlac.  Nest-boxes  were 
provided  in  abundance,  after  nearly  every  meal  crumbs  were  thrown  out,  a  great 
piece  of  fat  usually  hung  in  a  tree  for  them  to  peck  at,  and  there  was  always  a  stone 
basin  of  fresh  water  ready  for  drinking  or  bathing.  They  came  in  great  numbers ; 
one  day  thirty-five  kinds  were  counted.  Our  greatest  favorite  was  the  wood-thrush, 
loved  alike  for  his  beauty  and  his  song.  Surely  no  note  of  nightingale  or  lark  can 
compare  with  his  pure  and  liquid  tones.  The  blue-bird  was  almost  a  rival,  a  glint 
of  comfort  and  hope,  once  plentiful  but  nearly  exterminated  the  spring  of  1888  by 
a  fearful  blizzard.  Another  cheerful  and  most  amusing  bird  was  the  blue-jay,  hated 
for  his  overbearing  ways  but  admired  for  his  beauty.  For  most  people  he  uttered 
no  sound  except  to  quarrel,  but  when  his  soul  was  at  peace  with  the  world  and  he 
thought  of  his  lady-love  he  had  notes  of  great  beauty  that  Granny  declared  showed 
he  was  Highland  Scotch — Lochiel,  Lochiel,  uttered  with  a  rising  inflection.  Some 
asserted  that  he  was  destructive  of  other  birds’  eggs  and  young  and  should  share  the 
fate  of  the  English  sparrows,  but  his  beauty  and  his  Scotch  ancestry  saved  him. 
Another  interesting  bird  was  the  red-headed  woodpecker.  He  was  so  conspicuous 
in  his  red,  white,  and  black,  so  industrious  with  his  pecking!  For  some  unknown 
reason  he  was  dubbed  Jethro.  For  a  long  time  he  was  by  no  means  common  and 
when  Mills  Eure  one  day  shot  one  directly  in  front  of  the  gate,  Gramps  hastened 
out  to  reproach  the  culprit  and  confiscate  the  bird.  We  had  him  stuffed  and  he 
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abode  with  the  last  of  our  love-birds  each  under  his  glass  dome  on  the  sitting-room 
mantelpiece  till  the  break-up  came.  Perhaps  the  daintiest  of  our  bird  friends  were 
the  nut-hatches  and  house-wrens.  How  tame  the  nut-hatches  wrere  and  what  won¬ 
derful  heads  they  had  to  be  able  to  come  down  the  trunk  of  the  elm-tree  by  the  front 
door  head  foremost  just  as  comfortably  as  they  went  up!  One  summer  a  pair  of 
wrens  built  a  nest  in  a  vase  on  the  mantelpiece  in  the  Upper  Office  and  raised  their 
brood  on  thoroughly  friendly  terms  with  the  human  occupants. 

One  of  the  charms  of  Senlac  was  the  simplicity  and  regularity  of  its  life.  In 
a  college  town  this  seemed  natural,  indeed  inevitable,  then,  but  people  do  not  live 
that  way  in  college  towns  now.  When  I  wTas  in  college,  breakfast  was  at  half-past 
seven  because  students  had  to  attend  prayers  in  the  Chapel  every  week-day  at  ten 
minutes  to  eight  and  the  President  went  as  regularly  as  any  student.  In  vacation 
time  the  breakfast  hour  was  changed  to  eight  and  college  prayers  replaced  by  family 
prayers,  said  by  the  head  of  the  house  in  the  dining-room  after  breakfast.  Every¬ 
body  was  expected  to  be  there  and  everybody  wTas  there  as  a  matter  of  course  except 
for  good  cause. 

To  tell  the  truth  the  breakfast  w7as  worth  coming  for.  It  was  none  of  your 
modern  scientifico-dietetic  affairs.  It  varied  somewhat  with  the  time  of  the  year  but 
in  general  there  were  fruit  and  oatmeal;  meat  or  eggs  or  roe  herring  (a  favorite 
dish)  ;  two  kinds  of  bread — biscuits  (beaten  or  veast-powder)  and  batter-bread  or 
corn  meal  muffins  or  flour  muffins ;  frequently  fried  apples  or  fried  potatoes ;  nearly 
always  some  sort  of  griddle-cakes  with  syrup — buckwheat  cakes,  flannel-cakes,  corn- 
meal  batter-cakes,  or  waffles — and  milk  or  coffee  or  both  if  you  wanted  them.  Often 
too  there  was  clabber,  a  most  soothing  food.  Such  a  meal  sounds  impossible  now 
but  in  those  davs  it  was  the  traditional  southern  breakfast. 

After  breakfast  we  scattered  to  our  various  occupations,  to  gather  again  a  little 
before  dinner-time  to  get  the  mail  and  then  have  dinner,  always  a  plenteous  repast, 
at  half-past  one.  In  summer,  it  being  vacation  time,  pretty  much  everybody  took 
a  nap  after  dinner.  Gramps  had  a  post-prandial  nap  all  the  year  round,  seldom 
over  half  an  hour  long,  but  a  great  comfort  and  refreshment,  probably  a  main  cause 
of  his  excellent  health  for  over  eighty-seven  years.  Later  in  the  afternoon  came 
tennis,  or  a  long  walk,  or  some  other  form  of  exercise,  and  then  supper  about  half¬ 
past  six,  a  fairly  substantial  meal,  hot  in  winter  cold  in  summer.  Supper  over,  came 
more  work  or  a  family  gathering  with  games  or  reading,  held  in  the  sitting-room  in 
the  winter,  on  the  Front  Porch  in  the  summer. 

What  an  institution  that  Front  Porch  was!  It  wTas  wTide  and  went  all  across 
the  house  between  the  two  wings.  The  floor  wras  of  heart-pine  and  though  never 
painted  needed  no  replacement  in  the  forty-two  years  that  I  knew  it.  Of  course  it 
was  kept  clean  by  scouring.  The  Porch  was  delightful  all  day  except  in  the  early 
afternoon.  Protected  on  three  sides  by  the  house  it  wras  comfortable  even  in  winter 
much  of  the  time.  The  prospect  was  lovely,  lovely  at  all  times  of  the  day  but  love¬ 
liest  in  the  late  afternoon  when  the  sinking  sun  cast  wonderful  golden  light  and  the 
trees  made  long  shadows  over  the  endless  expanse  of  grass.  And  so  far  off  was  the 
life  of  the  University  and  the  village  that  there  wTas  nearly  always  an  air  of  infinite 
peace,  seldom  broken  except  by  the  deep  tones  of  the  college  bell.  We  all  loved  this 
porch,  my  mother  especially.  She  spent  her  time  there  rather  than  anywhere  else. 
There  in  good  weather  she  did  her  reading  and  sewing,  there  she  received  her  guests, 
thence  she  directed  the  operations  of  the  household,  there  in  bad  weather  she  would 
promenade  back  and  forth  for  her  needed  exercise. 
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As  I  look  back  on  it  now,  it  is  clear  to  me  that  the  determining  element  in  the 
atmosphere  of  Senlac  was  religion.  It  was  not  much  talked  about — rather  was  it 
taken  for  granted  as  the  underlying  fact  of  life.  Judge  Battle’s  people  were  Bap¬ 
tists  but  he  became  an  Episcopalian  under  the  influence  of  his  wife,  a  member  of  an 
old  Anglican  family  in  Virginia.  All  their  lives  they  were  both  earnest  church 
people  and  brought  up  their  children  to  love  the  ordered  ways  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  as  much  as  they  did.  They  were  enthusiastic  supporters  of  the  Rev.  W.  M. 
Green,  later  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  in  building  the  little  Chapel  of  the  Cross  in  the 
forties.  Judge  Battle  was  prominent  too  in  the  concerns  of  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina  and  went  as  its  deputy  to  session  after  session  of  the  General  Convention 
and  to  the  one  General  Council  of  the  Church  in  the  Confederacy.  He  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Battle  were  among  the  few  Southern  members  of  the  General  Convention  in 
Philadelphia  in  1865. 

My  father  and  mother  were  as  devout  members  of  the  church  and  as  prominent 
in  its  activities  as  my  grandparents.  This  time  it  was  the  wife  who  was  reared  a 
Baptist,  but  she  came  into  the  Episcopal  Church  through  school  influences  before 
she  was  married.  Her  father,  James  S.  Battle,  was  a  convinced  Primitive  Baptist. 
At  first  he  was  much  opposed  to  his  daughter’s  proposal  to  join  the  Episcopal  Church 
but  yielded  when  he  saw  how  much  in  earnest  she  was.  Curiously  enough  six  of  his 
children  became  Episcopalians  through  the  influence  of  wife  or  school,  and  their 
descendants  have  followed  them  with  few  exceptions. 

On  Sundays  at  Senlac  it  was  a  matter  of  course  for  everybody  unless  ill  to  go 
to  church,  children  went  as  well  as  grown-ups,  and  the  family  sat  together.  How¬ 
ever,  my  father  had  such  vivid  recollections  of  painfully  long  sermons  when  he  was 
a  boy  that  he  always  allowed  the  Senlac  children  of  his  day  to  go  out  before  the  ser¬ 
mon  until  they  were  old  enough  to  understand  it.  One  Sunday  the  whole  Com¬ 
munion  rail  was  filled  by  the  Senlac  family.  Another  time  when  there  happened  to 
be  no  service  at  the  church,  the  family  arranged  themselves  like  a  congregation  in 
the  Senlac  Front  Porch  and  one  of  the  sons  said  Morning  Prayer  and  my  father 
then  past  eighty  read  a  sermon. 

As  a  general  thing,  though  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  was  often  without  a  rector, 
there  was  lay  service  with  my  father  usually  in  charge.  He  took  the  duties  of  a 
lay-reader  seriously  and  went  to  much  pains  to  find  good  sermons.  The  ones  the 
younger  generation  liked  most  were  remarkable  rather  for  brevity  than  profunditv- 
If  one  passed  twenty  minutes,  there  was  sure  to  be  a  protest.  Once  we  discovered 
that  my  father  had  read  two  sermons  together,  leaving  out  the  text  of  the  second 
one.  The  combined  length  was  within  the  approved  twenty  minutes  but  the  fusion 
was  held  to  be  little  less  than  sacrilege.  Verily  things  were  changed  from  the  days 
when  my  mother  used  to  attend  the  Baptist  Church  at  the  Falls  of  Tar  River.  On 
one  occasion  there  a  noted  Elder  preached  for  three  hours  with  such  eloquence  that 
the  congregation  besought  him  to  preach  again  in  the  afternoon  and  he  did,  almost 
as  long. 
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SONGS  OF  SENLAC 

One  of  the  elements  that  bound  the  Senlac  family  together  was  music.  Judge 
Battle,  indeed,  hardly  knew  one  tune  from  another,  but  his  wife  more  than  made 
up  for  his  deficiency.  President  and  Mrs.  Battle  were  both  fond  of  music.  In  her 
younger  days  Mrs.  Battle  was  a  skilful  pianist  and  she  sang  in  church  all  her  life. 
President  Battle  made  no  pretension  to  musical  knowledge,  but  he  took  great  de¬ 
light  in  gathering  children  about  him  and,  usually  without  instrument,  singing  to 
them  and  with  them  ballads  and  rounds,  topical  songs  and  negro  melodies.  His 
voice  was  pure  and  true,  his  sense  of  rhythm  keen,  his  dramatic  feeling  strong, 
his  memory  amazing.  As  for  the  children,  they  always  wanted  more  and  in  after¬ 
life  they  remembered  these  evenings  with  joy. 

But  President  Battle  was  not  the  only  singer  in  the  family.  His  daughter 
Nellie,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  had  a  charming  soprano  voice  and  was  long  a  leader  in 
the  choir  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh.  His  grandson,  Kemp  P.  Lewis,  had  an  ex¬ 
cellent  tenor.  His  brother  Richard  H.  Battle,  of  Raleigh,  also  inherited  the  Plum¬ 
mer  talent  and  taste  for  singing  and  transmitted  them  to  his  daughter  Lucy,,  Mrs. 
Collier  Cobb.  These  were  the  soloists.  The  rest  of  the  family  made  up  the  chorus. 

Such  a  delightful  feature  of  an  old-time  Southern  home  seems  worthy  of  per¬ 
manent  record.  Now,  alas,  the  movie  and  the  automobile  allow  few  evenings  at 
home  and  over  these  the  radio  reigns  supreme.  The  following  collection  of  Senlac 
songs  is  a  combination  of  two,  one  made  by  a  grandson,  the  other  made  by  President 
Battle  himself  for  one  of  his  sons.  The  notes  signed  K.  P.  B.  are  President  Bat¬ 
tle’s  own;  the  others  are  by  the  editor.  Not  all  the  songs  sung  at  Senlac  are  in¬ 
cluded.  Yet  the  absence  of  patriotic  American  songs  is  not  due  to  the  editor.  Na¬ 
tional  songs  were  not  sung  at  Senlac  the  generation  after  the  War.  How  could  they 
be?  Southerners  accepted  the  results  of  the  War  and  came  back  into  the  Union  in 
good  faith.  They  gave  up  the  songs  of  the  South,  but  celebrate  the  Union  they 
had  sought  to  leave?  Not  yet.

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PRESIDENT  KEMP  PLUMMER  BATTLE

Kemp  Plummer  Battle  was  the  fourth  of  the  ten  children  of  William  Horn  Bat¬ 
tle  and  Lucy  Martin  Plummer.  On  his  father’s  side  his  people  were  North  Caro¬ 
linians — Battles,  Johnstons,  Williamses,  Horns;  on  his  mother’s  side  they  were  Vir¬ 
ginians — Plummers,  Kemps,  Martins,  Longs.  Most  of  them  were  of  English  de¬ 
scent;  the  Johnstons  were  Scotch,  the  Williamses  were  Welsh.  The  family  knows 
no  other  racial  strain. 

William  Horn  Battle  was  the  son  of  Joel  Battle,  a  substantial  planter  of  Edge¬ 
combe  County,  who  had  built  at  the  Falls  of  Tar  River  one  of  the  first  cotton 
factories  of  the  state.  Graduating  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  1820,  he 
read  law  under  Judge  Leonard  Henderson  at  Williamsborough  and  began  practice 
at  the  little  town  of  Louisburg,  the  county  seat  of  Franklin  County.  To  eke  out  a 
painful  income  he  invested  in  a  small  farm  near  Louisburg,  going  thence  for  his 
cases  to  Louisburg  and  the  neighboring  county  towns.  He  had  a  long  struggle  but 
persistence  won  out  and  he  became  one  of  the  most  highly  respected  men  in  the  state. 
He  was  a  man  of  great  force  of  character  but  his  long  absences  from  home  conse¬ 
quent  on  the  duties  of  his  profession  left  to  his  wife  to  be  the  strongest  formative 
influence  in  the  life  of  their  children. 

Lucy  Martin  Plummer  was  one  of  the  large  family  of  Kemp  Plummer  and  Su¬ 
sanna  Martin.  On  one  side  a  Plummer,  on  the  other  a  Kemp,  both  distinguished 
names  in  Virginia,  Kemp  Plummer  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
Va.,  settled  at  Warrenton,  North  Carolina,  and  obtained  eminence  there  as  the  “Hon¬ 
est  Lawyer”  and  the  dispenser  of  a  generous  hospitality.  Susanna  Martin  also  be¬ 
longed  on  both  sides  to  prominent  families.  Her  mother,  Nancy  Long,  was  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Colonel  Nicholas  Long  who  was  commissary  general  of  the  North  Carolina 
forces  in  the  Revolution.  The  Plummers  and  Martins  were  Anglican  and  Cava¬ 
lier  by  tradition  but  enthusiastic  nevertheless  in  support  of  the  Revolution.  Lucy 
Plummer  was  petite,  vivacious,  musical,  very  fond  of  hearing  and  telling  good  sto¬ 
ries,  but  for  all  that  she  had  a  strong  mind  and  will  and  was  an  admirable  mother 
of  a  family  and  manager  of  a  household  of  many  children  and  slaves  and  much  com¬ 
pany. 

Of  such  parentage  Kemp  Plummer  Battle  was  born  on  the  farm  near  Louis¬ 
burg,  December  19,  1831.  As  a  baby  he  recalled  his  father’s  mother,  Mary  Johns¬ 
ton,  and  was  nicknamed  “the  Scotchman,”  but  as  he  grew  he  became  like  his  moth¬ 
er’s  people  both  in  looks  and  in  character.  His  mother  would  say  to  him,  “Kemp, 
never  be  beaten  if  you  can  help  it.”  But  in  truth  the  boy  needed  no  spur.  He  was 
by  nature  ambitious,  industrious,  conscientious.  He  was  also  quick  to  learn  and  re¬ 
membered  what  he  learned  so  that  he  usually  stood  at  the  head  of  his  classes.  In 
physique  he  was  slight  but  healthy  and  active,  good  at  all  sorts  of  games,  and  an 
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enthusiastic  sportsman.  He  was  also  popular,  developing  early  that  genius  for 
friendship  which  characterized  him  all  through  life.  The  son  of  such  parents  could 
hardly  be  other  than  honorable  and  true  but  not  until  he  was  mature  did  he  become 
a  church  member.  Naturally  the  church  was  the  Episcopal,  for  his  father  and 
mother  were  both  earnest  Episcopalians.  As  a  churchman  he  was  to  follow  in  his 
father’s  footsteps.  Genuine  in  his  interest  and  effective  in  his  work  he  was  destin¬ 
ed  in  the  course  of  time  to  fill  the  highest  offices  that  the  Church  entrusts  to  laymen 
— Senior  Warden,  Lay  Reader,  Member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Deputy  to  Dio¬ 
cesan  and  General  Convention:  to  be  in  constant  requisition  for  special  service;  and 
to  be  the  intimate  friend  and  trusted  counselor  successively  of  Bishops  Atkinson, 
Lyman,  and  Cheshire. 

When  Kemp  was  eight  years  old  and  had  been  in  school  for  several  years 
in  Louisburg,  his  father  in  1839  moved  his  family  to  Raleigh.  There  he  went 
co  the  Love j  oy  Academy  until  1843,  when  his  father  made  another  move,  this  time 
to  Chapel  Hill,  the  seat  of  the  Lniversity  of  North  Carolina.  The  judge  could 
educate  his  six  sons  there  at  less  expense  than  in  Raleigh,  and  could  ride  his  Supe¬ 
rior  Court  circuit  as  well  from  there  as  from  Raleigh. 

At  Chapel  Hill  by  September,  1845,  Kemp  had  made  such  progress  in  his 
studies  that  he  was  able  to  enter  the  University  wrhen  not  yet  fourteen  years  old. 
The  University  in  those  days  did  not  require  so  many  Carnegie  units  for  admission 
as  it  does  now,  but  in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  mathematics  that  it  did  require  Kemp 
was  able  to  hold  his  own  with  anybody.  In  the  four  years  of  his  college  course 
Kemp  worked  hard  and  when  the  score  was  footed  up  in  1849  he  w'as  found,  though 
only  seventeen  and  a  half  years  old,  to  be  one  of  the  three  First  Mite  men  of  the 
class  and  delivered  the  Valedictory  at  Commencement  like  his  father  before  him. 

There  wrere  no  inter-collegiate  athletics  or  dramatics  or  glee  club  or  band  in  those 
days  and  the  main  extra-curricular  activity  was  work  in  one  of  the  tw'o  literary  so¬ 
cieties,  Dialectic  and  Philanthropic.  These  were  nearly  as  old  as  the  University 
itself  and  every  student  had  to  belong  to  one  or  the  other.  Their  sessions  wTere  se¬ 
cret  and  they  had  much  of  the  glamor  that  now  belongs  to  fraternities.  As  public 
speaking  played  a  much  larger  part  in  life  then  than  it  does  nowr,  proficiency  in  it 
was  much  more  important,  though  even  now  it  is  worth  more  than  some  would  allow'. 
As  giving  good  training  in  declamation  and  debate  and  composition  and  incidentally 
very  excellent  lessons  in  parliamentary  procedure,  the  Di  and  Phi  Societies,  as  they 
were  called,  were  held  in  much  honor.  Many?  alumni  looked  back  on  them  with 
pride  and  affection  and  attributed  to  them  no  small  part  of  their  after-success. 
Among  these  was  Kemp  Battle.  Naturally  painfully  timid,  he  learned  in  the  Di 
Society  to  be  a  clear,  convincing,  and  ready  speaker,  though  for  oratory  of  the  Web- 
sterian  type  he  had  no  taste  and  acquired  no  renown  therein.  The  rules  he  evolved 
for  himself  as  writer  and  speaker  deserve  consideration:  wMake  lip  your  mind 
definitely  what  you  wrant  to  say.  Say  it  as  simply,  clearly,  and  briefly  as  you  can 
and  stop” 

\  oung  though  he  wras,  on  Kemp  wras  bestow’ed  the  highest  honor  in  the  gift  of 
the  Di  Society,  its  presidency.  In  after  times  he  loved  to  tell  how'  in  1848  he  presided 
at  the  dedication  of  a  new'  hall  conjointly  writh  James  Mebane,  the  first  president  of 
the  Society  fifty-three  years  before,  and  wras  much  pleased  w'hen  fifty  years  later 
he  was  invited  in  turn  to  preside  on  some  festal  occasion  with  the  president  of  that 
day.  It  was,  he  declared,  a  sort  of  apostolical  succession. 
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When  Kemp  graduated  at  the  age  of  seventeen  and  a  half  in  1849;  he  was  cer¬ 
tainly  not  grown  and  he  was  still  so  thin  that  he  seemed  small  for  his  years.  As  a 
sort  of  graduation  present  his  father  took  him  for  a  trip  through  Western  North 
Carolina — an  experience  so  delightful  that  he  arranged  a  similar  trip  for  three  of 
his  own  sons  when  they  graduated.  Unlike  many  tellers  of  good  stories  he  did  not 
mind  jokes  on  himself  and  used  to  tell  with  gusto  how  on  this  trip  his  comb  was  cut 
when  he  heard  the  daughter  of  a  certain  hotel  keeper  ask  her  father’s  permission  to 
give  an  apple  to  “the  Judge’s  little  boy.” 

Despite  his  small  size  and  lack  of  years  he  was  honored  by  the  University  the 
year  of  his  graduation  with  appointment  to  a  tutorship  in  Latin,  a  position  which 
involved  actual  teaching  of  college  Latin  classes.  Many  of  his  students  must  have 
been  older  than  their  teacher  but  so  much  skill  did  he  show  that  he  was  promoted 
next  year  to  a  higher  position  as  tutor  in  mathematics  and  reappointed  each  year 
thereafter  to  the  summer  of  1854.  In  the  latter  position  he  taught  not  only  element¬ 
ary  mathematics  but  higher  branches  like  calculus  and  astronomy  as  well.  “His 
classes,”  says  one  of  his  contemporaries,  “were  remarkable  for  their  order,  attention, 
and  application.”  Years  afterwards  without  further  study  he  was  always  ready  and 
able  to  help  his  sons  over  rough  places  in  Latin  and  in  mathematics  and  to  the  last 
was  able  to  read  the  simpler  Latin  authors  with  pleasure.  His  acquaintance  with 
Greek  he  kept  alive  by  following  the  lessons  in  the  church  service  with  Greek  Tes¬ 
taments  that  he  kept  under  the  cushion  of  his  pew.  In  these  Testaments  he  was  in 
the  habit  of  marking  the  text  of  the  sermon  with  the  preacher’s  name  and  the  date. 
Sometimes  he  discovered  that  the  preacher  had  preached  the  same  sermon  once  and 
even  twice  before. 

As  tutor,  finding  himself  cut  off  from  undergraduate  games,  he  took  refuge  in 
long  walks  in  Chapel  Hill’s  lovely  forests.  Often  he  could  find  no  companion  and  to 
make  the  time  more  profitable  studied  the  flowers  along  the  path  or  memorized  poetry, 
astonishing  his  children  later  by  telling  them  offhand  the  names  of  rare  wild  flowers 
and  by  repeating  one  poem  after  another  as  long  as  they  would  listen.  The  Christ¬ 
mas  before  his  death,  at  the  age  of  eighty-seven,  standing  before  the  fire  with  his 
hands  behind  him,  he  repeated  the  greater  part  of  Byron’s  “Dream”.  Memorizing 
noble  verse  was,  he  always  insisted,  the  best  possible  means  of  acquiring  literary  ap¬ 
preciation  and  an  unfailing  source  of  comfort  and  pleasure.  You  might  think  you  had 
forgotten  a  poem  entirely,  but  quite  unexpectedly  it  would  return  some  day  with  all 
the  charm  of  a  long  lost  friend.  Later  on  it  happened  that  his  wife  had  the  same  view 
and  applying  it  to  religion  induced  her  children  to  learn  hymns  and  the  collects  of 
the  Prayer  Book,  not  always  with  their  complete  approval  at  the  time  but  much  to 
their  subsequent  satisfaction. 

While  tutor  in  the  University,  Mr.  Battle  read  law  under  his  father,  then  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Law.  He  also  received  the  degree  Master  of  Arts  but  in  those  days  this 
meant  no  work  additional  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  but  only  the  payment  of  certain  fees. 
In  1854  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and,  on  the  theory  that  it  was  better  to  go 
where  the  big  cases  came,  decided  to  settle  in  Raleigh,  the  capital  of  the  state  and  the 
seat  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Anyway,  the  leading  lawyers  there  were  elderly  men 
who  might  drop  off  before  long.  Having  saved  up  about  sixteen  hundred  dollars  he 
bought  a  partnership  with  Quentin  Busbee  then  a  prominent  lawyer  and  soon  entered 
on  a  busy  practice. 
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On  the  twenty-eighth  of  November,  1855,  Mr.  Battle  was  married  to  a  distant 
cousin,  Martha  Ann  Battle  of  Cool  Spring,  Edgecombe  County,  daughter  of  James 
Smith  Battle,  a  prominent  planter  there,  who  had  died  the  year  before.  The  story  of 
his  courtship  he  tells  his  son  Thomas  in  a  delightfully  quaint  and  characteristic  letter: 

“Chapel  Hill,  N.  C.,  Aug.  4,  1918. 

My  dear  Thomas, 

....  I  have  been  thinking  how  it  came  about  that  I  have  such  a  good 
and  worthy  son.  The  main  reason  is  that  I  had  such  a  good  and  worthy 
wife.  And  how  did  that  happen?  First  there  was  the  accident  of  our  lis¬ 
tening  to  Jenny  Lind  in  Tripler  Hall,  New  York.  Then  we  met  by  accident 
at  West  Point.  There  we  talked  over  our  having  been  in  the  same  theatre, 
never  having  met  before.  Then  by  accident  we  met  on  the  train  at  Albany 
and  I  escorted  her  to  the  hotel.  Then  on  my  return  home  she  was  in  War- 
renton  and  I  stopped  there  for  a  day  and  felt  it  my  duty  to  call  on  my 
cousin.  Then  I  studied  law  for  four  years,  by  advice  of  Father  not  think¬ 
ing  of  matrimony.  He  said  it  would  interfere  with  my  lawT  to  get  tangled 
up  with  a  girl.  Then  Cousin  Helen  married  Dr.  Ricks  and  I  was  asked  to 
be  first  groom.  Uncle  Dossey  and  I  called  on  Cousin  James,  were  invited 
to  dinner.  Your  mother  did  the  honors  so  gracefully  that  I  was  fascinated. 
Then  Uncle  Richard  told  me  he  met  her  at  Jones’  Springs  and  that  she 
praised  me  “to  the  skies  ’.  That  pleased  me  of  course  and  I  concluded  to 
renew  the  acquaintance.  I  was  soon  in  the  toils.  We  were  different  but 
suited  one  another.  She  won  my  heart  entirely.  A  better  wife  and  mother 
never  existed.  She  made  my  boys  so  lovable,  high-toned,  unselfish.  We 
were  sweethearts  fifty-seven  years  and  she  is  alive  to  me  now.  I  dream 
about  her  and  I  am  glad  she  is  always  young  in  my  dreams”. 

The  marriage  took  place  at  Cool  Spring  where  Miss  Battle  was  still  living  with 
her  brother  Turner.  The  hostess,  Mrs.  Turner  W.  Battle  (Lavinia  Bassett  Daniel), 
writes  about  it  thus: 

“We  had  forty  guests  who  remained  all  night,  and  the  following  day 
and  night,  so  you  may  know  I  was  busy  to  make  them  all  comfortable  such 
cold  weather.  I  had  nineteen  or  twenty  beds,  and  thus  stored  them  away, 
two  by  two.  The  Misses  Somerville,  Miss  Brownlow,  Miss  Sue  Plummer, 

Miss  Margaret  Norfleet,  Miss  Bettie  Parker,  Mrs.  Austin,  Mollie  Battle, 
Mittie  and  her  little  ones,  were  the  lady  part  of  the  company,  who  rested 
here  all  night,  and  such  a  nice  clever  set  of  gentlemen  !  I  wish  Brother 
George  could  have  been  here  to  have  seen  them.  Pattie  behaved  in  the  most 
proper  manner  imaginable.  She  was  a  good  deal  frightened,  but  evinced  her 
usual  self-control.  She  looked  more  handsome  than  I  ever  saw  her.  in  a 
dress  of  white  corded  silk,  worn  under  an  embroidered  lisse,  with  three  skirts. 
Kemp,  of  course,  was  all  smiles  and  happiness.  Mr.  Cheshire  remarked  that 
it  made  him  very  sad  to  perform  a  ceremony  which  separated  from  his  flock 
one  whom  he  so  highly  esteemed  and  warmly  loved.  Pat  was  a  <rreat  favor- 

*  o 

ite  w it h  him,  as  she  is  with  all  who  know  her.  The  girls  .accompanied  her 
to  Chapel  Hill  on  Friday,  when  there  was  to  be  a  great  feasting  and  merry¬ 
making”. 
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Of  this  marriage  and  of  the  life  and  character  of  Mrs.  Battle  the  Right  Rev¬ 
erend  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  son  of  the  clergyman  who 
performed  the  ceremony,  writes  as  follows: 

“On  the  morning  of  Palm  Sunday,  March  16,  1913,  at  her  home  in 
Chapel  Hill,  Mrs.  Martha  Ann  Battle,  wife  of  the  Hon.  Kemp  P.  Battle,  de¬ 
parted  out  of  this  life  into  a  better.  She  was  born  February  14,  1833.  .  .  . 

It  is  not  necessary  to  say  anything  of  her  ancestry,  since  to  all  North  Caro¬ 
linians  her  family  is  well  known  as  notable  for  a  succession  of  men  of  high 
character,  ability,  and  public  service,  in  all  periods  of  our  history  from  Co¬ 
lonial  times  to  the  present  day.  She  inherited  traditions  of  noble  character 
and  unselfish  devotion  to  duty  and  to  the  best  interests  of  society,  and  she 
has  passed  them  on,  refined  and  invigorated  by  her  own  example,  to  be  the 
most  precious  heritage  of  her  descendants. 

“Her  education  began  at  Warrenton,  the  summer  home  of  her  father,  in 
an  excellent  school  established  there  by  the  Hon.  Daniel  Turner  and  his 
wife.  .  .  .  She  afterwards  attended  a  school  in  Georgetown,  D.  C.,  and  fin¬ 
ished  her  school  days  under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Aldert  Smedes  at  our  own  St. 
Mary’s. 

“November  28,  1855,  she  married  her  kinsman,  Mr.  Kemp  P.  Battle, 
then  a  young  lawyer  of  Raleigh,  whose  long  life  of  devoted  and  eminent  ser¬ 
vice  in  Church  and  State  she  shared  and  sustained  during  more  than  fifty- 
seven  years.  From  1857  to  1877  [Seven  Oaks]  their  beautiful  home  in 
Raleigh  was  not  only  full  of  peace  and  comfort  and  domestic  felicity  for 
themselves  and  their  increasing  family,  but  to  many  others,  kinsmen,  friends, 
and  strangers  visiting  Raleigh,  it  was  an  open  haven  of  simple,  cordial,  and 
delightful  hospitality,  not  to  be  forgotten  by  those  who  had  enjoyed  it. 
Seven  children  were  born  to  them  during  those  happy  years.  .  .  .  Two  were 
taken  from  them  in  childhood.  [The  names  of  the  five  children  who  reach¬ 
ed  maturity  are  Cornelia  Viola,  who  married  Dr.  Richard  H.  Lewis  of  Ral¬ 
eigh;  Kemp  P.  Battle,  Jr.,  a  physician  of  Raleigh;  Thomas  H.  Battle,  law¬ 
yer,  banker,  manufacturer,  of  Rocky  Mount;  Herbert  B.  Battle,  chemist,  of 
Montgomery,  Alabama;  and  William  James  Battle,  Professor  of  Classical 
Languages  in  the  University  of  Texas,  Austin,  Texas.] 

“In  1877  she  was  called  to  give  up  her  home  in  Raleigh,  with  its  pleasant 
surroundings,  and  the  tender  associations  of  twenty  happy  years,  that  she 
might  accompany  her  husband  to  Chapel  Hill,  where  he  had  been  entrusted 
with  the  most  honorable  but  heavy  task  of  reviving  the  University  of  the 
State,  and  establishing  it  upon  new  and  broader  foundations.  Here,  in  the 
straggling  village  of  dilapidated  and  (in  many  cases)  empty  houses,  were 
gathered  a  handful  of  faithful  men  and  women  devoted  to  this  great  work. 

Her  home  in  Chapel  Hill  became  at  once  what  it  had  so  long  been  in  Ral¬ 
eigh,  but  with  a  wider  range  of  hospitality,  and  a  more  potent  and  far- 
reaching  influence.  For  more  than  twenty  years,  and  until  failing  strength 
absolutely  demanded  greater  repose  for  mind  and  body,  her  house  was  the 
hospitable  home  of  innumerable  friends  and  visitors  of  the  University,  both 
of  the  humblest  and  the  most  eminent,  of  the  State  and  the  country.  And 
here,  as  time  went  on,  she  had  the  happiness  of  leading  her  grandchildren 
and  her  nephews,  as  they  came  up  to  the  University,  in  those  ways  of  good¬ 
ness  and  truth  and  domestic  affection  in  which  she  had  so  well  instructed  her 
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own  children.  \\  hen  no  longer  able  to  receive  with  unlimited  welcome  all  who 
came,  there  was  yet  no  essential  alteration  in  the  spirit  and  exercise  of  gener¬ 
ous  friendship  and  hospitality.  It  was  seldom  that  some  guest  chamber  was 
not  occupied,  or  that  one  or  more  friends  did  not  share  the  comfort  and 
charm  of  that  happy  home.  Thus  passed  the  years  of  a  useful,  godly,  and 
noble  life,  blessed  in  itself,  and  blessing  others,  until  in  God’s  good  time  He 
took  her  to  Himself.  Her  last  words,  repeated  more  than  once  after  she 
seemed  otherwise  unconscious,  were:  O  all  ye  works  of  the  Lord,  bless  ye 
the  Lord’.  .  .  . 

“Words  of  affection  and  admiration  can  add  little  to  the  eloquence  of 
the  facts  of  such  a  life.  The  filial  piety  which  attended  with  unwearied 
sympathy  and  affection  the  bedside  of  a  dying  father  developed  into  the  de¬ 
voted  love,  patience,  and  helpfulness  of  the  wife  and  mother;  and  yet  that 
rich  nature  had  still  treasures  of  love  for  a  wide  circle  of  kinsfolk  and 
friends,  to  each  in  due  proportion,  who  valued  their  place  in  her  affections 
as  one  of  their  best  possessions.  To  him  who  pens  these  lines  the  memory 
of  her  and  her  good  and  noble  husband  is,  and  ever  must  be,  associated  with 
the  earliest  recollections  of  childhood,  the  happy  days  of  youth,  the  most 
fruitful  and  blessed  experiences  of  domestic  happiness  and  of  earnest  en¬ 
deavor  in  maturer  years,  and,  while  memory  lasts,  must  continue  to  be  part 
of  the  best  that  is  in  him. 

“It  may  seem  superfluous  to  add  that  she  was  a  woman  of  intellectual  as 
well  as  social  culture  and  refinement.  She  was  fond  of  reading,  and  she 
read  only  the  best  books,  as  she  chose  her  friends  among  the  best  men  and 
women.  And  neither  in  books  nor  in  friends  could  she  enjoy,  or  willingly 
tolerate,  in  word  or  in  thought,  any  departure  from  the  highest  standard  of 
goodness,  purity,  or  truth.  She  was  of  a  deeply  religious  nature,  and  from 
her  youth  had  cultivated  by  assiduous  devotion  and  meditation  her  innate 
love  of  that  which  is  high  and  holy.  Without  narrowness  of  thought  or  of 
sympathy,  she  was  devotedly  attached  to  the  worship,  the  services,  and  the 
sacramental  system  of  the  church  to  which  in  early  youth  she  had  given  her

allegiance,  and  whose  clergy,  from  the  most  venerable  Bishop  to  the  young¬ 
est  and  most  inexperienced  Deacon,  ever  found  in  her  and  her  husband  the 
kindest  and  most  generous  of  friends,  and  the  best  and  most  sympathetic  of 
wise  counselors.  Her  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  were  her  daily  companions, 
and  next  to  them  she  loved  those  writers  who  most  truly  represent  and  ex¬ 
press  the  spirit  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Saintly  George  Herbert  especially 
she  read  and  loved,  in  a  day  when  he  was  little  known  and  less  appreciated 
by  the  laity  of  the  C  hurch.  After  him  she  and  her  husband  named  their- 
tliird  son,  Herbert;  and,  that  there  might  be  no  doubt  whose  name  he  bore, 
they  added  the  name  of  George  Herbert’s  parish — so  inseparably  associated 
with  the  memory  of  that  saintly  musician  and  poet — Herbert  Bemerton. 
And  as  she  so  loved  and  admired  that  young  old  poet,  so  she  herself  in  no 
small  measure  merits  (to  the  heart  and  mind  of  him  who  writes  these  words) 
that  sweet  and  loving  tribute  which  the  poet  Donne  paid  to  the  mother  of 
George  Herbert,  surely  one  of  the  most  tender  and  delicate  sentiments  ever 
addressed  by  poet  to  woman — when  he  wrote: 

“No  Spring,  nor  Summer’s  beauty  hath  such  grace. 

As  I  have  seen  in  one  autumnal  face.” 
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The  young  lawyer  came  rapidly  to  the  front  in  his  profession  and  in  the  esteem 
of  the  community.  Along  with  some  of  the  ablest  men  of  the  state  he  was  in  1857 
made  a  director  of  the  newly  re-chartered  Bank  of  North  Carolina.  About  the  same 
time  he  was  appointed  a  director  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  a  member 
of  the  executive  committee. 

It  was  not  long  until  he  decided  to  go  into  politics  and  ran  for  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  from  Wake  County  as  a  Whig.  Of  this  campaign,  in  which  he  was  defeated 
by  a  narrow  margin,  he  used  to  tell  many  stories.  One  was  that  on  one  occasion  his 
opponent  Sion  H.  Rogers,  with  whom  he  was  making  a  joint  campaign,  told  him  he 
felt  so  bad  that  he  could  not  remember  his  speech.  “Don’t  worry  about  that,”  Mr. 
Battle  replied,  “I  have  heard  your  speech  so  often  that  I  know  it  as  well  as  you  do 
and  I  will  prompt  you.”  Relying  on  this  assurance,  Mr.  Rogers  got  through  with 
his  speech  without  missing  a  word. 

Though  defeated  in  his  first  campaign,  Mr.  Battle  made  such  a  good  impression 
that  when  Secession  was  up  he  ran  for  the  Convention  of  1861  as  a  Whig  and  Unionist 
on  the  same  ticket  with  the  Honorable  George  E.  Badger,  formerly  Secretary  of  the 
N  avy,  and  the  Honorable  W.  W.  Holden,  later  Governor  of  the  State,  and  was  elect¬ 
ed.  With  these  gentlemen  he  opposed  Secession  until  Lincoln  called  for  an  army  to 
keep  the  South  in  the  Union  by  force.  Now  he  could  hesitate  no  longer  and  signed 
the  Ordinance  of  Secession  with  the  rest.  Henceforth  he  was  earnest  in  his  support 
of  the  Confederacy.  As  a  means  of  supplying  the  Confederate  munitions  factories 
with  needed  fuel  he  advocated  the  construction  of  a  railroad  to  the  coal  fields  of 
Chatham  County,  was  made  President  of  the  Chatham  Railroad  Company,  and  push¬ 
ed  the  work  with  great  energy.  In  politics  he  took  the  Conservative  side,  working 
for  the  election  of  Vance  for  governor  and  supporting  his  measures  consistently.  On 
one  occasion  he  was  sent  by  Vance  in  company  with  ex-Governor  Bragg  on  a  special 
mission  to  President  Davis  to  protest  against  the  disregard  of  North  Carolina  court 
process  by  the  military  in  certain  habeas  corpus  cases.  Lee  and  Jackson  were  heroes 
to  him  as  to  all  of  the  South  but  Davis  he  never  admired,  though  of  course  he  was 
outraged  after  the  war  by  the  way  Davis  was  treated.  Surviving  letters  show 
that  he  was  confident  of  Southern  success  (or  claimed  to  be  so)  long  after  one  can  see 
now  that  there  was  no  real  ground  for  hope. 

Accepting  the  results  of  the  war,  he  applied  for  and  received  a  pardon  from  Pres¬ 
ident  Johnson  and  with  a  good  courage  set  to  work  to  help  rebuild  his  ruined  country. 
The  end  of  the  war  found  him  with  his  slaves  freed,  his  Confederate  bonds  and  money 
worthless,  his  bank  stock  gone,  and  divers  further  losses,  but  he  was  luckier  than 
many  men  in  being  free  from  debt,  and  in  still  having  his  wife’s  two  plantations  in 
Edgecombe  County,  Flag  Marsh  and  Walnut  Creek,  in  good  condition.  In  Allen 
Battle,  one  of  the  former  family  slaves,  he  found  a  faithful  and  most  efficient  over¬ 
seer  and  enough  hands  were  secured  to  put  in  crops.  Allen  was  a  man  of  such  un¬ 
usual  character  and  force  that  a  sketch  and  picture  of  him  are  given  in  Chapter  XII 
under  the  heading,  Three  Colored  Friends. 

Realizing  the  need  of  bringing  new  capital  and  new  settlers  to  the  South,  Mr. 
Battle  was  active  in  forming  a  company,  Battle,  Heck,  and  Company  with  offices  in 
New  York,  to  promote  the  sale  of  Southern  lands  and  land  mortgages.  For  a  time 
the  outlook  was  good  but  the  proposal  of  Thad  Stevens  and  Sumner  and  the  other 
radicals  in  Congress  to  confiscate  the  land  of  the  rebels  as  they  called  the  Confede¬ 
rates  caused  so  much  distrust  about  titles  that  the  sale  of  land  and  the  borrowing  of 
money  on  land  security  were  alike  impossible  and  the  enterprise  was  abandoned. 
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Returning  home,  Mr.  Battle  was  in  1866  elected  State  Treasurer  by  the  General 
Assembly,  a  member  of  the  Conservative  administration  of  Governor  Worth.  In  this 
capacity  he  served  with  marked  ability  till  the  whole  State  government  was  thrown 
out  in  1868  under  congressional  reconstruction. 

Alwrays  interested  in  agriculture  because  his  forebears  had  been  farmers  and  he 
himself  had  been  born  on  a  farm  and  had  acquired  by  marriage  large  farming  inter¬ 
ests,  he  was  active  in  reviving  the  State  Agricultural  Society  and  as  its  President, 
1867-1870,  engineered  with  success  three  State  Fairs  at  Raleigh. 

Another  enterprise  in  which  he  took  a  most  effective  interest  at  this  time  was  the 
creation  of  a  new  Cemetery  at  Raleigh.  The  fruit  of  his  labors  was  the  formation 
of  the  Oakwood  Cemetery  Association  of  which  he  was  the  first  president,  and  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  cemetery  in  which  he  is  himself  now  buried,  one  of  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  in  the  South. 

The  range  of  his  interest  is  further  seen  in  the  organization  of  the  Citizens’ 
National  Bank  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Life  Insurance  Company,  both  at  Ral¬ 
eigh.  Of  the  Bank  he  wras  a  director  and  contributed  no  little  to  its  early  success. 
Of  the  Insurance  Company  he  was  President  and  as  long  as  he  lived  in  Raleigh  and 
held  the  office  its  progress  was  satisfactory.  That  the  subsequent  management  found 
it  desirable  to  sell  out  never  ceased  to  be  to  him  a  source  of  indignation.  About  this 
time  also  he  was  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  and  did  much  good  work  in  straight¬ 
ening  out  its  finances. 

In  1872  James  Reed,  who  had  been  elected  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
to  succeed  Alexander  Mclver,  died  before  taking  office.  Governor  Caldwell  held  that 
Mclver’s  tenure  ended  with  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  and  appointed  Mr. 
Battle  to  succeed  him.  Mclver  refused  to  vacate  the  office,  alleging  that  under  the 
law  he  held  office  until  his  successor  was  elected,  which  Mr.  Battle  had  not  been.  The 
matter  being  referred  to  the  courts,  Mr.  Mclver  was  sustained  and  Mr.  Battle  lost 
the  office.  How  little  bitterness  he  felt  was  shown  after  he  became  President  of  the 
University  by  his  appointing  Mclver  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  first  Summer 
Normal  School. 

Mr.  Battle  had  long  been  distressed  at  the  desolate  condition  of  the  University. 
His  interest  in  the  University  was  much  more  than  that  of  the  ordinary  citizen  or 
alumnus.  In  fact  it  began  before  he  was  born.  His  grandfather,  Joel  Battle,  had  been 
a  student  in  1798.  His  father  had  graduated  in  1820  and  had  been  Trustee  thirty- 
five  years  and  Professor  of  Law  twenty-thrq,e  years.  Numerous  uncles,  brothers,  and 
cousins  had  been  on  its  rolls.  He  had  himself  been  taken  to  Chapel  Hill  to  live  when 
he  was  eleven  years  old.  He  had  been  a  student  four  years  and  a  tutor  five,  he  had 
been  Trustee  from  1862  to  1868  and  had  been  active  in  this  capacity.  His  feeling 
toward  the  institution  is  shown  by  his  dedication  of  the  first  volume  of  his  History  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  published  in  1907.  “To  the  memory  of  my  father 
and  mother  who  instilled  into  my  brain  and  heart  from  earliest  boyhood  pride  in  and 
affection  for  my  Alma  Mater  this  book  is  lovingly  dedicated.” 

The  University  was  one  of  the  few  Southern  institutions  that  kept  its  doors  open 
through  the  war.  Not  until  Kilpatrick’s  cavalry  occupied  the  Hill  did  classes  cease 
to  be  held.  They  were  resumed  shortly  afterward  but  the  condition  of  the  institution 
was  deplorable.  The  faculty  was  depleted  and  the  salaries  of  the  few  professors  who 
remained  were  grievously  in  arrears.  Not  only  was  the  endowment  all  swept  away 
but  there  was  an  enormous  debt  incurred  for  the  purchase  of  State  Bank  stock  for  the 
endowment  fund  that  was  now  utterly  worthless.  It  was  the  general  belief  that  the 
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whole  institution  was  subject  to  sale  to  pay  the  debt.  There  was  a  fair  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  but  their  tuition  fees  were  insufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  existing  pro¬ 
fessors  much  less  to  employ  needed  new  ones.  The  President  was  now  old  and  very 
deaf.  The  visit  of  President  Johnson  to  Commencement  in  1867  gave  a  temporary 
flare  of  prestige  but  it  was  clear  to  all  who  knew  the  facts  that  something  drastic  must 
be  done.  A  committee  of  investigation  was  appointed  and  in  the  spring  of  1868 
presented  through  its  chairman,  Kemp  P.  Battle,  a  carefully  studied  plan  of  reor¬ 
ganization.  By  this  time  however  it  was  apparent  that  the  radical  reconstruction 
legislation  of  Congress  would  shortly  throw  out  the  existing  state  government  alto¬ 
gether  and  with  it  the  present  management  of  the  University.  The  old  faculty  who 
had  resigned  in  order  to  give  the  trustees  a  free  hand  were  all  reelected  and  no  change 
was  made  whatever. 

In  the  summer  the  blow  fell.  The  old  Board  of  Trustees  were  removed  by  the 
Constitution  of  1868  and  a  wholly  new  Board  created,  to  be  chosen  not  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  but  by  the  Board  of  Education.  This  Board  vacated  all  the  chairs  in 
the  faculty  and  elected  a  new  body.  Classes  were  held  for  part  of  the  session  of 
1868-1869  and  for  one  more  year.  The  effort  was  a  mournful  failure.  The  friends 
of  the  old  University  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  new  one,  and  no  support  was 
forthcoming  even  from  the  radical  General  Assembly.  Obviously  the  fees  of  thirty- 
five  students  would  not  pay  many  salaries.  In  December,  1870,  even  the  pretense  of 
classes  was  given  up  and  the  University  was  definitely  closed. 

As  long  as  the  radical  State  government  was  in  control  any  reopening  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  was  out  of  the  question.  In  1873,  however,  a  constitutional  amendment  was 
adopted  restoring  the  election  of  Trustees  to  the  General  Assembly  and  in  1874  that 
body  elected  a  new  Board  which  included  Judge  William  H.  Battle  and  Mr.  Kemp 
P.  Battle.  The  new  Board  organized  at  once  with  Governor  Brogden  in  the  chair 
and  Kemp  P.  Battle  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  reconstruction  President  of 
the  University  refused  to  give  up  possession  of  the  University  buildings  and  the  new 
Board  could  do  nothing  till  his  claim  was  denied  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  spring 
of  1875. 

Of  the  situation  of  the  University  at  this  time  and  the  course  of  events  President 
George  T.  Winston  gives  a  vivid  account: 

“The  University  had  been  closed  for  several  years,  the  Campus  was 
grown  up  in  weeds,  the  buildings  were  without  proper  roofs,  and  much  ex¬ 
posed  not  only  to  the  weather  but  to  all  sorts  of  depredations ;  the  libraries 
had  been  plundered  of  many  valuable  books,  and  the  apparatus  essential  to 
the  proper  equipment  of  the  scientific  departments  was  largely  ruined  or 
stolen.  The  institution  was  without  friends  and  heavy  debts  hung  over  it. 

Its  revival  seemed  almost  impossible.  Our  people  had  not  recovered  from 
the  effects  of  the  war  and  a  financial  panic  was  adding  distress  to  poverty. 

“Nothing  daunted  by  these  evils  and  inspired  by  a  lifetime  love  of  the 
University,  Mr.  Battle  set  vigorously  to  work  and  canvassed  the  State  for 
funds.  No  other  man  would  have  undertaken  the  task,  and  certainly  no 
other  man  could  have  accomplished  it.  He  appealed  to  the  alumni  and  to 
patriotic  men  not  alumni,  through  the  press,  by  letter  and  by  personal  inter¬ 
view.  The  result  was  $20,000  and  the  revival  of  the  University. 

“But  funds  were  lacking  for  support  of  the  institution  as  well  as  for  its 
equipment.  The  faculty  had  to  be  paid  and  the  laboratories  provided  with 
apparatus.  The  tuition  fees  were  entirely  inadequate  to  meet  these  ex- 
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penses.  With  wise  foresight,  Mr.  Battle  had  provided  for  this  emergency. 
Upon  his  representation  of  the  needs  of  the  University,  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  appropriated  for  its  annual  support  $7,500,  being  the  interest  on 
the  Land  Scrip  Fund  of  $125,000  donated  to  the  State  by  the  National 
Government. 

“These  two  funds,  both  secured  by  Mr.  Battle,  enabled  the  institution 
to  open  its  doors  September  6,  1875.  During  the  hundred  years  of  its  ex¬ 
istence  the  University  had  never  received  more  loving  service  nor  more 
valuable  aid  than  was  rendered  in  1875  by  the  Honorable  Kemp  P.  Bat¬ 
tle.” 

In  the  light  of  today,  when  even  a  Southern  institution  has  received  a  gift  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  an  ornamental  gateway  and  salaries  of 
more  than  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  each  are  known  in  many  Universities,  a 
restoration  fund  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  and  a  maintenance  appropriation  of 
seventy-five  hundred  dollars  seem  ridiculous  but  in  sober  fact  they  meant  the  life 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  1875.  Small  as  they  were,  even  these 
amounts  had  strings  tied  to  them.  Several  of  the  larger  contributions  to  the  resto¬ 
ration  fund  were  to  be  repaid  by  free  tuition  for  the  descendants  of  the  contributors  ! 
The  conditions  attached  to  the  Land  Grant  Fund  were  much  more  serious.  The  Act 
of  Congress  known  as  the  Morrill  or  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  donated  public  land 
to  the  several  states  and  territories  which  might  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  and  directed  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  issue 
land  scrip  to  the  states  in  which  there  was  not  the  required  quantity  of  public  land. 
The  act  further  directed  that  the  money  derived  from  this  source  should  constitute  a 
perpetual  fund  the  principal  of  which  should  remain  forever  undiminished  and  the 
interest  of  which  should  be  inviolably  appropriated  by  each  state  to  the  endowment, 
support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college,  where  the  leading  object  should 
be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military 
tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  me¬ 
chanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the  states  may  respectively  pre¬ 
scribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 

To  these  national  restrictions  on  the  use  of  the  Land  Grant  Fund  the  General 
Assembly  added  another — the  University  must  give  free  tuition  to  one  poor  student 
from  each  county. 

In  soliciting  and  administering  the  Land  Grand  Fund  the  President  and  Trus¬ 
tees  acted  in  perfectly  good  faith.  Every  cent  of  the  money  was  spent  in  teaching 
subjects  plainly  included  under  the  act.  If  the  full  purpose  of  the  act  was  not  car¬ 
ried  out,  it  was  because  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  Congress  was  wholly 
inadequate  and  except  for  the  Summer  Normal  the  General  Assembly  added  not  a 
cent  for  six  years  and  then  gave  only  five  thousand  dollars  a  year;  did  not  increase 
that  amount  for  four  years;  and  then  voted  only  fifteen  thousand  dollars  a  year 
more.  Tuition  fees  hardly  averaged  six  thousand  dollars  a  year  for  the  first  ten 
years  of  the  new  University.  The  total  average  income  of  the  University  from  all 
sources  for  all  purposes  except  the  Summer  Normal  School  was  therefore  from  1875 
to  1880  less  than  thirteen  thousand  dollars;  from  1881  to  1881  about  $18,000;  from 
1885  to  1886  about  $32,000.  Now  the  President  and  Trustees  could  hardly  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  let  the  old  University  die  in  order  that  the  new  College  of  Agriculture  and 
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the  Mechanic  Arts  might  grow.  Considering  how  utterly  insufficient  the  Univer¬ 
sity’s  income  was,  the  theoretical  subjects  connected  with  agriculture  and  the  me¬ 
chanic  arts  were  well  taught  but  the  practical  side  had  to  wait. 

Nevertheless  discontent  with  the  situation  gradually  arose,  fostered  mainly  by 
Col.  L.  L.  Polk,  a  fluent  speaker  who  edited  the  Progressive  Farmer.  In  1887  it  came 
to  a  head  in  a  demand  on  the  General  Assembly  that  a  separate  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  be  established  at  Raleigh  and  the  Land  Grant  Fund  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  it  from  the  University.  The  movement  was  aided  by  the  provision  of  free 
tuition  for  one  poor  student  from  each  county  that  the  General  Assembly  had  at¬ 
tached  to  the  Land  Grant  Fund.  The  denominational  colleges  cried  out  mightily 
against  this  provision  alleging  that  it  tolled  students  away  from  them  unrighteously. 
They  therefore  united  enthusiastically  with  the  advocates  of  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  in  crippling  the  University — not  that  they  loved  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  and  Mechanical  College  but  that  they  hated  the  University. 

The  combination  was  successful.  The  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College 
was  established  and  the  University  lost  the  Land  Grant  Fund.  The  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  prospered  but  it  was  because  the  General  Assembly  granted 
ever  more  and  more  liberal  appropriations.  In  time  the  University  also  received 
more  liberal  appropriations  and  also  prospered.  Whether  a  combined  institution 
such  as  many  states  have  would  have  been  better  also  for  North  Carolina  may  be 
doubted.  The  ideals  of  the  two  types  of  institutions  are  so  different  that  it  may 
well  be  that  separation  leads  to  a  better  development  of  both. 

For  the  first  year  the  head  of  the  new  University  was  Dr.  Charles  Phillips, 
Chairman  of  the  Faculty,  but  his  health  was  bad  and  it  was  decided  to  elect  a  Pres¬ 
ident.  The  example  of  Virginia  in  electing  Lee  as  President  of  Washington  Col¬ 
lege  led  some  to  wish  for  a  Confederate  General  but  there  was  no  money  to  pav  one 
an  attractive  salary.  The  eyes  of  the  Trustees  turned  naturally  to  Kemp  P.  Battle 
who  had  all  along  been  leader  in  the  reopening  movement  and  he  was  elected  Pres¬ 
ident  in  1876.  He  was  in  the  prime  of  life,  being  forty-four  years  of  age,  a  man 
of  recognized  standing  in  law,  finance,  and  politics,  of  high  character,  public  spirit, 
broad  vision,  energy,  resourcefulness.  Further,  he  had  an  unusually  wide  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  the  people  of  the  state  and  was  on  good  terms  with  both  Conservatives 
and  Radicals.  Yet  he  accepted  the  Presidency  with  misgivings.  No  man  knew 
better  than  he  the  difficulties  that  lay  ahead.  As  he  wrote  Mrs.  C.  P.  Spencer,  “I 
have  long  been  trying  to  engineer  Dr.  Charles  Phillips  into  the  Presidency,  but  his 
illness  has  thwarted  me.  When  the  Trustees  decided  that  I  was  the  best  man  un¬ 
der  the  circumstances  I  did  not  refuse.  I  have  had  opportunities.  I  have  been 
student.  Tutor,  Trustee  before  and  after,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  lawyer,  politician, 
member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  president  of  a  railroad,  banker,  lobbyist, 
planter.  These  have  trained  me  for  the  grandest  of  all  trades  perhaps.  Time  only 
will  show.  If  I  succeed  it  will  be  a  crown  of  honor,  ....  but  my  thoughts  of  the 
future  are  very  solemn.” 

But  Mrs.  Spencer  knew  him  and  felt  no  doubt.  “Kemp  is  surely  the  right  man 
for  his  place.  He  brings  an  enthusiasm  and  a  love  for  the  University  that  no  money 
could  buy  and  which  is  indispensable  and  inestimable.” 

Mrs.  Hope  Summerell  Chamberlain  in  her  Old  Days  in  Chapel  Hill  (page  226) 
makes  this  comment:  “When  this  same  year  he  was  chosen  President  he  knew  how 
to  steer  the  craft  without  touching  anyone’s  prejudices  or  self  will  and  was  a  con¬ 
ciliator.  He  had  a  great  mission,  and  fulfilled  it  by  reason  of  his  nature  and  train- 
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ing.  All  through  this  political  turmoil  he  is  said  to  have  been  a  man  whom  all  par¬ 
ties  trusted  as  being  honest  and  fair.  After  he  came  to  the  University,  he  continued 
his  course  of  disarming  and  conciliating,  and  he  was  needed  for  that  very  quality. 
A  fighter  would  have  embroiled  the  feeble  institution  with  interests  at  enmity  with 
it,  and  would  have  very  likely  wrecked  it  in  the  very  inception.’’ 

The  new  President  bought  his  father’s  old  place,  the  home  of  his  boyhood,  re¬ 
paired  and  enlarged  it,  and  installed  his  family  there  in  the  fall  of  1877.  The 
beauty,  the  charm,  the  associations  of  this  place  were  destined  to  be  a  source  not 
only  of  pleasure  but  of  comfort  in  time  of  trouble  and  sorrow. 

On  his  duties  as  President  Mr.  Battle  entered  with  characteristic  vigor.  He 
recognized  that  new  times  demanded  new  methods. 

First  of  all,  he  wras  determined  that  there  should  be  a  spirit  of  friendliness  an  1 
helpfulness  between  faculty  and  students,  that  students  should  be  treated  like  gen¬ 
tlemen,  that  as  far  as  practicable  the  students  should  be  entrusted  with  their  own 
government,  that  there  should  be  no  attempt  to  secure  good  behavior  by  any  system 
of  espionage.  Personally  he  sought  to  gain  the  friendship  of  every  student.  He 
interviewed  every  applicant  for  admission  and  set  down  the  important  facts  about 
his  family,  life,  and  training  in  what  came  to  be  known  as  his  Pedigree  Book.  Fre¬ 
quently  he  astonished  the  applicant  by  knowing  more  about  his  family  than  he  did. 
The  Di  and  Phi  Societies  had  been  revived  with  the  reopening  of  the  University 
and  as  in  the  old  days  every  student  had  to  belong  to  one  or  the  other.  Here  lay 
ready  to  hand  instrumentalities  for  the  inauguration  of  student  self  government. 
The  societies  were  entrusted  with  important  functions  of  discipline  in  addition  to 
their  primary  aim  of  developing  the  powrer  of  public  speaking.  They  had  vigilance 
committees  and  monitors  and  censors  with  clearly  defined  duties.  On  the  whole 
these  officers  took  their  duties  seriously  and  were  supported  by  the  Societies. 

The  need  of  more  freedom  in  the  choice  of  studies  was  met  by  curricula  leading 
to  new  degrees  parallel  to  the  old  Bachelor  of  Arts  but  there  was  not  money  enough 
to  give  much  in  the  direction  of  new  work. 

The  President’s  policy  outside  the  class-room  was  one  of  conciliation  and  en¬ 
lightenment.  It  was  imperative  to  win  friends  for  the  University  and  to  convince 
the  state  of  her  need  for  the  University.  To  men  of  all  shades  of  politics  and  re¬ 
ligion  he  would  be  friendly,  no  matter  what  the  provocation  to  lose  his  temper.  He 
would  make  speeches  wherever  he  could  find  people  to  listen  to  him.  He  would 
publish  articles  wherever  he  could  get  them  printed.  He  would  do  more.  He 
would  make  the  University  so  useful  to  the  state  that  there  could  be  no  denying  its 
claim  to  popular  approval  and  support.  Two  of  his  undertakings  deserve  special 
mention. 

One  was  encouragement  of  public  school  teaching  bv  a  Summer  Normal  School 
at  the  University.  For  this  purpose  he  secured  an  appropriation  of  twro  thousand 
dollars  annually  from  the  General  Assembly  and  the  first  Normal  School  in  North 
Carolina,  the  first  Summer  Normal  in  connection  with  a  university  or  college  in  the 
whole  Union,  wras  held  in  1877  and  repeated  each  summer  through  1884. 

The  second  was  the  improvement  of  farming  methods  and  the  protection  of 
farmers  against  bad  fertilizers  by  an  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  University.  Through  his  representations  the  Station  wTas  established 
by  the  General  Assembly  in  1877,  one  of  the  first  in  the  whole  country.  Under  the 
vigorous  control  of  Dr.  A.  R.  Ledoux,  Dr.  Charles  W.  Dabney,  Dr.  H.  B.  Battle, 
and  their  successors  the  Station  did  admirable  work  and  is  still  in  existence. 
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The  difficulties  that  beset  the  President  were  frightful.  To  begin  with,  the 
state  was  wretchedly  poor  and  discouraged.  To  the  awful  losses  of  the  Civil  War 
in  men  and  money  had  succeeded  the  period  of  oppression,  corruption,  and  robbery 
curiously  called  Reconstruction.  Then  came  the  panic  of  1873.  All  the  while  went 
on  the  drain  of  payment  of  northern  war  debt  and  northern  pensions  and  tariff 
tribute  to  northern  manufacturers.  No  wonder  prices  kept  falling  steadily.  No 
wonder  people  were  apathetic  towards  expenditure  for  education  or  anything  else 
that  could  be  postponed.  The  General  Assembly  never  even  in  prosperous  times 
had  made  an  annual  appropriation  for  the  University.  Why  should  it  now? 

The  same  poverty,  the  same  apathy  kept  back  all  sorts  of  schools..  There  were 
so  few  secondary  schools,  either  public  or  private,  that  very  few  boys  were  well 
enough  prepared  to  pass  even  the  moderate  admission  examinations  required  by  the 
University.  The  attendance  through  President  Battle’s  administration  seldom  rose 
above  two  hundred.  It  is  pathetic  to  see  how,  if  a  single  belated  student  entered 
after  the  Catalogue  for  the  year  was  issued,  his  name  was  carefully  inserted  on  a 
slip. 

In  addition  to  poverty  and  public  apathy  to  education  there  was  the  positive 
opposition  of  several  of  the  religious  denominations  to  any  state  support  of  higher 
education  whatever.  They  were  afraid  of  losing  students  from  their  own  colleges 
if  the  University  were  made  too  attractive.  Sad  to  say  this  opposition  did  not  con¬ 
fine  itself  to  facts.  Outrageously  false  statements  were  constantly  made  about  the 
state  of  morals  at  the  University,  about  rampant  atheism  there,  about  the  University 
as  a  rich  man’s  school,  about  favoritism  to  the  Episcopal  church  in  elections  to  the 
faculty,  about  anything  else  that  might  create  prejudice  and  stir  up  enmity. 

There  were  troubles  inside  the  University  too.  Students  would  drink  and  gam¬ 
ble  and  haze  and  bedevil  the  faculty.  And  occasionally  there  was  an  unhappy 
choice  to  the  faculty  that  caused  friction.  In  general,  however,  the  faculty  were 
able,  enthusiastic,  and  splendidly  loyal. 

In  the  midst  of  his  University  difficulties  the  President  was  overtaken  by  per¬ 
sonal  financial  disaster.  He  had  endorsed  heavily  for  a  friend  and  the  time  came 
when  the  friend  could  hold  out  no  longer.  Moreover  under  the  pressure  of  Uni¬ 
versity  duties  he  could  not  help  neglecting  his  own  affairs  and  he  had  become  deeply 
involved  in  debt.  To  protect  his  own  creditors  an  assignment  was  imperative.  He 
sacrificed  everything,  even  the  life-interest  that  the  law  gave  him  in  his  wife’s  es¬ 
tate,  his  beloved  Senlac,  his  very  furniture  and  books.  Unhappily  values  were  now 
so  low  in  North  Carolina  that  the  sale  of  his  assets  did  not  equal  his  personal  debts 
and  the  residue  was  paid  only  by  the  help  of  his  wife  and  his  son  Thomas.  His 
mortification  was  intense,  because  he  had  been  proud  of  his  business  success  and  rep¬ 
utation.  Yet  he  refused  to  be  crushed.  He  would  make  a  new  reputation  in  the 
field  of  education.  By  greater  effort  than  before  he  would  justify  his  choice  as 
President.  In  truth  it  is  doubtful  if  his  disaster  had  any  effect  at  all  on  his  posi¬ 
tion  as  President.  His  associates  had  entire  confidence  in  his  integrity  and  their 
support  did  not  waver.  By  mortgaging  one  of  her  two  plantations  Mrs.  Battle  re¬ 
covered  their  control  and  saved  Senlac  and  its  contents.  In  the  end  the  mortgage 
ate  up  both  plantations.  The  household  became  dependent  on  the  University  salary, 
but  adversity  only  bound  it  closer  together. 

That  the  President  survived  his  labors  is  surprising.  Besides  the  usual  duties 
of  his  office,  he  regularly  taught  classes  in  Political  Science  and  Constitutional  and 
International  Law ;  he  gave  a  short  course  each  year  on  Business  Law ;  every  Sun- 
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day  he  delivered  a  lecture  on  the  Bible;  for  two  years  he  acted  as  Professor  of  Law; 
he  was  unwearied  in  attendance  at  Chapel  and  at  all  public  exercises;  he  was  con¬ 
spicuous  in  his  courtesies  to  visiting  strangers;  to  save  money  he  would  have  no  sec¬ 
retary  but  wrote  all  his  letters  with  his  own  hand.  He  was  saved  only  by  his  strong 
constitution,  his  regular  habits  of  sleep  and  exercise,  and  his  persistent  cheerfulness. 

Of  the  achievements  of  his  Presidency  probably  the  most  important  was  the 
first  annual  appropriation  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1881.  The  amount  was  only 
five  thousand  dollars,  but  except  for  the  Summer  Normal  there  had  never  before 
been  a  single  cent  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  University.  Well  might  the 
enthusiastic  boys  back  home  give  him  a  gold-headed  cane  in  appreciation  of  it.  Yet 
even  that  was  twisted  into  an  insult  to  the  denominational  colleges.  The  principle 
of  an  annual  appropriation  once  established,  the  granting  of  fifteen  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  additional  in  1885  came  more  easily.  This  time  the  boys  took  the  horses  out 
of  his  carriage  and  pulled  him  all  the  mile  and  a  half  from  the  station  to  his  home. 
It  meant  several  new  professors  at  once.  In  1885  also  wras  completed  Memorial 
Hall,  the  first  new  building  on  the  Campus  since  1860,  within  the  last  few  months 
declared  unsafe  and  torn  down.  The  money  for  this  building  was  in  part  secured 
through  the  President’s  efforts,  some  by  personal  interview,  more  by  individual  let¬ 
ters,  appealing  to  family  pride  to  commemorate  distinguished  relatives  by  marble 
tablets. 

Another  achievement  was  the  building  of  the  University  Railroad  in  1882  from 
University  Station  on  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  to  Chapel  Hill.  It  is  said  that 
in  the  fifties,  when  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  was  being  laid  out  from  Golds¬ 
boro  through  Raleigh  to  Greensboro  and  Charlotte,  President  Swain  of  the  Uni- 
versity  protested  against  its  coming  by  Chapel  Hill.  In  the  eighties  times  had 
changed  and  the  University  no  longer  wished  to  be  isolated.  In  our  own  day  nobody 
rides  on  the  University  Railroad  any  more,  but  then  it  was  such  an  improvement 
over  the  dreadful  road  to  Durham  that  it  was  hailed  as  the  beginning  of  a  new  era. 

Of  benefactions  now  so  common  there  were  in  President  Battle’s  time  but  few. 
C  uriously  enough  the  first  four  large  ones  were  all  made  by  women  and  the  women 
were  all  named  Mary. 

A  great  improvement  was  effected  in  1886  by  the  combination  of  the  two  lite¬ 
rary  society  libraries  of  about  seven  thousand  volumes  each  with  the  L  niversity  Li¬ 
brary. 

A  more  doubtful  change  was  the  repeal  in  1885  of  the  law  against  fraternities. 

The  crowning  event  of  his  administration  came  in  1889  in  the  Centennial  Cel¬ 
ebration  of  the  Foundation  of  the  University  and  the  endowment  of  the  Alumni  Chair 
of  History  at  a  grand  banquet.  Not  since  the  Reopening  had  there  been  such  a  dis¬ 
play  of  enthusiasm.  But  once  more  it  fell  to  the  President  to  make  a  campaign 
for  funds — not  enough  had  been  raised  at  the  banquet.  It  was  successful  and  the 
chair  was  duly  established. 

The  President  had  now  come  to  feel  that  he  had  fulfilled  his  mission  and  he 
wished  to  retire  and  write  a  history  of  the  University.  By  common  consent  he  was 
marked  out  for  the  first  occupant  of  the  new  chair  of  History  and  in  1891  he  re¬ 
signed  the  Presidency  to  accept  it. 

The  new  Professor  of  History  had  little  technical  training  tor  the  position  but 
he  had  personality,  lie  had  a  sound  general  education  and  wide  culture,  he  had  the 
training  of  a  lawyer  and  twenty  years  experience  in  the  handling  of  evidence,  he 
had  been  since  manhood  both  a  student  of  public  affairs  and  a  participant,  he  knew 
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men  as  well  as  books,  he  had  had  wide  experience  in  teaching  other  subjects,  and 
he  had  shown  by  numerous  historical  addresses  that  he  could  write  effectively.  If 
history  be  philosophy  teaching  by  experience,  he  was  likely  to  be  a  good  teacher  of 
history.  And  so  it  turned  out.  His  courses  were  popular  and  his  students  both 
loved  and  admired  him.  He  had  an  unusual  power  of  seizing  the  essential  element 
in  a  situation  and  in  pressing  it  home  by  clear  exposition  and  apt  illustration. 
President  Alderman  testifies:  “Under  his  wise  and  sympathetic  direction  the  de¬ 
partment  has  enriched  and  invigorated  the  intellectual  life  of  the  University.  The 
historical  instinct,  the  love  and  aptitude  for  historical  research,  the  power  to  collect, 
arrange,  deduce,  and  vivify  historical  data  are  entering  into  the  equipment  of  Uni¬ 
versity  students.  History  is  no  longer  with  us  merely  informational  and  conven¬ 
tional  in  value,  but  is  a  department  of  the  great  science  of  sociology.  In  the  days 
to  come,  the  commonwealth  shall  not  lack  for  those  able  to  tell  the  story  of  its  spirit, 
its  genius,  and  its  progress.” 

Dr.  Battle  was  not  only  a  man  of  industry  in  general  but  he  was  also  an  as¬ 
siduous  writer.  He  had  a  naturally  clear  mind  and  expressed  himself  pointedly. 
In  his  younger  days  he  took  much  pains  to  improve  his  style.  In  the  end  he  wrote 
not  only  well  but  easily.  We  are  all  said  to  have  our  pet  economies.  One  of  his 
was  the  use  of  old  paper,  blank  on  one  side.  On  paper  of  this  sort  he  wrote  with 
a  pencil  most  of  his  family  letters  and  the  first  draft  of  his  work  for  publication.  A 
complete  list  of  his  publications  would  probably  run  over  seventy.  Not  all  are 
equally  well  done,  but  all  show  his  standards  of  truth,  clearness,  simplicity,  charm. 
They  may  be  grouped  as  follows: 

1.  Discussions  on  financial  and  other  public  questions.  The  earliest  of  these 
are  campaign  documents  prepared  in  support  of  Bell  and  Everett  in  1860.  Next 
come  his  Reports  as  State  Treasurer.  These,  Wheeler  says,  were  “considered 
models  of  financial  ability,  conciseness,  and  accuracy.”  The  rest  are  mostly  short. 
Several  concern  themselves  with  the  National  Banking  System  in  which  he  took  a 
deep  interest. 

2.  Reports,  addresses,  and  papers  on  subjects  connected  with  the  University. 
Naturally  these  are  numerous,  early  showing  a  distinct  historical  trend.  They  cul¬ 
minate  in  the  most  considerable  of  his  publications — A  History  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Volume  I,  1907,  pp.  860;  Volume  II,  1912,  pp.  875.  The  first  vol¬ 
ume  is  better  than  the  second,  but  both  are  full  of  interest. 

3.  Addresses  on  educational  questions.  Of  these  the  best  was  delivered  at 
the  Commencement  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina  in  1886  on  The  Head  and 
the  Hand.  It  is  a  well  reasoned  argument  for  practical  as  well  as  liberal  training, 
quite  sufficient  disproof  of  the  charge  at  one  time  made  that  he  was  out  of  sympathy 
with  technical  education.  With  reference  to  this  address  the  Hon.  John  Skelton 
Williams,  the  well  known  banker  of  Richmond,  Va.,  Comptroller  of  the  Currency 
in  Wilson’s  administration,  began  an  address  to  the  same  University  in  1910: 

“My  presence  here  tonight  is  a  coincidence  so  strange  and  so  vivid  as 
to  be  solemn.  I  am  here  as  an  echo  ...  of  words  spoken  in  these  walls 
in  a  time  which  to  some  of  you  may  seem  distant,  as  confirmation  of  proph¬ 
ecy  and  promise  which  to  some  of  you  may  seem  old.  From  an  occasion 
like  this,  from  this  very  place,  twenty-four  years  ago,  this  same  lovely 
month  of  June,  a  message  came  to  me  from  the  University  of  South  Car¬ 
olina  to  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  I  was  studying  law,  which  im- 
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pressed  me  deeply.  It  has  had  strong  influence  in  guiding  the  course  of 
my  life  and  thought. 

“In  June,  1886,  Kemp  P.  Battle,  LL.  D.,  President  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  was  the  commencement  orator  before  the  students  of 
South  Carolina  College,  as  it  was  called  then.  His  subject,  as  indicated 
in  the  heading  was:  ‘The  Head  and  the  Hand;  the  Practical  Side  of  Col¬ 
lege  Life.  Problems  of  the  Day.’  It  was  so  clear,  so  strong,  so  true,  so 
vibrant  with  vital  suggestion,  so  thrilling  with  inspiration,  that  a  score  of 
years  later  I  had  it  reprinted,  feeling  that  I  would  do  a  real  service  to  the 
young  men  of  the  country  by  aiding  in  its  preservation  and  circulation.  I 
can  not  better  justify  the  high  honor  and  compliment  bestowed  on  me  bv 
your  invitation  to  address  you  here  than  by  reiterating  to  you  from  actual 
knowledge  the  lesson  I  received  as  precept.” 

4.  Historical  addresses  and  papers.  These  are  very  numerous.  Many  are 
biographical:  Gen.  Jethro  Sumner,  Capt.  Johnston  Blakely,  Privateer  Otway 
Burns,  Gov.  Z.  B.  Vance,  Judge  R.  P.  Dick,  Hon.  John  Manning,  Augustus  A. 
Lewis,  James  S.  Battle,  Francis  L.  Dancy,  and  many  more.  The  names  of  the  coun¬ 
ties  of  North  Carolina  are  treated  more  than  once;  the  early  history  of  Raleigh 
three  times.  Several  deal  with  the  Episcopal  Church — Laymen  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  North  Carolina  in  Colonial  Times;  A  History  of  Christ  Church,  Ral¬ 
eigh;  Fifty  Years  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.  Probably  the  best 
of  all  is  the  History  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  North  Carolina  published  in  Volume 
201  of  the  Supreme  Court  Reports. 

The  years  passed  with  little  diminution  in  his  vigor,  none  in  his  cheerful  out¬ 
look,  but  when  he  reached  the  age  of  seventy-five  he  thought  it  wise  to  make  way 
for  younger  blood  and  accepted  in  1907  the  Carnegie  annuity  that  his  friends  se¬ 
cured  for  him.  It  was  only  sixteen  hundred  and1  fifty  dollars  a  year  but  it  was 
enough  for  a  simple  household. 

For  twelve  years  more  he  lived  his  peaceful  life  at  Senlac,  reading  and  writing 
most  of  the  day  in  his  curious  old  desk-arm  chair  in  the  Copper  Office,  always  taking 
a  walk  in  the  afternoon  in  the  forest  that  lie  loved  so  well,  in  the  evening  reading 
or  chatting  with  family  and  friends.  Gradually  he  grew  deaf  but  his  eyesight  and 
his  general  health  continued  excellent  till  within  a  few  weeks  of  his  death. 

Gratifying  honors  came  to  him.  He  was  continued  in  office  as  Trustee  by 
the  General  Assembly  till  he  died,  having  served  a  total  of  fifty-one  years.  He  had 
long  ago  been  made  a  Doctor  of  Laws  by  Davidson  College  and  in  1910  he  received 
the  same  degree  from  the  University.  In  1907  the  first  volume  of  his  History  of 
the  University  brought  him  the  award  of  the  Patterson  Cup  for  the  best  book  of 
the  year  on  a  North  Carolina  subject.  On  the  publication  of  the  second  volume  in 
1912  the  General  Assembly  passed  a  resolution  of  thanks.  His  colleagues  of  the 
Department  of  History  gave  him  a  beautiful  Loving  Cup.  A  group  of  nature-lov¬ 
ers  gave  him  a  compass  set  in  a  gold  hatchet  in  recognition  of  his  woodcraft. 
Know  ing  that  he  had  a  fancy  for  canes,  friends  were  constantly  bringing  new’  ones 
from  out  of  the  way  places  or  old  ones  with  histories.  Better  than  all  else  was  the 
extraordinary  affection  and  admiration  shown  him  over  and  over  by  students  old  and 
new.  The  appellation  of  Second  bather  of  the  University  had  long  been  his.  Now’ 
he  came  to  be  knowm  as  the  Grand  Old  Man  of  North  Carolina.  Each  Commence¬ 
ment  for  many  years  he  was  invited  by  the  Senior  Class  to  a  half-hour  of  fellow¬ 
ship  and  counsel  that  came  to  have  almost  a  sacred  character.

The  end  came  on  the  fourth  of  February  1919  in  his  eighty-eighth  year.  It 
was  expected,,  for  his  figure  had  of  late  become  pathetically  stooped  and  thin.  And 
yet  it  seemed  impossible.  Nobody  had  ever  known  Chapel  Hill  without  him — how 
could  such  a  thing  be? 

There  was  a  beautiful  service  in  the  University  Chapel  and  then  the  body  was 
taken  to  Raleigh  to  lie  beside  his  wife  with  his  two  little  daughters  near  and  parents, 
sisters,  brothers,  and  grandparents  close  at  hand.  A  notable  company  gathered  for 
the  funeral  at  Christ  Church  which  he  had  attended  when  he  lived  in  Raleigh.  Many 
of  the  most  distinguished  men  of  the  state  were  there.  Both  Houses  of  the  General 
Assembly  adjourned  in  his  honor.  The  Supreme  Court  came  in  a  body. 

Over  his  grave  was  erected  a  cross  like  that  over  his  wife,  on  its  base  the  sim¬ 
ple  inscription : 

W.  Kemp  Plummer  Battle, 

December  19,  1831 — February  4,  1919. 

S.  Lawyer,  Teacher,  Historian. 

E.  President  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  1876-1891. 

N.  A  lover  of  men,  he  was  by  men  beloved. 

Public  resolutions,  comments  of  the  press,  personal  letters,  were  extraordinary, 
alike  for  number  and  for  warmth  of  feeling.  As  throwing  light  upon  his  character 
and  work  a  few  may  be  given. 

The  Alumni  Review  for  March,  1919: 

“The  Review  but  expresses  the  feeling  of  every  alumnus  when  it  pays 
loving  tribute  to  the  character,  services,  and  rare  personality  of  the  late 
Kemp  Plummer  Battle,  member  of  the  class  of  1849,  President  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  from  1876  to  1891,  Alumni  Professor  of  History  from  1891  to 
1907,  and  since  then  Professor  Emeritus,  who,  on  February  fourth,  died  at 
his  home  in  the  village  full  of  labors  and  held  in  the  tenderest  affection  and 
love  by  all  who  had  known  him  in  his  long  distinguished  career. 

“Dr.  Battle’s  services  to  the  state  were  many  and  noted.  But  the 
one  in  which  he  justly  took  most  pride,  and  for  which  he  was  the  recipient 
of  the  state’s  enduring  gratitude,  was  the  task,  inconceivably  difficult,  of 
reopening  and  refounding  the  University.  The  University,  deprived  by 
the  Civil  War  and  Reconstruction  of  all  productive  endowment,  dependent 
upon  an  impoverished  people  in  many  instances  indifferent  to  its  needs  and 
hostile  to  its  support,  tainted  with  politics,  the  continuity  of  its  existence 
violently  broken,  was  in  a  condition  all  but  hopeless.  Confronted  with 
this  situation,  Dr,  Battle  set  himself  to  the  task  of  the  University’s  reha¬ 
bilitation  ;  and  with  limited  funds,  against  bitter  opposition,  he  refounded 
it,  built  by  degrees  a  new  sort  of  faculty,  evolved  new  policies  of  service, 
and  so  wrought  that  when  he  retired  from  the  presidency  in  1891,  he  was 
able  to  hand  over  to  his  successor  the  new,  modern  University,  state-sup¬ 
ported,  ready  to  be  developed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  day. 

“This  achievement,  at  once  so  difficult  and  great,  was  attributable  to 
something  more  than  Dr.  Battle’s  large  ability  and  spotless  character — his 
rare  personality.  Through  this  he  was  able  to  remove  the  University  from 
politics,  to  gain  for  it  the  support  of  all  parties  when  party  relations  were 
bitter,  and  to  eliminate  political  prejudice  from  the  campus.  It  was  his 
personality,  likewise,  rather  than  his  learning,  that  made  his  teaching  of 
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history  inspirational  and  vital  in  the  life  of  his  students  and  enabled  them  to 
retain  the  spirit  of  their  revered  teacher  long  after  the  information  im¬ 
parted  in  the  class  room  had  faded  from  their  memory. 

“Of  the  many  qualities  blended  in  Dr.  Battle’s  character  the  outstand¬ 
ing  were  devotion  to  duty,  a  high  sense  of  responsibility,  a  driving  energy, 
and  a  stern  courage.  These  were  tempered  but  in  no  sense  impaired  by  a 
constitutional  dislike  of  blind  partisanship,  a  spirit  of  toleration  for  the 
opinions  of  others,  a  broad  human  sympathy  which  made  him  instinctively 
like  people  and  hold  in  personal  affection  an  extraordinarily  large  num¬ 
ber.  Combined  with  these,  and  dominating  his  whole  life  and  thought, 
was  a  happy,  Christian  optimism  which  made  life  to  him  a  thing  of  never- 
ending  joy,  and,  in  turn,  made  of  his  living  a  benediction  to  his  com¬ 
munity. 

“In  characterizing  him  one  instinctively  recalls  the  happy  portrayal 
of  him  by  President  Graham  in  his  inaugural  address  as  ‘the  historian  of 
the  University’s  heroic  past,  on  whose  heart  each  syllable  of  her  story  is 
written — who  lived  through  a  period  of  bitterness  without  hate,  who  en¬ 
dured  poverty  without  a  regret,  achieved  honor  without  pride,  and  who 
now  so  deeply  shares  the  eternal  youth  about  him  that  age  finds  him  with 
a  heart  so  young  and  a  life  so  full  of  affection  and  praise  that  he  is  the 
witness  of  his  own  immortality.’ 

The  University  Faculty  in  a  Resolution: 

“The  story  of  his  life  will  record  the  efficient  administration  of  offices 
of  trust,  but  his  record  does  not  afford  an  adequate  measure  of  the  esteem 
in  wrhich  Dr.  Battle  was  held.  He  was  the  object  of  affection  based  on 
his  character  as  a  man.  In  this  character  the  dominant  element  was  the 
spirit  of  love.  In  the  solution  of  his  problems  he  was  guided  by  this 
spirit.  He  demanded  truth  and  justice,  but  for  him  justice  was  tempered 
by  mercy.  And  so  he  went  through  life  working,  helping,  and  striving 
always  to  create  an  atmosphere  of  harmony.  As  his  presence  was  a  ben¬ 
ediction,  his  memory  will  be  an  inspiration.” 

The  Hon.  Josephus  Daniels,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  a  letter  from  Washing¬ 
ton  to  his  paper,  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer: 

“To  have  known  President  Battle,  to  have  walked  with  him  and  coun¬ 
seled  with  him  on  a  journey  through  Battle  Park,  to  have  received  the 
cheery  word  of  a  life  devoted  to  service  and  to  have  known  intimately  that 
familiar  figure  in  his  declining  years  as  he  paused  at  the  postoffice  for  the 
noon  mail — this  would  have  made  a  four  years  sojourn  at  Chapel  Hill  a 
rich  heritage . 

He  was  permitted  to  live  long  and  in  his  old  age  he  gave  a  wealth  of 
needed  and  wise  admonitions  to  his  successors.  It  takes  a  man  of  rare 
qualities  to  stand  aside  in  advancing  years  and  take  younger  men  by  the 
hand  and  rejoice  as  they  carry  on  his  work  and  be  happier  when  they  have 
enjoyed  the  fruits  of  it.  This  is  the  surest  test  of  Dr.  Battle’s  noble  spirit. 

He  was  as  proud  of  all  that  V  inston,  Alderman,  Venable,  and  Graham  did 
as  if  they  had  been  his  own  boys  and  they  cherished  for  him  an  ever-grow¬ 
ing  affection  and  gratitude  for  his  unfailing  and  wise  counsel.” 
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Dr.  George  T.  Winston,  his  successor  in  the  Presidency,  in  a  letter  to  Dr.  K. 
P.  Battle,  Jr.: 

“Your  dear  father  and  I  worked  together,  cordially,  unceasingly,  and 
zealously,  throughout  his  administration  and  mine.  He  was  to  me  partly 
as  a  brother  and  partly  as  a  father.  Though  we  lived  apart  in  recent 
years,  he  was  in  my  mind  and  in  my  heart.  He  was  the  kindest  soul  I 
ever  knew;  and  his  entire  life  was  spent  for  the  good  of  others,  as  friend, 
kinsman,  neighbor,  teacher,  public  spirited  worker,  and  philanthropist.  He 
was  the  ‘Father  of  the  New  University/  ” 

George  Gordon  Battle,  Esq.,  of  New  York: 

“I  have  thought  a  great  deal  about  Uncle  Kemp  and  Aunt  Pattie  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  few  days.  They  are  so  closely  associated  with  my  earliest 
memories.  I  remember  as  a  boy  how  welcome  were  Uncle  Kemp’s  visits.  He 
used  to  come  down  to  Dunbar  and  would  frequently  stop  over  to  spend  the 
night  with  us.  His  good  nature,  his  keen  interest  in  everything,  his  stories 
and  his  jokes  always  amused  and  entertained  the  whole  household,  and  his 
coming  was  marked  as  a  white  day  in  our  annals.  Then  when  I  went  to 
Chapel  Hill,  their  kindness  to  me  I  can  never  forget.  As  you  say,  he  was 
a  natural  democrat — sympathetic  with  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men.” 

The  Rev.  W.  D.  Moss,  Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Chapel  Hill: 

“To  think  happy  thoughts,  to  live  simply,  to  have  and  to  merit  the 
dear  affection  of  friends,  to  be  interested  in  life  and  wish  the  happiness  of 
others,  to  have  a  heart  for  the  tender,  opening  things  of  springtime  and  all 
the  splendor  of  the  varied,  fourfold  year,  amidst  the  jarring  forces  of  our 
life  to  cherish  the  serene  confidence  that  all  is  well,  to  love  to  work,  to  do 
one’s  work  as  a  sacrament  and  without  fretting,  to  achieve  honor  without 
pride,  and  above  all  to  endure  as  a  child  of  God — that  is  the  legacy  our 
good  comrade  has  left  us.  In  that  legacy  we  are  rich  and  in  it  we  have 
encouragement  to  know  ourselves  as  masters  and  not  slaves  and  to  enjoy 
support  in  the  hour  that  tempts  to  weakness  of  any  kind.” 

Dr.  C.  Alphonso  Smith,  Professor  of  English  at  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy : 

“I  cannot  think  of  Chapel  Hill  without  him.  Its  intellectual  and 
spiritual  life,  its  atmosphere  of  whole-hearted  hospitality,  its  memories  of 
the  past,  its  vision  of  a  greater  future,  its  streams  and  hills  and  woodland 
ways  are  all  compact  of  him  and  of  his  personality. 

“My  mind  has  been  traversing  the  years  that  have  passed  since  I  first 
met  him.  Every  North  Carolinian  of  my  generation  knew  of  him  from 
earliest  childhood  but  to  meet  him  was  to  experience  a  sort  of  liberalizing 
surprise  that  so  much  learning  and  civic  achievement,  such  wealth  of  gar¬ 
nered  observation  and  experience  could  company  so  graciously  with  such 
keen  responsiveness,  such  warmth  of  sympathy,  or  such  genial  unaffected¬ 
ness  of  manner  and  speech. 

“He  was  to  me  not  only  a  reminder  of  an  heroic  past  but  a  fore-token 
of  that  ampler  and  happier  future  which  the  federated  sympathies  of  so¬ 
ciety  will  yet  usher  in.  No  bitterness,  no  narrowness,  no  inhumanity 
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dwelt  in  him,  and  none  could  radiate  from  him.  The  circle  of  those  who 
knew  him  is  the  circle  of  those  who  will  always  love  and  reverence  him. 
Please  accept  for  yourself  and  convey  to  each  member  of  the  family  not 
only  my  sympathy  in  his  death  but  my  sense  of  grateful  heritage  in  the 
benediction  of  his  life.” 

Five  years  later,  Dr.  Robert  P.  Pell,  of  the  Class  of  1881,  President  of  Con 
verse  College,  Spartanburg,  S.  C.,  summed  up  the  administration  of  President  Bat 
tie  in  the  following  address  at  the  University  Commencement: 

“It  almost  staggers  me  to  think  of  the  difficulties  that  confronted 
President  Battle  when  he  undertook  not  merely  to  resuscitate  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  but  actually  to  re-create  it  and  to  equip  it  to  become  a  constructive 
force  in  the  new  era  that  was  just  beginning  to  dawn  upon  the  young  man¬ 
hood  of  our  state  as  the  darkest  period  of  reconstruction  days  began  to 
wane.  To  describe  in  detail  the  bitter  political  partisanships,  the  intense 
ecclesiastical  rivalries,  the  desperate  poverty  of  the  University  itself  would 
start  again  the  ignoble  animosities  that  his  great  heart  deplored — animosi¬ 
ties  that  happily  disappeared  before  he  passed  away  and  that  in  a  Christ- 
like  spirit  he  had  long  ago  forgiven.  It  is  my  purpose  to  make  a  mere 
reference  to  them  so  as  to  prepare  us  to  do  justice  to  his  work  and  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  unflagging  devotion  and  the  practical  wisdom  that  laid  the 
foundations  of  the  structure  of  our  University  today. 

“There  were  two  ideas  that  ran  throughout  practically  every  measure 
that  President  Battle  formed  and  executed  during  his  term  of  office — ideas 
that  undertoned  his  entire  administration,  and  whether  or  not  they  were 
consciously  formulated  by  him,  those  of  us  who  had  a  personal  insight  into 
his  ministrations  can  look  back  today  and  realize  how  consistently  and  per¬ 
sistently  he  clung  to  them. 

“The  first  was  the  conviction  that  whatever  policies  and  plans  might 
be  adopted,  the  very  life  of  the  University  must  have  its  source  in  the 
goodwill  of  the  masses.  To  entrench  this  institution  in  the  affections  of 
the  ordinary  man  and  woman  of  North  Carolina  was  indispensable  if  it 
could  hope  to  win  and  justify  their  support,  contribute  to  their  genuine  well¬ 
being,  and  become  the  inspirers  of  their  best  aspirations.  This  was  not  a 
mere  coldly  wrought-out  scheme  of  a  calculating  brain  proposing  to  use 
the  people  as  tools  to  promote  a  selfish  ambition  or  the  interests  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  social  caste,  but  it  was  the  unaffected  expression  of  a  genuiue  lover 
of  humanity.  He  longed  to  build  a  University  of  the  people,  by  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  for  the  people. 

“Let  us  trace  the  steps  by  which  he  gradually  effected  his  purpose. 

“First  of  all,  soon  after  his  inauguration  it  began  to  be  whispered 
throughout  the  state  that  no  North  Carolina  boy  however  poor  would  be 
denied  the  privileges  of  the  University.  If  he  would  only  write  Presi- 
dent  Battle,  state  his  case  and  prove  his  worth,  in  some  way  known  only 
to  the  President  himself  the  boy  would  soon  find  himself  on  this  old  cam¬ 
pus  glowingly  welcomed  by  his  benefactor.  Some  of  us  knew  that  such 
cases  were  frequently  financed  by  the  Deems  fund,  which  itself  had  come 
to  the  University  largely  through  the  friendship  of  the  donor  for  Presi¬ 
dent  Battle;  but  beyond  this  he  found  employment  for  many  of  these  needy 
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ones  and  thus  started  the  self-support  plan  which  has  today  reached  such 
proportions.  Naturally  this  alone  awakened  a  friendly  feeling  for  the 
University  among  a  class  who  had  thought  that  it  was  a  rich  man’s  insti¬ 
tution  and  that  they  were  forever  barred  from  it. 

“But  this  was  a  small  venture  as  compared  with  another  one.  We 
might  claim  that  President  Battle  made  an  original  contribution  to  the 
educational  forces  of  our  entire  southland  when  he  began  the  summer  nor¬ 
mal  school,  the  first  of  its  kind  known  in  our  section.  Its  uniqueness, 
however,  consisted  not  so  much  in  its  program  and  actual  work  as  in  its 
adaptability  to  a  larger  purpose  of  the  President.  Now  at  last  he  had 
found  an  instrumentality  that  could  be  made  the  most  fruitful  in  carrying 
the  University  right  to  the  hearthstones  of  all  the  people.  For,  if  he  could 
instill  in  the  mind  and  heart  of  what  was  then  called  the  common  school 
teacher  a  love  of  the  University,  a  pride  in  its  past  and  a  belief  in  its  fu¬ 
ture,  and  a  confidence  in  its  democratic  character  and  purpose,  then  the 
next  generation  of  the  children  of  the  state,  regardless  of  wealth  or  sta¬ 
tion,  would  acquire  a  deep  devotion  to  it.  Those  of  us  who  attended  the 
early  sessions  of  this  summer  normal  school  well  remember  how  ardently 
the  President  sought  the  love  and  trust  of  ‘these  old-field  school  teachers’ 
as  they  were  frequently  termed.  He  studied  and  promoted  to  the  smallest 
detail  their  social,  professional,  and  religious  development,  and  this  tender 
thoughtfulness  coupled  with  his  simple-hearted  attitude  and  kindly  eye 
stamped  him  forever  as  their  friend.  He  told  them  the  traditions  of  the 
University;  he  introduced  them  to  its  archives;  he  depicted  to  them  the 
careers  of  its  great  alumni;  he  took  them  on  tramps  through  its  woodlands 
and  joined  with  them  in  their  gleeful  talk  and  laughter  around  the  well. 
The  picture  of  President  Battle  in  those  days — you  could  almost  discern 
from  afar  his  happy  smile  as  he  left  his  door  beyond  the  grove  in  the 
morning  to  spend  his  day  among  his  teacher  friends  on  the  campus — this 
picture  has  never  left  me . 

“The  other  idea  that  President  Battle  kept  to  the  front  was  that  the 
University  should  be  the  real  head  of  the  public  school  system,  not  in  the 
sense  that  it  should  dominate  its  activities  and  absorb  all  of  its  gains,  but 
be  a  source  of  unfailing  inspiration,  guidance,  and  helpfulness  to  it.  He 
carried  this  conception  to  every  part  of  North  Carolina  through  his 
speeches  and  through  the  press,  as  well  as  by  drilling  it  into  the  teachers 
during  these  summer  normal  schools.  But  the  most  effective  agency  in 
this  propaganda  was  not  his  own  personal  efforts  but  the  vision  of  it  he  im¬ 
parted  to  a  choice  group  of  young  men  who  were  students  in  the  Univer¬ 
sity  during  the  early  part  of  his  administration  and  who  likewise  attended 
these  summer  normal  schools.  If  you  ask  me  where  Aycock  obtained  his 
profound  convictions  on  popular  education,  where  Mclver  began  his  think¬ 
ing  that  resulted  in  his  notable  contributions  to  it,  where  Alderman’s  imag¬ 
ination  was  so  kindled  that  he  became  its  most  eloquent  exponent,  and 
where  Joyner’s  sympathetic  appreciation  of  it  was  formed  so  that  he  be¬ 
came  such  a  practical  and  efficient  apostle  of  it — my  answer  is  that  they 
absorbed  it  here  year  by  year  because  it  was  in  the  atmosphere,  and  that 
atmosphere  was  charged  with  it  by  President  Battle.  .  .  .”

CHAPTER  XI  OF  A  BASKET  OF  FRAGMENTS 

by 

ELDER  JOSHUA  LAWRENCE 
Tarborough,  N.  C.,  1833. 

According  to  Burkitt’s  History  of  the  Kehukee  Association,  this  Church  is  an¬ 
cient  and  has  always  been  a  very  respectable  church,  being  constituted  by  his  ac¬ 
count  in  the  year  1757,  so  that  she  has  existed  seventy-six  years  since  her  constitu¬ 
tion,  and  is  still  a  respectable  church  for  number,  worth,  piety,  and  discipline.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Elder  Burkitt’s  account,  Elder  John  Moore  was  the  first  pastor  of  this 
church,  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Emanuel  Skinner,  a  worthy  member,  who  was  rais¬ 
ed  up  in  this  church  and  called  to  the  ministry;  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Elder  Na¬ 
than  Gilbert  in  the  pastoral  care,  in  which  office  he  continued  beloved  and  respected 
until  his  death — under  whose  ministry  the  church  was  comforted,  prosperous,  and 
happy,  for  in  the  course  of  two  years  of  his  ministry  there  were  added  to  the  church 
154  members,  but  soon  80  of  those  members  were  constituted  in  a  church  at  Town 
Creek,  under  the  care  of  Elder  Winsted,  which  left  in  the  church  134  members,  and 
some  of  them  of  as  much  respectability  as  any  in  the  State,  or  perhaps  as  in  the 
world.  After  the  death  of  Elder  Gilbert,  the  church  called  on  Elder  Joshua  Law¬ 
rence,  a  young  minister  who  had  been  called  to  the  ministry  and  raised  up  and  or¬ 
dained  by  Elders  Burkitt  and  Read  in  the  church  at  Fishing  Creek,  now  Lawrence’s 
meeting  house,  to  take  care  of  the  church ;  which  believing  he  was  called  on  to  do  by 
Almighty  God,  by  a  very  singular  vision  of  Elder  Gilbert’s  death,  three  days  before 
it  took  place,  he  consented  to  do  so,  and  thus  became  the  successor  of  Elder  Gilbert. 
In  the  course  of  a  year  or  two  a  glorious  revival  succeeded,  under  Elder  Lawrence’s 
ministry,  so  that  he  baptized  as  many  as  22  at  one  time,  mostly  young  men  ancf 
women;  and  in  the  course  of  two  years  there  were  upwards  of  100  added  to  the 
church,  for  there  have  been  150  members  added  to  the  church  under  Elder  Law¬ 
rence’s  ministry,  and  we  hope  the  day  of  God’s  visitation  is  again  at  hand  and  the 
time  of  refreshment  from  his  presence  not  far  off,  when  this  church  that  has  con¬ 
tinued  in  respectability  shall  be  watered  from  on  high  and  increase  to  the  joy, 
strength,  and  gladness  of  those  precious  sons  and  daughters  of  Zion  that  have  stood 
the  storm  of  a  wintry  season  and  leave  behind  them  a  young  and  worthy  set  of  suc¬ 
cessors  to  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour. 

There  have  been  since  the  constitution  of  this  church  635  persons  members  of 
it ;  there  have  been  raised  up  in  it,  or  members  of  it  by  baptism,  8  ministers,  viz : 
Emanuel  Skinner,  Jordan  Sherrod,  Lewis  Wells,  John  Atkinson,  Elisha  Battle, 
Jesse  Andrews,  Dr.  John  Gilbert,  son  of  Elder  Nathan  Gilbert,  former  pastor,  and 
Josiah  Crudup,  a  minister  of  very  respectable  talents,  character,  and  good  educa¬ 
tion,  who  is  now  we  are  told  acting  a  very  successful  part  in  winning  souls  to  Christ 
in  Wake  County,  and  is  a  member  and  pastor  of  a  church  at  Hepsibah  in  the  above 
county ;  the  last  four  ministers  were  baptized  by  Elder  Lawrence  in  the  revival  at 
the  Falls,  and  thus  we  see  every  new  revival  produces  a  new  succession  of  ministers. 

The  present  number  of  members  in  this  church  is  87,  notwithstanding  the  deaths, 
removals,  and  excommunications  that  have  taken  place  since  the  revival,  and  the  lim-

ited  state  of  her  bounds  from  what  they  used  to  be  under  former  ministers ;  for  there 
are  now  four  constituted  churches,  besides  the  church  at  the  Falls,  in  what  used  to 
be  her  limits,  all  of  whom  may  be  said  to  receive  some  additions  from  her  in  their 
constitution. 

The  church  at  the  Falls  of  Tar  River  hath  built  them  a  commodious  new  meet¬ 
ing  house  at  which  they  assemble,  which  stands  on  an  eminence  about  one  quarter  of 
a  mile  from  the  Falls  where  the  cotton  factory  is  built  by  Col.  Joel  Battle — surround¬ 
ed  is  the  meeting  house  with  a  lofty  grove  and  on  the  North  side  of  Tar  River,  their 
stated  meeting  is  the  second  Sunday  in  every  month  with  the  Saturday  before  it, 
yearly  meetings  in  September.  Here  we  may  say  of  a  truth  a  gospel  church  has 
stood  in  credit,  maintained  doctrine,  discipline,  ordinances,  and  piety  for  76  years, 
and  the  gates  of  hell  have  not  yet  prevailed ;  so  that  on  this  hill  we  may  raise  our 
Ebenezer,  hitherto  the  Lord  hath  helped  us;  and  we  may  say,  like  a  dying  Joseph, 
the  Lord  shall  again  surely  visit  you,  our  brethren ;  be  strong  and  of  good  courage, 
therefore,  and  wait  upon  the  Lord  for  the  renewal  of  your  strength  and  numbers. 

There  have  always  been  some  very  pious  members  in  this  Church.  Among 
them  one  of  the  first  members  was  Elisha  Battle,  the  grandfather  of  the  present 
generation,  who  it  may  be  said  was  a  man  of  wealth  and  piety,  and  may  in  some  sort 
be  called  an  Abraham  to  the  present  race  of  Battles,  for  that  profuse  and  extensive 
blessing  that  has  been  poured  out  on  the  Battle  family — for  in  the  revival  under  El¬ 
der  Lawrence’s  ministry  the  blessing  of  heaven  seemed  to  pursue  the  very  blood  of 
the  family,  and  not  even  stopt  there  but  those  of  other  families  connected  by  mar¬ 
riage  with  them  were  also  blessed  with  a  hope  of  religion — so  that  almost  all  of  the 
blood  before,  then,  and  afterwards,  became  Baptists,  so  that  it  may  be  said,  behold 
a  family  blessed  of  the  Lord. 

Jacob  Battle,  the  sixth  son  of  this  old  Elisha  Battle,  was  another  wealthy,  in¬ 
dustrious  farmer,  and  pious  member  of  this  church;  he  was  born  on  the  22nd  of  April, 
1754,  and  married  Penelope  Edwards,  by  whom  he  had  six  children,  all  of  whom  are 
dead  except  the  oldest  son  whose  name  is  James  S.  Battle.  He,  Jacob  Battle,  em¬ 
braced  the  faith  of  the  Baptists  early  in  life,  and  continued  to  lead  an  exemplary, 
correct,  and  moral  life,  beyond  the  commonalty  of  professors  to  his  dying  day;  which 
took  place  in  the  61st  year  of  his  age,  in  peace,  from  home — being  heard  to  sav, 
when  he  took  up  at  night,  was  then  taken  with  the  epidemic  and  laid  down,  “In  a 
little  wrhile  I  shall  be  with  Jesus.’’  He  was  a  member  of  this  church  about  forty 
years  without  spot  of  moral  character,  and  deacon  nineteen  years,  in  which  office 
he  died.  He  was  county  treasurer  for  a  number  of  years  until  death,  and  in  all  his 
dealings  with  men  we  hear  of  no  impeachment  of  character  from  Church,  or  State, 
or  citizen — kind  and  humane  to  his  servants  to  a  fault,  if  such  a  thing  could  be — 
great  method,  prudence,  and  precaution  and  industry  in  the  transaction  of  all  his 
business;  and  as  to  his  liberality  to  ministers  of  the  gospel  he  perhaps  had  not  an 
equal,  nor  perhaps  did  any  man  ever  better  fill  the  office  of  deacon,  both  from  church 
fund  and  his  own  private  pocket,  as  a  judgment  day  will  reveal — when  the  Saviour 
shall  say,  I  was  hungry,  naked  and  in  want  of  such  a  minister,  and  you  supplied  me 
in  him.  He  was  plain  in  his  dress,  manners,  and  table,  though  owner  of  above  100 
slaves,  and  strictly  attentive  to  conference  and  preaching  in  general — he  was  a  man 
of  few  words,  seldom  or  never  expressing  himself  in  positive  terms,  nor  chatting  on 
foolishness,  rather  blunt  and  altogether  unassuming  in  his  manners  and  hard  to  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  by  them  that  did  not  know  him  by  reason  of  his  plainness  of 
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manners  and  fewness  of  words.  If  all  deacons  and  professors  of  the  Baptists  were 
such  men  as  he  for  piety  and  attention  to  their  office,  it  might  be  much  for  the  pros¬ 
perity  and  honor  of  the  Baptist  cause — as  well,  as  we  might  add,  behold  the  upright 
man  in  his  dealings,  words,  and  actions,  both  in  public  and  private  life,  for  the  end 
of  this  man  was  peace,  as  we  hear  him  say  in  a  dying  hour. 

Demcy  Battle,  brother  to  Jacob  and  youngest  son  of  old  Elisha,  was  born  the 
4th  day  of  December,  1758,  and  married  Jane  Andrews  in  1784,  by  whom  he  had 
eight  children;  his  wife  died  in  1799,  trusting  in  Christ,  in  her  32nd  year,  and  he 
died  the  10th  of  March,  1815,  in  his  57th  year,  rejoicing  in  hope  of  glory  through 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  He  joined  the  church  in  or  about  his  18th  year,  and  thus 
was  a  member  of  this  church  for  about  forty  years.  He  left  behind  him  at  his  death 
three  sons  and  a  daughter,  viz:  Dr.  Cullen  Battle,  who  is  now  a  member  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  church  at  Powelton,  Georgia,  and  his  wife  also;  and  Dr.  Andrew  Battle,  who 
also  is  a  deacon  and  member  of  a  church  in  Georgia,  but  was  baptised  at  the  Falls 
— and  John  Battle,  the  youngest,  who  unfortunately  killed  himself  by  leaping  out 
of  a  tree — and  Amelia  Battle  the  daughter,  married  Dr.  John  Gilbert,  and  became  a 
Baptist  at  the  Falls,  and  died  in  1817,  in  full  fellowship,  in  the  26th  year  of  her 
age.  Demcy  Battle  was  among  and  foremost  on  the  list  for  moral  character,  of  all 
the  professors  of  religion  that  we  have  been  acquainted  with  in  this  church  or  any 
other;  he  was  a  kind  and  affectionate  husband,  without  a  cross  word  or  sour  look  or 
manifesting  the  least  displeasure  towards  his  wife  through  their  stay  on  earth  to¬ 
gether;  humane  and  forbearing  to  his  servants,  feeding  and  clothing  them  well  and 
never  driving  them  through  cold  and  heat,  wet  and  dry,  to  hoard  up  a  little  prop¬ 
erty,  yet  he  was  rich  and  abounded  in  plenty.  As  a  father  he  was  fond  and  truly 
affectionate,  yet  he  possessed  that  rigid  morality,  as  some  professors  would  call  it, 
that  he  restrained  himself  and  children  from  the  use  of  bywords  of  any  kind,  nor 
would  he  suffer  them  any  amusement  like  gambling,  such  as  fives,  etc.,  or  that  had 
the  appearance  of  evil  at  any  time.  As  a  citizen,  honest,  humane,  punctual,  obe¬ 
dient  to  the  laws  of  his  country — as  a  neighbor,  kind,  restraining  from  injury — but 
when  we  come  to  take  him  into  view  as  a  church  member  and  for  moral  character, 
says  Elder  Lawrence,  and  he  well  knew  him  for  many  years  at  home  and  in  con¬ 
ference,  it  is  here  that  he  shines  with  that  lustre  that  is  enough  to  make  other  pro¬ 
fessors  blush  with  shame ;  in  his  dress,  neat,  modest,  and  clean,  bearing  a  good  index 
to  his  heart;  at  his  table  simple,  yet  plenty  and  good,  without  luxury,  show,  or  pa¬ 
rade,  his  countenance  and  unassumed  manners  and  affable  invitations  always  bespoke 
you  a  welcome,  without  those  hypocritical  apologies  too  often  found  an  attendant 
on  many  fine-spread  tables,  when  the  heart  wishes  you  gone.  In  the  morning  and 
evening  we  find  him  on  his  knees  looking  up  to  his  God  for  his  help  to  keep  him 
through  the  day  and  night  from  temptation  and  evil,  for  forty  years  setting  an  ex¬ 
ample  to  his  children  and  slaves  and  showing  them  that  he  carried  on  a  trade  with 
heaven  as  well  as  earth.  In  conference  his  worth  cannot  be  told,  never  speaking 
but  seldom,  but  that  was  like  a  snail  in  a  secure  place,  or  a  word  in  season  and  to 
the  purpose,  and  always  showed  he  had  well  weighed  the  matter  before  he  spoke. 
And  again  his  worth  was  great,  being  of  unimpeachable  character  himself  he  feared 
not  to  charge  others  with  their  crimes,  and  hold  the  rod  to  those  that  walked  ungodly 
in  the  church;  yet  sufficiently  lenient  in  discipline,  but  never  suffering-  a  crime  to 
go  unnoticed  by  the  church  and  dealt  with  according  to  the  scriptures.  Oh,  the 
value  of  such  members  in  a  church,  says  Elder  Lawrence,  since  the  loss  of  him  is 
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great,  very  great,  to  any  church.  He  was  frequently  delegated  to  the  Association, 
where  his  conduct  was  equally  good;  but  above  all,  he  shone  most  in  his  guardedness 
in  conversation,  for  he  never  allowed  himself  in  idle  conversation,  nor  foolish  laugh¬ 
ing  or  jesting,  nor  vain  conversation,  nor  idle  words  or  back  biting,  nor  tale  bearing, 
nor  talking  of  the  failings  of  his  brethren  or  other  men  behind  their  backs — of  which 
conduct  thousands  of  professors  ought  to  be  ashamed,  and  more  especially  in  these 
days  when  it  has  become  the  table,  fireside,  court-yard  and  meeting-house  talk,  to 
hear  and  tell  of  something  bad  that  worldling  or  professor  has  done.  Let  this  man’s 
conduct  put  such  to  blush  of  shame,  and  resolve  to  do  better  for  the  future,  as  it  is 
in  the  limits  of  the  powrer  of  all  professors;  and  remember  the  tongue  is  a  deadly 
weapon  to  the  character  of  men,  and  though  you  may  not  at  times  think  harm  of 
it,  or  tell  truth,  yet,  oh  yet,  what  harm  is  often  made  of  it  by  a  bird  of  the  air  carry¬ 
ing  the  news — therefore,  if  you  would  not  that  others  speak  evil  of  you,  do  not  even 
so  to  them.  This  man,  therefore,  may  be  said  to  come  up  to  his  text:  Let  your  conver¬ 
sation  be  as  becometh  the  gospel  of  Christ — in  the  court-yard  and  every  public  com¬ 
pany  he  was  the  same  man,  all  of  a  piece  at  home  and  abroad,  and  in  all  the  private 
walk  of  life  all  of  a  piece;  so  that  it  may  suffice  for  all,  that  if  any  professor  of  re¬ 
ligion  ever  came  up  to  the  scriptures:  Be  holy,  be  ye  perfect  as  your  heavenly 
Father  is  perfect — this  same  Demcy  Battle  is  the  man,  says  Elder  Lawrence,  who 
well  knew  him  as  a  member  of  his  church,  and  at  home  and  in  public  company,  as 
well  as  private  life. 

Elder  Nathan  Gilbert,  the  former  pastor  of  this  church,  was  born  in  Anson 
County,  North  Carolina,  the  30th  day  of  January,  1768,  and  joined  the  Baptist 
church  at  a  very  early  age,  and  commenced  almost  immediately  to  preach  the  gos¬ 
pel  to  lost  sinners;  he  was  the  son  of  Jesse  Gilbert,  who  was  a  Baptist  and  among 
the  first  in  North  Carolina.  Nathan  was  the  only  child — after  preaching  sometime 
in  Anson  County,  he  came  to  Edgecombe  County  sometime  in  the  year  1793;  and  Julv 
10th,  1794,  was  married  to  a  Miss  Charity  Ricks,  a  fine,  lovely,  moral  young  woman, 
who  was  baptized  by  Elder  Lawrence  with  her  oldest  son  John,  after  his  death;  she 
was  the  daughter  of  James  Ricks,  who  was  the  proprietor  of  the  land  at  the  Falls 
of  Tar  River,  where  the  cutton  factory  now  stands.  Elder  Nathan  Gilbert,  from 
the  year  1794,  preached  for  this  church  occasionally,  yet  though  solicited,  he  would 
not  become  the  pastor,  although  in  1798  the  church  called  upon  him  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  yet  he  would  not  accept  the  call  until  1802.  Whether  Elder  Gilbert  was  or¬ 
dained  in  Anson  County,  or  in  the  church  at  Scuppernong,  from  which  church  he 
took  his  letter  of  dimission  to  join  the  Falls,  we  do  not  know,  nor  by  whom  he  was 
ordained,  yet  he  was  an  ordained  minister  when  he  came  to  the  Falls.  He  died  the 
1st  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1809.  He  was  pastor  of  this  church  to  their  great 
satisfaction  and  even  to  the  church’s  doting  on  him,  and  to  her  pride,  that  she  was  so 
blessed  as  fortunate  as  to  get  such  a  blessed  minister  for  her  pastor  for  a  number  of 
years.  Elder  Nathan  Gilbert  left  five  children,  all  of  whom  with  his  wife  moved  to 
Georgia  sometime  after  his  death,  under  the  care  of  his  oldest  son.  Dr.  John  Gilbert, 
who  is  now  a  minister  of  the  gospel  in  that  state.  Elder  Nathan  Gilbert,  says  Elder 
Lawrence,  who  drew  a  sketch  of  his  biography,  was  a  man  second  to  none  in  the  pul¬ 
pit,  and  he  well  knew  him  for  he  baptized  Elder  Lawrence  and  was  for  some  years 
occasional  pastor  of  the  church  of  which  he  was  a  member,  and  frequently7  preached 
with  him  there  and  elsewhere,  as  well  as  having  been  at  his  house  and  in  his  com¬ 
pany  some  years.  In  his  stature  he  was  about  the  common  size,  vet  rather  bulkv, 
strong  nervous  powers;  his  countenance  was  modest,  diffident,  harmless,  and  very 
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much  of  the  look  down,  seldom  looking  up  in  conversation  or  in  the  pulpit,  except 
when  touched  in  his  preaching  with  feeling  of  truth  and  worth  of  souls,  then  his 
countenance  became  piercing,  pitiful,  and  his  eyes  seemed  to  beam  forth  love  and 
earnest  anxiety  on  all  the  assembly;  his  voice  sweet,  very  harmonious,  soft  and  pa¬ 
thetic;  and  seldom  or  never  of  the  self-confident  or  dogmatical  kind  was  heard  in  his 
preaching.  Well  acquainted  with  men  and  things  by  study  and  reading,  his  method 
of  preaching  was  of  the  strong  reasoning  and  persuasive  kind  in  the  general  for 
more  than  half  his  sermon,  then  he  generally  rose  in  tone  of  voice  and  eloquence  that 
seldom  failed  to  flood  his  audience  in  tears  and  here  he  always  left  off,  done  his  sub¬ 
ject  or  not;  he  was  a  sure  preacher  on  this  account,  leaving  his  audience  always  on 
the  top  of  the  mount,  and  never  continuing  so  long  as  to  chill  and  cool  his  audience 
again.  In  this  account  he  gave  Elder  Lawrence  the  following  good  advice:  never 
fear  old  preachers,  it  will  eclipse  your  ideas,  for  they  know  how  to  bear  with  the  in¬ 
firmity  of  young  preachers  having  been  young  themselves ;  nor  never  preach  too 
long,  but  leave  your  audience  with  a  desire  to  hear  and  in  the  best  frame  of  feeling, 
this  will  make  them  willing  to  hear  you  again.  He  seldom  or  never  failed  in  his 
preaching  to  have  something  always  new,  and  would  so  manage  the  subject  as  to 
make  it  entertaining  to  all  ranks  of  his  assembly ;  so  that  each  one  seemed  to  go  off 
with  his  mess  of  meat  and  pleased  with  the  man,  more  especially  the  children  of  God, 
for  he  was  truly  a  sheep  feeder  which  is  the  best  gift  in  the  ministry;  nor  did  the 
goats  go  unfed,  nor  even  the  kids  beside  this  shepherd’s  tent.  Elder  Lawrence  com¬ 
pares  him  to  a  lad  gathering  stones  to  throw  at  a  bird  or  at  a  squirrel — for  in  the 
first  part  of  his  sermon  he  was  slow  and  decisive,  and  his  arguments  and  metaphors 
well  chosen  to  open  his  subject  to  the  mind  of  his  audiences;  and  when  he  had  got 
his  subject  thus  arranged,  he  seemed  to  rise  in  animation,  life  and  tone  of  voice,  and 
throw  stones  of  truth  in  every  direction,  so  that  they  used  to  hit.  Elder  Lawrence, 
when  a  profligate  youth,  though  he  used  to  creep  in  the  meeting  house  and  get  be¬ 
hind  the  door  where  this  same  Nathan  could  not  see  him,  yet  his  words  would  find 
him,  his  heart,  his  sin  out,  so  as  to  flood  him  in  tears  and  make  resolutions  to  do  bet¬ 
ter;  but  as  soon  as  out,  away  to  his  sins  again,  as  he  has  been  frequently  heard  to 
say.  And  it  was  seldom  he  failed  to  hit  with  his  words  all  conditions  of  his  audience, 
so  much  so  that  Elder  Lawrence  has  been  heard  to  say,  after  thirty  years  experience 
in  the  ministry  himself,  and  hearing  a  great  many  preachers  in  that  time,  that  if  he 
was  to  choose  a  preacher  for  himself,  for  something  new,  for  being  entertained,  and 
for  a  fresh  supply  of  spiritual  strength,  that  he  would  make  choice  of  Elder  Gilbert 
in  preference  to  all  or  any  preacher  he  has  ever  heard,  and  that  he  possessed  the  best 
entertaining  pulpit  talents.  In  his  dress,  modest,  plain  and  decent ;  in  his  manners, 
courteous,  gentle,  meek,  and  unassuming,  in  conversation  free  and  entertaining  by 
the  fireside  and  elsewhere ;  his  very  looks  showed  that  harmlessness  was  the  abound¬ 
ing  grace  of  his  heart — a  man  of  peace  in  church,  State  and  neighborhood — was  once 
elected  to  the  general  assembly,  was  a  magistrate  for  many  years,  made  considerable 
progress  in  the  study  and  practise  of  medicine  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life — pious 
in  a  high  degree,  so  much  so  as  to  be  without  censure  from  church  or  world ;  always 
avoiding  giving  offence  even  in  his  preaching  in  the  vindication  of  the  truths  of  the 
gospel  doctrines,  yet  sufficiently  plain  for  the  children  of  God  to  understand  him, 
but  not  of  the  world  of  mankind.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  a  high  handed  gentle¬ 
man  once  said  to  old  Elder  Joshua  Barnes,  who  was  a  hero  for  truth  and  has  not  in 
this  particular  left  perhaps  his  equal  behind  him — you  and  your  brother  Gilbert 
don’t  preach  the  same  doctrine;  yes  we  do,  said  the  old  man,  but  Gilbert  cuts  it  up 
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in  such  small  pieces  and  so  butters  it  over  you  can  swallow  it,  but  I  cut  it  in  such 
long  chunks  it  chokes  you  as  bad  as  fish  hooks.  This  was  his  only  fault  as  a  gospel 
minister,  if  it  may  be  called  a  fault.  He  wrote  a  circular  letter  on  good  works, 
which  shows  the  genius  of  the  man  as  well  as  his  ideas  of  the  Christian  life;  in  a 
word  he  was  among  the  best  of  men  and  ministers ;  lived  beloved  and  respected  in 
a  high  degree,  and  died  lamented  by  family,  friends,  church,  and  world.  Such  an 
one  was  this  servant  of  Jesus  Christ  on  earth — go  thou  and  do  likewise,  and  no  doubt 
it  shall  be  well  with  thee  at  last. 

Time  would  fail  me  to  write  even  a  short  biography  of  the  many  deceased  wor¬ 
thy  members  that  have  been  in  this  church,  for  there  was  Col.  Joel  Battle,  owner  of 
the  factory  at  the  Falls,  a  man  of  great  wealth  and  undoubted  piety,  liberality  and 
benevolence — a  magistrate  for  many  years,  abundantly  useful  in  church  discipline, 
in  his  neighborhood  and  to  his  native  state — of  stern  moral  character,  maintaining 
it  to  his  dying  day,  to  his  honor  and  the  honor  of  the  cause  of  religion.  And  Red¬ 
mond  Bunn,  a  man  of  wealth,  who  was  a  member  of  this  church  for  upwards  of  forty 
years,  and  deacon  for  perhaps  between  20  and  30  years — was  a  magistrate  for  many 
years  and  was  often  elected  to  the  general  assembly — died  in  peace  and  fellowship 
in  a  good  old  age,  beloved  and  regretted.  And  Jethro  Battle,  an  uncommon  moral 
man  before,  and  much  more  so  after  his  profession  of  religion — died  in  peace  and 
good  hope.  With  a  hundred  others  whose  memories  are  dear  to  all  the  brethren 
that  knew  them — as  well  as  many  that  are  now  alive  that  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God 
our  Saviour,  whose  names  we  may  forebear  to  mention,  as  we  shall  not  have  much  to 
say  of  the  living  but  wait  until  they  finish  their  race  and  see  how  they  come  off  the 
field. 

Perhaps  there  has  not  been  a  church  in  the  state  that  has  had  as  many  members 
as  ornaments  to  the  Baptist  religion,  as  in  this — although  she,  like  all  other  churches, 
has  had  all  along  some  few  that  have  defiled  their  garments  to  their  shame.  It  may 
with  truth  be  said  of  the  Battle  family  that  they  have  been  abundantly  blessed  of  the 
Lord,  abounding  in  general  with  wealth  and  the  hope  of  religion — for,  for  us  to  say 
how  many  of  this  family  are  Baptists  in  the  United  States,  it  would  be  out  of  our 
power — but  the  number  is  great,  very  great,  including  all  its  branches  and  marriage 
connections,  with  few  exceptions. 

[The  Church  at  Falls  of  Tar  River  is  still  in  existence.  The  membership  is  small  but 
faithful.  A  year  or  two  ago  the  old  frame  building  was  torn  down  and  a  very  pleas¬ 
ing  brick  church  erected  in  Colonial  style.] 


3.  A  HISTORY  OF  THE  ROCKY  MOUNT  MILLS 

by 

KEMP  DAVIS  BATTLEi 

The  Rocky  Mount  Mills,  located  at  the  Great  Falls  of  Tar  River,  in  Nash 
County,  N.  C.,  have  been  so  intimately  connected  with  the  history  of  the  Battle 
family  of  that  State  that  an  account  of  their  origin  and  subsequent  development 
should  be  of  interest.  For  more  than  a  century  they  have  been  owned,  or  in  part 
officered,  by  Battles,— a  rather  unusual  record  of  continuity  of  family  management. 

The  Falls  of  Tar  River  are  due  to  a  great  granite  ledge  where -the  Piedmont 
area  meets  the  Coastal  Plain,  producing  a  fall  of  water  in  Tar  River  of  sufficient 
magnitude  for  manufacturing  purposes.  For  many  years  the  boundary  line  be¬ 
tween  Nash  and  Edgecombe  Counties  ran  just  above  the  dam,  an  arrangement 
which  was  said  to  have  been  engineered  by  representatives  of  Edgecombe  County 
so  that  the  factory  might  be  subject  to  taxation  in  Edgecombe  County  and  the 
bridge  above  the  dam  maintained  by  Nash  County.  The  line  between  Nash  and 
Edgecombe  Counties  was  changed  in  1871  in  such  a  way  that  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad  track,  about  a  mile  to  the  east,  became  the  county  line,  and  the  entire 
plant  is  now  in  Nash  County. 

The  lands  at  and  around  the  Falls  were  conveyed  by  Earl  Granville  to  Isaac 
Ricks  in  1752.  What  became  of  the  title  of  Ricks  does  not  appear,  as  the  land  was 
subsequently  granted  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  John  Watkins  in  1805. 
In  1807  John  Watkins,  with  his  associates,  Joel  Bunn,  James  Thorp,  and  Jacob 
Horn,  erected  a  grist  mill  which  operated  with  the  water  power  available  at  the 
Falls.  The  Watkins  grist  mill  was  on  the  north  side  of  the  river.  Another  grist 
mill  was  built  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  by  James  Ricks.  Such  was  the  situ¬ 
ation  in  1816  when  Joel  Battle,  grandson  of  Elisha  I,  appears  on  the  scene  with 
his  brother-in-law,  Peter  Evans,  who  like  him  married  one  of  the  daughters  of 
Amos  Johnston,  and  a  third  party,  Henry  A.  Donaldson,  a  man  of  Scotch  ancestry 
and  with  practical  experience  in  the  cotton  mill  business,  brought  from  the  north  by 
Battle  and  Evans  to  furnish  the  technical  knowledge  for  the  enterprise  which 
they  had  conceived.  The  three  partners  began  buying  up  the  land  around  the 
Falls  in  1816.  The  Ricks  mill-site  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  with  171  acres  of 
adjacent  land  was  bought  in  several  deeds  by  the  partners  above  named,  and  John 
Hogun.  Hogun’s  connection  with  the  enterprise  was  short-lived  as  he  sold  his 
one-fourth  interest  to  Joel  Battle  in  June  1817.  Battle,  Evans,  and  Donaldson 
were  soon  the  owners  of  the  entire  area,  the  last  deed  to  the  partnership  being  dated 
Nov.  1,  1820,  at  which  time  they  procured  license  from  Isaac  Watkins,  possibly  a 
son  of  John  Watkins,  to  “build  a  dam  across  the  river  at  Great  Falls,  commonly 
called  the  middle  dam.” 

The  actual  commencement  of  construction  is  somewhat  obscure  but  from  the 
best  available  evidence  it  appears  that  the  original  stone  building  was  begun  either 
in  1816  or  1817.  Just  when  manufacturing  started  is  not  known.  In  1819  the 
building  was  enlarged  and  in  1820  the  mill  was  in  full  operation,  at  its  present  loca¬ 
tion. 

lSee  Table  59. 
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There  is  a  definite  tradition  in  the  family  that  the  mill  thus  operated  by  Battle, 
Evans,  and  Donaldson  was  the  first  cotton  mill  built  and  run  in  North  Carolina. 
There  are  authorities  which  so  state,  but  the  weight  of  evidence  seems  to  be  to  the 
effect  that  a  mill  near  Lincolnton  built  by  members  of  the  Schenck  family  was  the 
first  mill  in  actual  operation.  The  successor  of  that  mill  has  been  enlarged  and  con¬ 
tinued  at  a  new  location.  It  can  be  stated  with  safety  that  Rocky  Mount  Mills  are 
the  oldest  mill  in  North  Carolina  now  running  at  the  original  location  and  the  second 
mill  in  the  state  to  start  operation. 

Joel  Battle  built  his  home  on  a  bluff  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river  in  1819. 
The  site  is  behind  the  wooden  building  which  was  for  many  years  used  as  a  commis¬ 
sary  and  later  as  a  moving-picture  hall.  He  lived  there  until  a  few  years  before  his 
death,  when  he  moved  to  his  Edgecombe  country  home  called  “The  Oaks”  on  a  farm 
now  owned  by  the  Fletcher  Daughtridge  heirs.  He  was  buried  there,  but  in  1872 
his  oldest  son,  Judge  William  H.  Battle,  had  his  remains  and  those  of  his  widow 
moved  to  Oakwood  Cemetery  in  Raleigh. 

It  appears  likely  that  in  1821  dissension  arose  among  the  partners  Battle, 
Evans,  and  Donaldson;  and  Donaldson  in  his  own  name  bought  the  Watkins  mill- 
site  north  of  the  river  with  water  rights  and  then  bought  out  Evans.  This  gave 
Donaldson  a  half-interest  in  the  land  on  the  south  of  the  river  and  he  was  full  owner 
of  the  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  river.  He  is  said  to  have  started  a  small  cotton 
mill  on  the  Watkins  site  on  the  north  side  but  it  does  not  appear  that  it  was  ever 
operated.  Somewhat  later  he  moved  to  Fayetteville,  N.  C.,  and  erected  a  mill  there. 
In  August,  1825,  he  conveyed  to  Joel  Battle  his  interest  in  the  property  on  the  south 
side  of  the  river  and  in  1828  the  Watkins  mill-site,  also,  with  twenty  acres  adjoining 
on  the  north  side  of  the  river  and  in  addition  Panther  Island. 

After  the  death  of  Joel  Battle  an  attempt  was  made  to  organize  a  corporation 
to  take  over  the  property  and  a  charter  was  granted  by  the  Legislature  in  1838.  An 
organization  meeting  was  held  on  January  1,  1839,  with  William  H.  Battle,  the 
oldest  heir,  presiding.  It  was  resolved  to  accept  the  charter,  sell  stock,  and  acquire 
the  property  at  a  price  of  $80,000.  The  stock  was  advertised  in  various  newspa¬ 
pers  published  in  the  state,  among  others  at  Tarboro  and  Raleigh,  but  the  investing 
public  did  not  become  interested  and  the  plan  came  to  naught. 

Joel  Battle  left  a  large  family.  It  seems  needless  to  trace  the  deviations  by 
which  the  entire  interest  was  finally  acquired  by  his  sons,  William  H.  Battle,  Ben¬ 
jamin  Dossey  Battle,  and  Columbus  C.  Battle.  One  family  anecdote,  however,  may 
be  preserved.  The  grist  mill  adjacent  to  the  cotton  mill  is  said  to  have  been  al¬ 
lotted  to  Laura  Battle,  later  Mrs.  Charles  Phillips,  she  being  then  still  a  child.  One 
morning  she  was  found  in  tears  and  upon  being  questioned  replied  that  so  many  peo¬ 
ple  were  using  her  mill  they  would  wear  it  out  before  she  could  grow  up  and  enjoy  it. 

The  acquisition  of  the  property  by  William  H.  Battle  and  his  brothers  appears 
in  the  following  notice  taken  from  the  Tarboro  Press  of  November  16,  1844: 

NOTICE 

William  H.  Battle  &  Benj.  D.  Battle,  having  purchased  the  interest 
of  Amos  J.  Battle  in  the 
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AT  THE  FALLS  OF  TAR  RIVER 

The  whole  establishment  is  now  owned  by  them  and  C.  C.  Battle. 
The  business  in  future  will  be  conducted  as  heretofore,  in  the  name  of 
Battle  &  Brothers,  and  upon  the  same  liberal  and  accommodating 
terms. 


In  consequence  of  the  withdrawal  of  one  of  the  former  firm  of  Battle 
&  Brothers,  the  business  will  have  to  be  closed  up  to  the  1st  day  of 
June  1844.  A  suitable  agent  will  be  employed  to  attend  to  this  part 
of  the  business. 

They  hope  to  have  the  continued  patronage  of  a  generous  public,  as 
they  will  endeavor  to  have  their  yarns  made  of  good  quality,  and  will 
sell  at  as  low  prices  as  the  articles  can  be  had  at  other  places. 

BATTLE  &  BROTHERS 

Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.  June  18,  1844 

Col.  Benjamin  Dossey  Battle,  one  of  the  owners,  father  of  Judge  Dossey  Bat¬ 
tle,  built  a  residence  adjacent  to  the  mills  in  1845  and  the  building  is  now  used  as  the 
main  offices  of  the  mills.  He  is  buried  at  “The  Oaks’’,  the  Joel  Battle  home  place  re¬ 
ferred  to  above  and  his  tombstone  is  visible  from  the  Tarboro  high 'way.  He  and  his 
brother,  Judge  William  H.  Battle,  managed  the  mills  until  1847  when  they  sold  to 
a  cousin  James  S.  Battle  and  his  son,  William  S.  Battle.  After  the  death  of  James 
S.  Battle  his  interest  was  acquired  by  William  S.  Battle  in  1857  and  he  remained  the 
sole  owner  until  1878,  operating  the  mills  with  his  son,  James  S.  Battle,  under  the 
name  of  Battle  &  Son. 

The  mills  were  run  by  slave  labor  until  1852,  at  which  time  the  experiment  was 
made  of  running  by  wage  hands.  There  is  no  authentic  information  as  to  the  rela¬ 
tive  efficiency  of  the  two  types  of  labor. 

During  the  War  between  the  States  it  became  the  custom  of  farmers  in  the 
eastern  counties  of  North  Carolina  to  haul  their  corn  to  the  mills  at  the  Falls,  there 
to  be  ground  into  meal  and  exchanged  for  yarn,  which  the  women  wove  into  cloth  or 
knit  into  socks.  The  mills  were  also  furnishing  yarn  to  the  State  Government. 

On  learning  this,  the  Federal  commander  at  New  Bern  conceived  the  idea  that 
the  destruction  of  the  mills  would  deprive  the  Confederacy  of  a  valuable  asset.  A 
raiding  party  of  cavalry  was  accordingly  organized  and  despatched  from  New  Bern 
in  July,  1863,  on  a  mission  of  destruction  which  was  completely  carried  out  on  July 
20th,  1863,  cotton  factory,  gin,  and  grist  mill  all  being  burned  to  the  ground.  The 
Yankees  next  started  to  burn  the  residence  of  the  owner,  Mr.  William  S.  Battle,  who 
was  absent  at  the  time  at  his  summer  home  in  Warrenton.  The  superintendent  of 
the  mills,  Mr.  Crowder,  went  to  the  commanding  officer  and  told  him  that  he  was  a 
Northern  man  and  a  Mason  and  persuaded  him  to  spare  the  residence.  After  the 
destruction  of  the  mills  the  detachment  moved  back  toward  New  Bern  via  Tarboro. 
Meanwhile  Mr.  Stewart,  the  head  overseer  of  Mr.  Battle’s  three  large  plantations 
located  down  the  river  from  the  Falls,  was  in  fear  that,  as  Mr.  Battle  had  been  a 
member  of  the  State  Convention  that  voted  the  State  out  of  the  Union,  the  Yankees 
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would  destroy  as  much  of  his  property  as  possible.  With  a  view  to  saving  the  farm 
supplies  he  issued  orders  to  have  all  the  meat  piled  on  wagons  and  to  rendezvous  on 
the  county  road  in  order  to  move  and  conceal  them  in  a  heavily  wooded  section 
known  as  “The  Piney  Woods”.  Some  thirty-four  wagons  and  carts  soon  assembled 
with  their  mules  and  drivers,  the  vehicles  piled  high  with  all  the  available  supplies. 
Just  as  the  last  wagon  was  leaving  the  county  road  for  the  Piney  Woods  path  the 
Yankee  cavalry  hove  in  sight  and  captured  the  whole  company.  The  mules  were 
cut  from  their  traces,  the  vehicles  with  the  meat  and  other  supplies  piled  into  a  huge 
heap  and  burned  amid  the  lamentations  of  the  slaves  of  the  plantation.  The  drivers 
were  taken  off  by  the  troops  and  carried  to  New  Bern.  At  Tarboro  a  small  engage¬ 
ment  was  had  with  members  of  the  Junior  Reserves  there  gathered  and  several  of 
the  Yankees  were  killed  and  buried  on  the  road-side.  When  Dr.  Russell  H.  Conwell, 
Baptist  preacher  and  author  of  the  celebrated  lecture  “Acres  of  Diamonds”,  appear¬ 
ed  on  the  Chautauqua  platform  in  Tarboro,  N.  C.,  in  the  present  century,  he  prefaced 
his  famous  address  by  recalling  that  the  last  time  he  had  been  in  Tarboro  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Federal  cavalry  which  was  sent  from  New  Bern  to  the  Falls  of  the 

the  factory  there  in  1863. 

William  S.  Battle  rebuilt  the  factory  in  brick  in  1865  and  with  his  son,  James  S. 
Battle,  ran  it  until  Nov.  10,  1869,  at  which  time  it  was  burned  by  a  white  operative 
through  motives  of  spite.  The  fire  was  discovered  in  the  picker-room  about  half- 
an-hour  after  the  hands  had  stopped  for  dinner.  Both  building  and  machinery  were 
a  total  loss.  The  factory  was  rebuilt  in  1870  and  enlarged  in  1871  and  continued 
under  the  same  management. 

In  the  seventies  the  continued  financial  reverses  of  the  owner,  William  S.  Bat¬ 
tle,  made  it  necessary  that  new  capital  be  brought  into  the  business.  A  charter  was 
granted  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1874  (Chap.  115  Private  Laws  of  1874),  the  in¬ 
corporators  being  William  S.  Battle,  James  S.  Battle,  and  John  D.  Battle,  and  their 
associates.  The  capital  stock  was  fixed  at  $150,000  with  authority  to  issue  addi¬ 
tional  capital  up  to  a  total  of  $1,000,000.  On  December  12,  1876,  an  act  was  pass¬ 
ed  extending  the  time  for  organization  until  January  1,  1882.  The  ownership  of 
William  S.  Battle  and  his  sons  was  relinquished  and  his  stock  disposed  of,  and  after 
a  few  years  the  corporation  was  reorganized  with  Thomas  H.  Battle  as  President 
and  J.  H.  Ruffin  as  Treasurer  and  active  manager.  J.  H.  Ruffin  was  a  son  of  Judge 
Thomas  Ruffin,  Jr.,  who  had  been  a  classmate  of  William  S.  Battle  at  the  University. 
In  1893  (Chap.  37  Private  Laws  of  1893)  the  land  owned  by  the  Mills  was  created 
a  municipal  corporation  under  the  name  of  Town  of  Rocky  Mount  Mills.  This  was 
continued  until  1927  when  by  Chap.  222  of  the  Public-Local  Laws  of  that  year,  the 
Town  of  Rocky  Mount  Mills  was  merged  with  the  City  of  Rocky  Mount. 

The  Mills  continued  under  the  active  management  of  J.  H.  Ruffin  until  the 
loss  of  his  health  in  1898,  when  Thos.  H.  Battle  succeeded  him  as  treasurer  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  head  of  the  corporation,  a  position  which  he  still  holds  at  this  time  (May, 
1930.)  His  son,  Hyman  L.  Battle,  is  now  the  active  manager  and  its  recent  success 
is  due  in  a  very  large  measure  to  his  aggressive  and  competent  technical  skill  and 
knowledge.  Turner  B.  Bunn,  a  great-nephew  of  William  S.  Battle,  is  the  secretary 
of  the  corporation  and  in  charge  of  the  office.  Kemp  D.  Battle,  another  son  of 
Thos.  H.  Battle,  is  the  Mills’  attorney  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  brick  building  erected  for  the  factory  by  William  S.  Battle  in  the  seven¬ 
ties  is  still  in  use  but  there  have  been  various  enlargements  and  additions,  notably  in 
1893,  1916,  and  1923.  There  are  38,000  active  spindles  producing  cotton  yarns 
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with  an  enviable  trade  reputation  for  quality.  The  capital  stock  is  $1,000,000  and 
the  stockholders  are  singularly  tenacious  of  their  holdings.  The  mill  village  has 
always  been  a  source  of  pride  to  the  management  which  has  been  unsparing  of  effort 
and  money  to  provide  wholesome  and  healthful  living  conditions.  It  was  one  of  the 
first  in  the  State  to  provide  electric  lights,  running  water,  sewerage,  and  flv-screens 
lor  all  the  houses. 


[It  is  worth  noting  that  in  the  Dossey  Battle  residence  mentioned  above 
as  now  the  Company’s  offices  were  born  the  following  children  of  James  S.  Battle, 
then  the  Treasurer  of  the  Company,  viz: 

Col.  William  S.  Battle  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  Vice-President  of  the  Norfolk  &  Western 
Railroad  and  one  of  the  Publishing  Committee  of  The  Battle  Book. 

Col.  Marion  S.  Battle  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  Provost-Marshal  in  Paris  during  the 
World  War,  and  member  of  the  Publishing  Committee  of  The  Battle  Book. 

Col.  John  S'.  Battle,  a  distinguished  hero  of  the  World  War,  who  died  in  Wash¬ 
ington  under  an  operation  after  the  War,  said  to  be  the  tallest  graduate  of  West 
Point. 

Mrs.  Mary  S’.  Rivers  of  Washington,  wife  of  General  W.  C.  Rivers,  recently  In¬ 
spector  General  of  the  U.  S.  Army.] 


4.  THE  HYMN  BOOK  OF  THE  REV.  ELISHA  BATTLE1 

The  Battle  family  is  not  one  addicted  to  versification.  An  exception  was  the 
Rev.  Elisha  Battle,  who  published  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  through  the  Minerva  Press  of 
A.  Lucas,  in  1814,  “A  Collection  of  Hymns  and  Spiritual  Songs  for  Public  and  Fam¬ 
ily  Worship,  some  of  which  are  original”.  It  is  a  leather  bound  volume  3  1-4x5  1-2 
inches,  of  224  pages,  and  contains  160  hymns.  In  his  quaint  Preface  the  author 
says  he  uses  larger  type  than  usual  because  there  are  some  soldiers  (The  War  of 
1812  was  going  on)  who  cannot  so  well  read  small  print.  “When  I  consider  that 
a  song  or  hymn  is  like  a  proverb  which  does  not  interrupt  its  nearest  neighbor”, 
.  .  .  the  arrangement  “makes  but  little  or  no  difference,  as  the  table  will  show 
where  they  are.  I  have  been  particular  to  select  hymns  suitable  for  different  occa¬ 
sions  for  the  use  of  Preachers  as  well  as  heads  of  families;  .  .  .  and  I  think  it  is 
as  much  the  duty  of  heads  of  families  to  hold  up  family  prayers  as  it  is  for  Minis¬ 
ters  to  preach.  .  .  .  May  the  Lord  make  it  a  blessing  to  many  and  give  them 
cheerful  hearts  to  sing;  therein  is  the  prayer  of  a  very  unworthy  servant  of  Christ’s 
church.”

5.  MRS.  CHARLES  PHILLIPS*

Laura  Caroline  Battle  was  born  Nov.  5,  1824,  near  the  Falls  of  Tar  River  in 
Edgecombe  County,  N.  C.,  the  youngest  of  the  eleven  children  of  Joel  Battle  and 
his  wife  Mary  Johnston  (known  in  early  life  as  pretty  Polly  Johnston,  the  “To-wit 
Polly”  of  the  letter  preceding  Table  58).  She  married,  December  8,  1847,  Charles 
Phillips  of  Chapel  Hill,  then  a  tutor  in  Mathematics  in  the  University  of  North 
Carolina.  To  them  were  born  eight  children.  Mrs.  Phillips  died  in  Chapel  Hill 
October  4,  1919,  nearly  ninety-five  years  old,  and  was  buried  by  the  side  of  her  hus¬ 
band  whom  she  had  survived  thirty  years. 

These  bare  statements  give  no  conception  of  a  life  singularly  rich  in  contacts 
and  a  character  that  unconsciously  influenced  every  soul  within  its  radius.  In  early 
childhood  Laura  Battle  was  sent  from  the  malaria  of  the  low  country  to  a  school  in 
Pittsboro,  kept  by  Miss  Charlotte  Jones  (later  the  wife  of  Governor  Abram  Rench- 
er),  then  to  a  private  school  in  Raleigh,  and  completed  her  education  at  the  Select 
School  for  Young  Ladies  established  at  Bordentown,  New  Jersey,  by  the  wife  and 
sister-in-law  of  Prince  Lucien  Murat.  One  smiles  at  the  word  “completed”  because  all 
through  her  long  life  Mrs.  Phillips  was  a  constant  reader  of  the  best  in  literature,  a 
discriminating  critic,  a  keen  observer  of  nature,  a  profound  student  of  the  Bible. 
Of  her  it  might  truly  be  said:  “She  died  learning.” 

Early  in  life  Laura  Battle  was  confirmed  in  the  Episcopal  church,  but  upon  her 
marriage  she  joined  the  Presbyterian  church  with  her  husband  and  until  her  death 
was  a  devoted,  intelligent,  and  active  member  of  that  denomination. 

In  person  Mrs.  Phillips  was  small,  with  quick,  alert  movements,  and  her  fas¬ 
tidious  neatness  of  dress  was  characteristic  to  the  last  hour  when  she  quietly  gave 
idirections  as  to  her  apparel  for  her  last  journey.  She  raised  fine  needle  work  and 
knitting  to  the  level  of  an  art.  Her  sense  of  humor  was  keen  but  kind ;  she  loved 
to  laugh  but  never  at  another’s  expense.  Her  hospitality  was  as  wide  as  her  circle 
of  friends.  Little  children  loved  her;  the  gayest  youth  found  in  her  a  charming 
and  congenial  companion ;  the  sorrowing  came  to  her  for  unfailing  sympathy ;  the 
destitute  were  never  turned  empty-handed  from  her  door ;  the  sick  were  never  nurs¬ 
ed  more  tenderly  than  by  her  hands.  Her  long  life  brought  to  her  many  burdens  and 
bitter  sorrows;  she  endured  the  poverty  and  hardships  of  war  and  reconstruction; 
her  husband  was  a  suffering  invalid  for  many  years ;  she  buried  five  of  her  eight 
children  and  survived  every  loved  friend  of  her  youth;  yet  no  word  of  repining  fell 
from  her  lips,  no  shadow  dwelt  upon  her  serene  faith  in  her  Saviour  and  His  com¬ 
forting  spirit. 

With  brief  intervals  her  life  was  spent  at  Chapel  Hill  where  she  loved  every 
stone  in  the  honored  walls  of  the  University  and  every  shadow  upon  its  paths.  A 
list  of  her  relatives  who  served  that  institution  in  various  ways  would  read  like  a  roll- 
call  of  the  alumni  and  it  was  most  fitting  that  she  should  be  borne  to  her  grave  by  a 
group  of  young  kinsmen,  all  University  graduates,  whose  lives  had  known  no  fairer 
influence  than  her  own.  Upon  the  stone  that  marks  her  last  resting  place  are  in¬ 
scribed  the  words:  “She  made  sunshine  in  shady  places”. 

However  great  the  vicissitudes  of  life  have  been,  they  are  all  forgotten  when  I 
remember  that  God  gave  me  the  privilege  of  calling  her  “Mother”.

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6.  A  SOUTHERN  HERO  OF  A  NORTHERN  UNIVERSITY 

“This  very  day  there  is  in  Oxford  [Ohio]  a  fine  old  family  that  is  never  with¬ 
out  a  respectable  and  well-mannered  cat  at  its  fireside.  And  the  name  of  this  cat 
is  always  Joe  Battle.  When  newcomers  ask  foolish  questions,  they  learn  that  the 
name  is  a  tradition  of  the  household,  running  back  before  the  war,  when  Grandfather 
Cone  kept  the  now  dismantled  Mansion  House  and  knew  and  loved  the  Miami  boys. 
His  favorite  was  Joel  Allen  Battle1,  a  lithe,  keen-eyed  daredevil  of  a  Southerner, 
with  a  silver  tongue,  a  tender  heart,  and  a  temper  of  fire.  Nobody  ever  questioned 
Battle’s  ability.  The  faculty  never  ranked  him  with  the  Dignissimi.  He  hadn’t 
time  for  that.  But  in  the  literary  hall  he  found  few  to  match  him  in  the  tangles  of 
debate;  and  often  amused  himself,  when  he  had  floored  a  rather  easy  victim,  by  com¬ 
ing  back  with  a  telling  argument  in  behalf  of  the  opposition. 

“Joe  Battle  was  a  fellow  of  strong  likes  and  dislikes.  His  circle  of  friends 
fairly  worshipped  him.  Outside  the  circle,  under  the  stress  of  those  hot-headed 
ante-bellum  days,  he  often  strained  his  temper  to  the  breaking  point  and  got  his 
name  on  the  faculty  minutes.  Apparently  his  was  a  name  that  had  a  real  signifi¬ 
cance.  Dear  old  Ben  Battle,  of  glorious  memory,  was  never  intended  more  definite¬ 
ly  to  be  a  soldier  bold.  The  process  of  getting  used  to  war’s  alarms  came  soon 
enough.  Preparatory  to  it  came  a  series  of  pranks  and  wilder  escapades,  winding 
up  with  a  specimen  of  the  manly  art  of  self-assertion  which  sent  little  Dutchy  Roem- 
ler  into  arnica  and  bandage  for  a  period  of  days. 

“Finally  Battle  was  graduated  in  due  order  with  the  class  of  ’59.  He  soon 
married  a  girl  from  the  North  and  settled  in  Cincinnati  to  study  law.  He  realized 
that  a  national  conflict  was  impending,  and  frequently  declared  to  friends  that  when 
it  came  he  could  not  fight  against  the  flag,  nor  yet  against  his  kinsfolk,  and  would 
probably  go  abroad  during  the  struggle.  But  the  call  of  the  South,  echoing  in  the 
guns  about  Sumter,  came  to  him,  as  to  many  another  fine  young  fellow,  in  the  tone 
that  could  not  be  ignored  or  disobeyed.  He  became  adjutant  of  his  fathers  regi¬ 
ment,  the  20th  Tennessee,  and  received  his  first  wound  at  the  battle  of  Mill  Springs. 

“It  was  Tuesday  morning,  the  eighth  of  April,  1862.  The  41st  Illinois  and  the 
81st  Indiana  were  encamped  on  opposite  sides  of  a  crude  roadway  through  the  woods 
about  a  mile  from  Pittsburg  Landing.  For  miles  about  were  the  relics  of  the  great 
conflict.  Nine  thousand  corpses  from  both  armies  strewed  the  battle-field,  and  fif¬ 
teen  thousand  wounded  were  receiving  such  care  as  was  possible.  Out  of  a  tent  on 
the  Indiana  side  staggered  Clifford  Ross,  a  bit  unsteady  from  the  scalp  wound  of 
some  days  before.  Two  Union  men  were  plodding  up  the  road  with  an  inert  mass 
in  gray  between  them.  They  paused  to  rest,  laying  their  burden  at  Ross’s  very  feet. 
Such  attention  to  Confederate  gray  aroused  his  curiosity  and  he  drew  back  the  edge 
of  the  blanket.  Ross  had  been  at  Miami  with  the  class  of  ’59,  and  for  the  past  two 
nights  in  his  delirium  had  mingled  and  conversed  with  the  jolly  dogs  back  there. 
Now  he  blamed  it  to  the  fever,  as  he  looked  straight  into  the  sightless  eyes  of  that 
j oiliest  of  all,  Joe  Battle. 

“The  detail  explained  how  it  was.  An  Ohio  surgeon,  who  knew  Battle,  had 
found  him  dead  upon  the  field,  and  sent  them  with  the  body  to  their  own  camp. 
With  broken  voice  Ross  persuaded  them  to  entrust  to  him  the  proper  disposal  of  the 
remains.  He  recalled  that  another  Miami  man,  Lewis  of  Illinois,  was  encamped 
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across  the  way,  also  slightly  wounded.  Between  them  they  hunted  out  several  others 
of  the  old  college  crowd  and  proceeded  to  their  mournful  duty.  The  coffin  was 
rudely  constructed  of  cracker-boxes.  The  monument  was  a  massive  oak,  beneath 
whose  branches  the  shallow  grave  was  hollowed  out.  Name  and  date  were  burned 
into  a  board,  which  was  nailed  to  the  tree.  ‘The  means  available  were  rough,’  says 
one  of  that  little  group,  ‘but  I  could  not  have  asked  for  a  brother’s  more  than  we 
did  for  his  body’.  And  he  adds:  ‘I  believe  no  more  brave  and  noble  soul  left  its 
body  on  that  bloody  field’.  Thus  did  the  brother-love  from  old  Miami  reach  across 
the  gulf  of  war,  faithful  to  the  very  end1.” 

There  is  no  longer  a  cat  named  Joe  Battle,  but  the  memory  of  the  gallant  sol¬ 
dier  is  still  vivid  at  Miami  University.  This  very  summer  the  wife  of  a  member  of 
the  faculty  writes: 

“At  our  Pageant  during  Commencement  Week  your  relative,  Joe  Battle,  was 
easily  the  one  unforgettable  figure  of  the  college  scenes.  He  is  a  familiar  figure  to 
the  Oxford  faculty,  for  every  year  or  two  some  class,  some  group,  some  department 
gives  us  some  reminiscence  of  him.  But  while  I  have  often  seen  him  in  out-door 
pageants  with  his  rifle  and  his  Confederate  cap  beside  a  campfire,  I  have  never  had 
the  feeling  before  this  year  that  I  myself  knew  Joe  Battle.  .  .  . 

“We  reach  the  period  of  the  War  and  suddenly  the  Miami  boys  are  seen  camp¬ 
ing  on  the  Miami  field — most  of  them  in  somewhat  nondescript  blue— playing  cards 
on  the  ground,  talking,  singing,  coming  and  going,  eagerly  hoping  for  the  news  that 
their  turn  to  go  has  come  at  last.  This  engagement  and  that  has  been  broken,  old 
friends  are  at  swords’  points,  yet  the  lads  play  on  and  sing  on,  and  toss  the  cards, 
and  face  their  futures  cheerily  and  noisily.  .  .  .  Somebody  asks  where  Joe  Battle 
is.  Somebody  else  has  seen  him,  but — well,  he  isn’t  wearing  the  blue,  you  know. 
And  what  does  Beulah  think  of  it  all?  Beulah  with  her  passionate  loyalty  to  the 
South  and  with  her  lover  Sam  setting  out  to  join  the  North?  And  what  of  the  girl 
Joe  Battle  cares  about?  A  northern  girl  she  is.  Then  all  at  once  a  lad  in  blue 
pipes  up3  ‘Listen  now,  don’t  say  a  word  about  Joe  Battle.  Whatever  that  fellow 
does  is  right.’  And  as  the  crowd  is  jostling  from  the  stage,  one  young  fellow  is  left 
alone,  Sam,  and  to  him  comes  from  the  left  the  quiet,  tall,  easy,  responsible  figure  of 
the  young  Joe  Battle,  our  much  loved  and  much  sung  Miami  hero.  He  is  essentially 
a  gentleman,  dignified,  with  an  earnestness  and  alertness  about  him,  wearing  as  I 
see  him  again  in  my  mind,  not  a  uniform  but  citizens’  clothes,  a  plain  dark  suit.  The 
Miami  boy  who  played  him  is  a  fine-looking  youth  and  he  suggested  to  us  the  bear¬ 
ing  and  manner  of  a  long-ago  youth  who  felt  keenly,  deeply,  and  very  resolutely  the 
decision  he  had  made.  He  spoke  a  few  words  only,  quiet  and  brief,  but  he  held 
Sam’s  hand  with  a  good  grip.  They  would  be  friends  forever,  and  would  see  each 
other  again  soon,  when  this  affair  of  the  War  was  all  well  over.  He  had  no  other 
course,  Joe  Battle,  but  he  was  just  matter  of  fact  about  it.  You  wished  so  tremend¬ 
ously  that  there  was  no  war  and  that  he  might  splendidly  go  on  being  the  teacher  or 
the  preacher  or  the  judge  that  you  knew  he  could  so  naturally  become!  It  was  all 
over  in  three  or  four  minutes,  I  suppose  less  than  three.  But  in  these  three  minutes 
your  Joe  Battle  had  lived  again  for  us,  a  fine  lad  doing  his  duty  as  he  saw  it,  doing 
it  simply,  and  just  as  a  part  of  the  day’s  work.  And  in  his  mind  and  heart  there 
were  bigger  things  than  war. 

“We  did  not  see  him  again  in  the  Pageant  but  we  mourned  his  death.”

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7.  THREE  COLORED  FRIENDS 

ALLEN  BATTLE1

THOMAS  H.  BATTLE? 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  slaves  of  the  Edgecombe  Battles  was  Allen  Battle 
who  w7as  inherited  by  Mrs.  Kemp  P.  Battle  from  her  father,  James  S.  Battle,  in 
1854.  Allen  showed  so  much  executive  ability  that  he  was  soon  made  overseer  of 
her  Walnut  Creek  Plantation,  and  gave  eminent  satisfaction  in  this  position  all 
through  the  Civil  War  and  until  his  death  about  1876.  He  w'as  a  short,  thickset 
negro,  and  of  such  unusual  personal  dignity  and  ability,  good  sense,  and  loyalty  and 
firmness  that  he  was  universally  respected.  He  was  a  shrewd  farmer  and  managed 
his  hands,  slave  and  free,  with  great  success.  He  accumulated  some  estate  and  in 
his  will  made  Dr.  Kemp  P.  Battle  his  executor  and  trustee  of  his  estate  for  his  wife 
Suckev,  who  remained  on  the  plantation  till  her  death  in  1885.  He  left  no  children 
and  after  his  widow  ’s  death  the  estate  w7as  divided  among  her  kin. 

On  one  occasion  about  1872  when  a  great  freshet  had  covered  much  of  the  Wal¬ 
nut  Creek  Plantation,  Dr.  Battle  went  down  to  see  Allen  and  the  crops.  Faithful 
Allen  took  him  out  to  a  bluff  on  the  lowr  grounds  and  pointing  with  arm  stretched 
out  over  the  swollen  river  sobbed  out  wTith  tears  streaming  from  his  eyes,  “Two  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  corn  under  water  and  hit  a-risin.”  Dr.  Battle  s  sense  of  humor  was 
so  much  struck  by  the  tragic  spectacle  that  he  almost  forgot  the  pecuniary  loss. 

Allen  wras  such  an  unusual  character  and  exemplified  so  well  the  loyalty  and 
faithfulness  often  shown  by  the  slaves  that  he  is  worthy  of  being  remembered. 

MARGARET  SELBY3

When  Kemp  P.  Battle  went  to  Petersburg,  Va.,  in  1857  and  bought  as  a  maid 
for  his  bride  a  “likely  looking”  colored  girl  named  Margaret,  he  could  not  have  real¬ 
ized  that  in  a  few  years  he  would  lose  his  investment.  Still  less  could  he  have  fore¬ 
seen  that  the  loss  wras  only  apparent  and  that  he  and  those  who  came  after  him  had 
really  gained  a  lifetime  of  loving,  faithful,  and  willing  service.  “Mammy”  to  his 
children  became  “Mammy”  to  his  grandchildren,  and  as  such  holds  a  place  in  the 
hearts  of  many  now7  living  so  unusual  that  its  analysis  is  impossible. 

Of  Mammy’s  early  life  we  know  little.  We  know  that  she  had  a  sister  from 
whom  she  wras  early  separated.  She  remembered  with  a  thrill  that  was  never  to  be 
dulled  the  first  matches  that  seemed  such  a  miracle  to  one  brought  up  on  flint  and 
steel;  she  knew7  and  sang  the  cowboy  songs  of  an  earlier  day;  she  had  an  abiding 
distrust  and  fear,  amounting  almost  to  horror,  of  “wild  Indians.”  On  one  occasion, 
as  we  set  out  joyously  to  see  Buffalo  Bill’s  Wild  West  Show,  she  warned  us  solemn- 
lv  to  beware  of  the  Indians,  and  bv  no  means  to  trust  them.  Whatever  her  early

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experiences  and  surroundings,  her  real  allegiance  was  to  her  North  Carolina  “white 
folks.” 

After  the  Surrender  she  married  and  lived  for  a  number  of  years  with  her  own 
family,  but  when  Dr.  Battle’s  daughter,  Mrs.  Richard  H.  Lewis,  needed  her  she 
came  quickly  and  remained  with  the  Lewises  till  she  died. 

To  two  generations  of  children  she  was  at  once  servitor  and  friend.  Her  mis¬ 
tresses  felt  that  they  could  trust  her  implicitly.  Her  judgment  was  uncommonly 
sound.  She  fitted  quietly  into  her  background:  “scenes”  did  not  center  around  her. 
It  was  not  her  way  to  make  a  fuss.  She  was  ingenious  in  devising  simple  means  to 
gain  her  ends.  One  was  to  quiet  us  at  bed-time  by  telling  us  that  it  was  a  sin  to 
talk  after  saying  our  prayers.  Perhaps  it  is  because  of  her  quiet  ways  that  we  have 
few  anecdotes  which  would  serve  to  recall  her  sayings  and  doings.  Yet  her  person¬ 
ality  is  real  and  vivid.  She  was  a  true  friend  of  children;  in  fair  weather  or  foul 
we  could  count  on  her  moral  support.  Perhaps  some  of  the  older  disciplinarians  of 
the  family  would  say  that  she  spoiled  children,  but  as  ones  who  enjoyed  her  gentle 
ministrations  we  would  dissent,  saying  rather  that  she  touched  that  universal  chord 
by  which  children  grow  naturally  and  easily  into  a  sound  maturity,  the  harmony  of 
the  affections. 

But  her  limitless  patience  was  sometimes  sorely  tried.  One  April  Fool’s  Day 
she  was  presented  by  her  youthful  charges  with  a  snuff-box,  shiny  and  new  enough 
to  deceive  her,  filled  with  brown  dust.  On  this  occasion  she  thought  we  had  gone  too 
far,  but  the  volcanic  symptoms  called  forth  by  the  effort  to  get  rid  of  the  unfriendly 
powder  which  had  taken  on  her  lip  the  place  of  her  loved  and  soothing  solace  soon 
expired  of  their  own  violence,  and  we  were  again  in  her  good  graces. 

In  her  later  days  she  attended  St.  Paul’s  Methodist  Church  in  Raleigh.  One 
shaver,  a  little  puzzled  by  the  idea  that  St.  Paul  could  have  been  other  than  an  Epis¬ 
copalian,  asked,  “Mammy,  was  St.  Paul  a  Methodist?”  “Course  he  was,  honey, 
course  he  was.” 

She  was  at  her  best  at  the  Christmas  season.  It  was  a  point  of  honor  with  her 
to  be  the  first  to  cry  “Christmas  gift,”  even  though  the  youngsters  had  started  the 
gay  day  long  before  the  first  peep  of  dawn.  She  had  a  sweet  tooth ;  she  loved  the 
gaiety  and  excitement ;  a  little  present  brought  her  disproportionate  pleasure.  Look¬ 
ing  back  one  can  see  that  her  eager  enjoyment  was  a  large  part  of  the  feast,  and  so 
it  was  on  all  high  days  and  holidays.  Family  celebrations  without  her  would  have 
been  lacking  in  some  essential  thing.  The  pleasures  of  family  life  were  shared  by 
her  as  one  of  us. 

In  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  she  was  rich:  love,  joy,  peace,  longsufFering,  gentle¬ 
ness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance.

When  I  was  two  weeks  old  my  father  advertised  in  the  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  news¬ 
paper  for  a  nurse  for  me.  Maria  Syme  was  the  answer.  She  nursed  me  and  my 
brother  through  our  childhood  and  was  the  most  faithful  of  servants  during  all  the 
fourteen  years  she  lived  with  us.

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My  earliest  recollection  is  of  Maria  and  her  two  cronies  sitting  on  a  bench  in 
the  Capitol  Square.  Maria  was  looking  after  my  brother,  James  Wilson  Battle, 
Margaret  (Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis’s  servant)  nursing  Nell  Battle  Lewis,  and  Mahaley  at¬ 
tending  Charles  Busbee1.  In  1897  my  family  moved  to  Winston.  Maria  went  wilh 
us  and  lived  in  our  house  there  for  several  years.  But  she  was  getting  very  old  and 
finally  went  back  to  Raleigh  to  live  with  her  grandchild,  great-grandchild,  and  great- 
great-grandchildren. 

After  I  was  grown,  I  often  visited  in  Raleigh  and  always  went  out  to  see  Maria 
Syme.  My  visits  were  preceded  by  a  shopping  expedition  on  Hargett  Street,  look¬ 
ing  for  her  special  brand  of  snuff.  I  was  in  Raleigh  when  she  died,  and  attended 
the  funeral,  bringing  up  the  long  procession  in  an  open  landau.  The  front  seats  of 
the  church  were  reserved  for  Maria’s  “white-folks.’’  Maria  lived  to  be  very  old 
We  had  no  exact  date  of  her  birth.  When  “the  stars  fell”  (in  1830?)  she  was  “out 
in  service”  in  the  house  of  Dr.  Hogg  in  Raleigh.  Several  years  ago  my  father  had 
a  stone  put  up  at  Maria’s  grave  in  the  colored  cemetery  in  Raleigh.  It  marks  the 
resting-place  of  an  ever-faithful  and  devoted  servant  and  friend.  Maria  was  a  true 
example  of  the  old  Southern  mammy — a  type  that  has  passed  away. 

8.  AGENCIES  FOR  MAINTAINING  FAMILY  INTEREST 

The  family  interest  that  has  given  rise  to  the  Battle  Book  has  manifested  itself 
also  in  two  agencies  that  merit  approval  and  imitation.  One  is  an  organization,  the 
other  a  publication. 

The  Jethro  Battle-Martha  Lane  Association,  formed  in  1925  is  composed  of 
the  descendants  of  Jethro  Battle  and  Martha  Lane  (See  Table  65)  who  live  near 
enough  to  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.,  to  come  to  an  annual  reunion  and  picnic  dinner  in 
August.  Jethro  Battle  wras  the  youngest  son  of  Elisha  Battle,  “The  Patriarch,” 
and  his  plantation  adjoined  his  father’s  near  Tar  River  on  one  side  and  the  village 
of  Battleboro  on  the  other.  Battleboro,  by  the  way,  was  named  after  Jethro  Battle 
and  James  S.  Battle,  his  nephew,  as  a  recognition  of  their  building  a  section  of  the 
Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  passing  that  point. 

The  meeting  of  the  Association  for  1930  was  held  on  Jethro’s  home  plantation, 
in  the  grove  between  his  barn  (the  original  barn  is  still  standing)  and  the  tablet- 
boulder  erected  by  the  Association  a  year  ago.  The  president  and  moving  spirit  is 
Mrs.  Ivan  M.  Procter,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Tempie  A.  Marriott  and  granddaughter  of 
Joseph  Sumner  Battle,  son  of  Jethro.  This  time  she  came  with  all  her  descendants 
— children  and  grandchildren  to  the  number  of  eighteen.  In  all  the  attendance  was 
eighty-five  and  much  interest  was  manifested.  First  tribute  was  paid  to  the  memory 
of  those  who  had  died  within  the  year.  Among  these  was  Henry  Lawrence  Battle, 
for  years  a  valued  official  of  the  Amoskeag  Cotton  Mills  in  Manchester,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire.  As  it  happened  his  father  Joseph  John  Battle  had  been  selected  to  be  spe- 
cially  considered  this  year  and  an  excellent  sketch  of  him  was  read  bv  Miss  Ella 
Battle.  Thomas  H.  Battle,  descendant  of  two  of  Jethro’s  brothers,  Jacob  and  Wil¬ 
liam,  also  spoke  of  Joseph  John  Battle,  declaring  him  one  of  the  outstanding  bear¬ 
ers  of  the  name  and  one  of  the  finest  men  the  state  had  ever  produced.  The  meet¬ 
ing  was  glad  to  hear  that  George  Gordon  Battle,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  had  erected  a 
stone  and  iron  fence  around  the  old  cemetery  at  Cool  Spring  where  Elisha  Battle 
lies  buried.

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The  publication  promotive  of  family  feeling  is  the  East  Lawn  Bulletin  that  for 
some  years  has  been  sent  out  in  duplicated  form  to  his  immediate  relatives  by  Dr.

CHAPTER  XIII 


GENEALOGICAL  TABLES 
EXPLANATION 

The  progenitors  of  the  Battle  family  in  America,  so  far  as  is  known,  were 
John  Battle  and  Mathew  Battle  (probably  John’s  brother).  In  the  following 
Tables  are  given,  as  far  as  they  could  be  procured,  the  names  of  all  their  descend¬ 
ants,  with  such  facts  about  each  as  seemed  most  worth  setting  down.  Tables  1-73 
give  the  descendants  of  John,  Tables  74-87  those  of  Mathew.  The  inset  key 
shows  the  relation  of  the  Tables. 

The  reference  under  the  names  heading  a  Table  shows  the  previous  Table  in 
which  the  descent  of  the  first  name  may  be  traced.  For  example,  in  Table  10  under 
the  heading  Henry  Laurens  Battle  etc.  the  reference,  See  Table  9,  means  that  Henry 
Laurens  Battle’s  descent  may  be  traced  in  Table  9. 

The  letter  and  numbers  before  the  first  name  of  a  Table  show  the  manner  of 
descent  from  John  or  Mathew  Battle.  For  example,  in  Table  10,  J.  1.2.  6.  3.  3.  7. 
Henry  Laurens  Battle  means  that  Henry  Laurens  Battle  was  the  seventh  child  of 
the  third  child  of  the  third  child  of  the  sixth  child  of  the  second  child  of  the  first 
child  of  John  Battle.  Similarly  in  Table  79,  M.  1.  1.  1.  1.  1.  5.  Nicholas  William  Bat¬ 
tle  means  that  Nicholas  William  Battle  was  the  fifth  child  of  the  first  child  of  the 
first  child  of  the  first  child  of  the  first  child  of  the  first  child  of  Mathew  Battle. 

After  the  first  name  of  each  Table  are  given,  where  possible,  present  or  last 
place  of  residence,  occupation,  place  and  date  of  birth,  place  and  date  of  death, 
manner  of  education,  items  of  special  interest,  religious  affiliation,  place  and  date 
of  marriage,  name  of  husband  or  wife  with,  in  parenthesis,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  and  death  of  that  husband  or  wife  and  the  names  of  the  parents. 

In  the  next  line  are  given  in  like  manner  name  and  facts  for  the  first  child.  The 
number  1  is  prefixed  in  even  line  with  the  left  margin  of  the  page ;  the  name  and 
facts  are  set  two  ems  to  the  right  of  the  number. 

In  the  next  line  come  number  1,  name,  and  facts  for  the  first  child  of  the  first 
child  of  the  head  name,  the  number  1  being  set  not  in  even  line  with  the  left  mar¬ 
gin  of  the  page  but  two  ems  to  the  right  of  the  left  line  of  the  paragraph  devoted 
to  the  first  child,  the  name  and  facts  two  ems  to  the  right  of  the  number. 

And  so  on.  For  every  name  all  descendants  are  given  as  far  as  the  Table 
will  allow  before  the  next  brother  or  sister  is  taken  up.  The  order  of  children  is 
indicated  by  continuous  numbering  without  regard  to  different  marriages.  The 
succession  of  generations  is  shown  in  the  printing  by  offsets  to  the  right.  A  son 
bearing  the  same  name  as  his  father  is  distinguished  by  II  (not  Jr.);  the  same 
name  as  his  father  and  grandfather  by  III;  and  so  on. 

The  abbreviations  employed  are  mostly  in  common  use  and  require  no  ex¬ 
planation.  The  following  may  be  noted:  b.,  born;  d.,  died;  ed.,  educated;  m.,  mar¬ 
ried;  s.  of,  son  of;  d.  of,  daughter  of.

DESCENDANTS  OF  JOHN  AND  ELIZABETH  BATTLE 

J.  JOHN  BATTLE  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Battle  family  in  America.  Fam¬ 
ily  traditions  show  him  to  have  been  born  in  Yorkshire,  England,  but  the  exact  date 

is  not  known.  He  married  there  Elizabeth - (surname  not  known).  In  1654,  he 

emigrated  to  America  with  his  family  and  a  number  of  relatives  and  neighbors,  among 
whom  were  Sumners,  Hunters,  and  Bakers,  and  settled  on  the  west  fork  of  Nanse- 
mond  River,  in  a  district  since  known  as  Nansemond  County,  Virginia.  He  secured 
a  royal  patent,  dated  December  14,  1654,  for  200  acres  of  land  from  the  Governor 
of  the  Colony  of  Virginia.  On  September  25,  1663,  he  secured  from  the  Royal  Gov¬ 
ernor,  Sir  William  Berkeley,  additional  grants,  one  of  which  included  640  acres 
of  land  located  on  the  Paspetank  (now  called  Pasquotank)  River  in  North  Carolina 
(See  grants.  Chap.  V).  He  died  about  1690.  Children:

Un¬ 
der  his  shirt  he  wore  a  jacket  made  of  ducking  into  which  had  been  quilted  about 
$3,000  in  twenty  dollar  gold  pieces.  This  was  to  be  used  for  expense  money  on 
the  way  and  when  he  needed  cash,  he  would  secretly  cut  out  a  gold  piece.  The 
other  was  put  away  for  safe  keeping.  They  traveled  by  carriage  and  wagon  to 
Chattanooga  where  they  took  the  boat  for  New  Orleans.  There  the  money  not 
carried  on  his  person  was  placed  in  the  iron  safe  on  the  boat.  All  went  well  until 
they  reached  Lake  Pontchartrain  where  the  boat  caught  fire  at  night.  Unable  to 
reach  landing,  gang  planks  were  run  out  but  the  boat  was  too  far  from  shore.  Many 
lives  were  lost.  All  of  Jesse  Carter’s  family  were  saved  but  his  wife  received  in¬ 
juries  from  which  she  never  recovered.  Several  of  his  slaves  were  burned.  All  his 
livestock  and  household  goods  were  lost.  When  the  safe  was  raised,  the  managers 
of  the  boat  declared  it  had  been  robbed.  Adding  further  to  his  troubles,  all  of  his 
slaves  except  one  died  of  cholera.  The  family  finally  made  their  way  from  Shreve¬ 
port  to  Cherokee  County,  Texas,  the  home  of  his  father,  Christopher  Anthony  Car¬ 
ter,  who,  with  other  relatives  and  Masons,  helped  them  to  start  life  anew;  m.  1st, 
Feb.  9,  1836,  Joanna  Ann  Brooks,  d.  of  George  Brooks  of  N.  C.;  m.
